During tjic early part of the vieck unde' re\ie\\, the neither, with the excep- 
tionof a few showers in the extreme north-west and extreme north-easi, was 
generally fine throughout India Pressure was highest over Guzeral and the west,

generally fine, but on the 19th and 20th a slight depression was shown m the 
extreme south This was accompi*nied wrilh \Lty hei\) ram m Ceylon, and was« 
followed by thunderstorms m Malabo and bouth Madras Normil hot wcither 
temperature conditions h ise prevailed geiitrallj, the variations of thi mean lem- 

f ieraturc from the normal having been murh smaller than of late and the variation 
or the whole week for the whole of India being only +04" 

On Sunday, the i6th, pressure was highest ovci Guzerat and Kathiawar and 
low over Debar and the cast of the North-Western and Central Piovinccs The 
pressure diffexenccs were small, but the winds w'cie* frt <5h to strong m several places 
The directions were north-westerly and iiorlherlv over North-W^estcrij India 
and theGangetic plain, we'sterly evei the Peninsula, and southerly over the Bay 
and I ower Bengal Light showers had fallen over Baluchistan, bind, the North 
Konkan, and the Assam Valley, and locally m a few other places On the 17th 
the barometer was falling almost everywhere, but the general distribution and 
the winds were unaltered Ram in small amounts had fallen over the north of 
the Punjab, over Baluchistan, at Surat, and at several north-eastern stattpns

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0{i thu 18th the baiomctcr was still tailing everywhere 'Ihe rclati\e positions 
of the areas of highest and of lowest pressure were unaltered, but, except at 
the head of the Bay and in Lower Bengal, where strong southerly to south-west- 
crl\ winds prevailed, the wind diri ctions were moie variahh Light ram continued 
to fall in the extreme north cast,o*f India, while local show'ers were reported from 
Colombo. Coehin, Lahore, ind Muriet On the 19th the barometer was falling 
o\er the Punjab and Rajputana, while It was rising elsew'herc Hence, though 
the general distribution of pressure was similar to that reported cn the preceding 
days, t e, the highest pressures Id\ o\cr Gu/erat and the lowest over Behar, a 
disposition to ehange was observable, and readings wc le marly as low in Rajputana 
as in Behar Also a small loral depression had .ippcared over the extreme 
south of the Peninsula The wind direetions were generally fairly normal, while * 
the force remained fresh in several parts of the country and was strong at the 
htad of the Bay Light showers had fallen duiing thunderstorms over the

where lhundcrshowe«’s had occurred over the North-Western Himalayas,the 
North-\V( stern Provinces, and Assam, the imounts being somewhat larger than of 
late On t he 21 st the barometer w as rising ov er the Gangetic plain and Bengal, but 
was falling elsewhere Ihe low pressure area in the north-west had become more 
marked and gradients over Gu/crat and the head of the Peninsula were steep. 
Pressure was highest in MaUbar and Tenasscrim Fastcrly bree/es were appear¬ 
ing over Northern India, and the weather was more iinsc'tlcd Modciate to heavy 
thunderstorms had occurred over North-Fastern India, and light thundershowers 
over the North-Western Provinces and the neighbouring districts Ihundcr- 
showers had also occurred over the ecntie and south-west of the Peninsula.

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•On the first diy of the week there was a considerable excess of tempera¬ 
ture ofer North-Western and Central India On the 17th the.area of tfiis 
excess though still eonsidcrable, had diminished, but on the i8th temperature 
fell over a large part of the country, and from that date until the close of the 
week the \anations of the mean temperature* from the normal average were 
small in most provinces The mean vanartion for the whole of India for the

Ram —1 he past week has been inarke^d bj very general rain accompanying 
the numerous thunderstorms which have prevailed over the country In the great 
majority of cases, however, the rainfall has been light, the average actual fall of 
the different divisions being in many instances less than one-tenth of an inch 
Of the lifty-one lainfall divisions, twelve received during the week absolutely 
no rain, twenty-four receive d some ram, but with ram so light or so partial tlifit 
the average for each division was less than one-tenth of an inch, while fifteen 
received effective rainfall, * c, an average fall of over onc-tenth of an inch m 
each division The regions which received effective rainfall included the follow¬ 
ing divisions —Eastern, Deltaic, and Northern Bengal, both the Assam Divisions, 
the hill and north-western districts of the Punjab, Malabar, Madras »South-Central 
and Central', Coorg, Mysore, the Bombay Deccan, Sind, and West Rajputana 
The heaviest average actual fall was m Assam (burma Division), and amounted

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 a.m. on 

Saturday, April 15th, 1893 

\ery uniform pressures have prevailed throughout India during the greater 
part of the >\cek under review. This condition has, however, been accompanied 
with feebly unsettled weather over a large part of Northern India As was the 
case in the preceding week, depressions, very slight in themsehes, but suffi¬ 
ciently marked to disturb the w'eather, have slowdy drifted across the country, and 
oc casioned irregular cyclonic winds and showery weather Over the Penin¬ 
sula the weather has not been influenced by these depressions, and has been 
throughout fine The temperature has increased faster than usual, so that, 
’while at the commencement of the week the mean of the whole country was 
betw'ccn ij® and 20° below the normal, at the close of the week it was between 
Iand 2 o® above 

The chart of the 9th showed a shallow depiession over the Western desert,, 
and a second over Hchar and the neighbouring parts of the North-Western and 
Central Provinces, while reading:s were highest in Assam and Lpper Burma 
Gradients were moderate over Bengal and very slightchcw'here Irregular c) clo¬ 
nic-movements of th( wind were reported from the neighbourhoods of the two 
depressions, while elsewhere the directions were variable 1 hunderstorms had 
gi\en ram to pails of North-Eastern India and to parts of North-W’estern India 
In the former region the amounts rccencd were moderate, cvcced'ng i inch at 
Siichar and Mymensingh, and exceeding J inch at Sibsagar and Dhubn On 
the loth the barometer was rising almost everywhere, but the general distribu¬ 
tion of pr( ssure w^as the same as on the prc\iou& da\ The winds were also 
very little changt cl Ram had ceased m North-WesUrn India, but continued 
in North-Fastern India, the largest fall being i 15 me li at Bogra At Xegapatam 
and Bilgaum also light sliowei'^ had fallen On the following d i>, the nth, the 
pressure changes were irregular, and the barometer was \eiy uniform ihrocghout 
the country The wuid directions were ver> variable l!ighl rain had fallen 
during thunderstorms over a Urge part of Bengal, and shower* were aKo 
^,report::d from Tavoj. the south of the Peninsala, and Cevlon On the 12th pres¬ 
sure was falling excrywhe're, but the changes had not «iffeeicd the distribution, 
the barom(‘ter readings being ver} uniform e\ci\where The wind was ea^^tcrly 
and south-easterly up the (langttK plain, but eNcuIurc the direc tinns were 
fairly normal Run had ceased in Bengal, but scittercd showers wort reported 
from the west and south of the Peninsula, ind local showers at lha}etm}o and 
Quetta The chart of the 13th showed tint pressure was still guing waj 
everywhere, and that a large shallow depression hail appeared over North-West¬ 
ern India Pressure was high in Assam and on the west coi=,t of the Penin¬ 
sula hastcriy winds eontinued to blow up the Gingetic pliin, and southerly 
winds over the^west and north of the Bay EUewlien the diiections remained 
variable Thundershowers were again reported from th2 viest and south of the 
Peninsula, but the amounts were small. 1 here wms no ram in othce parts of 
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th<* country On the morning of the 14th the distribution of pressuce was 
rernarkahlc, Pressure had risen fast over the north-west of the Punjab and steep 
gradients prevailed over that province At the same time a large shallow area 
of low pressure overlay the western dest rt and the Gangctic plain Strong 
winds prevailed over the Punjab, and thundershowers had fallen at several 
stations in the north-west of that province Light showers were also reported 
from a few places in the west of the Peninsula and at Colombo On Saturday, 
the 15th, relatively high pressures were reported from Burma and the south of 
the Bay on the one hand and from the Indus Valley on the other, while in the inter¬ 
vening region pressure was relatively low, with a centre of depression over Behar 
and the east of the North-Western Provinces The wind was unusually 
northerly over North-Western India, but elsewhere the directions were fairly 
normal A few light scattered showers was the only rainhill reported 

Temperature —'I he mean temperature for the whole of India for the first 
time for many weeks had exceeded the normal average The excess is only 
02" A very marked rise of temperature has, however, spread over India during 
the week The excessive temperature first appeared over Central India, 
Guzerat, Sind, and Rajputana, and was conlined to that region during the 9th 
and loth On the nth it spread to the Punjab, on the 12th to Bombay, on 
the 13th to the North-Western Provinces, on the 14th to Burma, and on the 15th 
prevailed over the greater part of the country

The above shows that.for the first three days of the week the mean tem¬ 
perature of the whole of India remained abnormally low, and during the final four 
days was in excess of the normal 
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Jiat« —Dunng the week under review most of the rainfall recorded has 
been received in North-Eastern India and in the west of the Peninsula Scattered 
showers have been received over the North-Western Provinces, the Punjab, Sind, 
and the south of the Carnatic , but the amounts were small, and the only effective 
rainfall is reported from the t\io regions noticed above Of the fiftj-one rain¬ 
fall divisions, fourteen divisions received effective rainfall, and eleven more 
received some run, though the average adual rainfall of each division was less 
than one-tenth of an inch, while twenty-six divisions received absolutely no rain 
The regions which received effective rainfall included the following divisions — 
*East, Deltaic, Central, and North Bengal, both the Assam divisions, the north¬ 
west of the Punjab, Malabar, Madras (South-Central and South), Coorg, 
Mysore, the Konkan, and the Bombay Deccan In all other parts of India the 
rainfall of the week was practically or absolutely ntl The heaviest actual aver¬ 
age rainfall for any division was 2 01 inches in the Surma division of Assam 
This was followed by o 88 inch in the Brahmaputra division, by 081 inch in 
North Bengal, by o 74 inch in Malabar, by o 58 inch in Madras (South-Central), 
and by o 50 inch in Deltaic Bengal The third column of the table shows that 
of the tw'enty-fi\e divisions which received some rain, only six had more than 
the average normal rainfall of the week These six divisions were Deltaic and 
North Bengal, Malabar, the Konkan, the Bombay Deccan, and the East Coast 
(Central division) The excess in all cases w'as small In all other parts of 
India the rainfall was less than usual, but in most divisions the anticipated rain¬ 
fall of the week under tevicw is small, and hence the defn icncy is generally 
unimportant In Assam however, and also in the hills and north-w^est divi¬ 
sions of the Bunjab, the nainfall is ordinarily moderately heavy, and the deficiency 
in them is largish 

The three concluding columns of the table show that the seasonal rainfall 
exhibits the same general features as m the last two or three weeks, there being 
a more or less large excess in all divisions, except the Burma divisions, the 
Assam divisions. North Bchar, the submontane division of the North-Western 
Provinces, the South, Hill and North-West divisions of the Punjab, Guzerat, 
Kathmwar, Sind, and West Rajputana, where the rainfall between Febru¬ 
ary 26th and April 15th has been normal or short of the average In the 
Peninsula and the central parts of the country the excess has been large

A Rfgulation to provide for the preservation 
and management of Forests tnjthe District 
of Hazara 

Whfreas by the Forest Rules sanctioned by 
the Government of India on the 21st May, 1855, 
and by the supple mentary rules sanctioned by 
the Chief Commissioner of the Punjab on the 
19th January, 1857, the Government assumed 
to itself the light to conserve all trees and w^aste- 
land in the Hazar« District, 

And when as, consequent on the increased 
demand for timber and fuel, and the necessity 
of making better arrangements for the said 
conserv inc>| and for the purpose of defining 
more ixictly the matters in which that conser¬ 
vancy consists, Regulations II of 1873, V of 
1874 and II of 187(^1 for the consc^rvaney of trees 
and waste-land in the Hazara District, were 
duly enacted and received the assent of the 
Governor General, 

And wilt re is the entries regarding forests and 
waste-land nude in the reeord-of-rights at the 
regular settle me nt of the H izara District were 
made in accordance with the provisions of Regu- 
1 ition II of 1873 , 

And whereas it is now expedient to provide 
further for the preservation and management of 
trees and waste-land in the Ila/ara District, 

It IS hereby enacted as follows

Weather Review of India for the wefek ending at 8 am. on 

Saturday, April 8th, 1893. 


During the week under review the weather has been unsettled over Northern 
India Although so late in the season, two depressions have appeared in the 
North-West, and the depressions themselves, or low pressure areas originating 
from them, have crossed Northern India to Bengal Strong squally winds have 
prevailed around them and showers of rain fallen in their neighbourhood, both in 
North-Western and North-Eastern India, but over parts of the North-Western 
Provinces the passage of the disturbance only slightly affected the neather 
Over the Peninsula the weather was steadily fine Owing to the disturbed 
weather described above, the rise of temperature which had commenced last 
week was interrupted, and about the middle of the week the abnormal depression 
of temperature again became large 

On the morning of the and April a well marked depression lay o\er the 
Eastern Punjab and Northern Rajputana The barometer was, however, nsing 
over North-Western India, and the disturbance was slighter than at the close of 
the preceding w'cek The winds o\cr North-Western India weie irregularly 
cyclonic, while elsewhere the directions were fairly normal Showers of rain 
were reported ‘from Kashmir, from the north-west of the Punjab, and from 
Baluchistan Murree received inches, but elsewhere the amounts were small. 
On the morning of the 3rd a low pressure area extended south-eastward from 
the Punjab down the Gangctic plain to Orissa, ha\ing slight centres of depres¬ 
sion, one over Central Punjab, and a second near Lucknow Readings were high 
in the west and south of the Peninsula and in Assam The winds varied very 
considerably in direction, but were fresh to strong in force at several stations 
Rain had fallen over the greater part of the Punjab, o\cr the west of the North- 
Western ProMnccs, and at Jacobabad and Bikanir The amounts were gen¬ 
erally less than ^ inch The chart of the 4th showed that pressure had risen 
rapidly over North-Western India, and that the area of lowest pressure lay o\er 
the east of the North-Western Provinces and of the Central Provinces and the 
avest of Bengal Gradients were steepish for northerly winds over North-West¬ 
ern India, and a strong northerly current prevailed throughout that region 
Cyclonic w'inds blew around the low pressure area, and elsewhere the directions 
were variable The force continued fresh Ram continued to fall over a large 
part of the Punjab and the west of the North-Western Provinces, and had com¬ 
menced at Dhubri, Burdvvan, and Barisal At Srinagar, Ludhiana, and Dhubn the 
amount received exceeded one inch On the 5th pressure was giving w'ay again 
in the north-west, but was rising elsewhere Consequently the steepish gradients 
noticed on the preceding day had disappeared, though the general distribution of 
pressure had not materially changed. North-westerly winds prevailed *down the 
Gangetic plain «nd north-easterly winds over the central parts of the country and 
the north of the Bombay Presidency. The normal southerly winds prevailed over 
the west and north of the Bay, the force at Saugor Island and False Point being 
strong. The rainfall in North-Western India bad ceased, but showers were falling

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overrAssam and Bengal The amounts were moderate On the 6th the barometer 
was still falling in the north-west and rising elsewhere, and in consequence pres¬ 
sure had bcLome very uniform throughout the Indian region The winds were 
very little changed, and the stroqg southerly winds at the head of the Bay con¬ 
tinued A few showers were reported from Bengal and Assam, the heaviest fait 
being I II inch at Dacca The chart of the 7th showed that a depression had 
appeared over North-Western India, the centre being near Bikanir Cyclonic winds 
prevailed around the low pressure area, but, except m Sind, the force was light 
Except in North-Western India, the uniformit) of pressure noticed on the pre¬ 
ceding day continued, and the winds, except at the head of the Bay, were variable 
Showers had recommenced in the north-west of the Punjab, and continued 
at a few places in Bengal and Assam. On the 8th a large depression overlay 
the western desert and the Gangetic plain, the lowest pressures being near 
Allahabad Readings were highest m Assam and Burma Strong southerly 
winds were blowing over the north of the Bay, while an irregular cyclonic cir¬ 
culation prevailed over Northern India Ram was falling over the North- 
Western Himalavas, over the north of the Punjab, over North Bengal, over 
Assam, and over Malabar At Sibsigarand Gnatong the fall exceeded one 
inch, and at Darjeeling two inches 

1 emperalu! e —The rise of temperature which had commenced at the close 
of the previous week was maintained throughout India during the first two days 
of the week under review, but on the 4th a sudden fall look place, and tht abnor¬ 
mal depression of temperature on the 4th, 5th, and 6th was nearly as large as at 
the commencement of last week On the 7th temperature again^rose, and‘on 
that and the following daj the mean temperature was onlj 1 1 ° below the normal 
average

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'l»he above sho\rs that for the whole of India there was a mean deficiency 
for the wpek of 1 6“, and that the provincial variations were all in defect In 
the Punjab the mean deficiency exceeded 3 0“, in Bengal, Assam, the North- 
Western Province^, and the Central Provinces i,t exceeded 2 o” , and in Central 
India, Guzerat, Sind, Rajputana, and Madras it was about i 0° In Burma and 
Bombay it was less than i 0° 

Ratn —During the week under review the rainfall of India was conBned 
mainly to the north-east and north-west divisions, the central and southern 
divisions remaining almost without ram Of ihe fifty-one rainfall divisions, 
twelve received effective rain—i <?, the average actual rainfall of the division 
exceeded one-tenth of an inch, twelve more received some rain, but the average 
actual amount for the week was less than one-tenth of an inch, while twenty- 
seven divisions received absolutely no rain during the week The regions which 
received actually or practically no rain included the following divisions —All 
the Burma divisions, Orissa, Behar, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
• divisions, the south and centre of the Punjab, Guzerat, Kathiawar, Sind, Raj¬ 
putana, and all the central and southern divisions, except Malabar. The 
heaviest average actual rainfall reported is 2 04 inches in North Bengal this 
IS followed b) 1 77 inch in the Brahmaputra division, Assam, and by i 62 inch 
in the Surma division Of the twenty-four divisions which leeeived rain, twelve 
had more than the normal average fall of the week These twelve were East 
Bengal, the Brahmaputra division of Assam, Deltaic Bengal, North Bengal, 
Chota Nagpur, the Punjab (South, Central, Submontane, North-West, West, and 
the Hill districts) and the Last Coast (Central) The greatest excess was in 
North Bengal, the greatest deficiency in Assam (Surma), but, with the exception 
of thc'ic two divisions, the variations of the actual from the normal fall are small 

1 hi three com luding columns of the table show that no practical change 
has taken place in the relative distribution of rainfall for the period In the 
Assam and Burma div isions, in the south of the Punjab, in th« Konkan, in 
Kathiawar, in Sind, and in Rajputana (W’est) the rainfall for the period from 
February 26th to the present date has been m defect of the average, while, on 
the contrary, in all other divisions it has been in excess—in some cases by very 
large amounts

Madras — For ending 8th April —Few showers in parts of the 

Circarsand Southern and West Coast districts Sowings continue in Southern

Letter No 138, dated 8th February 1893, from the Director of the Geological Survey 
of India, submitting the Annual Report pn t'le Geological Department and Museum 
for the year 1892 

RESOLUTION 

The issue of the Resolution'with which the Annual Report on the opera¬ 
tions of the Geological Department is published has on this occasion awaited 
the sanction of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State to the final scheme for the 
reorganization of the department which was submitted in 1892, the year 
under report 

2 During the earlier period of its history the duties of the depart¬ 
ment were almost entirely confined to scientific imestigation and to the 
examination of the most prominent geological rocks and formations of India 
itself or of the border regions beyond it The explorations made, although 
primarily of purely scientific interest, were also necessary as a basis for 
the discovery-of the mineral resources of the country In recent years, how- 
e\er, the demand both by the State and the public for more complete and 
positive information regarding the commercial minerals has expanded so 
greatly that the attention of the officers of the department has been consider¬ 
ably, and perhaps unduly, diverted from exploration of a scientific character to 
investigations of more practical interest Thus oil, coal, tin, and iron have 
successively found a prominent place in the more recent annual programmes 
The wider scientific scheme, upon which a sound and comprehensive knowledge 
of the distribution of minerals mainly depends, appeared to be in danger of 
serious interruption. Proposals were accordingly submitted to the Secretary 
of State which, while securing the steady progress of. the scientific survey, 
would admit also of a definite and material amount of practical investigation, 
as well as, if necessary, of the employment of trained experts on explorations 
requiring special and technical knowledge The scheme has now been estab¬ 
lished, and was explained in detail in the Resolution No 3—74 issued by the 
Government of India on the 8th March 1893 

Briefly the scheme requires that two-thirds of the officers of the depart¬ 
ment should be primarily engaged on the scientific explorations necessary for the 
completion of the Geological Survey, and the remaining third on the practical 
investigation of mineral fields The exploration of fields of commercial minerals 
*will, however, be confined to such preliminary examination of them as may be 
necessary to supply general information regarding their character and extent to 
capitalists atid promoters, upon whom will rest the responsibility of the more 
detailed prospecting required for the conduct of actual operations. 

3. The work upon which the officers of the department 'were engaged 
during the year under review is shown in the following table, m which also’ is 
roughly'indicated the character of the exploration, or, in other words, whether 
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the ^ mam object of the work performed was the continuation of the sciontific 
survey or the collection of further information regarding commercial minerals 
for practical purposes In some cases both objects have been more or less 
sirauUancou&Iy secured

4 1 he moit important of the scientific operations indicated in the above 
abstract were those conducted m tin Central Hinialajas in ro-opcration with 
Dr Diencr, an eminent sp( ciahst sent out from Vicnniby Messrs Griesbach 

•viartd JMiddlcmiss of the Geological Survev The expedition was under the 
superintendence nt Mr Griesbach, to whom much credit is due for the tact and 
energy which have led to success in the prosecution of researches which are 
certain to pro\e of high scientific interest ' 

Valuable contributions to the scientific survey were also made m the course 
of their work by Mr Holland in Madras, Messrs Noethng and Griesbach in* 
Burma, Mr, Middlemiss in Hazara, and Mr LaTouche on the North-Western 
Frontier * 

5 Tlje advance due to exploration by Geological officers in knowledge 
of the coalfields of the country has been great A reference to the 
"Statistical Tables of British India" will show that between 1878 and 1890 the 
annual outturn of coal has increased by over a million tons , and, m fact, has 
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nearly doubled The centres of production, which m the former year were almost 
confinedno Bengal, have now been extended to Assam, Punjab, Central Province^^, 
the Nizam's territory, and recently to Burma There can be little doubt that 
this large extension, which is capable of indefinite development, is in a great 
measure due to the pioneering of the Geological Sijrvcy Department 

The department has also done much to determine the character of the oil 
resources of India Although the prospects are not very encouraging, the special 
researches of Mr Oldham in Baluchistan and Mr LaTouchein the Shcrani coun- 
try are being followed up by experimental borings at Sukkur, the outcome of 
which, combined with the experience gained by the Punjab Oriental Oil Company, 
will probably set at rest at an early date the question whether any important or 
permanent supply of oil can be secured in Northern India More practical results 
have been attained in Burma where leases of several important areas in the oil 
tracts previously surveyed by Dr Noclling were concluded during the year 

The researches in Tenassenm have resulted in the concession of a large tin 
field in Southern Burma, which is not unlikely to lead to the further de\clopment 
o'f that metal in the same neighbourhood, and have also brought to prominent 
notice the existence of extensive fields of coal of a quality equal or supenor to 
any yet discovered on Indian territory. These researches were conducted by 
Mr Hughes, and the Governor General in Council takes this opportunit> to 
express his deep regret at the serious accident which has interrupted the energetic 
and useful career of this officer 

6 The Government of India are anxious to associate natives of India edu¬ 
cated in the country with the European officers of the department in the work 
of original investigation and research, and it was W'lth this object that two appren¬ 
ticeships were opened a short time ago for Indian students But the attempt 
has for the present had to be abandoned in consequence of the difficulty of 
obtaining young men suitably educated for such a career Students must, when 
young, be instructed how to observe, and how to draw precise conclusions from 
observations, before they can be expected to become competent for efficient work 
in any branch of scientific exploration One step in the right direction has 
been taken by the Government of Bengal, which has opened Geological classes 
at the Presidency College under the teaching of Mr Holland of the Geological 
Department, but it is still doubtful whether college lectures will secure the 
results required unless the students who attend them have prev lously received 
an education which tinll ensure their being able to turn their new knowledge to 
ptactical account 

7 The thanks of the Government of India are due to Dr King the Di¬ 
rector, and the officers of the department mentioned in this Resolution for the 
ability and vigour with which the work of the department has been conducted 

throughout the year of report

1 he above shows that from the 26th to the 30th of March the abnormal 
depression of temperature, which has prevailed with greater or less intensity 
throughout India for manv weeks past, was maintained unaltered, the general 
abnormal depression for the whole of India ranging between 4 8® and 3 3°, but on 
the 31st the general depression decreased to only 1 9®, and on April ist to only 
09® In the Punjab, Central India, Guzerat, Sind, and Rajputana the mean 
temperature on the ist e\C( cdcd*the normal average for the first time for many 
weeks 


The tabic at the close of the summary shows that the rainfall of 
the week was received in the extreme north-cast of India, in the north-west, and 
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in the sojith, the more central intervenintj regions* having been without rain Of 
the fifty-one rainfall divisions, thirteen received effective rainhill during the week, 
eight redbi^ed an average actual rainfall for the division of less than one-tenth 
of an inch, and thirty had absolutely no rain during the week The regions 
which received effective rainfall included the following divisions —East Bengal, 
both the Assam divisions, the hill districts, and north-west division of the 
Punjab, Malabar, Madras (South Central), Coorg, Mysore, tlic East Coast (North 
and Central), Hyderabad (South), and Madras (South) The average actual 
fall was heaviest in Coorg, where it amounted to i 04 inch This was followed 
by o 96 inch in Malabar, b} 070 inch in Assam (Brahmaputra), and by 066 
inch in Madras (South/ The second column of the tabic shows that during 
the week under review comparatively little rain is expected in an) part of the 
country, except in East Bengal and Assam Hcnet, although the third column 
shows that ovcr the grealei part of th( country the rainfall has been deficient, 
it is only in the divisions noticed aho\e, 2;/^ , East Btngd and Assam, that the 
deliLiency has much imporianec Over a large part of the Peninsula th( rain- 
filll has been heavier than usual, tlu excels bung as much as 080 inch in 
Malabar and Coorg and about o 40 inch 111 Mysore and Madras (South) 

I he three concluding columns of tim table show the average ac tual rain¬ 
fall for each rainfall division for the period hebruary 26th to April ist, the 
average normal rainfall for the same period, and the excess 01 defee t of the 
forme i compared w'lth the latU r expressed as a pen entage In T enassenm, 111 
Arakan, in Assam in the south, north-west, and west of the Punjab, in 
Kathiawir, in bind, and in the w'cst of Rajputana the rainfall has been defective, 
but elsewhere it •has been in excess, the excess in many cases being extremely 
large

QUESTION 

The Hon’ble Mr. Fazulbhai Vishram asked—Whether the Government 
of India has received a second memonal, the first having been submitted in 1885, 
from the Cutchee Memon inhabitants of Bombay, who are Muhammadan's and 
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therefore- desire to be governed by the Muhamitiadan law, praying that the 
draft Bill prepan d by their community to abolish the application to them of 
the Hindu law relating to succession, inheritance, divorce and kindred matters 
may now be passed into law, and, if so, whether the Government of India 
intends to take any, and yvhat, steps in the matter, which is one of great 
importance to those c onc( rned 

The Hon’ble SiR ALEXANDER Mil I ER replied —The Government of 
India has not yet received the second memorial referred tom the Hon’ble Mem¬ 
ber's question, though a duplicate of that memorial had been forwarded to it by 
the attorneys for the Cutchce M^-mon community in Bombay with the intimation 
that tht original is being sent to the Govirnmentof India through the Govern* 
ment of Bombay Until the original reaches the Government of India and the 
\lews of the Local Government then on have been ascertained, it is impossible 
for the Government of India to state what action, if any, it is prepared to take 
with a \iew to meeting the wishes of the memorialists 

“ I may add that the Government of India is fully alive to the great import¬ 
ance of the subject to the members of the Memon community In response to 
the first memorial referred to in the Ilon’ble Member’s question, a Bill on the 
sub]e< t was, with the concurrence of Gove»*nment, actually introduced into the 
Legislative Council of the Governor General in 1885 by the Hon'ble Mr Amir 
Ah (now Mr Justice Amir Ah of the Calcutta High Court) This Bill was not 
proceeded wnth, because it was found that the members of the community were 
not unanimous in opinion as to the law which should govern them, one party 
advocating the application of the Muhammadan law of the Hanafi school in its 
entin ty, and the other dt siring the maintenance of the special customs which 
had in the pist been respected by the Courts 

“Two bills were in fact submitted to the GoNernment—one which was adopted 
by Mr Amir Ah, w'hich was purely permissive, enabling such of the Memon 
community as desired it to place themselves individually under Muhammadan 
law, and another, which was, I believe, that fa\oured by the majority of the 
Memoiis ihemst Ives, by which that law was legislatuely declared the law of the 
community, and individuals were authorised to Lake themselves out of it by a 
formal dcchralion When I succeeded to my present office I found that 
nothing liaJ been done with reference to this question since the year 1885, and 
I therefore conidtnd the matter dead, and with His Excellency’s permission 
removed the I'lll from the list of legislative business pending On receipt of 
the (xpected communication from Bombay the matter will again be taken into 
consideration ’’ 

LAND ACQUISITION ACT, 1870, AMENDMENT BILL 

The Hon’ble Mr Woodburn moved that the Reports of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to amend the Land^ Acquisition Act, 1870, be taken into 
conside'ration He said that he hid some remarks to offer on the subject, but,as 
he understood that his hon’ble friend Mr Mackay wished to make some obser¬ 
vations, he would wait for these 

Ihc Hon’ble Mr Mackay said —“I beg to suggest that the consi¬ 
deration of the Reports of the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the Land 
Acquisition Act of 1870 be postponed till next cold weather In submitting 
this suggestion to the consideration of Hon’blc Members I do so not because I 
differ from the Reports made by the Select Committee on any particular points, 
bftt because I am not aware that there is any great urgency demanding a speedy 
passing of the Bill, and I know that there is a certain amount of feeling that the 
public and those likely to ho affected by the measure have not had sufficient time 
to give consideration to it in the present form The Bill should, I think, be pro¬ 
ceeded with cautiously and only after the public have had ample time to 
comment upon its provisions and the < hanges it may make in the exist¬ 
ing law This is the more necessary, as in taking up lands for the public 
good, or in the interest of the State, that interest may occasionally clash w'lth 
the interest of private individuals It is necessary that there should be 
a law to regulate transactions of this sort, but that law should press as lightly as 
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possible upon those who may have to give way to public necessities While,the 
measure before the Council has, I am perfectly sure, received special cd/e fronf 
the Select Committee, the public have not had sufficient opportunity of consider- 

It in Its present form The Hon'ble Member in charge of the Bill made a state* 
ment at the meeting of the Council on the 12th of January which had the practi¬ 
cal effect of stopping public action as regards this nfeasure, because the Hon’ble 
Member mentioned that he intended to ask the Select Committee to consider an 
alternative draft Bill, and in these circumstances it was not considered necessary 
to criticise the original measure introduced by Mr Bliss The Report presented 
to the Council on the 2nd of February was a preliminary Report, and criticism 
of the changes it proposed was, rightly or wrongly, deferred till the final Report 
came out, which was not until the meeting of last Thursday , and it was some 
days later before the Report was published for public information The Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce have written, through the Local Government, pointing out 
that sufficient time has not been allowed for the consideration of the proposals 
of the Select Committee Members of the Chamber have addressed the 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce to the same purport Lastly, in my 
capacity as President of the Chamber, I have received a telegram from the 
Nilgiri Planters Association wanting more time These points show, 1 think, 
that further opportunity might with advantage be given to the public to appre¬ 
hend the scope and bearing of what ts undoubtedly a most important piece of 
legislation^ a measure as regards which it is desirable in an exceptional degree 
that the Government should know the views of the public of the three presiden¬ 
cies I hope, therefpro, that the Council will see their way to let the considera¬ 
tion of the Select Committee’s Reports stand out till next Calcutta ses^n ” 

The Hon’ble SiR Philip Hutchins said It seems to me, my Lord, 
that this application for a postponement of the Bill is somewhat unreasonable. 
The publuation of the Bill in January was an invitation to consider it and 
submit criticisms and objections so as to enable the Select Committee to 
amend it, if nece^ary, and re-present it in such a form that it could, unless it 
had been materially altered, be at once passed into law Why anyone should 
have construed the publication of the Bill, or what fell at the time from the 
Hon’ble Member in charge of it, as an invitation to put it aside passes my 
comprehension It is not alleged that there is any matenal difference between 
the Bill now on the table and that which was published in January It is 
not alleged that anyone has any real substantial objection which he has not 
had time to bring forward All that is said is that thcTc 7 nay be objections, 
but It IS cquilly clear that there may be none However, I shall content myself 
w'lih putting these few observations before the Council as tending to show that 
there is no strong ground for the adjournment asked for The principal 
result of a postponement will be to continue, (or another eight or ten months 
at least, the procedure in regard to the compulsory reference to Court and the 
employment of assessors, which has been, 1 think 1 may say, universdly con- 
demneJ^ It is for the Council to say if this evil does or does not outweigh what 
has been represented by the Hon’ble Mr A^ackay in support of his plea fur 
delay ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Woodburn said —The Hon’ble Sir Philip Hutchins 
has said most of what I have myself to say in this matter Any proposi¬ 
tion that comes from the Bengal Chamber of Commerce is entitled to the 
respectful consideration not only of this Council but of the country at 
large At the same time I find that, when the Bill introduced by Mr 
Bliss last year was under discussion for eight months, the Chamber took 
no part whatever in that discussion and contributed no criticism on the 
mcasun That Bill contained some very material departures from the prin¬ 
ciples of the Act of 1870 When considered by the Select Committee of 
this s( ssion, It was decided to revert to the lines of the Act of 1870, and in the 
Bill which IS now before the Council that Act is maintained w'lth the single 
important exception of the abolition of the system of assessors The abolition 
of that system is proposed, with the unanimous approval of all the authorities in 
India, official and non-official, as a cumbrous and usefess procedure, the Aepen- 
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sjvenfes§ of vihich prpsses very severely on all the parties concerned •For the 
rest tho amendments of the existing Act which have been made by the Com¬ 
mittee are confined to those sections which it has been proved hy the experience 
of the last twenty-three years to be faulty and injurious The effect, therefore, o^ 
the intervention of the Chamber at this late period of the discussion is to postpone 
for a year the relief to the community of the abolition of the system of assessors, 
and the advantage of all the improvements which have been made in the working 
of the Act Had the Chamber taken exeeption to the principles of the measure, 

I should have offered no objection to a further discussion , but, in the absence of 
any such exception to its principles, I can only regret, in the interests of the 
community at large, that my hon*ble friend has thought it necessary in these 
circumstanc es to press his motion ” 

The Motion that the Reports of the Select Committee be taken into con- 
siderition was then put and negatived 

DISCUSSION OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENT 

The Ilon^blc Dr. Lethbridge said —“My Lord, my hon*ble friend Sir 
David Barbour in his speech on the Budget last Thursday referred to the 
increase in expenditure caused by the fall in the rate of exchange, and said— 

‘ riu heavy fall in tht rate of exchange h is most seriously affected the position of 
Government servants not domiciled in Indii, the ir cast cannot be put on one bide much 
longer, and is matters now stand no remed} is possible which does not involve further 
increase of i \penditurc * 

“ Wtlh \ our Excellency’s kind permission the representatives of the services 
in Crilcutta had an opportunity given them of laying before Your Lordship the 
extreme hardship that the fall in the gold value of the rupee was causing 
Your Excellency’s sympathetic reply, and the knowledge that the Government 
of India was not indifferent to the sufferings of its European servants, and was 
fully aware of the dangers likely to arise from this state of affairs, has had a 
reassuring effect on the serv ices 

“ Within the last few days His Excellency the Governor of Madras has 
received a similar deputation in that Presidency, and has echoed the kindly 
sentiments to which Your Lordship had given expression in Calcutta 

“ I would not have troubled the Council with any remarks on this important 
subject if I did not feel that from the position which I have for some years 
occupied in Bengal, and from my present position under the Government of 
India, I have had exceptional opportunities for observing the extent of the 
distress that now prevails among the European servants of Your Excellency’s 
Government in the more remote districts of the mufassal It is on behalf of the 
officers working on small salaries in mufassal stations, often com¬ 

pletely isolated from their countrymen and cut off from all chance of receiving 
sympathetic advice and assistance, that I ask the Council’s indulgence for 
taking up its time in again referring to this subject As an olfictr ordinarily 
residing at the head-quarters of the Government, I have, as might be expec ted, 
been the n cipient of much information on this subject It is natural that these 
mufassal officers should take advdtitage of such an opportunity for dismissing 
their hopes and fears and the misery of their position under the present 
eircunistanres It has often been said, and with perfect justice, that ih^ 
European offii ers working in immediate contact with the people an the back¬ 
bone of the service On their high moral lone and the faithful discharge of 
their duties, often under most trying circumstances, depends the well-being 
of this great Empire I have no hesitation in saying that the strain which 
IS fi It throughout the services at the present time is felt with the greatest 
intensity by these European servants of Your Excellency’s Government I look 
upon a disheartened service as a positive danger to the country, and I con¬ 
ceive It to be the duty of every man, even at the risk of being accused of acting 
from interested motives, to lose no opportunity in enlightening public opinion 
where such grave issues are concerned 

“ I have been told on good authority that it would take more than a crorc of 
rupees annually to compensate the services to any appreciable extent for the 
losscs'they arc now incufring by the depreciation of the rupee U this is the 
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case, It dniy shows the magnitude of the burden w hich the European servants of 
Your Excellency’s Government have borne and are still called upon ljE> bear* 
My Lord? if the expenditure of a crore of rupees is necessary to maintain the 
services in a high slate of efficiency and integrity, it is my honest opinion th it 
the country should, quite apart from considerations of justice and sentiment, and 
as a purify business matter, unhesitatingly pay this price and take steps to 
obtain the necessary funds ” 

« 

The Hon’ble Mr StevfnS said -—“As inj hon’ble friend Dr Lethbridge 
has said, on the 31st January last an important deputation, representing a very 
large number of European officers employed m India 111 different departments of 
the Government service, was permitted to explain to Your Excellency the dis¬ 
tressing and disheartenning effect of the downward progress of exchange 
on their financial condition Your Excellency listened with the most careful at¬ 
tention to the sad story which, in various forms, was told by members of the 
deputation , and the gracious reply which was accorded proved to the inhnitc 
satisfaction of all that the hard conditions, under which the si rvices had been 
labouring, had long been appreciated, and that Your hxccllcncy had been no less 
anxious than they that some alleviation of their undeserved misfortunes should be 
found 

" Your Excellency informed the deputation that in June last year the Govern¬ 
ment had directed the attention of the Secretary of Statu to the distress caused 
to European oflicers by the fall in the sterling\alue of the rupee, and had pointed 
out that, if the present conditions continued, it would, in the opinion of the Go\ - 
emmenl of India, be inevitably necessary to take steps for the purpose of miti¬ 
gating the sufferings of its officers The deputation was further told that in 
September last the Secretary of State was again addressed, and a strong opin¬ 
ion expressed that, unless a substantial rise in the gold value of the rupee 
should occur, it would be nciessary to propose some measure of relief 

“ At the same time it was said that it was not possible then to take this 
course It was oonccued that the enquiries proceeding in Europe might have 
results which would render relief unnecessary A temporary measure would 
be inconvenient, because it would raise most diilicult issues, and require the 
most delicate adjustment,—because it would be costly, and would disturb 
the whole of the financial anangeinents of the year, and perhaps involve the 
imposition of additional taxation All hopes of a solution of the c urreni y prob¬ 
lem by international agreement have been now dissipated, and the financial 
arrangements of the coming yiar are under consideration 

" My Lord, the servants of Government in India place the firmi st reliance 
on the comforting words which were given thtm in answer to their complaints, 
they are certain that whatever rtmed^ may be regarded by Your Excellency’s 
Government as possible and reasonable will be applied to their case 

“ In the Budget Statement which was communicated to the Council last 
Thursday by my hon’ble friend Sir David Barbour the subject was not 
forgotten, it was again admitted that the heavy fall in the rate of exchange 
has most seriously affected the position of Government servants not domiciled 
in*India, and that their case cannot be put%n one side much longer In the 
Estimates themselves, how'ever, it does not appear that any provision has been 
made for meeting expenditure on this ground I am given to understand that 
this fact has caused serious disappointment and apprehension 

“ It IS impossible for any one, even while regarding his own personal inter¬ 
ests, to overlook the gravity of the difficulties which now press upon the Finance 
Member, and I believe that those who have borne their troubles (to use Your 
Excellency’s gracious words) ‘ with dignity and patienci 'in the past would 
not now, though those troubles are becoming more and more grievous, desire 
to embarrass Government by asking for a delinite assurance I shall ask for 
none, but I venture to hope that the absence of any provision in the Budget 
does not necessarily imply that the consideration of remedies for the distress 
which has been so amply acknowledged is abandoned even for the immediate 
future.’’ 

The Hon’ble Mr FA71)I bum Vishuam said —" In th.* first phte, J ven¬ 
ture to suggest that all figures npiesenting the Budget Estimates may be 
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given m units instead of tens of rupees, as a good many people in going over 
the Fifiancial Statement are apt to mistake the latter for the former, and hence 
a sum of, say, ten lakhs is taken for one lakh If it be inconvenient to adopt the 
suggestion, the objection might, perhaps, be met by stating at the commence* 
ment of the Financial Statement that the Budget Estimates are given in tens 
of rupees, but the former course will doubtless prove to be the most intelligible 
one 

“ The next remark I have to make is with regard to 4 he cash balance of over 
15 crores of rupees with which Government expect to open the coming year 
Now, is It not possible to arrange for the investment of a considerable portion 
of this great sum at some rate of interest ? 1 presume, as it stands at present, it 

is deposited with the various Presidency Banks in current accounts carrying no 
interest whatever Supposing it remains at an average of 10 crores throughout 
the year, and it could be arranged to earn at least 2 per cent interest on it, it 
can be made to yield 20 lakhs Bankers and merchants can of course 
make more than double out of it Even Government can obtain a result of 
40 lakhs by investing that portion of the cash balance in their own paper 
carrying interest at 4 per cent per annum It would be proportionately less if 
the balance be smaller I see from the Statement that Government have been 
able in the current year to meet the increase in the pay of the British troops 
partially by having invested in Government securities a larger amount of tne 
paper currency reserve Perhaps the same might be done with regard to, at any 
rate, a portion of the cash balani e 

“ The Ilon'ble Sir Da\]d Barbour puts down the increase in the cost of army 
services in India (excluding pay of British troops) at R44.68,ooo If this 
also be wholly or partly due to the fall in exchange, is it not practicable or 
possible to fix some rate of exchange for these services, as is the case with some 
services paid for in England ? Otht rwise, as the matter stands at present, the 
rupee pay of the civil services goes on decreasing in its gold value, and the 
sterling pay of the army goes on increasing in its silver value as the cxchangi' 
falls I 

“ Then, with regard to the probable loan of 300 lakhs to be raised in India, 
the public, I think, would like to be informed of its duration, and the rate oi 
interest it will carry Government will doubtless consider the advisability of 
issuing It, if at all, at a most favourable time of the year, and at the rate of 3^ 
per cent interest This should also apply to the loan of £ 1,300,000 to be • 
raised by the Secretary of State, and if both of these loans, aggregating as the> 
do over 5 crores of rupees, arc raised—as no doubt they can be with the 
high credit of Government—at 3^ per cent instead of 4^, the difference per year 
would be 2^ lakhs ^ 

These are all the observations I have to offer on the hinancial Statement, 
which IS a most able as well as interesting document m every way ” 

The Hon’ble Sir Grii-fith Evans said —“The Budget which has just 
been presented to us is at first sight an exceedingly gloomy one , but when one 
comes to look closer into it, notwiljpstanding the very grave apprehension thore^is 
as to the future of exchange, there are, as has been remarked by my hon*bIc 
friend Sir David Barbour, some very hopeful features in it, notably the 
growth of the general revenues As regards the question of exchange, there 
are gentlemen in this room better able to deal with the question than I am, 
and I will say no more about it except that it is to b( hoped that some 
remedy will be found to introduce stability into our finances and to prevent their 
being the sport of paitics in America, as at present It is a very lamentable thing 
to be in this position that, owing to the uncertainty of exchange, it is impossible 
for the Governinept of India to take any steps to meet the deficit which appears 
in this Budget That it is so there is no doubt, and the arguments of the 
Finance Member are perfectly unanswerable as regards the position which he has 
taken up 

When one comes to look at these figures, there is one comforting matter 
about them, and that is this The present deficit is produced, to the full extent, 
by inserting in the accounts what is called the Famine Insurance The exact 
nature of the Famine Insurance was discussed very fully when the Budget was 
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discussed in i8go, and I will, therefore, say nothing more about it than that 
It was fully explained at that time, and the conclusion arrived at by the Pmanci^ 
Member*hiTnself was that in point of fact this item of account was merely a 
special surplus , that the Government had found that owing to the liability of this 
country to famine, which liability was estimated at a cost of about Rx. 15,000,000 
in ten years, it was desirable to budget for a special surplus every year of one 
million and a half, which was called the bamine Grant or Famine Insurance 
when they had got this, if they were not obliged to expend it on Famine Relief 
’ or some other great emergency, they would spend it upon productive railways, 
irrigation projects and other works of that kind, so as to accomplish these objects 
out of revenue, and so diminish the liability to famine But if one has not got 
a special surplus of course it is not necessary to spend it, and in this particular 
instance it is to be observed that the total deficit estimated for in the year now 
closing IS a littlo over a million It is Rs 10,80,000 if I remember rightly 
This is worked out by introducing into the Budget Rx i,too,000 and odd for 
Famine Relief and by expending upon railways out of Revenue Rx 292,000 In 
the estimate for 1892-93 the same thing is to be observed When we come to 
examine details we hnd that that sum is to be expended, or has been expended, 
in the year now closing, on productive railways and other works For the 
year 1893-94 there is a similar sum of over Rx 1,100,000 put down for this 
Famine Insurance, and the estimate is that this is to be expended on productive 
railways and irrigation works, that is, of course, if it is there That is the way in 
which the deficit is arrived at There is also Rx 7S,ooo instead of the larger 
sum of Rx 292,000, which is to be expended out of Revenue on railways o*n the 
coming year of 1893-94. Adding that Rx 75,00010 the Famine Insurance, it 
comes roughly to Rx 1,200,000 Deduct that Rx 1,200,000 from the deficit, 
which is roughly for the coming year estimated Rx 1,600,000, take that 
Rx 1,200,000 from the total deficit, and the real deficit is Rx 400,000, apart 
from the special surplus budgeted for 

This seems to make the Budget very much more rosy than it appears at 
first sight, but wdien you come to look into the Statement you see that there is 
very good reason for budgeting for this sum, even if you are not able to spend 
It in productive works, because the exchange is going down The exchange 
has gone down already I am not sure how much the present drop is, but 1 
think one may say roughly that the present fall in exchange already indicates a 
further liability of fifty lakhs Therefore, although taking it at 2|^, which 
IS the rate taken in this Budget, the actual deficit, apart from the Famine Insur¬ 
ance and the expenditure in productive railways, would only be Rx 400,000 , yet, 
as a matter of fact, the probable fall in exchange is likely to bring it up at least 
to a million unless something is done There is also the liability, as Sir David 
Barbour has said, that something will have to be done in order to meet the un¬ 
doubtedly great distress amongst the services owing to the fall in the rupee If 
that demand should fall upon us, it is not improbable that the actual deficit which 
will have to be met will be as large as has been indicated, and possibly much 
larger 

The relief, therefore, that at first sight seemed to me to dawn upon one 
at th*e discovery that a great portion of the deficit was caused by this head of 
account, this special surplus which did not exist, that feeling of relief is dissi¬ 
pated when one looks at these other threatening symptoms which forebode a 
deficit as great or greater than has been shown 

" So much for general remarks on the nature of the deficit The next 
matter which I wish to touch upon is the military expenditure. No one can feel 
more thoroughly than I do that the maintenance of the army m an efficient state 
is absolutely vital, that without it no attempts at development will be of the 
smallest: use. All development and all civilization shatters at once unless there 
IS protection, and protection can only be secured by an adequate defence 
and an adequate army But, though this is so, one cannot help feeling that the 
figures of the present Budget with regard to the growth of military expenditure 
since 1884-85 indicate a growth which, if possiblci ought to be put a stop to, 
especially now as we seem to approach so dark a time in the history of our 
finances. The figures in the Budget show that there has been an increase of some¬ 
thing like Rx 4,000,000 since 1884-85, that, eliminating matters connected with 
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excKan^e, and things of that sort, expenditure since that period has been increas* 
ing at t le rate of about 46 lakhs a year. The growth since 1890-91 is shown to 
be about Kx 1,000,000, and the result is that, whereas in the estimates for the 
Budget for 1892-93, Rx 21,000,000 odd was estimated for, vet when it came to 
the revised estimate now before us, it comes up to Rx 23,1)00,000, and in the 
Budget for the coming year 1893 94 the Budgfst amount is 23 millions and a 
little o\er Ihis is, no doubt, a little less than the revised estimate for the last 
ycMr This IS, as I understand, because there were a considerable number of ex- 
peditioTis in the course of last year not budgeted for, ar^ it is hoped that there will * 
not be any next year, but whi ther this hope will be fulfilled must remain a matter 
of uncertainty Not only is there this very heavy increase in military expendi¬ 
ture, but onchnds that this is not the whole of the militaiy (expenditure, because 
one may observe that Rx i,ioo,(X)o is found under the head of Military 
Works Also, as far as I tan gather, thi military railways came to about 70 
lakhs for the present jear, that is, somewhat less than what they have been in 
years past The whole of thtse sums would amount to Rx 25,000,000 or 
25 Crores 

“ 1 should have observed besides that there were the special defences As 
regards these it was estimated some years ago that a sum of £ 5 )OoOjOoo ought 
to be spent I am happy to sav that after the half million spent this year jt 
appears that there will be only R\ 490,000 to be spi nt in future, so we are near 
the end of that, and 1 have* nothing further to say upon this question We 
must assume that the money has been well spent, and that there was a necessity 
for these defences, we may hope that the necessity will now cease and that 
there will be no further requirement for expenditure under that special head 
As regards the mam question of military expenditure, it is generally felt that there 
has been a great improvement in the army within the last few years, that there 
has been a great deal of moiuy well and wisely spent, and that there has been 
a great deal to show for it during the time Lord Roberts has been Commander- 
In-Chief. Notwithstanding that that is so, one cannot help a feeling of alarm 
that the expenditure is still rising and rising One knows that with enthusiastic 
soldiers their desire to get a perfect army will, unless it is kept in check by 
considerations of ways and means, continually tend to require more and more 
money, and therefore it is necessary, when times are bad and the revenue 
IS getting short, to desist sometimes from expenditure whicTi, if w'e were able to 
afford It, would, perhaps, be beneficial So, too, with regard to expeditions 
We all know that situated as we are, with a great many parts of our frontier 
surrounded by wild and savage tribes, that expeditions must from time to 
lime be forced upon us. Put, on the other hand, it is equally to be remem¬ 
bered that these tnbes are most of them wanting in cohesion, split up as they 
are by tribal jealousies, and a gri at deal may be done, as has been done in 
times past, by having strong district officers who are accustomed to deal with 
these wild and scmi*savage tribes, who have gained a personal ascendancy 
over them, and that with such oflicers, together with the military outposts 
that are scattered along the frontiers, it has often been found possible 
to keep the peace fairly, to restrain these tribes, and to prevent such a 
slate of things arising as to necessitate an expedition. We cannot ex¬ 
pect that on the frontier we can have the same absolute security from vioUnci 
and rc^bbery as in other more civilized parts of the Empire These district 
oilicers are in the position of ‘ Lords of the Marches,^ and when our finances 
are, as they are now, at a very low ebb, great efforts ought to be made to 
instruct the Lords of the Marches, so to speak, that they are, so far as the^can, 
to keep the peace, to keep things quu-t on their frontier, and not to requisition 
extra troops if it can possibly be avoidi d 1 here is no doubt that with an army 
well equipped and ready for action there will be constantly a desire on the* part 
of strong officers to get up expeditions and to give the frontier tribes a lesson 
which will last. This is all very well suppose one is able to afford such a luxury. 
But It IS not always that the (on luet of the tribes is such as to render it a ne¬ 
cessity I am not in a position to criticise the various expeditions which ha\e 
been made 1 am only giving expression to a feeling which exists among people, 
whose opinion is more valuable than mine, that it is possible to do something 
to prevent these expeditions. Although we may at any time be driven to them. 
It IS desirabel that a strong curb should be put upon the tendency to come down 
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upon these tribes, that that tendency should be restrained, at any rate while 
our finances are in their present condition That this is a difficult (ask i\ilh 
our extensive and distant frontier is quite recognised 

•' The general gist of my remarks is simply that great efforts should be made 
to curtail any expenditure on military account which is not absolutely necessary, 
and to prevent any expeditions which are not-absolutely necessary The 
reason why I make these remarks particularly is that 1 sec how very much the 
Budget Estim ites of last year were altered by expeditions, and one cannot help 
feeling that the same thing may happen again I observe also that the tendency 
we have lately exhibited to enlarge our borders and push our advance posts 
further up is already beginning to be a source of expense in the Budget, for 1 
see that there is a sum of Rs 78,000 for trmsport for the Gilgit Force, and it 
may be the lase that we may find Chilas and other places figuring in the next 
Revised Estimate. All I wish to say is that at such a time as the present every effort 
should be made to prevent money from disappearing in these expeditions Many 
of them, as a matter of fact, yield no permanent result at all, although it may at 
first sight appear that they really do When )ou coerce or subdue one tribe it 
generally happens that jou tiave got into the neighbouihood of another tribe 
worse than the first, and that there is yet another tribe e.t the back of that, 
therefore It is rather like throwing the money away except in those cases in which 
action has been forcc^d upon us 1 should not have made these remarks had it 
not been that, in view of the exceeding difficulty of the time which is before 
us, all efforts at economy should be made, and that this item of military expen- 
ditun , though necessarily very large, is one in which apparently it is most 
possible that a large saving can be effected in future. At any Mte, its tendency 
to expand can be kept in check 

“ 1 hf* next point upon which I wish to touch is the Home charges There 
has been no doubt a good deal of talk about the Home charges as if they were 
things that could be avoided, that is, of course, an entire fallacy There is a 
certain amount of money which must be expanded in England So long as we 
purchase our stores there, the re must be a large amount of expenditure on 
these stores . and, unless it can be shown that advantage would be derived by 
getting them in India, the purchase must be made there Ihe stores must 
be had, and, whether the money is spent here or there, they have to be got and 
paid tor Besides there are pensions \\ hen w^e come to look at the large sum of 
ihd Secrctaiy of State’s drawings—18,700,000 for thepicsent jear—one finds 
that there is no real abnormal difference in the Home expenditure, but that the 
difference is made up of casual charges, that is to say, having to repay money 
and purchase stores for railways, and various other things which really do not in 
any wiy indicate an increase of expenditure There is no real difference, 
practically speaking, in the expenditure in bngland, which comes to something 
like 15 or 16 millions, and the rest of the £ 18,700,000 is only inconvenient ina'— 
much as that so large a drawing will tend to depress the exchange, but it does 
not indicate any increase of expenditure on the part of the Government 

Out of the 15 or 16 millions spent at Home one notes certain charges 
whiqh are tolerabl) hxecl There is about j^5,6oo,ooo for Railways, j^2,6oo,ooo 
for interest on debt, 3^4,500,000 for the Arinv, 3^1,700,000 for pensions, making 
altogether about £ 14,000,000 I he rest is made up of smalh r sums w hich are more 
or less irreducible I therefore do not see any likelihood of securing any large 
reduction of the Home charges, but there niav be many points in which we may 
save to a certain extent, and one or two of tho'^c I will now indicate First of 
all, I would observe that there is a tendimcy on the p.irt of the various depart- 
ments in England to shove everything they canon India The safeguard is 
supposed to be the Secretary of Stale As stated recently in a debate in 
another place, the Secretary of State is supposed to be the guardian of the 
finances of India, but, so far as I have been able to see from the wa> things go, 
and if report speaks true, the Government of India have constantly to fight the 
Secretary of State over the finances of the country \\htther*that is the case 
still I am not able to say , it may or may rot be the case, but ciTtainly it was so 
in forn er days, and it is said to be still going on Unfortunately, however, the 
Government of India have no power to get their remonstrances attended to, 
and, although they may have in some cases succeeded, as far as I can gather, most 
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of their renionstranccb were pijjeon-holed Besides they are not made public 
bull bs ^ey should chance to be called for by Parliament It is much to be re¬ 
gretted that there IS not some \iay b) which, when charges are sought to be placed 
on India, the Indian public can be informed of them before they become 
irrcvoc.ible As it is now, we do not get the accounts of the Secretary of State 
until the) are presented to Parliament in May, and the last one, as far as 1 know, * 
that IS accessible is the statement of accounts which was printed by order of the 
House of Commons on the 13th May, 1892 This contains the accounts of 
1891-92 and the estimates for 1892-93 , but, if there were some means by w'hich 
the Financial Member could inform the Council in the Budgets in future of any 
charge whic h had bten ordered or proposed by the India Office to be placed on 
the finances of India, it might be that, although this Coupcil has not the pow'cr 
to do anything except grumble—I mean the legislative portion of it—it might, 1 
sa), be that their representations would strengthen the hands of the Go\ernment 
of India in that fight which it has often, so far as I understand, in former times 
had to carry on in defence of the finances of this country 

“There are two things which have struck me in this account of May, 
1892 I find that there is a sum of £^,000 put down for the Persian 
Consulate, a Mission to the Court of Persia At first it was ;^io,oco, and 
was afterwards reduced to £Tfioo I understand that we do contribute to 
or keep up an Agenc\ at Meshed , but, if we are called upon to contfi- 

buto towards the main Mission at Teheran, it is difficult to say where one 

IS to stop and why one should not do the same with regard to Turkey or 
any other Asiatic Power The next item is with regard to Her Majesty's 
t ^^abllshmcnts in China, for whu h a sum of 5,000 is set down , this was ulti¬ 
mately reduced to 2,000 The note of the Auditor is that an agreement has 
been come to for ten jears At first I thought that Her Majesty’s establishment 
at China really might mean nothing more than that we w'erc contributing on account 
of this Chinese Mission, which is going on now and which is concerned with the 
Indo-T hibcian frontier dispute, and which, of course, is a \ery legitimate object, 
but, when I find that it is agreed upon for ten years from the jst of April, 1890, 
one sees that it cannot be that, and what it can be or why wc should pay 
tor It I fail to understand The £12^000 for Her Majesty’s establishment 
at China does not seem to be a charge which ought to be borne by the rc\eni]es 

of India However, I merely suggest this that the people who pay the 

money, if the} were entitled }early to have such expenditure placed before them 
and to make their remarks and criticisms upon the expenditure! ought to have 
thi sc matters laid before them in time to offer their criticisms and remarks before 
the expenditure be comes irrevocable Of course, the object of discussion here 
IS tnat whatever we siy m ly not only be a relief to our own feelings, but maj 
attract some attention from the people who have to decide these matters 

“The next thing I have to observe is that the India Office expenses, 
wlun one comes to look at them, appear to be on a somewhat lavish 
scab' The total expenditure upon salaries, wages and allowances amount to 
151,000. One sees that if you take the whole of the expenses they come to 
over j^iQi,000 The total increase in the last >ear is put down at ;f3,i47 
Whtnjou come to look at that you find that there has been an increase 
of ;^s,ooo and a decrease of ;^2,8oo, but, when you come to see where 
the decrease and increase arc made, you find that the increase is in the 
permanent charges, and that the dc^crcase was in the occasional charges. 
The decrease has been in the postage of despatches to and from India 
In the accounts of 1891-92 there is £^,000 under this head In the estimate 
for 1892 93 there is only 1,200 Whether the Secretary of State will be able 
to reduce either the bulk or the cost of his despatches to this extent we must 
wail to see If you take that out, there has been an increase to the permanent 
charges of over j^5,ooo T here is a tendency generally on the part 
of this establishment to increase, but, when one comes to look into 
the est iblishment itself, one is struc k by a niimbcT of small things indicating 
\er) clcarlj that there is no strong hand there to curb or keep down expendi¬ 
ture 1 will instance a few to the Council I will not say anything about the 
salriru s of the Sccretarv of State and the Members of the India Council I hey 
only cLmc to j^2S.ooo a vr fir and are not excessive , but after paying this we come 
to lh( Correspondence Depirtmcnt, w^hich costs ^^32,000, and we find six 
Secretaries on 1,200, and six assistant Secretaries on from ;jf8oo to £\fioo a 
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year l^hen I find this item Special Assistant and Visitor to the Indian 
Museum at £800 a year i am at a loss to understand the nature of thi^ ifeiitlo- 
man’s diitte$, but I find that he requires, or did require, for the performant c of 
them a clerk at j^400 a year But that is not enough The Visitor is appart nilj 
short of technical knowledge, and so he has a special technical assistant at ;^3sO 1 
year. 1 hen we (ome to the general clerks m the JCorrespoiideiice Department, 
and we find 1 1 senior clerks, then we find 6 redundant senior clerks Now, I have 
no idea what a redundant clerk may mean, but the term certainly suggests some¬ 
thing in the nature of a luxury Then I find a number of junior clerks and a large 
number of other assistant clerks, so that there are altogether 49 persons 
engaged in this Correspopdence Department of the India Office Then jou 
find that they apparently all receive personal allowances of one kind or another, 
in addition to what seem good salaries Some of the allowances arc \erv extra¬ 
ordinary You find that some of thise clerks receive jillowances for editing tlie 
India I ist One receives £70 a year , another £50 for the same thing, another 
a siniilat allowance, and who edits the India List I really cannot make out I lu n 
1 find that another official is a second class clerk of the third grade, and he is not 
only one of the persons who receives an allowance for editing the India List, hut hi 
also reieives £50 for the preparation of a Sanitary Blue Book Thin in the 
Registration anil Record Department there is another clerk, one also of the sei ond 
grade, attached to the Record Department, who also receives ;^5o for (diting the 
same India List This peculiarity of always receiving extra remuneration fordo¬ 
ing anything becomes more marked, I observe, as we go down the List Then I 
come to another class of persons, the office-keepers and messengers, and it appear^ 
that £6,230 arc spent upon this class of officials We find that these messengers 
are of the first and second class, and receive the following allowances, which arc 
instructive, besides their salaries of ;^ioo a year three receive j^30 each for at¬ 
tendance on the Secretary of Slate I apprehend that there would be consideiable 
astonishment if any of the chuprassis here wi re to demand extra pay for attending, 
for instance, upon the Viceroy or upon any of the Members of Council. One would 
think that that was all in the day’s w'ork Then there are a number of other 
similar allowances, amongst which I find that one reieives ;^3o for despatching 
and posting letters, as if this could not be done without extra pay Anotiur 
receives an allow'ancc for superintending the delivery of coals 

“ But I will not wciry the Council by going into any more details, but I do 
say that the perusal of this report seems to indicate to a certain extent that, 
if there were something in the nature of a Finance Commission with a view to 
retrenchment in these matters, the results, if not very large, would at any ritt 
be considerable One has a general impression, on perusing these papi rs, that 
the employes in question arc very lightly worked, and that they seem to bt 
always wanting extra pay for anything additional that they do 1 observe aKo 
that the Store Department costs ^^40,000 a year, and wht ther the Store Depart¬ 
ment IS worth that expenditure 1 am not able to form an opinion All that I 
can ask for is that the money applied to these vanous purposes should be judi¬ 
ciously spent and should not be wasted. 

"There is only one thing more I desire to say In 1890, when the Budget 
was ISist discussed, 1 made some observations with regard to the taxation 
of justice, and I then suggested that there ought to be some alteration in 
the taxation of justice, be< ause Bengal, upon the figures then available, paid 
14 lakhs more than wras required to cover the whole of the cost of justice 
in Bengal, and that those 14 lakhs went into the gt neral revenues I there¬ 
fore suggested that the taxation should be redui ed, or that the money should bi 
spent upon the improvement of the administration of justice I do not propose 
to repeat that suggestion now in the face of a deficit, but in going into the ques¬ 
tion on that occasion I pointed out the very grave complaints made with regard 
to the insufficient number of Munsiffs and the want of accommodation as regards 
cucherries, and so on, and suggested that although that was the part of the Proviii- 
* cial (lovernnicnt to provide, yet that the Provincial Government could not provide 
It without money, and that the Imperial Exchequer ought to allow them funds for 
these things out of the excess taxation of justice At that time the answer of the 
Hon’ble Sir Philip Hutchins was that, as a matter of fact, considerable changes were 
being made and reports were coming in, that the matter was being consultei^ upon 
between the Home Department and the High Court, and that there would be a 
considerable amount of alteration for the better. I have reason to believe th.it 
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there has been considerable alteration for the better, but at that time the matter 
uas slilUn progress and the settlement of the complaints put fornard by the High 
Court had not bee n flrally dealt with I believe that they have been Qnally dealt 
with since, but I am not in a position to know the result. If the Hon’ole Member 
or the Lieutenant Govunor could inform me of what was the end of them, I should 
be glad, although 1 do not know that 1 have any actual nght to ask the question 
“ These, My Lord, arethe observations I have to make, and I vrish to add 
that I am entirely si nsible that as regards the Indian administration of the finances 
of India there has been throughout an earnest endeavour to administer them for 
the real benefit of India My criticism is made in no hostile spirit and with no 
suggestion that there has been any other than an undivided endeavour to 
administer the revenue for the best interests of the country, it has been made 
with regard to various matters in w'hieh there seemed to be a possibility either 
of retrenehinent or improvement " 


The Hon’ble Mr CllEN rsAL RaO said —" I have only a very few remarks 
to make in connection with the Budget 

" Although in the present unsettled condition of our finances it is not proper 
that I should say anv thing w hich may have the appearance of suggesting a 
diminution, however slight, of the resources of the Government of India, still 
there are one or two points which on principle seem to require early considera¬ 
tion, and I venture to notice them now, as 1 may not have another opportunity of 
doing so, and as 1 hope that the Government of India may be able to give con¬ 
sideration to my suggestions as soon as the question of exchange is settled, 
which I hope it will be ere long 

“ 1 observe that, during the last five years ending 1891-92 for which accounts 

are available, the Registration Department 
has yielded an annual average surplus of 
i| millions of rupees, which is divided 
equally between Imperial and Provincial 
As the object of the Registration Depart¬ 
ment IS not revenue, it seems to me that 
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the appropriation of the receipts of the 
Department for general purposes is questionable I do not, however, think that 
the registration fees need be reduced as they are sufficiently light, but more 
registration offices may with advantage be created, so that people may not have 
long distances to travel to get their documents registered The present charges 
of registration officers are extensive, at any rate they are so in Madras, and the 
creation of more offices will be highly appreciated The Registration Depart¬ 
ment IS indeed a great check upon forgeries, and it is so popular and so much 
appreciated that in my humble opinion the registration of all documents relating to 
real property may be made compulsory , such a measure will have the additional 
advantage of cheeking the large mass of litigation arising out of questions of priority 
between registered and unregistered doruments affecting the same real property. 

“ A sum of 15 millions of rupeqs is now annumly set apart for fpmine 

relief. I do not know how this sum came 

to be determined upon, but I observe that, 
ever since the Famine Fund has been 
started, the cost has in no year exceeded 
31 lakhs, and the average cost, including 
the interest charge of 34 lakhs on the In¬ 
dian Midland and the Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway debited to the Famine Insurance 
Fund, IS only Rs 39,00,000 a year. 1 think 
the country has now, by the construction 
of protective works—railways and irriga¬ 
tion—been sufficiently insured against the 
recurrence of famine in anything like the 
degree of intensity of the fammes on which 
the average annual cost was assessed at a 
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and that the allotment may now therefore well be revised It 
seei.ib eo me that, making every allouance for increased charges in future, a 
provision of 75 lakhs of rupees for Famine Insunnce is enough, and thfe remafti- 
ing 75 dakhs may 1>e appropriated for general purposes with a corresponding 
remission of questionable taxes The export-duty on rice is virtually a 
tax on the agriculturists, who already pay a hea\y assessment on the lands 
which yield the produce It is a questionable tax, and may well be abolished 
The average net revenue from the duty in the last fi\c years has been just 76 lakhs, 
only one lakh more than the sum which can be spared from the Famine Insur¬ 
ance Fund I say it is a tax on the producers, because India is not the only 
country which exports nee, and it is also very unequal in its incidence, as the 
duty IS collected on quantity instead of on \alue, though the prices of different 
qualities of rice vary \ery largely. It may be said that there will not be enough 
of money for protective works if the Famine grant is reduce d to 75 lakhs, but I 
think that these must be undertaken from borrowed capital, as they benefit not 
only the present but also the future generation Inteiest on the capital so 
spent seems to me to be the only legitimate charge upon the Famine Insurance 
bund 

“ I observe that the charges under Stamps, Assessed Taxes and Excise 
though not very heavy in the aggregate, vary largely m the several provinces, 
shown below, the figures being those taken from the Budget for 1892.93 
The Police charges, which are almost entirely Provincial and on which, perhaps, 
1 may not be at liberty to say anything here, also vary very l.irgc ly For instance, 
Bomnay with a population of 21^ millions costs 57 lakhs, whde Bengal, with 
71 millions or nearly 3) times of tfic Bombay population, costs only 58 lakhs 
I do not allude to these variations because I know for certain that any avoidable 
expenditure is incurred anywhere. The variations are probably due to local 
peculiaritiesi but I thought an explanation of the causes w^ould remove miscon- 
ceptions on the subject.

similar increase under Furlough Allow'ances, but it is not large 

" I am unable to find out what sum has been provided in the Budget for 
advances under the Land Improvement Loans Act, but, considering the large 
reduction in the cash balances at the end of 1893-94, I feel unable to suggest 
any increased provision under the general head ‘ Advances * in 1893-94, but 1 
must say that the advances made under the Land Improvement Loans Act in 
ihe several provinces during the last five years appear to me to be too small when 
the. needs of the country and the amount of surplus revenue obtained during 
the last twelve years are considered, and I hope that the Government of India may 
be able to see their way to increase the provision In India there is nothing so 
will calculated to mitigate the effects of ordinary droughts as the excavation of 
wells and the use of sub-soil water. The present obstacles to the utilization of 
the Act are — 

(1) the ignorance of the raiyats even of the existence of the Act, 
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(2) the dilatory procedure adopted in granting the loans, 

(3j| the rigidity with which repayment is enforced 

“ The last IS the ihief obstacle The Government of Madras have made 
excellent rules for thf repajment of loans by \cry small annual instalments, and 
they are working well, but I submit for the consideration of the Government of 
India wdietlur, in cases where the raiyats prefer it, the tune for the repayment of 
the loan cannot altogether be It ft to thiir option, the payment of interest alone 
along with the assessment being made compulsory, at hast in the case of money 
advanced for wells Formerly, lands under wells paid as much as seven and ten 
rupees per acre, i ven where the wells were excavated at the expense of the raiyats 
But now, owing to the liberal policy of Government, they pay only the assess¬ 
ment wliu h the land bore before the well was excavated, t e , one or two rupees an 
acTL, and, if money be advanced to them at ^ per cent to enable them to ex¬ 
cavate wflls, they would be glad to pay an addition of three or four rupees an 
acre more. Oruinanlj in Madras a well excavated at a cost of, say, Rs 300 can 
irngati ihneor four acres, and its intc rest comes only to three or four rupees an 
ac re I his can with perfect ease be always realized, and, when this could be done, 
I do not see why the time of repayment should not be le^t to the option of the 
rai}at As ngards the ignorance of the raiyats and the dtlay in obtaining loans, 
the appointment of a special olhccr in each province for a >ear or two to travel, 
and maVi advances on the spot will remove the obstacle, and this measure is 
being trud in M}sore w'lih much success ” 


The Hon’ble Dr Rasiibehary GHpSb. said —'* Every one must sympa¬ 
thise w th the European servants of the Crown in India in their present difficul¬ 
ties, which It IS to be hoped are only of a temporary nature But, while fully 
ai knovvledging the magnitude of the burden which the Eu^^optan servants of the 
Government of India arc called upon to bear, we cannot altogether shut our 
ejes to the slate of our Exchequer or to the magnitude of the b Tden which 
would be imposed on thi tax-pa\er by the suggested addition of a crore of 
rupees to tlie estimates It must alao be borne in mind that the Government 
is in the position of a trustee of tlie public money, and that it cannot in the 
present iritical condition of the finances be fairly called upon to be generous 
to any class of its servants at the expense of the tax-payor, the cestut qne tm^t, 
so to speak, whose interests have to be carefully watched and protected '' 

The Hon’ble Mr Mackay said *—“ My Lord, it is to be regretted that the 
first Budget Statement submitted to this Council under the rules lately introduced 
by Your Excellency should, by the force of unfortunate circumstances, so tar as 
many points are concerned, be little more than a temporary document This being 
so, It would serv^e no good end to occupy the time of Hon’ble Members by 
entering upon a disc ussion of items of projected ways and means which from the 
• nature of things can be regarded, in a great measure, only as tentative figures 

Apart from the question of ways and means, however, the submission of the 
Budget has been accorded a special and peculiar interest owing to the eloquent, 
comprehensive, lucid and exceedingly impressive speech with which it was intro¬ 
duced, and the situation explained, by the Hon’ble Sir David Barbour * It 
was impossible to listen to the Hon’ble Member as he addressed this Council 
a week ago without being more than ever c onvinced that the country has been 
fortunate indeed in having had at her financial helm, during the past five years, a 
man with the matured judgment, experience and caution of the Hon'ble Sir 
David Barbour, and I believe all Hon’ble Members must have felt—as I did when 
he alluded to the fact that this would be the last statement which he would lay 
before this Council,—that it is an unqualified misfortune that he should be leaving 
the country so soon, just at this critical juncture, when we are more than ev^er in 
nc cd of his guiding hand 

” The public, as the Hon’ble Sir Davnc* Barbour said, were piepared for the 
two serious dchcits which he announced, but I venture to think they weie 
scarcely pre^pared to find that the Government would not be in a position to 
frame Its Budget for the coming ye«ir in a manner which would meet these 
deficits and prevent their recurrence 
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“ It IS a great disappointment to find that ten months have,Vs»'^ed since the 
^ proposed chance of standard Vas pressed upon the OoNernment of ifndia and 
upon the* Secretary of State, and th.it the question still remains unsetiled, 
thereby further impairing the Indian Exchequer and doing nothing to alh \iau 
the anxiety of the public 

“ I gather from the general tenor of the Budget and from the preceding 
Budgets produced by the Hon’ble Member that there is now in realit) only one 
permanent and gra\e(^usc for anxiety in conneccion with the Indian finances, that 
cause being the fall in the gold \alue of silver Of the four uncertain fac tors which 
have hitherto affected the finances, three may be said to ha\e been practu ally elim¬ 
inated. War is still doubtless a contingency w hich may any day become a certain¬ 
ty, but the effective, though costly, measures for the increase and efficiency of the 
army, which have been taken since 1885, ha\e to a great extent ensured the 
country against a calamitous reverse, and it is certain that if war overtook us, 
though the strain might for a time be severe, it would be nothing more than 
temporary in its effects 

“ Against famine w^e have also now been insured to such an extent, by the 
spread of railways and canals, that we may fairly dismiss from our minds the 
apprehension that we shall see anjthing approaching in intensity, and diHiculty 
of relief, the famines which used to overtake the country down to the jear 1878 

“ The third uncertain factor, opium, has now taken what may be called a 
subsidiary place in the revenue sources of the Empire, the n6l revenue has fallen 
since 1881 from nearly 8^ crores to 5 crores—a decline of something like 40 per 
cent, and it must bi recognised that the time is not far distant when the rexenue 
will bo still further reduced Meamxhile, with the decline of the opium revenue 
the fluctuations arc of less importance in the point of view of the Budget than 
they were when It formed a very much larger proportion of the total revenue of 
the State 

“ But, while these three uncertain factors have lost very much of the import¬ 
ance v\hi(h they once possessed, the advantage which would have resulted to iht 
Indian finances has been inoru than neutralized by the fourth factor, of loss bj 
exchange, which, small in the beginning, has gradually grown larger, until now it 
is, as Sir David Barbour says, s dominating factor m tlu finances of th( country 

** It IS manifestly impossible to set our house m order, impossible to produce 
a Budget which will reasonably approach to accuracy, as long as this disturbing 
element is allowed to override and swallow upevtry proxision made for the ne¬ 
cessities of the State 

Sir David Barbour still holds the opinion that the best solution of the 
curi€*ncy question would bo found in an international agreement for the use 
of both gold and silver as full legal tender, and I think no one will be found 
to denj that, from an Indian point of view' at any rate, this would undoubtedl) 
be the best remedy But it is vam and futile now' to cling to the hope that 
such an agreement will be made for at least a generation to coint, and I gather 
It IS the opinion of Sir David Barbour that it would be unwise to further defer 
action for the regulation of our currency system till such time as bimetallism 
will solve the problem 

*** 1 he reci)nt Conference at Brussels showed that several nations were opposed 
unconditionally to the restoration of silver to its ancient position of full legal 
tLiidi'r, and that others who were inclined to the restoration of siher absolutely 
refused to move unless Great Britain gave the leid and went fhewhok wav with 
them Early this month the discussion and dixision in the House of Commons 
proved that Great Britain would do nothing of the kind, and \\c have therefore 
before us three facts first, that several nations will under no cinumstances jom 
the agreement at all, second, that other nations w'lll do so only on condition ot 
Great Britain adhering in full to the agreement, third that Great Britain posi- 
tively declines to join in any agreement whatever which would be acceptabU 
to the other nations Under these circuinstanct s wi must regard tl.e ques¬ 
tion of international agreement as altogether outside the spheie of praciual 
politics and must n.ake up our minds to do ?s all oth( r civili/cd nations havi 
done, that is, taxe indi pendent action Let us look, My Lord, at the position 
into which we have drifted solely owing to our silver standard We are obliged 
to curtail expenditure on useful public works We are literally starving the 
servants of the Government, and thereb) impairing the efficiency of the adminis- 
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tration, and welMre casting about for new sources of revenue at a time when we 
ought rather to be engaged in discussing the repeal of unnecessary taxation • 
The country has now bten free from any great calamity for the past twelve or 
thirteen years, the revenue continues to increase, and yet expenditure increases 
in a far greater ratio, and we are unable to make both ends meet,simply because 
we choose to retain as a standard of value a metal which has now been discarded 
as a standard by practically the vihole civilised world 

** I remember a few inenths ago it was argued, in reply to the suggestion 
that India should change her standaid, that Russia was a factor, and that she 
would benefit 111 her competition with Indian wheat if India changed to gold 
Within the last fenv days, however, Russia herself has closed her mints to the 
free coinage of silver and has placed the rouble on a gold basis And, speaking 
of wheat export, it may be within the recollection of Hon’ble Members that 
consul(rable stress was laid upon the supposed advantage which India gained 
through her silver standard in selling her wheat in the markets of Europe 1 
freely admit that at first sight the condition of things twelve months ago was 
calculated to give the impression that the low rate of exchange which ruled in 
1891 must have had something to do with the unprecedented export of 1,500,000 
tons of wheat which marked that year In the year just ended, however, we have 
had lower exchange, loww freights and probably as much wrheat available for 
export as in 1891, ^nd our shipments have fallen off by almost one-half The 
theory that low^ exchange stimulates exports has, I believe, now been gencrall} 
abancloned, and a study of the wheat export statistics, combined witn ruling 
rates of exchange for a number of years past, including 1892, w'lll, 1 believe, have 
the effect of finally discrediting the mischievous theory 

“ It has been urged that the proper course for India is to remain a silver 
country and to go on re-adjusting her fiscal system till silver finds its natural 
level But, My Lord, there would seem to be no natural level for silver In 1891 
we had an outturn of 144,463.000 ounces, while in 1892, with a much lower price 
than that which ruled the previous year, we have had an output of 152,119,000 
ounces. Ihose who told us a year ago that the low price then prevailing would 
speedily curtail production arc now forced to admit, as even the Economist 
does, in its issue of 4th March received by yesterday’s mail, that the fall in 
price has had the effect of stimulating production 

“ The only mints in the world now open to the free coinage of silver are 
those of Mexico and India As regards Mexico, the silver coined there is the 
product of the country and the coming is practically the stamping of a trade¬ 
mark on pieces of silver to admit of their exportation to China and Eastern 
Asia We, on the other hand, allow every producer of silver in the world to 
throw his production into this country, and we coin it into rupees with which we 
are obliged to meet our gold obligations, though the rupees are every day 
declining m their gold value We lefust to receive gold at our mints, and we 
hesitate to adopt a gold standard—a position which is as illogical as it is unten¬ 
able, and I sincerely trust that it may soon be terminated 

“ Sir David Barbour savs that at this juncture the proper course is to await 
the decision of the Home aulhoruies on the currency question l|rfore adopting 
measures which must necessarily be of a stringent and exceptional nature with 
ihc object of re-establishmg an equilibrium between revenue and expenditure, 
requiring the imposition of heavy taxation or a large reduction of expenditure, 
or even both, and he hopes that the Indian public will acknowledge the dilhcul- 
ties of the present position, and will not press for a hasty decision or the in- 
(onsidcrate adoption of measures which must from the very nature of the case 
proM to be either inadequate or unnecessary 1 feel perfectly sure that the 
Indian public will fall in with the wishes of the Hon’ble Member, at .'inv 
late so far as not to press for the imposition of additional taxation. But 
1 do not feel so confidrnt th it the country will be inclined to accept the 
decision of I ord Herscheirs Committee without demur, should it be against us 
and should il involve us iii further overwhelming imposts. 

Sir David Baiboiir I observe, has confidence in the resources of tin 
country and in the industry of its people, and, while he admits that the 
tj^sk of establishing, securing and maintaining the integrity of the financial 
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positioQ of India in the event of our continuing on a silver basis may be a heavy 
one, he considers it will be our plain and obvious duty to address purseKes 
as best ve may to fulhlling the task Now, My Lord, I have, like Sir 
David Barbour, great conhdeme in the resources of the country and in the in¬ 
dustry of the pco^e I should be perfectly willing to bear my share of burdens 
imposed in view of real emergency and for the common weal, the emergency, 
however, which lb staring us in the face is not a'real one but is of our own 
creation, and the crippling of our resources and the grinding of our industry b} 
taxation will not remove the evil Ihe evil will present itself again with e\erv 
further decline in the rupee, and the operations of c rippling and grinding will 
have to be repeated indefinitely I do not think fhe country will calmly consent 
to taxation which w^ill be applied to no useful purpose and which will be as great 
a loss to the people as if the money extracted from them were taken out to sea 
in one of my steamers and cast into the Bay of Bengal 

“ It would have been interesting if Sir David Barbour could have giv^en us 
some indication of the resources and Industrie s to winch the fresh taxation can be 
applied—taxation to )icld, say, an additional ten crores of rupees It seems to 
me that, if wc dc ciclc to continue on a silver basis, and England decides to retain 
us as a dependency, before manj years arc oXer one-half of our populition will 
be engaged in the oc cup ition of colic cting -taxes for the State, while thg time and 
Wclligcmcc of the other half will be* devoted to d*\ising means to avoid iht 
payment I believe I shall not be^ without the mark if I say th.it those who 
watch the progress of affairs in India most attentively are fast coming to the 
conolusion that the depreciation in the value of the Indian currency is beginning 
to press with serious effect upon the poorer classes of the population, and this 
IS a phase of the question which should not be longer disregarded, but should 
attract^the gravest attention of tlu Government not only in this country but in 
England If, therefcjre, it should unfortunately happen that Lord Hcrschcirs 
Committee and theSc'crutary of Sr.itc arc not inclined to permit this countiy to 
adopt the much-nceded reform of her standard so as to bring herself within th( 
pale of ciMliza^ion, I trust that the Government of India v\ill insist on being 
furnished with the fullest and most cogent reasons for inaction, and that they 
will not quiclly accept the verdict, if it be against their own convn lions, but that 
they will continue to press upon the Secretary of State the fact that this country 
can never hope to settle clemn to a period of assure d internal peace and financial 
prosperity, nor (an her resources be properly developed, until such time as she 
has secured a standard of value which is common to that of I'aigland 

Tlu Hon’ble Lifutfnani-Gfnfral Brackenbury said —" The Hon’ble 
Sir Griffith Evans has called attention to our military expenditure in terms to 
which I for one can take no exception Ihe Government of India should, and 
does, welcome such friendly criticism of its acts, and 1 am the more glad that he 
has made those remarks in Council, because I am thus afforded an opportunity of 
making a few observations winch, I venture to hope, miy remove fronshis mind 
and from the minds of others some of the misapprehensions which now exist as 
to w^hat is called the constant growth of military expenditure 

*** In the flist place, I would wish to say that the Government of India are not 
running blindly on in this matter. We have given the very closest attention 
to military expenditure , and for many months past our Accountant General has 
been eng.iged tn the preparation of an analysis of niilit iry expenditure for the 
last ten years, w hit h we are sending Home to the Secretary of State, and in regard 
to which we hav'^e undertaken still further investigation 

“ The opinions of my hon’ble friend and o^^hers as to this great growth 
of military expenditure are based upon the figures contained in the Financial 
Statement. These, I should like to point out, are gross figures , and gross 
figures arc apt to be somewhat misleading when taken by ihcjnselves. In many 
iteii^s of our military expenditure our receipts rise almost exactly in propor¬ 
tion to the outlay which appears in the Estimates of gross expenditure on those 
Items But, without going into any lengthened exposition of figures, I may state 
that there are more than 71 lakhs of receipts to be set against the gross expendi¬ 
ture shown as to be incurred in India for 1893-94 in the Financial Stajicment, 
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and I think itA\ill be more convenient if 1 deal with net figures in conpection 
^Mth ^^hai I am .ibout to say 

“ Now, 1 ha\e btfore me a table prepared in the Financial Department, and 
\ouchccl for by the signature of my hon’ble friend Sir David Barbour, which 
gi\es the not arm) expenditure in India for the* past ten years, commencing with 
the)oar 1884-85 That year has been chosen beeause it was the year when 
the military expenditure toucTied its lowest figure after the Afghan War I find 
that there was between that year and the following yea^ (1885-86) a leap of 
more than three crores in thi military expenditure Ihe ciuses which occasioned 
that rise in milit iry ixpendituje between 1884-85 and 1885-86 arc familiar to 
c\ery one in this Council, and it is scarcely necessary that I should refer 
to them. Since that date of 1884-85 the army 111 India has been increased 
by more than 11,000 British soldiers and 19,000 Native soldiers, and 
ini isures havt bien laktn to render the army of Inaia fit to take the field 
without del ly on any orneigcncy that might arise From 1885-86 military ex¬ 
penditure his been constantly higher than it wms before that dati But, since 
that great leap took place between 1884-85 and 1885-86, I contend that there 
has been no constant or greit rise in military expenditure in India except such 
as h IS been brought about by a falling rate in exchange, and I think I can prove 
this by a \cr) simple ^tatement 

“ In 1885 86 the amount of net army expenditure brought into account in 
India w IS Rx 14,361,000 In the year 1893-94 the Budget Estimate is 
Rx 14,981,000 ihe difference between the net military expenditure in India 
between 1S85-86 and 1893-94 is tlurcfore 62 lakhs of rupees, and, of these 
62 lakhs, 57^ laxlis are due to the fall in exchange, the actual increase apart 
from that item of exchange being 4J lakhs of rupees 

“ Exchange in 1883-86 stood at while this year it has been taken u 

22 d Every farthing of difference in exchange makes a differente of 3 Idkhs of 
rupees in the military estimates for the pay of the British soldier There have 
been fluctuations between 1885-86and 1893-94, and those fluctuations, I think it 
may fiirly be said, have been chiefly due to expeditions It is not for me to say 
much upon the subject of these expeditions 1 hey are not due to the action of the 
Member of Council who is at the head of Uie Military Department, they are 
due to the action of the Governor General in Council , but I would like to make 
this one remark 1 was reading a few days ago, in the French Official Journal, 
a debate in the Fremch Chamber on their own colonial policy A member of the 
Opposition, attacking the policy iiiTonquin, said — 

* There an two lonquin*?, thf lonquin of the plains and Ihe lonquin of the hills, and 
my contrntioii is that we should administer the lonquin of the pUins and let the fonquiti 
of the hills alone ' 

The answer made to him by the Minister for the Colonies was this He 
said — 

‘Tonquin IS like one of those luscious tropical fruits of which )ou cannot enjoy the 
juiCL until«vou hi\c broken the rind ' 

“I venture to think that that simile applies forcibly to India That nnd 
extends from the frontier of Baluchistan to the Burmese frontiers^of China ^and 
Siam 

“ The Ilon’ble Sir Griffith Evans has acknowledged, as has the Hon'ble Mr 
Mackay, the good w'ork done in connection with improvements in the army, 

I think both these hon’ble gentlemen were present recently when the Com- 
mande'r-in Chief in his speech at ^he public dinner given to him in Calcutta 
explained and stated how much had been done in recent years for the army in 
India. He spoke of the reduced death-rate of the British troops, which 
has come down from 69 to 15 in the 1,000, owing to improved sanitary arrange- 
ni( nts, of the reduei d amount of drunkenness and of the crime resulting 
from It, he spok^of the improved shooting of the British army in India, and 
of the Indian army, saying, with perfect liuth, that the army in India is .now 
absoluiel) second to none in this respect, and I trust that those who criticise 
military expenditure will not forget that Lord Roberts, in making that speech, 
said clearly that it was due to the wise liberality of the Government of India 
that these great improvements had been made. 
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“ There is one Cduse—I will not say of increase of expenditure,,as of our 
expenditure not going lower than it is—in which I feel perfectly certain 1 shall 
have the sympathy of every one here, and that is that ne have bten making 
great efforts to render India as independent of England as possible We art- 
now manufacturing in India clothing and boots for the whole army of Indu, 
which were formerly made at home, we are making ammunition for the army, 
we have introduced the manufacture of steel for the piojectilcs of our hea\y guns , 
and wre hope shortly to introduce the m.Tnufacture of cordite, the new smokelt-ss 
powder, for w'hich wc are at present dependent on England I ncid not sa\ 
that all this means money spent in India instead of in Lnglaiivl, and that it 
adds to the expenditure shown in the Indian Estimates, but it will undoubtedl}, 
in the near future, cause not only a i orresponding, but a greate r, dci rcMse in 
the Home Estimates, because it has been distinctly shown that wi can manu- 
facturc in thij country, bringing thi capital afforded by the Stale to «^he cheap 
labour of the East, much more cheaply than the same articles can be manu¬ 
factured in England 

“ In regard to military works, I think it is scarcely necc’ssary for me to si^v 
more than a few words , because a fixed sum of a crore is granted every year 
for such works, the only addition being that when Upper Ihirma was t ik« n over 
and a special addition was m ide for military works in that country , but that 
sum IS virtually fixed, and I think I may say that it is useUss to take an} excep¬ 
tion to the amount of money spent, because Jgvery }car the demands upon us 
for Imperial and Provincial military works coftie to six or seven times the grant 
at our disposal 

“ In regard to strategical railways—a subject which was also referred to by 
the Ilon’ble bir Griffith Evans—we arc now engaged in making two railways 
which I venture to think arc of vital importance to our military position on the 
North-West Frontier—the»Miirree-Attockline, which will complete our transverse 
railway communications on the left bank of the Indus, and the Mushk if-Bolan 
line to Quetta, which wc hope and believe will place our direct communication 
with Quetta by Ail be}ond all risk of flood or other accident Whtn these two 
railua>s have been completed, there is not, so far as I am aware, any either 
strategical line that has been sanctioned by the Government of India , and 
therefore, unless some fortuitous cireumstanccs occur whicli v»e cannot now 
contemplate, compelling us to change our policy, I do not think it likely that 
there will be any fresh important expenditure under the he ad of strategical 
railways 

" As regards special defences, as has been stated by the Ilon^ble Sir 
Griffith Evans, a special sum has been allocated for the puipose of fortifjing 
India That sum is now spent, with the exception of about half a million pounds 
sterling , and when it is all expended this heavy yearly chaig^' also will, I hope 
and believe, practically cease It may interest the Council if I read an extract 
from a despatch received from the Secretary of State to the* Governor General 
in Council, dated the 9th instant, which was received )eslerday Lord 
Kimberley writes — 

‘Trho expliiifkion given m paragraph 4 of the Review of Militarv -inil Marino Stores 
Expenditure for India for 1890-91 see ms sufiicient to account for the incitasod c xpe nditurc 
in England during the four ycirs 1S87-8S to 1890 91 The supply of the 70,00^ niig'iziin 
rifles dt nnndf d h IS now’been completed, and, when the guns for the siogc tram, In a\y 
held batteries and North West frontier defences tand of ni'ichiiie guns hir tho \ irioiis 
services have also been provided, thtre appears at prcscntjLo be no rtabon wliv the 
r xpenditure should not return to normal' 

I would point out that we have now nearly completed the* frontier defences 
of India and the defences of our seaports, and nave armed them with the Litcst 
and most efficient artillery We have nearly completed the re armament of our 
British infantry with magazine rifles, and of the Native army with Martini- 
Henry rifles, and the entire re-arinarnent of our field artillery with the latest 
and best weapons, and we have done all this without borrowing, while France, 
Germany, Austria, Italy and every Europe^an nation has had lo resort to borrow¬ 
ed money for these purposes, and even rich England borrowed money for her 
fortifications and even to build new barracks for her troops. 
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“ I would only add this, that we are determined to exercise all possible 
economy in military expenditure Steps wen taken by me this year in conjunc¬ 
tion with my hon*ble colleague the Financial Member to introduce greater order 
into the military financial arrangements—steps which I trust will, hi the near 
future, result in impro\ed economy I can assure my hon'ble friend Griffith 
It\anslhit nothing that we do not consider absolutely necessary his been in¬ 
cluded in the estimate s of this year, and that a sum larger than that by which 
the estimates haOe been increased for items wduch the Co*inmander-iri Chief d.nd 
I would ha\e wished to include in the) estimates was put aside owing to our 
willingness to recognise the financial difticulties which made it undesirable to 
mere ise the estimates further, and I may assure him th it in our establishments 
WL do (\er)thing that we cm to keep down expenditure to the \ii^ lowest 
limit, that we ha\t' no * redund int * clerks, and that we have no office rs drawing 
special sal iru s fejr posting letters 

The Hon’ble SiR PiilLlP HUTClliNS siiel —“ Mv hon*ble friend Mr 

Chcntsal Rao has nienlioiiLd three points on which it seems desirable that I 
should offer a few words of expLinatioiv I am glad to say that his obsenations 
on all three hi\e been antieipaltd by thedi pirtmenis of which I h i\e the honour 
to be in charge Two concern the Home Department, the third that of

hid never been intended to be a source of revenue That I understand is what 
in) hon’ble friend contends, so that we are entirely in accord with liim, though 
this IS not a time at which we can afford to give up iny income which wealreidy 
possess The Old) doubt which t\ie Seentary of State raised was whether the

satisfied me Speaking from rf collee tion, I c in say tint there are three mam 
reasons wli) the cost of the Bombay poluc is so high in the Presidenty proper 
Th( first IS the vicinity of the Native States, which arc meludcd ftii its bound iries 
or rnireh ilong its nortlu rn and eastern frontier Ihc second cause is the 
iiumbtrof wild tubes, like the liluls, which re quire constant and careful watching 
LastI), the ordinary rates of wages for unskilled labour and for those classes

“ Tow irds the end of his speech the Hon^ble Member asked that a special 
officer should travel through each province to offer and distribute advancts 
uridir the Lind Improvement Act I cannot think this is necessary, though the 
cuggcsiion will doubtless be considered by Local Governments. During the last 
veai or two, the Government of India m the Revenue and Agricultural 
Department has constantly iinpre^^ised on the district officers their duties in this 
respect, and commended by name those who have worked the Act with 
energy and success I am coiilielent that the people are now well aware almost 
e*\'’er\;vhcre that loans can be had for asking, provided security is forth-

“ I shall lca\o His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor to deal with Sir Grillith 
Evans’ remarks on the Bengal Civil Courts and the acrommodalion for them, 
merely remarking that the* matter is one which seems more suited for diseusMon 
111 the Bengal Council ilian m that of Your Excellency My re(ollciii*)n i^that 
the full number of justiciaries which thv. High Court ultimately thought 10 be 
necessary were supplu d fully two years ago ’* 

His Honour IIIE LlPUrEVAVr-GovhRNOR said —'‘As my hon’bli friend 
Sir Philip Hiitehiiis has just mcntioiied, the question of the eost ind supply 
of subordinate c.vil judicial ofticeT-* in Bengal is more proptil) a qutslion 
belongijig to tlie IVovincial Budget, wdneli will be discussed in the Beiigu Coun¬ 
cil on bciturday next, but, as the Ilon’ble Sir Griffith Ev uis was good i nough 
to give me a w iriiing that he was going to speak upon the subject to-d i), I pre¬ 
pared a brief s^itlInent of the figures m order to be able to prisint them to Your 
Excelliney’s Coiini il Ilie answer of the (joviriinicnt of India, when tlu debate 
took place in M irch, 1890, was that they had not come to a final decision upon 
the subject, as the matter was still under consideration between the Local Gov¬ 
ernment and the High Court But in July, 1891, thej pissed final orders on the 
subject, and these orders are now in force In 1890, when the *-ubjiet was first 
mentioned, thirty-six temperiry Munsifs and three temporary Siiborelinaie Judge's 
had been appointed to meet the difficulty before it was finally settled whit the 
ultimate additional force should be It was eventually decided that 55 extra 
Munsifs and four extra Subordinate Judges should be appointed in Bengal, the 
total additiemal cost for the sc oftn ers and ^ the e stablishinents attachi cl to the m 
being two and tUree quarter likhs of rupees Besides that, the Government ot 
India obtained from I he Secretary of State seinction to the proposal that two 
supernumerary Subordni ite Judges and six sup<.rnumeraiy Munsifs might bt 
appointed from nine to time whenever the I oral Government, on the motion of 
the High Court, should reejuest that additional staff might bt created to meet 
an) temporary eiiffieulty 

“ With regard to the results which have been achieved, 1 bclievi from what f 
have heard, and espceiilly fiom the annual report sent m by the High Court, that 
this addition to the strength of the subordinate judiciary his met siiflrRieiiily the 
depiands of thc^ country I noth o that in 1889 these Courts disposed of 461,000 
cases, and m 1891 they disposedejf ^85,000, so thatwc are^ pretty closely keeping 
on a level with the giowth of institutions, and 1 believe it may be said that there 
arc It present no den ands in any quarter for an addition to the strength of the 
judicial staff, and no complaint that the pe^r^ons who are conct rnc d m litigation 
have not sufficient opportunities of gelling their cases punctually and saiisfae- 
tonly disposed of 

“ The question of the accommodation of these Munsifs is erne in which I have 
taken special inti'rest, fcjr 1 saiisfie*d mvsilf, when I came to make enquirv mto 
the stale of things, c'^pcciallv m Eastern Bengal, that many officers, and tspeci¬ 
ally Munsifs, though not Munsils aRme, were housed in a m inner whu h w is not 
at all in conformity with the dignitv of the Judie al Bencfi, and hardly suflie icntlv 
well for their own health and comfort In 1891-92 a liRh and niiut)-e^iie, thou- 
sind rupees were spent on the provision of additional accommodation for 
Munsifs, and in 1892-93 a lakh and a quarter of rupees have been set aside lor 
this purpose Although t^ese sums may seem small m comparison with the 
figures involved in the expenditure of the Military Department, regarding whose 
moderation and self-rt straint we have heard so much to day, I can assure you 
that It is with great difficulty that they hate been provided for from the finances 
of Bengal \\ e have only about ten lakhs which we can devote to original works, 
and out of tins we have to provide for Revenue ard Criminal Courts, as well 
RS Civil Courts, for jails, schools, police buildings, hospitals and a few other 
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smaller departments , and the amount spent on judicul buildings exceeds the 
amount spent on any other department in<he province 

" I should like to take this opportunity of saying a very few words on the 
subject of registration The Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao has asserted—and the 
Hon’blo Sir Philip Hutchins has agreed—that it is a standing asiom that regis* 
tration should not give any net revenue to the Imperial finances I venture 
to think that that is an axiom which the Government of India should hesitate to 
accept I grant that the fees should not be fixed too high, and that the first charge 
on the income should be a provision for extending registration establishments and 
oifices wherever thi y are wanted But, so long as these two postulates are satis¬ 
fied, wh\ should there not be a surplus of revenue over expenditure in this as in 
any other biisinc ss The dogma is one which at the present time ri quires serious 
consideration, and I will ask the Gov'ernment of India to think carefully whether it 
should pUdgi Itself to a principle like this at a lime when, as Sir David Barbour 
h.is said. It may be absolutely necessary to impose fresh taxation to meet the 
financial evigeneies of the country In the* year 1878 or 1879, I think, the 
Hon’ble Mr Qa/ett Colvin was appointed by Sir JohnStraehey, when Finance 
Minister, to draw up a series of notes on all possible sources of lax ition’not yet 
di veloped in India He treated a great number of ihosi put forward as nostrums 
in newspapers and b> ether persons, and rejected most of them as impracticable , 
but he showed that it was possible to raise a very considerable revenue from tlie 
registration of landed property in India I dare say Kon’ble Members are aware 
of the amount of revenue that taxation has produced from this source in France 
The constant mot cellement of landc d property which goes on there is protected 
by a very careful and complete system of registration, and for this protection a 
high price is paid I have not looked into the figures lately, but I believe the 
French finances receive as much as seven or eight millions sterling a year from 
the registration of landed property And I have for many years looked upon 
this as really the sheet anchor of Indian finance, if it is absolutely necessary in 
the future to impose fresh taxation I therefore think it important at the piescnt 
juncture to put in a word of warning and to ri qui st the Governpient of India not 
to use any general words of condemnation about a source of revenue which they 
may hnd it necessary to have to resort to before very long ” 

The Hon’blc SiR Dwio Barbour said —“I htve to thank the Members 
of this Council for the very moderate tone they have adopted in criticising 
the Pinancial Statement of 1893-94 

“ 1 am only too conscious that the Statement is open to attack on many 
points, and I fully ri‘cognise that the moderate, I might say indulgent, tone 
which has been adoptccl in the discussion is due to the fact that the dithcullui, 
under which the Government of India now labours are fully recogniacd, and fhat 
the Council desire, as much as possible, to .ivoid adding to the embarrassment 
of the (lovcrnmcnt 

" W hile thanking the Hon’ble Members of Council, on my own behalf, for the 
friendly spirit they have exhibited, I lake the liberty of adding that in my opinion 
the moderation they have shown on the lirst discussion of the Financial State¬ 
ment under the new Act is of good omen for the future, and I can assure Ihcm 
that, so far as I am conci mod—and in this matter 1 believe 1 can speak for the 
whole Government—their criticisms and suggestions will not carry the less weight 
because they have been put forward in temperate language and with a due regard 
to the dillicultics of the present position 

“The Hon’ble Mr Fa/ulbhai Vishram has suggested that a portion of the 
cash balance of the Government of India should be invested so as to earn some 
inl(*rest 

“This course rould no doubt be followed with advantage if we had in India 
a great money market such as exists in London As matters stand in this 
country, I am afraid any attempt to invest a portion of the cash balance would 
do more harm than good In thejirst place, our cash balance is not conceh- 
trateci at the Fresidency-towns It is scattered all over the country, m the 
various district and local treasuries, and we must always have a large amount 
of cash actually available This amount I would not place at less than ten 
crores of rupees 
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Of, the balance a certain proportion is lodged in the Presidency Banks 
The Banks do not pay interest on the .money so lodged, but the use of* these 
balances is«one of the considerations for which they undertake to do the 
Government business, and in this way the Government receives the value of its 
money 

“ Another portion is kept in the Reserve TreaSucies of the Government of 
India, and is employed to meet sudden t incrgencies. In Bombay, public opinion 
has generally favoured the loan of this money for short periods and at a lov 
rate of interest, but in Calcutta a different view has prevailed. 

After full consideration the Government of India have decided that it would 
not be to the public interest to accustom the Indian money market to rely in 
ordinary times on advances from the Reserv^e Treasuries Sui h advances might 
not be of great relative importance in the London money market, but the) 
would be of greater importance in India, they would be liable to be recalled 
at any moment, and, if such rtcall took place when from other causes money 
was dear (as it sometimes is in India), very serious consequences might be 
produced It has been decided, and I believe rightly decided, that the public 
interests will be best served if the surplus cash balance is kept as a reserve 
to meet any special difficulties that may arise When stringency arises in the 
opjPn market the Presidency Banks can often obtain advances from the Govern¬ 
ment, and they sometimes avail themselves of such advance-1 If gold is 
scarce in London, a slight raising of the rate of discount vc^rj soon brings in 
gold from other countries , but the case is very different in India It takes a 
great rise in the rate of discount to attract capital lemporanl) to India The 
money market has been easy m India for some jears, but periods of very great 
stringency hav'^e arisen in the past and will no doubt be experienced in the future 
The Government balances arc really the only special reserve we have got. 
They can be revdily made available in time of need either by buying the 
Secretary of State s bills, or by being temporarily lent to the Presidency 
Banks 

It IS quite true, as the Hon’ble Mr. Fa/ulbhai Vishram remarks, that 
with the fall in exchange the rupee pay of the Civil Services decreases in gold 
\alue^, and the sterling pay of the British troops goes on increasing in silver 
value ’ 

“ This is just one of those anomalies of which vve hope to get rid by a 
settlement-of the currency que^stion. 

“ I am sorry thTt I cannot give any further information at present as to the 
terms on which the loan of 3(X> lakhs will be raised "Ihe terms of the loan 
must be settled with reference to the slate of the money market at the time 
it IS raised, and it would not, under any circumstances, be prudent to attempt to 
settle them some months in advance The currency question has so unsettled 
financial matters in the present year that special caution is necessary. 

** The Hon*ble Sir Griffith Evans made some remarks on the general financial 
position. He alluded to the large deficit in the estimates, and he pointed out 
that, \l we absorbed the Famine Grant and withdiew the amount devoted to the 
construction of Railways and charged against Revenue under 37, the deficit 
would be largely reduced 

“ He also pointed out, and verv fairly, that the rate of exchange take n in the 
estimates was considerably above the market rate of the da), and that the 
estimates contained no provision for compensation to officers on account of the 
fall m the gold value of the rupee Taking ever)thing into consideration, he 
came, as I understand him, to the conclusion that the hinancial Statement did 
convey a correct picture of the present situation That is a conclusion which 
1 cannot be expected to controvert, and I need only explain that tlie sum of 
Rx 75,100, w^hich IS tolae expended on the construction of railwavs, and which 
he thought m.ght be taken in reduction of the deficit, is Prov incial and not 
Imperial expenditure, and that to strike it out of the estimates would*not affect 
the deficit on the Imperial account 

“ My hon’ble friend also made some remarks as regards the Home charges 
Now, these charges may be looked at from two points of view. We-may 
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conbidpr tlio total disbursements in England on account of India, or*we may 
tenfinf ourselves to that portion of the flome disbursements which goes to 
meet thi cost of the India OlTue • , 

“ I iiirij mention in the first place that I have always been, and am now, 
strnnj^lv ojiposcd to any increase in the disbursements in F-ngland on account of 
the Liovtrnment of India * I think there are great objections to any such 
iiicnaso both from a political and from an economic point of view. But it is 
not so (.asy to keep down these charges as might at first sight appear 
h\cr>Lodv is prepared to agree that tluy should be kept down, but such 
agreenunt is \vh»it I in ly tall an agreement in the abstract When wc come to 
I Amritc ta I s I do not find tin. same unanimity For (xamplt, nothing is more 
btmlicial to India than the tonsiruclion of railwajs, ind, sooner or later, great 
aiithonlies uriTL that niort rapid progress should be made 111 thtir construction 
It IS fouiul that more inoiuy cannot be raised in India, and about this time the 
prfMiasivi A OKI of the promoter is heard 111 the land, and sirnultaneouslv, and 
bv whit .ippL irs to be a sort of pn-ordained harmony, Chambers of Commerce 
both in Indii ind in England taki up the question It is said thit if the Gov- 
iniment of India will only gi\e a gu irantee, quite .1 trifling guarantee and one 
\\hii,h will n dl\ impose no burden on the Iinanei s and w hieh is merely put 
lorw ird to rtmove the doubts of Lombaid Street money will flow into India for 
thi consliuttion of railways and untold benefits will be conferred on fhc 
population It IS \try dilhcult to resist <i cry of this sort, raised in a very telling 
manner b\ a host of iiigc irons promoters, and supported by eminent authorities 
At the same tiiiu , if we give way to it, tlu llomt eliargi s must be increased 

Having said so iiiueli on the general question of the in< xpedieney of in- 
(rcasingllic Hnnii charges,! wish to add a few words which may help to 
remo\e some misapprehensions regarding them 

“It will b( seen from paragraph 93 of the Financial Statement that the

Bankers lor the se Railway Companies, we must expect to have to repay to them 
the mom ) whic.h em a previous dale wc received from them Some limes we 
reciM\e more in a year than we pay a\\a>, and sometiincs wc pay away more 
than we re^ccivc 

“In 1893-94, we expect to pay away j^2,609,200, and wc only receive 
^1,420,040 

1 here IS also a disbursement of 1,383,200 on account of re^mittanres 
This repn sents inemey which the Go\einment of India receive in India and 
pay away in England Some of this money is received from Railway Companies 
and is sent Home for the purchase of stores , some of it represents money 
ree lived from Gov e^rnment servants in India and pud out to their fannlies in 
tngland , some of it is money re^ceived from Native btate s or I ocal Governments 
for the piirt-h isc e)f stores, and so on In short, these remittances are not, 
qud n-inutances, a e harge against the revenues of India 

“ The re is also a sum of £ 1 ,i6o,6e^o on aruount of capital expenditure. This 
is money paid for the purchase ot stores, and a direct eoniinorcial equivalent is 
rcre ive el for the e»\pcnditure I know no means whereby locomotive engines or 
steel rails can be procured for nothing, or without paying for them 

“ There remains the net expenditure of iS,65«,3t)o to be accounted for 
Now, of this sum, no less than ^^5,747,200 is on accounf of the Railway Reve nue 
Account, And it is money well laid out, and il brings man ample return, including 
direct ancrinclirect advantages 

“There is also a payment of ^2,419,400 on account of interest on, and 
managi inrnt of, debt 'Ihe rate ol interi-st payable is 3^ or 3 per cent, and 
I km)w of no market other than that of London where money could have been 
Misled so cheaply 
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“ Tlierf IS also a payment of ;^i,404,9oo for the purchase of stores'for use 
in India ^ ^s I said before, I do not know any way of getting stores except by 
paying fo'r them The balance includes payments for Postal and Telegraph 
communication with England, payments to the Admiralty for services rendered, 
and payments of political pensions to persons of Indian descent 

“ I will not pursue the subject further. I am anxious to see the Home 
charges kept as low as possible, but I have said enough to show that they are 
not that gigantic, unjust and crushing burden on India which they are some¬ 
times alleged, and 1 dare say believed, to be 

" I come now to the remarks which the Hon'ble Sir Griffith Evans made 
regarding the (ost of the India Office • 

*' I may explain that the establishment of the India Office is not under the 
control of the Government of India, but under that of the Secretary of State 
for India in Council The estimates and accounts of the India Oflice are hid 
before Parliament every year, and it should, I think, be presumed that due regard 
IS paid to economy unless the contrary can be proved My hon’ble friend’s 
criticisms were put in an amusing form, but I think that in the absence of any 
real knowledge of the fact* it would be wrong to take them for more than they 
arc worth, lest in so doing we should do injustice to a large body of public servants 
who have no means ot dc fending the mselves in this place, and regirding the 
exact nature and extent of whose duties our information is necessarily very 
defective 

" As regards the Persian and Chinese Missions I may point out that these 
Missions perform certain services on the account of the Indian Government 
\Vc have important relations with China in regard to opium and other matters, 
the China Mission does a certain amount of work for us in conne ction with 
these matters, and the payment is supposed to be for that work 1 am happy 
to say that in the case of these Missions there has been quite recently some 
reduction of the total charge 

" Ihe Hon’ble Mr. Chentsal Rao has called attention to the surplus 
of about 15 lakhs of rupees, which is realised from the Registration Depart¬ 
ment, and, as that is a Department which is not maintained for the sake of the 
revenue which it produces, he has urged, with, as it s< ems to me, some reason, 
that the surplus should be devoted to the increase of the facilities for registra¬ 
tion 

“ I may explain that the Registration Department is managed by the 
I ocal Governments concerned, and any increase of expenditure which they 
might consider necessary in order to facilitate registration would not ordinarily 
be objected to by the Finance Department It can hardly be expected that 
at the present conjuncture 1 should urge them to increase expenditure on any 
object, however desirable in itself, but I am sure they will be prepared to take 
into consideration the suggestion which has now been made, and for my part 
I shall be prepared to leave the matter in their hands and to accept the deci¬ 
sion eCt which they may arrive I may mention, however, that the surplus of the 
Registration Department is not so large as the Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao 
supposes, because the figures he has used do not include the charge for build¬ 
ings and for pensions, or for some other items of no great importance The 
Hon’ble Sir Charles Elliott has alluded to the possibility of our some day rais¬ 
ing a large amount of revenue from a tax on registration Far be it from me 
to set aside summarily any suggestion for increasing the revenues, but I may 
say that, so far as my information goes, I am not sanguine that we could raise 
as much money from this source as the French Government appears to raise in 
France 

“ The Hon'ble Mr. Chentsal Rao has also called attention to the Famine 
Grant. The amount of this Grant was determined in the following manner It 
was calculated that the loss, from falling off in revenue and actual expenditure 
on relief, due to scarcity and famine would amount to 15 crores of rupees in 
every period of ten years, and it was held that a provision of i| crores yearly 
would be sufficient as an insurance against such loss. * 
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" I am disposed to agree with the Hon’ble Member that the provision 
made was unnecessarily high, if we look only to the possible loss from drought, 
scarcity and famine 

” On the other hand, this Famine Fund is really our only Reserve readily 
available to meet any of those vicissitudes to which the Indian finances are un> 
fortunately liable, and 1 think this point should be borne in mind if it should 
be decided hereafter to take into consideration the question of reducing the 
amount of the Grant. 

** In point of fact the Famine Grant, looked at simply as a reserve for the 
purpose of meeting the financial effects of famine, does not at present amount to 
so much as crores of rupees 

“In the coming y^r Rx 340,200 from this Grant is set aside to meet the 
loss on the Indian Midland and BengaUNagpur Railways, Rx 65,000 is 
devoted to the construction of Protective Canals, Rx 1,054,300 is devoted to 
the construction of Protective Railways, and only Rx 40,500 is devoted to actual 
relief of famine 

“ The whole Grant is devoted to purposes connected with famine, but only a 
very trifling proportion of it is set aside for the direct relief of persons who may 
be in distress owing to scarcity or famine 

“ I should be very glad indeed to see the export-duty on nee repealed, 
but in the present state of the finances I could not recommend that any 
portion of the Famine Grant should be devoted to this purpose. We arc pass* 
ing through a grave crisis and should husband our resources to the utmost 

“The Hon’ble Mr. Chentsal Rao has alluded to the variation in the 
amount of charges under certain heads in different Provinces. It can hardly 
be expected that I should enter in detail into an explanation of all these 
variations 

“ Speaking generally, the explanation is that in dealing with India as a 
whole we are dealing with a Continent, and not with a single country 

“ The circumstances of the different Provinces vaiy very widely 

“ For example, the percentage on receipts of the cost of collection of 
Assessed Taxes varies from Province to Province, because some Provinces pos¬ 
sess revenue officials who assess and collect the Income-tax in addition to per¬ 
forming their other duties, and whose salanes are not charged as a portion of 
the cost of collecting these taxes. 

“ In such Provinces as Bengal, on the other hand, where, from the nature 
of the Land Revenue system, local establishments are small in number, a special 
agency has to be employed for the purpose, and the whole cost of such 
agency is charged against the tax 

" The Excise systems, too, vary very much from Province to Province, apd 
so do the habits of the people in respect of the consumption of excisable 
articles. It is impossible to draw any conclusions from the mere fact that the 
cost of collection is higher in one Province than in another With regard to the 
difference in the cost of the Police in Bengal and Bombay, I may remark that 
wages are higher in Bombay th.in in Bengal The cost of the Bombay Police 
also includes about six lakhs on account of Special Police in Native States, 
the cost being recovered from these States. It also includes nearly five lakhs 
on account of alienation of Land Revenue in favour of the villagc-oificers 
connected with the Police. Bombay is the only Province in which such 
alienations are passed through the accounts. 

“ The Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao also calls attention to the increase in super¬ 
annuation allowances There is, from the nature of the case, a steady growth of 
expenditure under this head, which is no more to be wondered at than is the 
growth of population and of general revenue 

"It must be recollected that there has been in past years a great increase in 
the number of officers employed under the Government of India, and the 
inevitable result is the growth of superannuation charges 

“ There has also been m the current year some temporary increase of charge 
owing to superannuation allowances being paid monthly instead of quarterly tn 
England The decision to pay certain pensions in England at the favourable 
exchange ot is 9^/ added something to the expenditure. The normal increase 
of expenditure under this head is about Rs. 4} lakhs yearly.

“ The Hon’ble Mr. Chentsal Rao has referred to the advances on account 
of Land Improvement, and expresses a hope that the amount set aside *for this 
purpose may be increased. 

" The amount that can be devoted to such purposes is necessarily limited, 
but I believe more money is being advanced now than was formerly the case, 
and 1 hope it may be possible to increase it still Yivther in future years The 
total provision placed at the disposal of Local Governments for advances to 
a^ciilturists in the coming year is rather more than 33 lakhs of rupees 
l^is IS nearly three times the amount actually advanced in 1888-89 In 1891-92 
and m the current year very large amounts were advanced, but these high 
advances were made in consideration of the drought and scarcity that prevailed 
in Madras, Bombay and Ajmere. 

“ A reference to paragraph 33 of the Financial Statement for next year will 
show how great are the claims of all kinds on the Government of India at the 
present moment, and 1 have been agreeably surprised that we have been able 
to meet them as fully as we have done ” 

His Excellency The PRESIDENT said —“I wish,in the first place, to ac¬ 
knowledge, as my Hon'ble Finance Colleague has done, the considerate and 
practical character of the observations elicited bj the presentation of the 
Financial Statement 

“ It will, I daresay, have struck Hon’ble Members that the situation with 
which the Government of India finds itself confronted is not a bad illustration 
of what is sometimes spoken of as the. irony of events It is certainly not a 
little mortifying to us that upon this, the first, occasion, when the discussion of 
the Financial Statement has taken place as a matter of nght under the pro> 
visions of the Act of last year, we should be dnven to lay before the Council 
so discouraging an account of our finances, and to add the admission that, for 
the present, it is beyond our power to describe the means by which we can hope 
to extricate ourselves from the difficulties and embarrassments which surround 
us How much'pleasanter it would have been if the Hon’ble Financial Member 
had been able to tell you of overflowing coffers, or, if they were, for the moment, 
less full than we could have wished, to explain to you the measures by which he 
looked forward to re-filhng them in a suitable manner I can assure my 
hon’ble colleagues that, if the suspense and uncertainty through which we are 
passing are trying to the public, they are not less trying to us 

” I believe, however, that the Budget which my hon’ble fnend laid upon 
the table last week will serve a very useful purpose It is, I cannot help think¬ 
ing, the most striking object lesson in Indian finance which has yet been given 
to the world My hon’ble friend reports to us that in two years the fall in 
exchange has added to our liabilities a sum exceeding four crores of rupees, a 
strain which he has said with truth our finances arc at present unable to bear. 
We find ourselves compelled to restrict as closely as possible our expenditure 
upon those useful works on which this country depends so much for the develop¬ 
ment of Its vast resources, and we are within a measurable distance of new 
taxation, the amount and incidence of which it is impossible to forete)!, but 
which, if we are driven to impose it, will certainly be of an onerous kind We are 
threatened with all these misfortunes, not because we have plunged the count'y 
into war, not because we have recklessly undertaken new expenditure, but 
because our medium of exchange is one the value of which is liable to violent 
and unforeseen fluctuations which we are entirely unable to control It struck 
me, when the Hon’ble Member was delivering his speech last Thursday, 
that nothing could have given more point to what he said as to this part of 
his case than nis announcement that, in the interval of time between the 
compilation of the Estimates and their submission to this Council, the further 
fall which had taken place was sufficient, if maintained throughout the year, 
to add Rx. 700,000 to our expenditure There has, I am glad to say, since 
been some recovery, but the fact is none the less worthy of attention. 

" My hon’ble friend is, I am afraid, but too well justified in regarding 
our position with grave apprehension Not that, under ordinary circumstances, 
a dencit in an Indian Budget is necessarily a cause for very serious alarm A 
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country which has contracted large sterling liabilities, and \^hich has ^o meet 
them from revenue collected in silver, eannot expect to adjust the income and 
expenditure of each year that passes with close precision If these fluctuations 
were of an ordinary kind, if there were a reasonable prospect that an oscillation 
m one direction would be follow'ed by an oscillation in another, w'e might well 
be content to find that, one year w'lth another, our average income balanced our 
average expenditure during a term of years Judged by this criterion, our finan¬ 
cial history during the last four years is satisfactory enough The Hon’bh 
Financial Member would be able to show that, taking the hrst four years of his 
own term of office as Finance Minister, he has had a net surplus of Rx 5,686,000, 
an amount which would cover any deficit with which we can conceivably be 
confronted m his hflh jear Unfortunately for us, how^exer, it is impossible to 
limit the question in this manner We have to consider, not so much the jears 
which are past and gone as those which he immediately ahead of us, and, if 
we look forward to these, there can be no doubt that wc have cause for serious 
alarm. In spite of the slight re-action which is apparently taking olace, there 
is absolutely nothing to show' that the rapid fall in the gold" value of the nipt i 
has )et come to an end, and w'e should remember that, with eich further fall, 
our difficulties increase at a progressive rate To make my meaning clear I 
may explain that, whc'reas a fall of one faithing in the gold value of the rupee, 
when exchange is at is 6 c/., involves a loss to the Government of India of 29*] 
lakhs, a similar fall, when exchange is at is 4<y, means a loss of 37^ lakhs, 
while, if the same fall takes place at is 2d ^ the loss rises to no less a sum than 
48J lakhs No re adjustments of taxition can kec'p pace witli sii«-h a downw ircl 
progress as tins 

“ It is this prospei t, and this alom^^ that makes the outlook so alarming In 
other respects I believe the financial position of this country to be perf(ctl\ 
sound, and, is bir Griffith Ev'ans has pointed out, there' arc not wanting hopeful 
elements upon which it is possible to dwell with satisfac tion Our total indebtt d- 
ucss IS not grt-at, .ind the laigcr part of it has been incurred upon useful vvork-s 
for which the State obtains a fair return, or whuh may, at all events, be n 
garded as valuable assets We have been exln nuly careful to avoid rcc kle s 
borrowing, and we have indeed, as the Hon’ble General Biarkcnburv his 
truly said, met out of oidinary revenue many Iiabiliius whuh in other 
countries would have bicn provided for out of borrowed capital Our lind- 
n venue has, as the Hon’ble Financial Membc^r has shown, risen stcidily in ‘pitj 
of somewhat adverse circumstances, and It will coniinue to rise Our incoiiu 
from railways is progressive, and the gradual dtvtlopnicnl of our coinintrii.l 
lines will, 1 feel no doubt, add still further to our resources 

“Ihe large expenditure which has taken place during recent jears upon 
special defences should, in the course of the next two jears, come to an end, 
and our Military Budget will be thereupon relieved of a sum of some ^o or 50 
lakhs per annum 

“ Th( se accessions of wealth would, in all probability, eounlerbalancc the 
gradual fall in our revenue from opium—a revenue which is threatened both 
by Chinese competition and by political influences—but for the continued fall in 
the gold value* of the rupee. It is, however, melancholy to reflect that, although 
we now take Kx 25,000,0^0 of land-revenue from the people of India, insttad 
of the Rx 21,000,000 which wc received twenty years ago, the larger sum, il 
tens of rupees be in each case converted into sovereigns at the price of the daj, 
represents only millions, instead of the £\slk millions for which the 

smaller sum was interchangeable in the seventies 

‘*The same falling off has taken place in the gold value of our receipts 
from other kinds of taxation , the tax-pajer’s contribution, measured in rupees, 
increases stt adily, but, measured by the standard made use of by the countries

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“ U v^ould not surprise me to hnd that vie are asktdj under these i ircum 
stances, why we do not take the public into our confidence and tell the in, \t 
least hypothetically, in what manner we believe that we might cxiruaic 
ourselves from a position of so much anxiety I must, howtx.r 

express my entire concurrence in the view of the Hon’ble Fintnciil 
Member when he told the Council that it would be idK for us to disclose thi 
nature of the remedies to which we may be driven to resort until wt hi\t 
been made aware of the decision of the Home authoniies in regird to the 
currtncy question It is conceivable that the effect of that decision nnv h« 
to gi\e eirly, if not immediate, relief to our finarcts Upon the other hand, il 
that relief is not obtained, the situation will probably not remain as it is It it 
IS not improved, it will, bad as it now is, probably change for the worse — per¬ 
haps a good deal for the worse—and no conjectures which we can in ike will 
help us to gauge beforehand the dimensions of the dillicultj which might tlien 
confront us That we should, in this event, have to raise laige sums bv li\ t- 
tion does not admit of a doubt. How large they will be we have no nu-ans i 1 
judging, and we cannot, therefore, say how they might bt‘^t be raised. Hon ’jI*- 
Members, and the public gciierally, are perfectly wt 11 aware of the souie«.s m 
which the Government of India is able to look for «n me lease of leveuue, but n 
would be not only useless but mischievous to discuss proj< cts for new taxation 
at atmoment when we are in ignorance of the amount of revenue which w« 
should require in order to restore financial equilibrium 

“I have' only one ob^rvaiion to add upon this subject, wliieli is lliet, 
should we find it necessary during the present summen to resort to new taxation 
in orde r to meet the deficit, we do not think it would be consi'^ieni with our 
duty to legislate for the purpose at ^md i, and we should, ihirefurc*, in the event 
which I have eontcmpl ited, not hesilalc, if neces'^ar), to nil ihe Coum il to¬ 
gether again at Calcutta for a special session. Whether this course will, or 
will not, be necessary is absolute!) out of our power to determine at the present 
time 

** With refe rfinc e to the question of our military expenditure, I reed add 
very little to what has btcii so well and rlerly said by the Hon ble Militiry 
Member Thu expenditure has, no doubt, me reiscd duriiig rtci nt years 

“ 1 am, howtvtr, far from believing that the incrcMsc whie li has taken plicc 
necessarily convicts the militaiv autliorilies of cxtravaguiee I fie Hoii’ble 
Militarv Member was able to shew that, here also, the fall m exch ingt has 1 lul 
upon us a continually increising burden hinee I1S87 88 ihe military cstimatt:> 
have been increased by no less a sum than Rx 3 ' 3 o,000 owing to this cause 

** Again, the re has, undoubtedly, bi e*p a consider ililc expenditure due to 
the fact that more regard is paid to the comfort and well-be ing of our troops 
than formerly I have no doubt that this money lus been well spent— 
‘well and wisely spent/ as Sir Ciiiflith Kvans has said—upon the improvement 
of the army Wc know that gieat difficulty is found 111 obtaining suitable »'ccruits 
owing to the competition of othtr professions, and, unless wt pav, feed, clolht 
and house our men properly, we shall Imd it impossible to attract to the rank-* 
rhe proper class of soldier, either Native or British 

“Besides this, additional expense is eonstantly imposed upon ns owing to ^ 
alterations in the equipment and armament of the troops If 1 new iifle is 
invented, or a new kind of ammunition adopted for tie rest of the irm\, wt 
cannot refuse to adopt it for the army of Indn This 1:1 not, I think, tntiieIv 
due to the influence of the 'enthusiastic soldiers/ to whom bir Giiilith Javans 
reftrred I think there are many enthusiasm uivilnns who would loudly 
complain of us if we were to refuse to furnish our soldiers with ihc most 
improved arms and equipment. 

“ Nor must It be forgotten that, of late yc'ars, our military liabilities have 
very greatly increased, partly owing to tlie near approuh ol Russu on our 
•• western frontiers, partly because, by the' annexation of Upper Burma, a great 
addition has been made both to the British Empiic 'ind to thu fringe ol 
unsettl'd country which adjoins our frontier, and within which we aie obliged to 
maintain some kind of ordc^r, not from a desire to inurhre gratuitously with 
those independent tribes of whom Sir Griffith Evans spoke, but for the pr(»tc( iic 1 
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of our settled districts My honHilc fnend seemed to be under the itqpression 
that, in such cases, ne were inclined to^take advantage of the high state of 
preparedness of our army in order to launch our troops upon these fruitless 
operations. All I can say is that 1 can testify to the reluctance of the military 
authorities to allow their regular troops and their transport animals to be used 
in small bodies in these remote places, and I am under the impression that 
in the recent operations on the Kachin frontier, which I think my hon’ble 
fnend must have had in his mind, the columns employed consisted mainly of 
military police 

“ It is no doubt, prtmd fane, very serious that the i893>94 estimates 
should show an increase over the Budget of 1892*93 But the increases of 
expenditure which have been forced upon us by circumstances which we are 
absolutely powerless to control amount to a larger sum than that by which the 
Military Budget for 1892*93 has been exceeded The increase in the estimates 
amounts, excluding expeditions, to 54^ lakhs, the increase m the obligatory 
expenditure, to which 1 have referred, exceeds that sum Of the increase, no 
less than 24 lakhs are due to the fall in exchange, while 7^ lakhs are due to 
the rise of prices, and 8 lakhs to fluctuations which may be described as 
automatic, and which we arc quite unable to regulate. 

“ It IS, therefore, beyond our power to prevent the expenditure of 1893*94 
from exceeding that of 1892*93, except by insisting upon very large retr^ch* 
ments, which it would be impossible to carry out suddenly, and which, if they 
could be carried out, w'ould seriously impair the efficiency of our army 

“ Again, It should be remembered that, out of the total of Rx 15,700,000 
shewn in the military estimates for 1893-94, about Rx 12,000,cxxi are for the 
pay, food and pensions of the army Large economies in military expenditure 
can, 1 be lievi, only be effected by cutting down the numbers of the army, or by 
diminishing its pay, or by depleting our reserves of stores. A diminution of 
the pay of the army is out of the question We shall be fortunate if we are not 
compelled to increase it before we are much older I should be sorry to be a 
party to the depletion of our reserve s of stores, and 1 trust that such a course 
will never find favour It seems to follow that if India is unable to bear the 
present military expenditure, we shall have to consider whether the strength of 
the army is greater than is absolutely necessary for the safety of the country 
1 for one am not prepared to admit this 

" I therefore greatly doubt whether wc shall find it possible to make large 
reductions in our military expenditure, although we must do all in our power to 
resist further attempts to increase it Two years hence our special defences 
will, as 1 said just now', it is to be hoped, be completed, and our milrary 
expenditure thereby reduced by some 50 lakhs per annum We shall spare 
no pains to economize in other directions, but I wish to avoid holding out ex¬ 
pectations which we may bt unable to fulfil I can, however, assure the Coun* 
cil that the Government of India desires, as earnestly as Sir Griffith Evans 
does, to avoid a recurrence of exceptional expenditure on expeditions, or on 
any other military objects, the necessity of which is in any degree open to 
question 

There is one other matter as to which 1 must add a few word's It 

IS that to which reference has been made by the Hon’ble Mr. Stevens 

and the llon’ble Dr Lethbridge I am not at all surprised that they 
should have mentioned it, or that thi y should have reminded the Counal 
of the gnev ous hardship to which European officers m the services of the 
Government of India have lately been subjected owing to the rapid fall of 
exchange which has taken place during the last two years Nor have I any 
complaint to make of the Hon’ble Mr Stevens’ account of what passed 
when, at the end of January, 1 had the honour of receiving at Government 
House a deputation from the Services I then stated that the Secretary 
of State had left us in no doubt as to the sympathy with which Her Majesty’s 
Government regarded their case. I said that we could not expect the sufferers 
to tolerate, fur an indefinite period, the distress which they had borne with 
so much self-command for some time past, and I expressed my hope that the 
time was approaching when we should be able to meet, in a just and 

reasonable ni inner, the claims which the deputation had urged upon me. 
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When ! uttered these words I c||rtatnly expected that, by the time the 
Budget Statement would be made, the suspense to which I referred would 
have been terminated, and 1 looked forward to including in our Bnancial 
arrangements for the coming year suitable provision, either of a temporary 
or permanent character, to meet the case of the Services 1 feel no doubt that 
those expectations were shared by our officers, and that it was generally, and I 
must say not unreasonably, anticipated that the Budget Statement would contain 
some specific engagement as to their case If no provision has been 
made by my hon'ble fnend, 1 trust that the omission will not be regarded as 
an indication that we desire to shirk the question, or to postpone its considera* 
tion for a day longer than we can help As a matter of fact, the Government 
of India has, since the deputation was received, submitted to the Secretary 
of State specific proposals with this object, and suggested to him that provision 
for meeting those proposals should be made in the Budget. 

" I have been authorised by His Lordship to make public in his own words 
the reasons for which he has found it impossible to sanction the necessary 
provision being made in the Budget He telegraphed to us on tne 7th of 
March as follows — 

* I greatly regret Iosrcs fallen on European officers, and am prepared to give con> 
sideration to any measures suggested by you for remedying grievances which you repre¬ 
sent, but it is impossible to determine what measures should be taken, apart from the 
questions now before me with respect to the currency, decision upon which cannot be 
much longer delayed, but which cannot be expected before the Budget' 

That IS how the case of the Services stands, and I think it will be evident 
to Hon’ble Members that it is beyond our power, for the present, to do more 
than has been already done ”

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 a.m. on 
Saturday, March 25th, 1893. 

During the week under review the weather over India has been of the 
ordinary cold weather type A depression travelled down the Gangetic plain 
from the Punjab to Bengal and a^ it advanced eastward rain on the plains and 
rain and hail on the hills acrompaniLd it Pressure rose rapidly in the rear of 
the disturbance, and a high pressure aria was fonned over North-West India, so 
that from the 20th to the 22nd readings were high over North-West India and 
low over Bengal, and northerly bree^ses prevailed over Norfhern India During 
the latter half of the week the barometer generally rose in North-Eastern and 
fell in North-Western India, so that pressure at first became very uniform, and 
then, the change continuing, became highest in the north-east and lowest in the 
north-west, where a depression was appearing Over the whole countrj the 
weather remained unusually cool, the abnormal deficiency of temperature for the 
whole country for the week being five and a half degrees. 

The chart of the 19th showed pressure highest in Sind, and lowest over the 
Gangetic plain and the Punjab, with a deepish depression over the east of the 
Punjab and the North-West Himalayas. Abnormal easterly winds prevailed over 
the Gangetic plain, while elsewhere the directions weve very irregular Owing 
to the disturbed condition of pressure the winds at several northern stations were 
strong to a gale The air had become damper over a large part of the country 
and rain had fallen over the north of the Punjab, over ihe Gangetic plaiir and 
over North Bengal. At Gnatong, Bahraich, Mussoone and Chakrata the 
amounts received exceeded one inch. On the 20th pressure was increasing 
more or less briskly over North-West India and decreasing elsewhere. Read¬ 
ings were highest over the north-west of the Punjab, while the low pressure area 
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had beeii transferred south-eastward to West bcngal. In consequence northerly 
winds prevailed over North-Western and Central India^ and southerly winds 
over Bengal, while elsewhere the directions remained variable. The easterly 
winds wire disappearing from the Gangctic plain. Thundershowers were re¬ 
ported from the North Punjab and from North-East India, the amount of rain 
received being moderate or small On the morning of the 21st pressure was 
increasing almost everywhere, but the general distribution of pressure and the 
direction of the winds were practically unchanged. Hail and snow showers had 
fallen at the stations in the North-West Himalayas, and thunderstorms had 
given ram to a considerable part of Bihar, Bcngal and Assam The chart of 
the 23rd showed a i onsiderable modification in the distribution of pressure The 
barometer had fallen in the north-west and the high pressure area had given way, 
while the low pressure area over Bengal had spread south-westward and extend¬ 
ed over the whole of the east of the Peninsula. The wind had shifted to the 
southward over a large part of North-West India, but elsewhere the directions 
were little changed, rhundcrsiorms continued to give rain to Lower Bengal 
and Assam On the 23rd the barometer was rising briskly over Bengal, and 
pressure had bei ome very uniform throughout the Indian region The winds 
were variable in direction and in places were strong and squally Hail and rain 
showers had occurred on the hills, and thunderstorms continued to give light to 
heavyish ram to Lower Bcngal and Assam. On the 24th the barometer was 
generally rising except in Burma Readings were comparatively low over Oudh, 
North Bengal and the Assam Valley and in the south of the Peninsula and high 
in the intervening region The wind directions were fairly normal Showers 
had occurred around the north-west and north of the Bay The chart of the 
24th showed that pressure had dc creased over North-West India and Baluchistan 
and increased elsewhere In North-Last India the rise had been brisk A 
depression had appeared over Sind, while readings were high over the central 
parts of the country and South-West Bengal, and highest in Assam. The 
winds were fully cyclonic over North-West India and more or less variable 
elsewhere A few local showers were reported. 

Temperature .— The unsettled weather which prevailed over a large part of 
Northern India at the comme ncement of the week, and on the North-Western 
Himalajas and in North-Eastern India throughout most cf the week kept the 
temperature low, and the mean temperature of week for the whole country was 
5°6 below the normal The coldest d.ijs relatively to the normal were the 
23rd and 24th, when the deficiency exceeded 7° o The following tabic ^hows

The above shows the extent and intensity of the abnormal coolness 
In Burma and Madras the deficiency was less than 2°o, but in Bombay it in¬ 
creased to 4® o, in Bengal and Assam to 5* o, in the central parts of the country# 
Sind and Rajputana, to over 7®o, and in the North-Western Provinces and the 
Punjab to over ^ 

Ram —The concluding table shows that rain has again fallt n fairly gener¬ 
ally throughout the country except in parts of Burma, of the west of the 
Peninsula, of the Central Provinces and of North-Western India, where little 
or no ram was received Of the 51 rainfall divisions twenty-six received effec¬ 
tive rainfall, % e , the average actual rainfall of the division was one-tenth of an 
inch or upwards, while twenty five received actually or practically no rain The 
latter divisions were —the Burma divisions except Upp^r Burma, Oudh (south), 
the North-Western Provinces (west), the Punjab (south and west), Soorg, the 
Konkan, the Bombay Deccan, Khandesh, Berar, the Central Provinc es, Guzerat, 
Kathiawar, Sind, Central India (east), Rajputana (west), Hyderabad (south), 
Madras (central), and Last Coast (central) The heaviest rainfall was reported 
from Last Bengal and Cachar, where the average actual rainfall for the division 
was nearly 3 inches, but in the Assam Valley, in Deltaic Bengal and on the 
hills of the Punjab the average actual fall was between 1 and 2 inches In 
Bengal and Assam, in several divisions of the North-Western Provinces and of 
the Punjab, as well as in Malabar, Central India (west) and the East Coast 
(north and south), the total rainfall of the week e\ceeded the normal, but else¬ 
where It was lighter than usual The excess was large in Bengal 

The three concluding columns of the table which show the average actual 
and average nornwil rainfall for the period from February 26th to March 25th 
exhibit much the same characteristics as last week's table In Tenasserim, 
Arrakan, Assam, the South Panjab, Kathiawar, Sind, and Rajputana (west), 
the total rainfall of the period has been less than usual, while in all other divisions 
the rainfall has equalled or exceeded the normal average In very many 
divisions the excess is very large This is particularly the case across the 
*head of, and in the cast of the Peninsula

QUESTIONS 
The Hon’ble Mr. Buckingham asked:— 

1 Whether the effect of the assessment rates adopted for the revision of 
the land-revenue settlement in AsAm will result in the enhancement of as Much 

VI A 
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as 100 per cent on a large proportion of raiyats’ holdings under " ordinary ” 
cultivation ? 

II Whether any limit of total enhancement on individual holdings is pre* 
scribed, as in Bombay ? 

The Hon’ble Sir Philip Hutchins replied as follows — 

" Ihe Government of India are not yet informed as to the extent to which 
assessments of holdings will be raised, or whether in ai)y case they will be 
doubled The Chief Commissioner was instructed that it might be desirable 
to impose a limit on the assessment of individual holdings, but no report has yet 
been received as to the limit he proposes to adopt The limit on individual 
holdings in Bombay is 100 per cent, and lower limits ar^laid down for villages 
and districts 1 do not think it possible that the new land>tax on any individual 
holding in Assam will be doubled, though I believe that the assessment on some 
particular lands may be increased to that extent The doubling of the rates on 
some individual holdings or on particular classes of land need no*t necessarily 
result in an equivalent increase of the assessment on any considerable area It, 
however, it should be found, in individual cases, that the immediate imposi¬ 
tion of the full enhancement deduced from fair rates would be unduly severe, 
the system of progressive assessments now usually adopted in other Provinces 
in similar circumstances will doubtless be followed in Assam That is to say, a 
moiety or other fraction of the enhancement will probably be taken during the 
first years of the term for which the settlement is mq^e, then a larger fraction 
for a few more years, and only after that the full assessment ” 

FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR 1893-94 

The Hon’ble Sir David Barbour said —“ In accordance with the rules 
made under the Indian Councils Act of 1893, the annual Financial Statement 
must be explained in the Legislative Council of the Government of India and 
may be discussed by the Members of that Council, each of whom is entitled 
to receive a printed copy of the Statement 

“ A printed copy of the Financial Statement has been supplied to eaj:h 
Member of the Council, and I shall now proceed to explain the general financial 
position of the Government of India, such discussion of the Financial Statement 
as may be considered necessary can take place subsequently. 

" In the explanation which 1 propose to lay before this Counal I shall confine 
myself almost entirely to Imperial Revenue and Imperial Expenditure, and I shall 
neither take up matters of minor importance nor attempt to deal with Provin¬ 
cial and Local Finance, my special object at the present moment being to 
convey to the Council and to the public a correct outline of the general hnancial 
position of the Gpvernment of India those who wish for further and fuller 
information will find it in the body of the Financial Statement. 

'* 1 shall deal, as is usua^ with the transactions of the Government of 
India under the three following heads —• 

(1) The Accounts of the financial year 1891-93 which have been 
finally closed. 

(3) The Revised Estimate of the financial year 1893-93 which ends on 
the 31st instant. 

(3) The Budget Estimate of the coming year—1893-94. 

" The explanation I am about to give is printed as Part I of the Financial 
Statement, and where Revenue or Expenditure is mentioned it shoulif be 
understood that Impenal Revenue or Imperial Expenditure is meant, unless the 
contrary is stated in the context ^ 

"Th,e financial position of the Government of India, at th«> present 
moment, *is such as to give cause for apprehension, and I shall be obliged, in 
the explanation I am about to lay before this Council, to go back a short way 
into the history of the past in order to bnng out more clearly the nature of the 
difficulties with which we have to contend and the causes to which they owe 
their existence. It will not be necessaiy for this purpose to go back further 
than March, 1891, the month in which the Budget Estimates of the financial 
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y«ar 1891*93 were issued. This is the latest year of which the Accounts have 
been finally closed. . 


‘‘Section I.'-Accounts of i89X*92, 

“ When the Budget Estimates for the year 1891*93 were being framed, just 
two years ago, the rate of exchange was taken at,what would now seem the 
excessive figure of ts. 5^. the rupee, the surplus shown in the Estimates was 
Kx. 115,600, and practical equilibnum between Revenue and Expenditure was 
secured. 

" It was explained in the Financial Statement issued in March last that 
from a financial point of view the unfavourable incidents of the year 1891-93 
were (1) a fall in the average rate of exchange of the year to is 4713^, 
involving an increase of the net Expenditure under Exchange by Rx 783,300, (3) 
a considerable increase in Military Expenditure, chiefly on account of expeditions, 
*and (3) a. falling off m Land Revenue owing to scarcity, on the other, or favour¬ 
able, side of,the account there was (i) a very large increase of Railway Re¬ 
venue, (3) a substantial increase of net Opium Revenue, and (3) a satis* 
factory growth of Ordinary Revenue other than Land Revenue 

*' It appeared at that time, March, 1893, that the changes for the worse which 
had occurred during the year 1891*93 would slightly outneigh the changes for 
tAe belter, and Expenditure was shown in the Revised Estimates of 1891-93 
as being somewhat in excess of Revenue, at the same time it was anticipated 
that some improvement might occur at the last moment and that the Accounts 
of the year when finally closed would show a surplus This hope has been 
realised, and the Accounts of 1891-93 have closed with a surplus of 
Rx. 467,000—a not unsatisfactory result, even though the larger part of 
that surplus is due to a payment which it was expected i^ould be made 
to the War Office in 1891-93 having been postponed to 1893-93, the provision 
made on this account in the Revised Estimates of 1891-93 was £340,000 
The amount actually paid in 1893-93 was ;^3o8,ooo and the finances of the year 
1891-93 have been relieved jit the expense of those of the current year. 

“With 1891-93 the era of surpluses, I regret to say, comes to an end 
During the four years from 1884-85 to 1887-88 there was an aggregate deficit 
of Rx 5,039,000 In 1888-89 there was a surplus of Rx 37,000, in 1889-90 of 
Rx 3,613,000, in 1890-91 of Rx. 3,688,000, in 1891-93 of Rx 467,000, the 
aggregate surplus of the four years being Kx 6,804,000 The Revised Esti¬ 
mates of the year which is now drawing to a close, and the Budget Estimates of 
the year on which we are about to enter, show deficits of considerable magnitude 


“ Section II.—Revised Estimate of 1892-93. 

“ I now come to the Revised Estimates of 1893-93—the year which is just 
about to close,—and I shall in the first place call attention to the conditions 
under which these Estimates of 1893-93 were originally framed The fall in the 
rate of exchange during the year 1^1-93 ^ad been so great that in the 
Financial Statement for 1893-93 some difficulty was experienced in secur¬ 
ing equilibrium between Revenue and Expenditure. The fall in the rate of 
exchange, from is 5i^i/., the figure taken for the Budget Estimates of 1891-93,10 
15 4</„ the highest rate which it was considered safe to take for 1893-93, caused 
the charge for Exchange to increase by no less than Rx 1,708,000 We were 
able to cover this heavy loss and to secure a small surplus of Rx 146,600 m the 
Budget Estimates of 1893-93, but it was only a concurrence of fortunate inci¬ 
dents that enabled us to do so. These fortunate incidents were (i) the receipt 
of contnbutions to the extent of Rx 466,000 from Local Governments on 
revision of the Provincial Contracts, (3) the anticipated growth of general 
Revenue under the Principal Heads (excluding Opium) to the extent of 
Rx. 635,000, (3) the anticipated growth of Railway Revenue to the extent of 
Rx. 606,000 in India, less increased expenditure in England of j^5i,^, and 
(4) a substantial improvement under Interest in India owing to our having been 
able to avoid borrowing for some years^ and to our having increased the 
Paper Currency investment by one crore of ruppes 
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" The rate of exchange taken in the Budget Estimates of the current year 
—namely, u 41/. the rupee—has not been realised The actual rate of exchange 
at the present time is unsettled, and at this moment is below is a <d, and the 
average rate for the year is slightly below is. 31/ , the net charge for Exchange has 
increased by Rx 1,936,600, of whicb Rx 1,635,300 is due to the fall in the rate 
of exchange, and the remainder to increase of sterling Expenditure. Nor i| this 
fall in Exchange the only untoward event which has affected the figures of the 
year 1892-93, there is also an increase of the net sterling Expenditure in 
England, amounting to jj^6oa,6oo, and involving, with Exchange at the Budget 
rate of is 41/, an increased burden of Rx. 903,900, and there is an increase 
in the Expenditure under Army Services in India to the extent of Rx 515,500. 

“The three great causes of increased Expenditure during the year 1892-93 
have been (i) the fall in the rate of exchange, which caused an increase of 
Rx 1,635,300, (2) increased sterling Expenditure, involving a burden of 
Rx. 903,900, and (3) increased Expenditure on the Army in India to the extent 
of Rx 515,500, making a total of Rx 3,054,700. As the surplus shown in the 
Budget Estimates was only Rx 146,600, and the three causes 1 have just men¬ 
tioned increased the Expenditure by Rx. 3,054,700, it will probably be a 
surpnse to most people to learn that the deficit shown in the Revised Estimates is 
only Rx 1,081,900, a figure which will no doubt be still further reduced when 
the Accounts of the year are finally closed The Budget Estimates show a 
surplus of Rx 146,600 and the Revised Estimates show a deficit of 
Rx 1,081,900, there has, therefore, been during the year a falling off or dete¬ 
rioration on the whole account of Rx 1,228,500, being the amount of surplus 
shown in the Budget Estimates fius the amount of deficit shown in the Revised 
Estimates The three great causes which I have already mentioned having been 
sufficient to cause a falling off to the extent of Rx 3,054,700 and the actual 
falling off, evci^thing included, being only Rx 1,228,500, it follows there must 
have been an improvement in other directions of Rx. 1,826,200, being 
Rx 3,054,700 nnntu Rx 1,228,500 I shall explain a little later in what way 
this improvement of Rx i ,826,200 was obtained, but in the first instance it will 
be convenient to state the causes of the increase *in sterling Expenditure and 
of the increase in Expenditure on the Army in India 

“ The chief increases in sterling Expenditure in England are ^^427,800 
under Army Services, 133,400 under Marine, ;^81,900 under Superannuation 
Allowances and Pensions, and £y], 6 oo under Interest 

“ The increased Expenditure under Army was caused by the payment of an 
arrear charge of ^^208,000 to the War Office in 1892-93 instead of m 1^1-92 
as originally intended, and by the adoption of a rule for the payment of furlough 
allowances and retired pay in arrears at the end of each month instead of in 
arrears at the end of each quarter Such a change must, from the nature of 
the case, add to the total charge in the first year because the allowances are 
paid sooner than would otherwise be tbe case, and the amount due at the end 
of the year is reduced The same cause accounts for the increase of ;^8i,9oo 
in civil Superannuation Allowances and Pensions The increase in the Mari ne 
charge is due to payments on afgount of the construction of ships and a dredger, 
which were not provided for in the Budget Estimates. ’ 

“ The increase of £2Tfioo under Interest is due to discount on a sterling 
loan of 1,300,000 raised during the year for advances to Railway Companies 
and discharge of Railway Debentures 

“The increased Expenditure of Rx. 515,500 on Army Services in India

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" There were also other increases of charge of minor importance and some 
decreases of no great magnitude which need not be separately sp|afied • 

I come now to the explanation of the fact that, with an increase of 
sterling Expenditure involving at the Exchange of ir 4</ a burden on the 
finances of Rx 903,900, with an increase in Army Expenditure in India amount¬ 
ing to Rx 515,500, and with an increase of Rx 4,635,300 on account of the 
fan in the rate of exchange, giving in all a detenoratibn of Rx 3,054,700, the 
deficit IS only Rx. 1,081,900 In making this explanation it will be most con¬ 
venient to deal separately with the Opium Revenue, deducting Opium Expendi¬ 
ture from Opium Revenue so as to get the figure of net Revenue It is at first 
sight not a little remarkable that an unfavourable Opium crop should, for the 
present, have had the effect of materially increasing the Revenjue and at the 
same time largely reducing the Expenditure, the total gam in net Opium 
Revenue in India as compared with the figures of the Budget Estimates being no 
less than Rx. 971,900 

" In the first place, I may mention that the poppy cultivation failed to a large 
extent in the cold weather of 189a, so that the sums paid to the cijltivators, 
which sums fall into the accounts of the current year, were greatly reduced 
in amount, and the total Expenditure in India under Opium in 1893-93 proved 
to be Rx. 1,593,900 as compared with the Budget provision of Rx. 2,233,900, 
th6 saving being Rx 640,000 

“ The knowledge that the crop of Opium was a poor one immediately affected 
the market, and a rise took place in the pnee of Bengal Opium In making our 
Budget calculations we had estimated the pnee of Bengal Opium at R 1,050 a 
chest, while the average price actually obtained has proved to be R 1,247 
we could have continued our sales throughout the financial year at the figures of 
I he earlier months, the gain from the increased price of Bengal Opipm would have 
been Rx i ,065,200. Afi the reserve stock of Opium was running down, this 
could not be done, and the quantity of Bengal Opium to be sold monthly w'as 
reduced from 4,500 chests to 3,64a chests with effect from 1st October, 1892. 
The exports of Malwa Opium also proved smaller than the Estimate, and than 
had been the case for many years Consequently the gross Revenue from 
Opium exceeds the figure of the Budget Estimates by only Rx. 331,900 As 
the gross Revenue from Opium increased by Rx. 331,900 and the Expenditure 
was reduced by Rx. 640,000, the increase in the net Revenue is Rx 971,900 

“ In addition to the great improvement in net Revenue from Opium, 
which I have just explained, and which, I must admit, is accidental, temporary, 
and, from a financial point of view, far from satisfactory, there has been a general 
increase of Revenue under almost every head in the Estimates 

" 1 he total gross Revenue in India shown in the Budget Estimates of 1893 93 
was Rx 65,399,500, the amount shown m the Revised Estimates which are now 
published is Kx 66,423,300, being an increase of Rx 1,023,800 Of this increase 
1 have already taken into account the increase of Rx. 331.900 in Revenue from 
Opium, excluding the temporary and accidental increase in Opium Revenue, 
there has been, therefore, dunng the year aw improvement in Revenue of 
Rx 691,900. 

*' There is nothing which has so benefiaal an influence on the growth of the 
general Revenue as timely and plentiful rains and good harvests, and, as 
India has been on the whole somewhat unfortunate in these respects during the 
last few years, the increase of Revenue which I have just stated is specially satis¬ 
factory, inasmuch as it shows that, although the progress of the country may 
have been impeded by the occurrence of unfavourable seasons, it has not been 
stopped or even seriously checked Nevertheless, the growth of Revenue dunng 
the year appears to show traces of the influence of unfavourable seasons. There 
IS not a very remarkable increase of Revenue in any direction, and the satisfac* 
tory aggregate increase which has been secured is due to moderate increases 
under almost all heads, and indicates steady and general improvement rather 
than unusual expansion 

“ The only decreases of Revenue of any importance are Rx. 120,700 under 
XXIV Exchange, Rx. 76,000 under Customs, and Rx. 34,800 under Interest, 
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“ The amount of Revenue shown under XXIV Exchange depends on the 
average markq^ rate of Exchange during the year, on the rates fixed hy contract 
with the Railway Companies for regulating certain transactions between them 
and the Government, on the nature and extent of these transactions du ring the 
year, on the extent of Remittances during the year, and on the rate of Ex’ 
change fixed yearly for the settlement of accounts between the Indian and the 
Home Government, inerfeases or decreases of Revenue under such a head are 
of course no indication of the general progress or prosperity of the country. The 
falling off under Interest is due to the fact that the Railway Companies did not 
overdraw their capital to the extent anticipated, and an increase or decrease 
of Revenue from interest on advances to Railway Conipanies has not any 
bearing on the question of the growth of ordinary Revenue The falling of! in 
Customs Revenue is due to reduced exports of rice from Burma. 

" The principal increases of Revenue are the followmg.—

“ As the increase in net Opium Revenue is Rx. 971,900, and the increase 
of Revenue under other heads is Rx 691,900, we get a total improvement 
m Revenue of Rx. 1,663,800 This it will be recijjlected is the increase 
in Imperial Revenue, and does not take into account Provincial and Local 
Revenue, the amount of which has no beanng on the surplus or deficit of the 
year 1 ’ may, however, mention that the increase of Provincul and Local 
Revenue during the year is Rx. 

"The growth of Revenue during the current year has, as I have just shown, 
been satisf^tory, and it is hardly less satisfactory that the public Expenditure in 
India during the same period has, with only a single exception of importance, been 
kept well within the Bu^et Estimates The Budget Estimate of this Expenditure 
for the current year was Rx, 41,638,500 and the corresponding figure of the 
Revised Estimate is Rx 41,341,6001 a reduction in the aggregate Expenditure of 
Rx. 286,900 If we eliminate from the account the decrease in Opium Expendi¬ 
ture of Rx 640,000, which must be admitted to be acadental and temporary, 

with which I have separately dealt, it will be seen that the increase of 
Expenditure under all other heads has been Rx 353,100, aii increase which is 
more than accounted for by the increased Expenditure of Rx $15,500 on 
Army Services which I have already explained. 

" The Expenditure under, all heads other than Opium and Army Services 
is very closely in accord with the Budget Estimates both in aggregate amount 
and in details and need not be further examined. It will suffice to mention 
that excluding Expenditure under Opium and Army Services, there is a small 
saving of Rx 163,400, an amount slightly less than the saving which occurs 
under the Railway Revenue Account 

"The explanations already given, and which I fear may have proved 
somewhat tedious, place me in a position to sum up in a few words the 
financial results of the year 1893-93 

" In the first place, we have had a net increase of sterling Expenditure 
amounting to ;^6oa,6oo, which (taking exchange at the Budget rate of i j. 44?) 
involves an increased charge of Rx. 903,900 In the next place, we have had 
increased Expenditure on the-Armyin India amounting to Rx. 515,500; and lastly, 
and most important of all, there has been a fall in the rate of exchange from 
If 4</ to IS 3^., involving a net increase of the charge in the columns headed 
Exchange of no less than Rx 1,635,300, the total falling off during the year 
from, these three causes being Rx. 3,054,700. To balance this great and 
disastrous falling off we have, m the first place, the temporary and accidental 
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increase in net Opium Revenue in India of Rx 971,900, in the next‘place, 
we have a satisfactory ^[rowth of Revenue under other heads of Rx 691,900, 
and we have a slight saving of Expenditure (excluding Army Services and Opium) 
which amounts to Rx 163,400 The total improvement is Rx i ,826,200. 

Our losses exceed our gams fay Rx 1,228,500, and the Budget surplus of 
Rx 146,600 IS converted intoa deficit on the Revised Estimates of Rx. 1,081,900 

'* The Final Accounts of each financial year usually, and I may say in* 
variably, show improvement over the Revised Estimates, and i fully anticipate 
that in March 1894 my successor will be able to announce that the actual deficit 
of the year 1892*93 is below the figure at which it is now placed. 

“ However satisfactory this result may appear at first sight, and under all 
the arcumstances of the case, a closer examination of the figures affords 
ground for apprehension. 

“ The temporary and accidental gain in net Revenue from Opium will dis¬ 
appear in 1893-94 and the influence of short crops in past years will still further 
reduce the income from Opiutn. On the other hand, the loss due to the fall in 
the rate of exchange will remain, and will increase, because there is at the 
present time no prospect that the rate of exchange will be as high in 1893-94 
as It has been in 1892*93, and the fall will not merely add largely and directly 
to* the burden of Indian Expenditure, but will materially mcrease the cost to be 
incurred on account of the Bntish troops serving in In&a, whose pay is fixed 
in sterling On the other hand, wre may expect to retain a large proportion of the 
increase of ordinary Revenue which we obtained in 1892*93, and the causes 
by which the sterling Expenditure was swollen in the current year will no longer 
operate 

“ The prospective loss exceeds the amount of gain on which w« can reckon, 
and we may say at once, and without waiting to examine the Budget Estimates 
of 1893*94, that the deficit of the year 1893*94 ii^ust exceed that of 1892*93 by 
a considerable amount. 


" Section III.—Budget Estimate of 1893^4. 

" In the Estimates of the coming year the total Imperial Revenue 
in India and England amounts to Rx. 66,648,800, and the total Imperial Expen¬ 
diture to Rx 68,343,900, and the deficit is Rx 1,595,100. * 

“ The announcement of a large deficit will not, I believe* come as a surprise 
to those who have paid any attention to financial matters dunng the past year, 
or who have taken their opinions on the subject from the public Press, i 
shall now explain the exact influence exercised upon the financial position of 
the Government of India by the vanous causes which have come into operation 
dunng the last twelve months, and which have resulted in transformmg the small 
surplus of the Financial Statement of 1892-93 intoa deficit for the coming year 
which exceeds one and a half crores of rupees. The immediate and principal 
cause, asaevery one knows, is the fall in the rate of exchange, but there are 
other causes of less importance which also rewire notice. 

“ In the explanation I am about to make 1 shall take as my starting point 
the Budget Estimates of 1893*93, which showed a surplus of Rx 14^600^ and 
shall trace the vanous changes, favourable and unfavourable, which m the course 
of twelve months have brought us face to face with a deficit of Rx 1,595,100. 
For the purposes of this explanation it will be convenient to again call attention 
in this place to the leading features of the position as it presented itself in 
March 1893. 

" In the Financial Statement for 1892*93 it was stated that the fall in the 
rate of exchange from is. sid. to is. 4^ had imposed on the finances of India 
an additional burden to the extent of Rx 1,708,000, being the incmase 
of Exchange on the net sterling Expenditure, m addition to an increase of 
Rx. 205,000 in the pay of the British Troops, and it was exphuned that 
this increase of charge had been met (1) by contributions from I^al 
Governments, (3) by anticipated increase of Railway Revenue, (3) by growth of 
Revenue under the Principal Heads, and (4) by some improvement under Interest 
<nnng to our having been ablelo avoid borrowing for some years, and to our h&ving 
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invested in Government securities a larger amount of the Paper Currency 
Reserve The additional burden thrown on the finances in March, 1893 was a 
very heavy one| and it was only a combination of favourable circumstances that 
enabled us to meet it for the time The further and additional burden thrown 
on the flnances at the present time is even greater than that of a year ago and 
another combination 01 equally favourable circumstances does not recur. 

“ In the Estimates of the coming year the rate of exchange has been 
taken at is. the approximate market rate of the date on which the Esti¬ 
mates were first compiled. The market rate of the present moment is consider¬ 
ably below IS 3|</, but the recent fall appears to be due, to a considerable ex¬ 
tent, to misapprehension and panic. In any case it is quite impossible for us to 
recast our Estimates from day to day in the vain hope of being able to follow 
the fluctuations in Exchange It Will suffice to say that a drop in Exchange 
from IS to IS 2^^ would add Rx 439,000 to the Expenditure. The r&te 
of IS. aft/ taken in the Estimates, though in excess of the market rate of to-day, 
IS five farthings lower than the rate taken in the Budget of 1893-93, and the 
additional Expenditure, direct and indirect, for which we have to provide in con¬ 
sequence of this fall in the rate of exchange comes to no less than Rx 2,229,400 

" The net sterling Expenditure in the Estimates of the coming year is 
15,650,300, and the charge for Exchange at is ajrf the rupee is 
Rx. 9,814,600, if we could have taken Exchange at the rate adopted in the 
Budget Estimate of 1892-93, namely, is 41/, the net charge for Exchange would 
have been only Rx 7,825,200, and consequently the fall in the rate of exchange 
between March 1893 and March 1893 has added directly to the Expenditure 
of the Government of India the difference between these amounts, or the sum of 
Rx. 1,989,400 

" The pay of the British Troops serving in India, or in any other part of 
Her Majesty's dominions, is fixed in sterling, and must be converted into the 
currency of the country in which they are serving at a rate fixed annually, and 
intended to approximate to the average market rate of the year The fall in 
the rate of exchange to is 2}<f has added on this account a further sum 
of Rx 340,000 to the Indian Expenditure, causing the total additional charge, 
direct and indirect, on account of Exchange to amount to Rx. 2,229,400 

“The estimated surplus of 1892-93 was Rx 146,600, and the estimated 
deficit of the coming year is Rx. 1,595,100, showing a total deterioration in 
the year of Rx 1,741,700, as this sum is less by Rx 487,700 than the falling 
off due to the fall in Exchange alone, it will be obvious that, but for the fall 
in exchange below last year’s Budget rate of is 41/., the Estimates of 1893-94 
Vould have shown an improvement over those of 1892-93 amounting to 
Rx 487,700, and I should now have been in a position to announce a surplus of 
Rx 634,300 instead of a deficit of Rx 1,595,100 An increase of Rx. 1.913,000 
(Rx 1,708,000 plus Rx 20^,000^ in the burden on account 01 exchange, followed 
in twelve months by a further increase of Rx 2,229,400 on the same account, 
the total increase amounting to over four crores of rupees, has imposed a strain 
on the Indian Finances which they are at present unable to bear. • 

“ I shall now explain in what manner the improvement of Rx. 487,700, 
to which 1 have just illuded, has been obtained. 

“ In the hrst place, I may mention that the estimated net sterling Expendi¬ 
ture of 1893-94 is less than that of 1892-93 by ^^99,300, giving, at an exchange 
of IS. 41/, a. reduction of charge to the extent of Rx. 148,900. The details of this 
reduction will be found in the body of the Financial Statement, and I shall not 
further notice the question of sterling Expenditure in the present place. There 
remain for examination the Estimates of Revenue and Expenditure shown in the 
Indian portion of the Accounts 

“ In examining the Estimates of Revenue and Expenditure for 1893-94 1 shall 
deal'with ««/ Receipts in the case of Opium and Railways, in other words, I shall 
deduct the Expenditure from the Receipts, and employ net figures I iidopt this 
course in consideration of the fact that in both cases the Expenditure is so 
closely connected with the Receipts, and constitutes so large a deduction there¬ 
from, that to treat the total gross receipts as Revenue would be misleading. I do 
not ponsider it necessary for my present purpose to treat any other head of 
Revenue in a similar manner. 
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"In the net Revenue from Opium the Estimates of i893>94 as coippared 
with the Budget Estimates of t8g2~g , show a falling off of Rx 338,400, this 
IS partly du^ to reduced exports of Malwa Opium There has also been a large 
reduction in the quantity of Bengal Qpium to be sold, and, though the falling off 
from this cause will be partly covered by the anticipated increase in the selling 
price, the reduction in Revenue from the sales bf. Bengal Opium alone is 
Rx. 307,000. 

" Under the Railway Revenue Account the net Receipts in India have in¬ 
creased from Rx 6,678,300 to Rx 6,899,400, or by Rx. 221,100 

" Putting aside for the time the Revenue from Opium and the Railway 
Receipts, with which I deal separately, the total increase of Revenue in the 
Estimates of the coming year, as compared with the Budget Estimates of 
1892-93, IS Rx. 647,700. This satisfactory increase is spread over nearly 
all heads. The only large item of increase is Rx 313,500 under Land Reve¬ 
nue, and there are decreases under a few heads 

" The increase shown under Excise is only Rx 36,500, and it may be well 
that I should explain that the increase of Impenal Revenue under this head 
would have been Rx 104,000 had it not been decided recently to assimilate the 
Opium Law of Lower Burma to that of Upper Burma, or, in other words, to pro¬ 
hibit the consumption and possession of Opium by Natives of Lower Burma. 
This change involves a reduction of the Excise Revenue in 1893-94 by 
Rx. 67,500 and of the Opium Revenue by Rx 22,500 The further loss which 
falls on the Provincial Revenues is Rx 22,500 The loss of Revenue will 
be somewhat greater in subsequent years, as the proposed change is not ex¬ 
pected to come into effect until three months of the next financial year have 
cUpsed, and the reduction of Revenue will, therefore, affect only nine months 
of the year 1893-94 

" Turning to the Expenditure side of the account, I have to observe that, 
excluding Opium Expenditure and the Expenditure of the Railway Revenue 
Account, the total increase of Expenditure in India in the coming year is 
estimated at Rx. 431,600 

" In explaining the causes of this increase of Expenditure it will be convenient 
to state the mcrease or decrease under each Group of Heads ordinarily shown 
in the Indian Accounts. The following are the increases of Expenditure under 


each Group —

" The increase under Post Office, Telegraph and Mint calls for no special 
remarks It is due to the development of the Departments concerned, and is 
accompanied by a more than proportionate increase of Receipts That under 
Buildings and Roads occurs in Milita^^ Works Expenditure the grant for 
1892-93 was below the normal amount. The increase under the Famine Grant 
IS merely a matter of account 

“ The email increases of Rx. 13,400 and Rx. 10,800 do not require special 
notice, but the increase df Rx. 6%,8oo under Army Services is of more 
importance Ot this sum, Rx. 240,000 is due to the increase in the pay 
stated in rupees of Bntish troops serving in India and is caused by the fall in 
Ae rate ot exchange. This portion of the increase has already been taken 
into account m dealing with the question of Exchange and may be excluded 
^m the present calculation. *•

" Of the Items of decrease, the only one that requires special explanation 
IS that under Interest. Speaking generally, this decrease may be said to be 
due to the transfer of Rx. 10,793,490 of the 4^ per cent Loan dunng the current 
year to a 4 per cent. loan, thus effecting a saving of Rx. 54,000, and to the 
continuance of the practice of applying the surpluses of past years to the con* 
struction of Railways and Canals, and thus obviating the need for borrowing 
On the other hand, there is an increase of the interest charge on increased 
deposits in Government Savings Banks* The reduction under Construction 
of Railways is due to the fact that we have no surplqs Revenue to devote to 
such a purpose. 

“ The final result at which we arrive is that, if we exclude the indirect 
increase of Expenditure in India caused by the fall in the rate of exchange, 
and leave out of account Opium Expenditure and the Expenditure in the 
Railway Revenue Account (for both of which a net figure has been taken), 
there has been an increase of Expenditure under certain heads in the Estimates 
of 1893*94 as compared with those of 1893*93 of Rx. 603,700, of which 
Rx. 446,800 is due to higher Expenditure under Army m India, and that there 
IS a dec*ease under all other heads of Rx 411,100. 

“ I am now in a position to summarise in a few words the causes that 
have brought about a deficit of Rx 1,595,100 in the Estimates of 1893-94 
compared with the surplus of Rx 146,600 shown m the Financial Statement for 
i 893'-93 In the first place, the fall m the rate of exchange has caused in« 
creased Expenditure to the amount of Rx 3,339,400, in the second place, 
net Opium Revenue is worse by Rx 338,400, and in the third place, the cost 
of Army Services in India (excluding pay of British Troops) is greater by 
Rx 446,800 The total deterioration from the three causes I have mentioned 
li Rx 3,014,600 There is on the other side of the account an improvement 
in ordinary Revenue in India to the extent of Rx. 647,700, an improvement 
of Rx 321,100 in net Railway receipts in India, a reduction in the net sterling 
charge which reduces Expenditure by Rx. 148,900, and a reduction in Indian 
Expenditure (excluding Opium, the Railway Revenue Account and Armv Ser¬ 
vices) of Rx 355,300 Tile total improvement is Rx 1,373,900, aqd deducting 
this amount from the total deterioration of Rx 3,014,600 we get a net falling- 
off of Rx 1,741,700, which IS ]ust sufiBeient to account for the surplus of 
Rx 146,600 shown in the Budget Estimates of 1893*93 being converted into a 
deficit of Rx 1,595,100 in the Estimates of 1893*94.

“Section IV.—Present Position and Future Policy. 

*' The Revised Estimates of the current year show a deficit of Rx. 1,081,900, 
the Budget Estimates of the coming year show a deficit of Rx 1,595,100. The 
prospects of the future are disheartening because, although the ordinary Indian 
Revenue grows rapidly, the fluctuations in Exchange are such as to set all 
calculation at defiance. The increase in Expenditure during the last two 
years, caused by the fall in the rate of exchange, amounts to Rx 4,142,400, and 
the increase of Expenditure due to this cause has not yet come to an end The 
heavy fall in the rate of exchange has most senously affected the position of 
Government servants not domiciled in India, their case cannot be put on one 
side much longer, and, as matters now stand, no remedy is possible which does 
not involve further increase of Expenditure. 

'* We have, also, to take into consideration the possibility of the United States 
stopping their purchases of silver, the effect of which on the rate of exchange 
must be senous and might be disastrous It has been found necessary to 
net Opium Revenue for the coming year at a lower figure than has 
appeared in the Estimates during the last 2a >ears 

“ Under the circumstances stated in the preceding paragraph the natural 
and ordinary course would be for the Government of India to at once take such 
measures as would suffice to cure the existing deficit and establish equilibrium^ 
between Revenue and Expenditure Financial embarrassment gathers weight 
and force the further it proceeds, and it is the obvious duty of eveiy Govern¬ 
ment to allow no avoidable delay to occur in dealing with a declared deficit. 
Postponement of action cannot be justified except on grounds of irresistible 
Wcicbta 

“ it will be found on examination of the existing position that there are 
insuperable objections to any attempt to deal with tne anticipated deficit of 
1893*94 ^ present moment The immediate cause of our financial difficulties, 
and the cause which, by oompanson and for the time being, dwarfs all others, 
IS the fall in the gold value of silver, which, as 1 have already shown, has add¬ 
ed to the Indian Expenditure in two years more than four crores of rupees 
If that fall could he stayed and the rate of exchange with England fixed 
permanently at even its present low figure, the difficulty of dealing with the 
present deficit would be comparatively light The Revenue continues to 
«ow in a satisfactory manner, even under the influence of indifferent seasons 
and poor harvests it has made fair progress. If we could feel assured that 
there would be no further fall in exchange, I have little doubt that increase 
of Revenue, restriction and reduction of Expenditure, with possibly some 
taxation of a temporary nature, would, in a very short time, re-establish equili- 
bnum. A senous effort would no doubt be required in the first instance, but with 
a fixed rate of exchange we would have a definite task before us and our 
measures could be regulated accordingly But it unfortunately happens that, 
unless some settlement of the currency question is obtained, there is no prospect 
of even the most moderate degree of stability in the rate of exchange The 
disastrous and unprecedented fall in the gold value of silver which nas been 
expenenced dunng the last few years has destroyed confidence, and we know that 
the question of stopping their purchases of silver is being senously agitated in 

visa 
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the United States of America The exact consequences of such stoppage it is 
impossible to foretell, but the conclusion I have come to is that the conse* 
quences would, at any rate for a time, be disastrous to the Indian Exchequer, and 
that the Government of India would in such case be involved in pecuniary 
difficulties of greater magnitude, and more lasting in their effects, than any 
which have hitherto been experienced in this country 

" The imports of silver into India dunng the current year and the two 
preceding years have been of great magnitude. In the year 1890-91 the 
net imports of silver were Rx 14,175,136, in 1891-93 they were Rx 9,023,184, 
and in 1892-93 they promise to amount to Rx 13,000,000 If the United 
States ceased to purchase silver, the best calculation I have been able to 
make shows that India would have to absorb about Rx 8,000,000 worth of 
silver yearly in addition to what she imports already, and it is impossible to 
contemplate such a contingency without grave apprehension. 

'* The consequences of a forced and sudden addition to the yearly imports of 
silver into India of Rx 8,000,000 in a single year would, in the first instance at 
any rate, be overwhelming, and I should expect that the Eastern Exchanges 
would be for the time completely disorganised The fall in the gold value of 
silver would be so .great that the production of silver might be curtailed, but 
we cannot be certain that this result would follow, or to what extent it would 
follow, and, as mines that are in full working could not, and would not, be stopped 
immediately, the process of reduction would take time If such reduction of 
output did take place, it would be due to the fall in the price of silver, and 
would not last longer than the fall in price lasted every nse in price would be 
followed by increased activity at the mines and would tend to restore 
production to its old figure In short, the stoppage of the purchases of silver 
by the United States must result in a great fall in the price of that metal, 
and, though a portion of the first fall might be recovered, it cannot reason¬ 
ably be expected that, under such circumstances, even the present pnee of silver 
would be restored , confidence in the future would be still further weakened, 
and fluctuations in exchange, of excessive amount and most injurious in their 
consequences, would be inevitable 

" I have now shown what we must expect if there is no settlement of the 
currency question, and if the United States stop their purchases of silver. The 
prospect of a settlement of the currency question lies on the other side of the 
shield A settlement of this question would prevent any further fall in ex¬ 
change, and would be likely to bring about, at the very least, some slight nse. 

“ It is no violent hypothesis to assume that a settlement of the currency 
question might raise the rate of exchange by one penny, and so great is the in¬ 
fluence of exchange on our finances that a nse of even this small amount would 
give us equilibrium between Revenue and Expenditure in the coming year, and 
cause our present financial difficulties to disappear. 

" In other words, our financial position for the coming year is at the mercy 
of Exchange and of those who have it in their power to affect in any way the 
pnee of silver If we budget for the present deficit of Rx 1,595,100 and ex¬ 
change nses one penny, we shall have a surplus, if it falls a penny, we shall have 
a deficit of more than three crores, if we impose taxation to the extent of one 
and a half crores of rupees, a turn of the wheel may require us to impose further 
taxation of not less magnitude, another turn, and we may find that no taxation* 
at all was required It will be obvious from what I have just said that what 
we have got to consider in making our arrangements for next year is not so 
much the question of increiising the public Revenue, or restneting that portion 
of the public Expenditure which is under our control, but the chances of a settle¬ 
ment of the currency question 

*' I regret that I am unable to mve any more definite information re¬ 
garding the prospects of a settlement of this question than the public at present 
possess We know that the question excites the greatest interest in the Umted 
States, and we know that, even if the people of that country were willing to 
let It sleep, the inexorable logic of events will force them before long to take a 
fresh departure either in one direction or in the other. 

" The International Monetary Conference which recently assembled at Brus¬ 
sels separated without arriving at any definite conclusions, but it is proposed that 
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It should re-assemble in May. We do not know whether that proposal \)n 11 be 
earned out or not, but in the meantime the currency question as it affects 
India IS being considered by a Committee of experts in London under the 
presidency of the Lord High Chancellor of England. 

“ The proceedings of that Committee are secret, and the Government of 
India have no information as to what the nature tff its Report will be, or as to 
whether the Committee will agree upon a unanimous Report or not But we 
know, as do the public, that the Report of the Committee will be made very 
shortly, and the Government of India have been informed by Her Majesty’s 
Secretary of State for India that the decision on the Indian currency question , 
cannot be delayed much longer Under these circumstances the Government 
of India have decided~and the soundness of the decision does not appear to 
me to admit of dispute—that the proper course is to await the decision of the 
Home authorities on this question before adopting measures, which must neces¬ 
sarily be of a stringent and exceptional nature, with the object of re-establishing 
equilibrium between Revenue and Expenditure The immediate restoration of 
equilibrium would require the imposition of heavy taxation or a large reduction of 
Expenditure, and yet neither this taxation nor reduction of Expenditure, or even 
a combination of both means, would be final, or anything better than a temporary 
makeshift, if the currency question is not settled , measures that might suffice 
to‘meet the existing deficit would, in my opinion, be wholly inadequate if the 
United States ceased to purchase silver I submit that the Government of India 
cannot be expected to initiate a policy at the present moment which must have 
very serious effects on the industry of the country, and disturb and unsettle the 
Administration, when the lapse of only a month or two might, and in all prob¬ 
ability will,, show either that their policy was mistaken and their measures 
uncalled for, or that that policy is wholly insufficient to meet the requirements 
of the case, and that their treatment of the disease had irritated the patient 
widiout materially advancing his progress towards health. 

“ Disappointing as this decision may appear to some persons, and strongly 
as I am opposed to delay in dealing witn financial embarrassment, 1 entertain no 
doubt that the course which the Government of India (with the sanction of Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for India) have decided to adopt in the present 
conjuncture is the wisest under the circumstances, and I trust that the Indian 
public will^acknowledge the difficulties of the present position, and will nof press 
for a hasty'dtcision, or the inconsiderate adoption of measures which must, from 
the very nature of the case, prove to be either inadequate or unnecessary 

“ The Government of India having decided to budget for a deficit of 
Rx 1,595,100, and the various Local Governments having decided to draw upon 
their Provincial and Local balances and to budget for expenditure in excess of 
their Revenue for the year by Rx 751,200, the question of Ways and Means for 
the coming year becomes one of unusual importance. 

“We have to find money to cover the deficit of Rx 1,595,100 in the 
Imperial Account, and of Rx 751,200 in the Provincial and Local Account, 
we have also to find Rx. 3,550,000 for Expenditure on Railways and Canals, 
which IS not charged against Revenue, and we have to provide funds for 
loans to Local Bodies, agriculturists, and others, to an extent (excluding the 
repayment of the balance of a loan by the Bombay Port Trust) which involves a 
net outgoing of Rx 327,900 

" We have also to meet the payments by the Secretary of State not taken 
into calculation in any of the above amounts to the extent of 1,889,100, 
amounting, at the exchange of is , to Rx 3,070,400, of which about one- 
half only will be recovered in India from the remitters. 

“ 1 he task appears, at first sight, a formidable one, but I am glad to be able 
to say that a loan of 300 lakhs of rupees, to be raised in India, will, so far as 
can be judged at present, be sufficient to meet all our wants. The amount of 
this loan is less by 55 lakhs of rupees than the amount which we propose to 
spend on Railways and Canals and to charge otherwise than against Revenue, 
and IS probably not in excess of the amount which might be raised yearly 
in the Indian market without producing any serious disturbance 

“ As theGovonment of India have not borrowed for some years, and Govern¬ 
ment Securities now stand high in price, it may be anticipated that the** loan 
irtll be raised on favourable terms. 
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" 7hi8 satisfactory result as regards the amount to be borrowed is partly 
due to the high cash balance of Rx. 15,304,200 with which we expect to open 
the coming year It is anticipated that the cash balance will be reduced during 
1893-94 by Rx a,56i,roo It is also due in part to the large net deposits in 
Government Saving Banks which we are now receiving The figures of net 
receipts for the past two. years, and the estimated receipts for the present and 
coming years, are as follows —

“ The Bombay Port Trust has taken advantage of the favourable condition of 
the money market and proposes to repay on ist April next a loan of Rx 616,100. 
The Raiiipore State will also pay the balance (Rx. 320,000) of the amount it is 
providing for the construction of the Moradabad-Rampore Railway. The Ways 
and Means of the year are proportionately strengthened 

“ It IS expected that the drawings of the Secretary of State will amount 
to 17,200,000 in the current year and to ;^l8,700,000 in the coming year, 
making ;^35,9oo,ooo in the two years The large amount of these drawings 
may give rise to the erroneous belief that there has been a great and permanent 
increase in the Home charges This is not the case. The Home Expenditure 
of the last four years has been as follows

" The increased drawings are largely due to payments for Railway stores, and 
to repayments of money received in former years from Railway Companies, 
and such repayments, though inconvenient at the present time and involving 
a considerable temporary addition to the Home charges, will have a beneficial 
effect on the balance of India’s indebtedness in the future. 

“ I have already explained that our position in the coming year depends 
almost entirely on the course of exchange, and, though I must recur to the 
subject again, 1 have no intention of adding to the mass of literature that has 
grown up in connection with the currency question. 

“ The arguments for, and against, an International settlement of that ques¬ 
tion, and the arguments for, and against, independent action on the part of India, 
appear to me to have been exhausted. Every scheme that it has been possible 
for human ingenuity to devise has been elaterated with the utmost care, and 
pressed on the attention of a perplexed and suflenng public ?s being, in the opinion 
of Us authors, a safe and infallible remedy for undoubted evils 1 must plead 
guilty in my own case to having added something to the burdens of the patient 
public, but 1 hope 1 have not, as sometimes happens in the heat of argument on 
the currency question, ever used language which conveyed the impression that 
1 looked upon the man with whom I had the misfortune to differ in opinion as 
being necessanly a person of doubtful honesty and deficient in ordinary intelli¬ 
gence If 1 have done so, I retract and apologise. The matter is too senous to 
permit of any weight being attached to merely personal considerations, and I 
think I may now fairly call on the disputants to reci^ise that the suit has, for 
the time being, passed beyond the stage of pleading and of argument, and 
that it only remains to await the decision of the tribunal. If the members of 
that tribunal decide that a remedy is possible by means of independent action 
on the part of India and should be tned, let us, whatever our private and per¬ 
sonal opinions may be, accept that decision and loyally endeavour to give effect 
to It In asking others to accept a decision which they may, possibly, not 
wholly approve, 1 am not requiring them to do something which I am not pre¬ 
pared to do myself The remedy which I have always advocated, which I still 
prefer, and which I hope may some day be adopted, is the solution of the cur¬ 
rency question by International agreement, yet this is the solution which at the 
presSht moment is not under consideration. 
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" If, on the other hand, it be decided that, having regard to the interests of 
India in their vndest sense, no remedy for our undoubted difficulties by means of 
independentr action on the part of this country is practicable, or should be 
attempted, it will be our plain and obvious duty to address ourselves, as best 
we may, to the task of establishing, securing and maintaining the Integrity 
of the financial position of India. That task may be a heavy one, but difficulties 
that are met in the nght spirit are already half overcome, and I have confidence 
in the resources of the country and in the industry of its people 

" In the first Financial Statement which issued under my name just four 
years ago, after calling attention to the financial dangers that threatened us in 
connection with the question of Exchange and the fall of the Opium Reve> 
nue, 1 remarked that, ' if we could get rid of the Exchange difficulty, 
I should be prepared to adopt a hopeful view of the future, and, if there were 
in addition no risk of a great war, I should look forward to our progress in 
coming years with as much confidence as it is ever safe to feel in financial 
matters.’ 

" In the following year, when dwelling on the improvement that had taken 
place in the course of twelve months and on the grounds for expecting further 

improvement in the immediate future, I added the following words 
« 

' I fully recognize that we have difficulties of no slight magpiitude still to meet, that 
the finances are exposed to many dangers, and that unforeseen disasters might for a time 
upset our calculations There is every need for caution and for economy, and I should 
greatly regret if anything I now say, or have said in the past, conveyed the impression 
that the Government of India are in a position to embark on a policy of adventure of 
any description.’ 

“ When I made these remarks the tide of Indian financial prosperity was 
rising, and it was held in some quarters that the policy 1 advocated was un* 
necessarily timid The remission of taxation, it was said, would relieve the 
springs of industry, and public works should be vigorously prosecuted with 
funds raised by gold loans in London. 

“ One of those disasters, the occurrence of which a study of the history of 
the Indian finances, and more than twenty years’ practical expenence of their 
working, had taught me to regard as possible at any moment, and on the shortest 
warning, has now come upon us, and 1 do not think the cntics will look back 
with much satisfaction to the opinions they formerly expressed, for my part 1 
have no wish to dwell on the subject, and I recall the matter at the present time 
merely with the object of adding force to what I have now to say. 

” Even under present circumstances, when the honzon is dark with the 
approach of what may prove to be the greatest financial convulsion of the present 
century, I do not draw back from the opinion I formerly expressed that the 
revenues of India are adequate to meet her wants, but I wish to say in the most 
emphatic terms that, if the Ship of State is to Ipass successfully through the 
storm which she is now entering, our measures must be taken in due time, must 
be regulated by prudence and forethought, and must be earned into execu¬ 
tion with stnet re^rd to economy.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Woodburn presented the Further and Final Report 
of the Select Committee on the Bill to amend the Land Acquisition Act, 1890 
He said that the promsals made to the Council in February last had been 
circulated to all Local Governments m India, and that their replies had been re¬ 
ceived and considered The proposals then made had met with general accept¬ 
ance There was one important amendment, however, received from Bombay 
winch the Select Committee had not seen their way to accede to of which de¬ 
tailed notice was made in the Report, but there had been several useful and 
valuable suggestions made by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor and the High 
Court of Bengal and by the Government of Bomb^ itself which the Com¬ 
mittee had been glad to incorporate in the Bill In the Committee’s recommenda¬ 
tions they had explained that they proposed in the interests of convenience that 
the Act of 1870 should be formwy re-enacCed with the amendments which 
they had now the honour to propose. '> 
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INLAND EMIGRATION ACT, 1882, AMENDMENT BILL 

The Hon’ble Sir Philip Hutchins moved that^ the Report of the 
Select Committee on the Bill to amend the Inland Emigration Act, 1882, 
be taken into consideration He said —“ I am surprised to find that the 
Government of India has been accused of undue haste in the prosecution 
even of this measure So far as my personal inclinations go, I should 
only be too pleased to seize any reasonable excuse for letting so difficult 
and intricate a subject stand over as a legacy to my successor, but it does 
not seem right that an Administration which has, at least to some extent, 
mastered its mam difficulties should shirk its final determination It is now 
three years since the nholc subject of Assam labour and emigration was discuss* 
ed in one of the most exhaustive, and perhaps also one of the most voluminous 
reports 1 have ever seen—a report compnsing 204 lengthy paragraphs and ex¬ 
tending over 350 pages of printed foolscap And nearly a year has elapsed 
since our conclusions upon this report and all our correspondence on the ques¬ 
tion with the Secretary of State and with the Local Governments concerned were 
given to the public The Bill in which these conclusions were formulated is 
therefore nothing new it merely gives expression to a policy which we proclaim¬ 
ed to the world a year ago And even then that policy could not claim novelty 
as one of its recommendations If there was one thing more than another which 
struck me when I first took up the subject, it was the number of divergent Acts 
which had followed one another in quick succession—^there were at least five in 
less than tw'enty years, and the keystone of the advice which I eventually sub¬ 
mitted to my colleagues was that we should have no more empirical legislation, 
but should content ourselves with improving and shaping towards our final object 
those methods which employers and labourers and others interested had them¬ 
selves chosen and developed as most suitable to existing conditions In a word, 
our declared policy is to bnng the law into harmony with actual facts, and to pre¬ 
pare the way for really free emigration and absolute liberty of contract That 
being so, most of the provisions of this Bill required very little consideration in¬ 
deed The Committee which has reported upon them was thoroughly represent¬ 
ative, and I have no doubt that, so far as its members are agreed, the Council will 
not hesitate to adopt their conclusions without my troubling them with further ex¬ 
planations There are but three points upon which there is any difference of 
opinion, and these will now be brought to issues which this Council is quite com¬ 
petent to decide Only one of the three>-the duration of the penal contract— 
really arises out of the Bill as formulated 

“We have, however, received quite recently one extremely hostile criticism to 
which It IS necessary that 1 should make at least a brief reply It emanates from 
the Indian Association and must be in the hands of each Hon’ble Member It 

IS an attack not so much on the Bill now on the table as on the Act of 1882_ 

not so much on what we propose to do as on what we have left untouched ; 
and this is but natural, for it professes to be wrritten in the interests of the 
coolies, and everything that we propose to do is calculated to advance their 
interests and perfect their protection. 

“ Excluding for the present the questions of malpractices in recruitment and 
compulsory initial registration, the Association's objections may be summed up 
under five heads — 

(1) It IS said that the special legislation of the Act is for the benefit of a 

particular class—the employer, 

(2) It IS urged that such special legislation is no longer necessary, 

(3) It IS alleged that the recorded opinions of officers show that it oper¬ 

ates injuriously to the labourer, 

(4) It IS stated that Act XIII of 1859 has been condemned by h^h offi¬ 

cials and should be declared inapplicable to tea-garden contracts; 

(5) It is affirmed that* the conditions of child-life on a tea-garden are 

unfavourable, and that the mortality among children ana infants is 

unduly high 

" A general observation whicli I have to make wnth regard to all these objec¬ 
tions is that they are only supported by fragmentary extracts from rejiorts, and 
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that all these extracts relate to a period before 1887, the Indian Asspciation 
have altogether overlooked the very elaborate enquiries into the condition of the 
tea-gardqncoolie made in the years 1889-92 by or under the direction of Sir 
Dennis Fitzpatrick, Mr Quinton and Mr Ward, and it is upon the results of 
these enquiries that our conclusions are mainly based 

1 will now take up m order each of the bbjections which I have just 
specified. 

The first objection, which suggests that Act I of 1882 is maintained merely 
in the interests of the tea-industry, proceeds on an entire misapprehension of the 
case The objects of the special legislation were fully explained in an extract 
which I will now read from our published Despatch of 5th October, 1891, to the 
Secretary of State — 

' It IS desirable at the outset to guard against the supposition that special legislation 
IS maintained, merely in the interests of the tea-industry The Provinces from which the 
labour-force for tea-gardens is mainly drawn, known as the recruiting Provinces under the 
present law, arc Bengal and the North-Western Provinces, and the principal recruiting 
areas are either densely-inhabited districts, such as many in Debar and the North-Western 
Provinces, where the means of subsistence are insufficient for the support of the entire 
population in tolerable comfort, or such tracts as Chota Nagporc, where, though population 
relatively to area does not appear excessive, wages arc extremely^ low and the labouring 
classes are unable, without some relief by emigration, to obtain a decent livelihood The 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal in his special report informs us that R20 represent seven 
months’ wages for an able-bodied man in Chota Nagpore, and that from a period antece 
dent to the commencement of labour legislation the labouring classes of this locality have 
looked to emigration to Assam as a means of improving their condition Wc invite atten¬ 
tion in this connection to the enquiry into the economic condition of the lower classes of 
the agricultural population made by this Government in 1887-88, the results of which were 
reported with our Despatch No, 3 (Famine), dated 30th October, 1888 Your Lordship 
will there find an account of the tendency towards poverty and pressure among the land¬ 
less and labouring classes in certain areas which it has been our steadfast endeavour to 
counteract by emigration During the recent scarcity in Orissa and in the adjacent dis¬ 
tricts of Madris there was a sudden development of emigration to Assam from Ganjam 
and Vizagapatatn, and the Madras Government asked us to legislate with a view to ex¬ 
tending the recruitment provisions of Act I of 1882 to that Presidency, and a similar ap¬ 
plication, assented to by the Local Administration, has recently been made on behalf of the 
tea-industry for the extension of the Act to the Central Provinces, which are already used 
as a recruiting field. It has been the settled policy of this Government to promote emi* 
gration from areas which arc over-populated and liable to famine to others enjoying more 
favourable conditions , and the importation of immigrants to Assam at the expense of per¬ 
sons interested in the tca-industry has done much towards opening out and colonizing the 
fertile but sparsely-peopied districts of the North-Eastern Frontier' 

“ The Assam system is based on precisely the same policy as our system of 
Colonial emigration For whose interests does the Association suppose that we 
have sanctioned and still continue emigration to Dutch Guiana? or that we 
allowed, and would have continued if the Indian labourers had been well treated, 
emigration to the French Colonies of Rdunion, Martinique and Guadeloupe? 

** The second objection assumes that the need for special legislation has 
oeased. As to this I need onlv remind the Council that the question whether it 
is necessary to continue special legislation for the control of labour emigration 
to Assam was the chief point whira formed the subject of enquiry in 1885, and 
again recently The opinion that special legislation was essential in the interests 
* of the labourer as well as of the employer, and also in the interests of good ad¬ 
ministration, was emphatically expressed my hon’ble friend Sir Charles Elliott 
in 1885, and accepted by the Government of India and the Secretary of State The 

same-opinion was expressed by Sir Dennis Fitzpatrick in 1889 and by Mr Quinton in 
1890, and the Government of India have again been constrained to accept it, after 
very careful consideration, subject to this reservation—that everything which is prac¬ 
ticable, con sistently with the present conditions of emigration and of the tea-indystry, 
shall be done to prepare the way for the gradual abandonment of the labour 
system sanctioned by the Act We might indeed have had some doubt on the 
point if the Surma Valley alone had been concerned, although there are parts 
of Cachar almost as dinicult of access as many of the Colonies, but there was 
quite a consensus of opinion that the districts along the Upper Brahmaputra still 
require the special law % 
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It has indeed been urged that, if the more accessible distncts do not require 
a penal contract, it should not be allowed for the benefit only of more remote 
gardens, that these ought to attract labour by paying higher wages But this 
argument loses sight of the fact that the special law is necessary to protect 
the nearer garden against the enticement 01 the coolies which it has exerted 
Itself to import, quite as much as to facilitate such importation in the first 
instance 

“ On the point that the Act system operates to the inju^ of the labourer 
the only opinions quoted arc those of Messrs Porteous and Stevenson and of 
Mr Ward, the present Chief Commissioner of Assam Dealing, first, with the 
opinion of the two first, I need hardly say that it is only natural that different 
officers bhduld hold different opinions about the working of such an elaborate 
system as that of this Act A prudent person will weigh one opinion against • 
another, and look to the character and experience of those who express them 
if we arc only to take action when there is perfect unanimity, the world would 
stand still Here, however, we are asked to undo what has been already done, 
because many years ago two or three gentlemen did not approve of it On the 
other side we have the repeated assurance of successive Chief Commissioners— 
Sir Steuart Bayley, Sir Charles Elliott, Sir Dennis Fitzpatnck, Mr Quinton and 
even Mr Ward himself—that the tea labourer in Assam enjoys far more favour¬ 
able conditions than those which fall to the lot of his fellows in his native dis¬ 
trict I would further observe that Mr Stevenson's remarks related to the 
district of Sylhet—a district in which the Act was less used in proportion 
to Its labour-force than in any other, and that Mr Porteous was writing 
with reference to the Kanmganj Subdivision, the most advanced part of 
his (in this respect) advanced district No observations as to Sylhet can be 
taken as applicable to the labour-districts generally As for Mr Ward's remarks, 
these have been quoted apart from their context and will not bear the construc¬ 
tion put upon them His opinion as to the expediency of retaining the Act has 
been recently emphasized by his strong opposition to any reduction in the term 
of engagement permissible 

" The next point is the question as to the retention of Act XIII of 185910 its 
application to garden-contrdcts It is perhaps somewhat inconsistent of the 
Association, while objecting altogether to special legislation as such, to ask that 
this Act should be declared inapplicable to Assam when it is in force in most 
other parts of the country It is, however, in one sense a special Act, and doubts 
have at times been expressed whether it is really applicable to garden-contracts. 
Sir Charles Elliott proposed in 1882-83 that it should be declared inapplicable— 
by legislation, I presume , and the Government of India in 1885 were inclined, on 
theoretical grounds, to concur in this view They accordingly directed an inquiry 
in Assam with a view to taking action in this direction , and it is remarkable that 
three successive Chief Commissioners, who enquired into practical working of the 
Act with a view to its repeal, Sir Dennis Fitzpatrick, Mr Quinton and Mr Ward- 
have declared themselves distinctly in favour of allowing it to be applied to tea- 
garden contracts as a part of the ordinary law The Government of India have 
accepted this view, as they are satisfied that this Act is more lenient and popular 
from the labourers’ point of view than Act I of 1882, and also because it seems 
to be serving a useful purpose as a stepping-stone from Act contracts to free 
labour I will read a very short extract from the Government of India’s 
Despatch of October, 1891, showing that the objections to this Act are ^ 
merely theoretical — 

'Side by side with Act I contracts another system of contracts, not recognised by the 
special law, has come largely into use, based upon Act XIII of 1859. We nave pointed 
out that, however objectionable in theory and opposed to the spirit of modern legislation 
in England, in its practical operation this Art has been harmless and even beneficial , 
that It is used chiefly on healthy gardens and for labourers who can be relied upon not to 
desert, that among the coolies contracted under it the death-rate is low, the rate of 
desertions still lower, wages high, and judicial punishments only about 4 a year to every 
10,000 coolies In the Surma Valiev this system is very popular with employers as well 
as with labourers, and is facilitating the transition from officially controlled to free labour 
In view of these facts, and of the great dissatisfaction which its repeal would create 
among all classes concerned, we do not think that wc should be justified, on the inform¬ 
ation row before us, in withdrawing this Act from tea-gardens.’

“ I pass on now to the last point urged by the Association against the 
labouf'System as earned out in the tea-distncts It is suggested that the 
mortality* among children and infants is excessive, and the remarks of one 
medical officer are quoted, showing the unfavourable conditions under which, 
in his opinion, children are brought up on tea-gardens But it so happens 
that the very remarks which are quoted by * the Association as having 
been made by this officer in 1884—nine years ago, be it remarked—were circu¬ 
lated for the opinion of district offirers by Sir Dennis Fitzpatrick in May, 1889, in 
his exhaustive circular directing an enquiry into the working of Act 1 of i88a, 
and the district officers* replies are given at length m Mr Quinton’s Special Report 
The conclusion arrived at was that, though there is much that is unfavourable in 
the conditions of child-life on a tea-garden, as elsewhere among the poorer 
classes, the remarks of this officer were much exaggerated, and that he had 
been misled into drawing general conclusions from the peculiarly unsatisfactory 
state of things on an individual garden, in which the death-rate among children 
had certainly been high Moreover, there is nothing whatever to show that even 
on that garaen the high mfant mortality had anything to do with the labour- 
system Women who depend on daily wages for their subsistence often do 
neglect their offspring everywhere They are less likely to do so on a garden 
where they have permanent employment, and such considerate treatment as I 
known is generally given by the planters of Assam, even for their own sake, than 
if they were hired day by day 

'* It IS difficult to compare the reported death-rate among children on tea- 
gardens with that prevailing elsewhere, as the statistics are not clearly shown in 
the Provincial Sanitary Reports, but for the satisfaction of the Council 1 have 
had the following figures compiled from such data as we possess 1 find from 
the Assam Annual Immigration Reports that the death-rate per 1,000 among 
children under 16 on tea-gardens ranges from 35 6 to 36 4 The figures for the 
last SIX years have been—in 1886, 36 4, then 31 7, 34 o, 33 5, 35 6, and in 1891

“ It IS certain that the registration of deaths is, at any rate, not less accurate 
on tea-gardens than among the general population, and the above figures do not 
point to any excessive mortality among chddren on tea-gardens In fact, tfie 
garden-rate for 1891, though much higher than that of 1890, was nearly the 
as that returned by Bengal and Madras, and lower than the figure of every 
* other Province, except Burma, where little reliance can be placed on the statistics 
“ The only other point, affecting the working of the system in the labour-dis¬ 
tricts, which anses out of the representation of the Association, relates to the 
verification of labour-contracts entered mto direct between the employer and the 
labourer under section 111 of the Act As to this I need only refer to the pub¬ 
lished correspondence as showing that the Government of India have given most 
anxious consideration to this subject They have laid down, as a condition to 
be ngidly insisted upon, that all such contracts must be verified, and one of the 
most important executive i^uestions which have been discussed with the Chief 
Commissioner is the necessity of having more frequent and better inspection I 
may plgn remind Hon’ble Members that the Bill now before them limits to one 
year the term for which contracts may be entered into betwreen employer and 
labourer without the intervention of a public officer This is the only class 
of contracts which require verification 
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“ With regard to the subject of initial registration, as well as with regard to 
abuses in recrintment, I propose to reserve my observations Two Members of 
the Committee seem to be in favour of making such registration compulsory, or 
at least optional subject to such conditions as will make it compulsory, and if 
they press their view I shall have a right to reply The point was thoroughly 
threshed out in 1883, and the published papers show very clearly why we could 
not revert to the old system I also referred to the matter at some length when I 
introduced this Bill At present 1 need only point out to the two Hon’ble 
Members concerned that if their view is pressed and should happen to prevail, the 
practical result must be the withdrawal or rc-committal of the present Bill, most 
of the provisions of which are directed to a system of free or privately-assisted 
emigration, and to remedy mischiefs arising out of that system or defects which 
have been discovered in it The immediate consequence then would be that the 
labourers will be deprived of that fuller protection which we had hoped to secure 
to them, but the ultimate consequences w’ould, in my opinion, be far more senous 
Emigration would again be brought under the irksome legal trammels from W'hich 
for the last ten years, it has been emancipated it would be forced bade into those 
official channels which both labourers and employers regard with so much dislike 
and the consummation to which we all look forward—the abandonment of special 
legislation and the substitution of free for officially controlled labour—^will be in- 
dehmtely postponed. 

“ Another amendment of which notice has been given proposes to raise the 
age at which a labour-contract is permissible from 16 to 18 This is a new 
point which has never before been discussed and was first raised in Committee 
I did not think 1 could accept the proposal to alter the law, which was doubtless 
full) considered in 1873 and 1882, without giving the Assam employers and 
authontics an opportunity of considering its practical consequences and submit¬ 
ting their views I am, however, willing to undertake, on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, to refer the question without delay, and either to publish the result 
or to bring in a Bill to raise the age according as the decision at which we ulti¬ 
mately arnve may be against or in favour of the Hon’blc Mr Chentsal Rao’s 
amendment Perhaps under these circumstances the Hon’blc Member will withdraw 
his amendment But he must not misunderstand me 1 am willing, I say, to give 
this undertaking, not because I am personally satisfied that the change is desir¬ 
able, and far less because 1 admit that work on the plantations is specially trying, 
or that there is any real danger of minors being decoyed away, but because I 
sympathise with my hon’ble friend’s anxiety to protect them against any pos¬ 
sibility of such a thing On the other hand, the Council will doubtless bear in 
mind that the ordinary age of majority under Hindu law' is 16, and that under the 
Penal Code it is no offence to take away a male of 14 or a female of 16, with his 
or her consent, from lawful guardianship A person of either sex, aged 14,1s 
reckoned as an adult under the Factory Act, and a youth of 16 to 18 is generally 
married If, therefore, the amendment is pressed, f shall vote against it I can¬ 
not sec why a labourer in the labour-districts should be incapacitated_^and the 

^endment would have this effect—^from entering into a contract and securing a 
bonus, simply because he is not yet 18 

“ Lastly, there is the question whether the term for which labour-contracts 
may be permitted should be three, four or five years It was raised to five years 
in 1892 We proposed to reduce it again to three as a long step m the direction of 
abolishing penal contract altogether In Committee, however, the Hon’ble Mr 
Mackay satisfied most of us that this was going somewhat too far The principle 
seems to be that the employer should be able to recoup himself from the labour of 
the man whom he has brought up at his own expense from the congested districts 
and the Act itself has provided in the redemption section a rough measure of the 
value of an immigrant’s labour in successive years of his contract It was for this 
purpose only that the redemption section was referred to My hon’ble fnend 
Mr Chentsal Rao has misunderstood the argument the number of labourers will¬ 
ing or able to buy themselves of! is infinitesimal But by section 143 the value 
of the unexpircd term of a labour-contract is fixed on the following scale Rs la 
for the first year, Rs 36 for the second, Rs 60 for each subsequent year Thus 
the value of a three years’ contract may be taken to be Rs 108, and"^ that of aii 
engagement for four years at Rs 168 Allowance must be made for normal 
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casualties, and for the men who cannot stand the climate and have to be re* 
patnated It seems fair, therefore, that the contract should have a margin of 
value over*and above the actual cost of importing a well-conditioned labourer 
That cost is rarely below Rs too even at Dhubn, and further expenses have to 
be incurred between Dhubfi and the gardens and on the gardens themselves On 
the whole, I came to the conclusion that nothing short of a four-year contract 
would be fair to the employer 

“ Perhaps it will be well that I should mention here the Chhattisgarh cases 
which have been referred to by my hon'ble fnend Mr Chentsal Rao in his minute 
of dissent They do not all bear on the age question, but 1 may dispose of them 
all together — 

“ Case (a) relates to a boy of twelve It docs not appear how the facts 
stated had been ascertained m the absence both of the boy and the man who 
took him away I suspect that they are founded on mere surmise, but, if true, the 
case IS one of kidnapping, punishable under the ordinary law I observe that no 
report of the case was made to Assam, and the boy may have gone to dne of the 
Colonies after registration as another emigrant’s son 

“ Case (^) ^eems to relate to a registered woman If she was not registered, 
any detention or her against her will would amount to wrongful confinement It 
does not appear what are the false pretences which were alleged to have been 
employed, but I rather gather that she proceeded on her journey willingly 

“ Case (f), if It shows anything, shows how absolutely free the emigrants are 
at Dhubn, and how readily they obtain repatriation It is hinted that the emi¬ 
gration system is responsible for this adult male not having actually returned to 
his village, but he was apparently anxious to go elsewhere, and he was of course 
perfectly free to obtain labour at a mill or factory • 

“ Cases (d) and («) establish two facts—(1) that it is knowm to be useless to 
put forward a girl of 13 or 14 as ready to execute a contract, and (2) that her 
decoyers can be severely punished under the ordinary law 

“ Case (/) relates to a half-witted woman of loose character, she was, how 
ever, stopped and sent home 

" Case (g) seems to me to make against the proposal to raise the age to 18, 
as it shows how easily any age-limit can be evaded where the young people are 
ready to lend themselves as accomplices Here a boy and girl passed them¬ 
selves off as the children of a stranger, who in his turn called himself their father 
This might just as well have been done at a registration office 

“ I cannot think that any of these cases, or all of them taken together, go far 
to support Mr Chentsal Rao’s contention, nor do they in any way controvert 
the position which the Government of India have assumed, namely, that such 
abuses as do exist are best met by vigilance on the part of the executive 
officers 

“ My hon’ble friend is also in error m representing that everyone was agreed 
as to the term being three years On the contrary, the officer writing under the 
greatest sense of responsibility, the Chief Commissioner of the Province, who 
has also much experience of Assam and the most intimate knowledge of its 
present needs and conditions, has expressed himself as very strongly opposed to 
any reduction of the five years’ term Mr Quinton took the same view, and so 
do all the Assam officers whom I have been able to coAsult 

" On the other hand, I am clearly of opinion that four years is a sufficiently 
long period, and that we should not allow private contracts to exceed one year ” 
The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao said —“I should have gladly acceded 
to the suggestioji of the Hon'ble Mover to withdraw my amendment, pending a 
reference to the Assam authorities, but for the fact that the question I raise is a 
very simple one, and it is difficult to see how a reference to the Assam Govern¬ 
ment can throw any fresh light. The amendment which stands in my name $1 
briefly this. 

“ The general law in the matter of contracts is that no one under 18 years 
can enter into a valid contract, and what I propose is that the same law should 
apply to labour-contracts also. But section 11 of the Emigration Act enacts 
that, notwithstanding the Contract Act, it shall be lawful for any person df the 
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age of 16 years or upwards to enter into a labour-contract I have studied the 
debates that took place when the Act was passed, and I do not find one word 
of explanation in favour of the reduction of the age If it is necessary that a 
man or woman should be at least 18 years old to be able to enter into a contract 
creating merely ctvtl liability, 1 do not at all see why a person under that age 
should be declared competent to enter into a labour-contract involving ertm^ 
tnal liability The only argument advanced in the Select Committee in favour 
of retaining the provision was that, since men and women of 16 years commence 
to labour and earn their livelihood, there is no reason why they should be 
prevented from entering into a valid contract This argument does not appear to 
me to be sound Boys of even 1 2 years labour and earn their livelihood, but we 
cannot on that account argue that should be able to enter into a valid con¬ 
tract There is ample evidence that many persons who enter into labour-con¬ 
tract are men of a very low order of intelligence The Deputy Commissioner of 
Chota Nagpore, which is one of the large recruiting districts, while proposing to 
raise the*age of the male labourers to 18 and that of the female labourers to ao, 
remarks that |^the Kol girls of 16 are too young and simple to be able to pro¬ 
perly understand the nature of the labour-contract ’ and that '^t is even doubt¬ 
ful if youths of that age have suffiaent intelligence in this resp^t ’ Convinced, 
as 1 am, of the reasonableness of the amendment I am proposing, I should have 
hesitated to bring it foruard if I had not the support of my colleague, the Hon’ble 
Mr Stevens, uho has full knowledge of the working of the Act and of the general 
intelligence of the class of labourers in this part of the country, and I fully trust 
that the matter will receive at the hands of the Council that consideration which 
Its importance deserves 

* " Without taking up, my Lord, more of your valuable time on a simple ques¬ 
tion like this, I beg to move the following amendments, and 1 beg that the sense 
of the Council may be ascertained — 

" That after tho word * repealed ’ m sub-section {2) of section 3 of the Bill 
as amended by the Select Committee, the following be inserted, namely — 

‘ for the word “ sixteen ’’ the word " eighteen ” shall be substituted ’ ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Woodburn said that he had not intended to intervene 
in this dis( ussion in any way, but he wished to explain that if Mr. Chcntsal Rao 
pressed his amendment he would be unable to support it. As he understood the 
matter, a coolie when he was imported into Assam was, for all intents and pur¬ 
poses, a complete stranger to the place and the work He entered upon work 
to him altogether novel, and he had to receive considerable instruction before he 
could be called m any sense an efficient labourer in a tea-garden That being so, 
he thought that the ordinary law of apprenticeship should be applied in the case 
of tho coolie labourer He tielicved that in almost all departments of life the system 
of enlisting a recruit at an early age was m vogue Amongst ourselves the system 
of enlisting apprentices at an early age was very largely practised The soldier, 
for instance, was enlisted under age for foreign service, young men were brought 
•ut to merchants’ offices in Calcutta under age on an agreement to serve for a 
certain time, and, if he might draw an illustration from his own case, he was 
himself recruited by the {secretary of State for service in a distaht and malarious 
country at the age of 18, when according to credible information under 
English law he was incapable of entering into a civil contract, and he was given no 
option w'hatcvcr as to withdrawing from his engagement He thought, therefore, 
that there was no particular harm in allowing a labourer m this country to contract 
himself to an apprenticeship at the age of 16 The Hon’ble Mover might say 
that m his (Mr Woodbukn’s) own particular case he had the advantage over 
the ordinary coolie of this country in possessing a better education and more gen¬ 
eral information, hut he could say that in the case of the coolie the information was 
also very complete .ind the conditions and terms of service vei^ accurately known. 
In the part of the country with which he was familiar coolies returned to their 
homes and brought information as to the condition of service, which he was bound 
to say was extremely creditable to the general body of capitalists m Assam It 
was in this way that the knowledge was spread through the whole country, that 
any man, with health and energy, who chose to go to Assam, was certain to find 
remunerative employment there 
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. The Hon'ble Mr. Buckingham said —“ I think it would be objectiqnable 
for the following reasons to raise the age of competency of entering into a labour- 
contract front 16 to 18 years The change will cause inconvenience owing to the 
large number of grown up persons capable of work who will be sent up as de¬ 
pendents and not as workers, and also to the fact that many young men and 
women who are capable of doing the work wnll not bif able after reaching the age 
of 16 on the garden to enter into a local contract under sections iii and iia, 
and get the bonus which is usually given for such contracts Moreover, while 
employed as children without a contract, they would receive wages at a 
lower rate I further wish to observe that the work required on tea-gardens 
IS by no means severe, as assumed m the Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao’s minute, 
and that young people of 16 are fully capable of completing their daily task in 
five or SIX hours ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Stbvens said —I propose to vote in favour of the 
amendment of the Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao It appears to me that tho analogy 
of apprenticeship does not altogether hold good Here we have the case 
of a young person who is recruited for a very distant, and 1 may say, in most cases, 
an almost unkmmn, land He goes to new work, and at any rate he is likely to 
be amongst strangers I see comparatively little objection to a local contract 
being entered into by such person, but, in regard to any penal contract, I think it 
an extremely serious thing for a young person to enter into an engagement which 
binds him under the severe penalties imposed upon him by our law Many of the 
alleged abuses which have occurred have taken the form of recruitment of young 
children—I mean young children of la, 13 or 14 years of age, and 1 do not think 
such cases are disposed of by saying that they are met by the ordinary law. 
I think that the amendment of Mr Chentsal Rao would have the effect of pre¬ 
venting any attempt to commit such cases, because it would be known that it 
would be useless, since, though such a child could sometimes be taken to be 16, 
he could never be supposed to be 18 , and again it seems to me that it would be 
in accordance with the acknowledged policy of the Government to assimilate the 
actual contract law as far as possible with the ordinary contract law of the 
country.” 

The Hon’ble Fazulbhai Vishram said that as far as he could judge 
it seemed to him that more harm would be done to the coolie than otherwise if 
the age was increased, because, as the Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao had admitted, 
a coolie at the age of 16 was capable of work, and as i matter of fact did work, 
and if we precluded him from entering into a labour-contract wc should deprive 
him of the higher rate of wages, as he would then be paid at the minor scale, as 
Mr Buckingham had just pointed out, and, that being the case, he thought that 
it would be better to leave the age as it at present stood, namely, 16 

The Hon’ble Dr Rashbehary GhoSE said ” I am prepared to vote in 
favour of the amendment proposed by the Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao, and I may 
add generally for the reasons mven by him and the Hon'ble Mr Stevens. With 
regard to a remark which fell from the Hon’ble Sir Philip Hutchins, I do not find 
that there was any discussion in 1883 with reference to the age at which a coolie 
lad ought to be allowed to enter into a binding labour-contract My idea is that 
the limit of 16 years was taken from the Bengal Act of 1873, in which I find the 
limit of age with regard to the capacity to enter into ar labour-contract was laid 
down for the first time at 16 years I have been looking into the debates on the 
measure in the Bengal Council before it was passed into law, but I cannot find 
in the discussions on the measure any reference whatever to this age question, 
and I imagine for the very simple reason that it was not intended by the Bengal 
Council in prescribing the age of 16 years to alter in any way whatever the &w 
as It then stood with regard to the age of majority In 1873 it was generally 
understood that the age 0? majority was 16 years, and I take this to be the reason 
why the matter was not noticed in the discussions in Council The effect of the 
Act of 1883 IS this. It lowers the age with regard to the capacity to enter into a 
contract of a very peculiar character, and it sets aside the ordinary law which 
relates contracts by minors m order that a young coolie lad may be enabled to 
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earn hib wages by entering into a penal contract to perform services in what to , 
him lb an abbolutely foreign country, amid strange surroundings and in a climate 
which is certainly not over-healthv 1 submit that, although I call understand 
wh>, as Mr Grimlcy, an oflicer of great experience, has pointed out, the age of 
majority should ratner be raised in these cases, 1 do not see any suflicient reason 
why It should be lowered '• 

His Honour THE Lieutenant-Governor said — “ Personally I am in¬ 
clined to support the principle involved in this amendment, not only on account 
of the advantage of bringing the law into harmony with the ordinary contract 
law, but on account of the argument urged by my hon’ble friend Mr Stevens, 
which lb a very sound one, that the inerease of the age will enable officers to draw 
a more distinct line betueen those persons who can be properly recruited and 
those who are enticed and persuaded to contract when they are too young for 
the labour of the gardens, and further because this is a step, though a very gentle 
btep, in the direc tion, in which we must all wish to move, of gradually withdrawing 
from the penal contract attaching to labour in Assam But I am fully persuaded 
that It IS impossible for the Council to pass such an amend men t^nd by so doing 
upset what has been the established law since 1873, without eonsiMing the author¬ 
ities m Assam It is far too late to bring forward a radical change of this I^ind 
in a matter as to which we have no information that the existing law is working in 
any unsatisfactory way, and therefore I think that the Hon’ble Mover should 
accept the undertaking made by the Hon'ble Sir Philip Hutchins, who has 
promised that the question shall be submitted to the Assam authorities, 
that It shall be thoroughly discussed and, if they are agreed that the 
change should take place, he will provide that at next year’s session of this 
Council a Bill should be introduced to carry out this change I should myself 
be glad to see it carried out, but only after the fullest discussion, and provided 
no material objection is raised by the persons most experienced in the working 
of the Act and most interested in us operation ” 

The Hon’ble Sir Alexander Mhier said that when this question first 
came up for consideration his own feeling was entirely in consonance with what the 
Lieutenant-Governor had said, but he felt then, and he felt still, that to entertain 
this question, no notice having been given of it in the earlier stages of the pro¬ 
ceedings, would be to throw over this Bill for another year, and he thought that, 
looking at the fact that every provision of the Bill was in favour of the labourer, 
rendered his positioii better, and gave him extra security against oppression, it 
would be a very unwise act, and one that the labourers would have the greatest 
reason to complain of, if they were kept under the Act of 1882 for another year, 
when they might get the great benefit of this Bill For that reason, and for that 
only, he would vote against the amendment 

His Excellency THE PRESIDENT said —“ It is now for the Hon’ble Mr 
Chentsal Rao to say whether he will press his amendment to a division I have 
listened attentively to his remarks, and wish to say that, if lam unable to support 
him. It IS not because I am desirous of being understood as saying that I regard 
his proposal as an unreasonable or impracticable one His suggestion that the 
age should be governed by the ordinary law has on the face of it a good deal 
to recommend it On the other hand, the point is entirely a new one, and I 
think that what has beeif said at this table makes it clear that, if the proposal 
were adopted, it would undoubtedly operate as a considerable restriction upon the 
importation of coolie labour—a kind of restriction which we could not impose 
unless a very clear case was shown for it 

" The whole of the conditions of coolie labour in Assam are so exceptional 
and so difficult for any one who is used, for instance, to the conditions of the 
European labour market, to understand, that I should always hesitate, without 
the fullest information, to make myself a party to any new point of departure in 
dealing with cases of this description 

1 shall therefore vote against the amendment, but I shall do so on the 
understanding that the matter is to be further examined, and, should our 
inquiries go to show that there are sufficient grounds for adding the restriction 
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proposed by Mr Chentsal Rao, the question of that restriction shall be t^ken up 
and duly considered at the proper time ” 

• 

The Hon’ble Chentsal Rao said that under the circumstances he would 
withdraw his amendment, as also the subsequent amendment which stood in his 
name, that m the 6rst para^aph of section 7 of the 9ill as amended by the Sel« 
ect Committee, for the word “ After” the word “ For ” and for the word “ insert- 
ed ” the word '* substituted ” be* substituted, and that the numbering of the new 
sections proposed by the same section for insertion in the Act be altered to 11, 
11 A, 11B and 11C, respectively 

The amendments were therefore withdrawn. 

The Hon’ble Dr Rashdbhary Chose moved that after section 4 of the 
Bill as amended by the Select Committee the following section be inserted, 
the numbering of seotions from the present section 5 to the end being altered 
correspondingly — 

"5 After section 7 of the said Act, the following section shall be inserted, 
namely — ^ 

‘ 7A (/“Any person assisting a native of India to emigrate to a labour-distnct 
for the purpose of entering into a laboiir-contrart under this Act therein 
•y may take such intending emigrant before a Kegistering-officer having 

]uri:>diction within the local area in which such intending emigrant re* 
Bides 

" (a) If it appears to the Registering-oliiccr that such intending emigrant resid¬ 
ent within his jurisdiction is willing to emigrate, and has not been 
indueed to undertake to emigrate by any coercion, undue influence, fraud, 
misrepresentation or mistake, the Registering-ofilcer shall register, in a 
book to be kept for the purpose, such particulars regarding him and the 
persons, if any, whom he wishes to have registered as his dependents, as 
the Local Government may by rule prescribe 

* (3) Every oflicer registering any person snail, if so requested, forthwith forward 
a certihed copy of such particulars to the Inspector or Magistrate resident 
at the civil station of Dhubn in the Goalpam District' 

(je said _*' In moving the amendments which stand in my name I do not think 

that It is at all necessary to trace the history of legislation connected with inland 
emigration prior to the year i88a I will only observe that the present fcmi- 
gration Act, which was passed in that year, made a very important innovation, 
which was described not altogether felicitously, as 1 shall have occasion to point 
out later on, as free emigration outside the scope of the Act It was said that 
the numerous restrictions imposed under the old law hampered emigration ^and 
artificially raised the price of labour in Assam The new departure then taken 
by the Legislature would, it was thought, promote the interest of a valuable 
industry and at the same time lead to the gradual extinction of the contractors, 
system to he replaced by free emigration These somewhat sanguine expect¬ 
ations I think it will not be denied, have not been fulfilled The contractors’ 
systern is not extmet, the price of labour has not been reduced, and free tmi- 
Ration to Upper Assam, in the opinion of many, it would be no exaggeration 
to say, still remains an unfulfilled prediction Some of the worst fears, however, 
of those who were then ridiculed as pessimists have been realised The reversal 
of the previous policy of State-controlled emigration gave nse almost imme¬ 
diately to evils of serious magnitude, and the Government were obliged to interfere 
in 1889 for the sanitary protection of the so-callcd free emigrant to Assam 
Act I of that year of the Bengal Council empowered the Local Government to 
frame rules for the health and comfort of the emigrant in transit, and one class 
of evils which made themselves painfully felt nave been removed, by means 
of regulations made under the Statute The present Bill is intended to guard 
against another class of evils the wide prevalence of which cannot be disputed 
for a moment—I mean the malpractices of recruiters working under the so-called 
free system, and some of the sections contain provisions directed against such 
abuses But I venture to thmk with the greatest deference that the evils which 
have grown up would not be adequately met by the Bill as it stands, and it is 
therefore that! beg to propose for the acceptance of Hon’ble Members the amend¬ 
ments which stand on the paper, and which, I may mention, have been fran^d on 
the lines of a proposal which was made by the Government of Bengal, then 

VID 
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presided over by Sir Steuart Bayley, and which received the entire approval of 
Mr Webtland and the qualified assent of the late Mr Quinton, both Chief Com¬ 
missioners of Assam This proposal was negatived by the Government of 
India, but on grounds which, I humbly submit, do not appear to be quite con¬ 
clusive According to the Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill, the objections 
to a sys*^em of local registration are that it would be expensive, vexatious and al¬ 
together alien to the principle of free emigration which for the last twenty years the 
Government have sought to encourage There*would also be serious difficul¬ 
ties in discriminating between emigrants who had been some time in Assam and 
those who had not, and, lastly, it is said that initial registration would be an in¬ 
effective remedy against those abuses which really prevail, and which alone 
called for special measures of repression—against those cases in which the 
labourer, though under the influence of enticement or misrepresentation, is never¬ 
theless a willing emigrant and himself desirous of emigrating 

Before discussing the validity of these objections I would beg to call the 
attention of Hon’ble Members to the serious and widespread character of the 
existing abuses w^hich were not foreseen by the framers of the Act The letter 
of the Bengal Government, No 142, dated the 28th August, 189^ forcibly points 
out the very large proportion of cases of fraudulent enticement, often amounting 
to the virtual kidnapping of children and youths of both sexes, and this asserUon 
IS based, not on the irresponsible utterances of anonymous journalists or of travel¬ 
ling friends of humanity, but on the statements of the representatives of 
Government in the recruiting districts The late Chief Commissioner of Assam 
also admitted that the Dhubri system was open to objection, and insisted upon 
the necessity for greater stringency in local registration I may here observe 
that the practical operation of the so-callcd free system which resulted in the 
Dhubri contracts was never anticipated by the supporters of the Act, and it was, I 
believe, far from the intention of the Legislature as well as of the Government 
that the eoncessions then made should be taken advantage of for such a purpose. 

“ lo eome now to the objections to initial or local registration It is said, in 
the first plaee, that such a system w^ould be expensive , but, as pointed out by the 
Bengal Government in their letter, paragraph 26, the expense of the proceeding 
cannot exceed eight annas a coolie, or at the outside one rupee eight annas, 
if a registration fee of one rupee is charged on initial venficatioqs The 
additional cost of initial registration is due to a distinction, for which the Bengal 
Government wore unable to find any justification, between contracts executed in the 
emigration districts and those made at Dhubri And here I might be permitted to 
ask, with regard to the statement that official restrictions would check emi^ation 
and render it unpopular, whether an army of five thousand unlicensed recruiters, 
many of whom are released convicts or men of very doubtful character, in the 
Ranchi District alone w^as likely, wiih their numerous malpractices, to make 
emigration popular in the recruiting fields It seems to me that experience 
has proved that some wholesome restrictions on unlicensed recruiting are 
essential, not merely in the interests of the recruiter but also in the interests of 
the planter in Assam, and I am glad to find that the Hon’ble Mr Buckingham 
quotes with approval some remarks of Mr Driver, described as a gentleman 
of considerable experience in the recruiting distncts in which the official 
registration of labourers is insisted upon All the Bengal officials, I may say 
without a single exception, as far as I know, are of the same opinion With 
regard to the vexations connected with official interference in any form, I would 
ask Hon’ble Members in the words of Mr Grimley whether, m the face of the 
numerous restrictions imposed under the Bengal Act, to refuse the safeguard 
of official registration is not a mere straining at gnats 

** But it IS said that initial registration would prove an ineffective remedy 
against the abuses w hich really prevail, and that vigorous action on the part of 
the executive acting under the ordinary law supplemented by the provisions of the 
/ present Bill would reduce the malpractices of the unlicensed recruiter within the 
narrowest limits But, as observed by the Pioneer newspaper, the acts of the re- 
cruitc r in many cases, and those some of the worst cases, are such that they cannot 
be reached by the law nor by executive action, which I presume must be 
controlled by law I cannot here resist the temptation of quoting the whole 
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passage, as the picture is by no iheans overcharged and as it expresses the 
general feeling of the country v^ith regard to the unlicensed system 

* Boys and girls arc cajoled or intimidated into Jeaving their homes and arc rirned 
off to Assam under false names Mamed women are persuaded to desert their husbands 
and children, and are decoyed away under circumstances that make it practically impos¬ 
sible to trace them District oflicf rs and non-oihi lals, Luropeans and nati\e<i, missionaries 
and managers of collieries, all alike bear testimony to the growing pre\aU nec of kidnap¬ 
ping in all its various forms, and to the misery and crime which it occasions It has been 
said that if the Magistrates and the police do their duty properly the worst cases, at all 
events, would be prevented or detected and punished, and it is in this view that the 
Bengal Government lately deputed a special oiheer of the police to condmt an inquiry into 
such cases in Chota Nagporc This view, however, 1 < aves a great pirt of the question out 
of sight The police can only interft re to prevent the commission of some olTc nee or to 
detect the culprit when an offence has been committed But in many casts, and those 
some of the worbt class, the acts of the recruiters, wicked and immoral though they are, 
do not constitute an offence at all It is not an offence to entice a m'lrried woman to leave 
her husband and her children and become a coolie for five years or longer in Assam 1 It 
IS not an offtnee to persuade a grown-up ^on to desert his parents and leave them desti¬ 
tute, even though nis labour may be their only means of support * Even when some 
recruiter, grown bolder from impunity, does actually overstep the limits of the law, the 
chances m his favour arc overwhelming The expense ot legal proceedings is almost 
always prohibitive to the classes concerned, while the entire freedom which thi *' free 
recruiters enjoy from official supervision, and the ease with which names, castes and resi¬ 
dences can be changed, render it almost hopeless to obtain a satisfactory clue 

His Honour THE Lieutenant-Governor inquired what was the date of 
the article which the Hon’ble Member had just read, as a great deal would 
• depend on that 

The Hon’ble Dr. Rashbehary Ghose said that he could nqt say for 
certain, but it was more than two years old 

The Hon*ble Member continued —The Secretary of State also, I may 
mention in passing, in his despatch No 13, dated the i ith bebruary, 1892, ex¬ 
presses his opinion that strong measures are required to amend the existing state of 
things Experience shows that local registration would, in a great measure, check 
the abuses to which 1 have just referred, and my assertion is amply supported 
by official records. 

* Emigration,' writes Colonel Samuels, ' is, I fear, m most cases tantamount to deser¬ 
tion of home and relatives In my long experience of these districts 1 have kiiowm many 
instances of men and women in depots before they were registered being persuaded by 
their relatives to return to their homes. To permit of this being done would be no real 
interference with the system of free emigration, whilst it would give every man and woman 
a chance of changing his or her mind before it was too late to do so, and afford a guarantee 
that every one who emigrated did so deliberately and without undue influence and decep¬ 
tion* 

The Government of Bengal in their letter say 

* The only other advantage claimed for the Assam contracts is that, in the districts of 
recruitment, labourers, when nought before a registrar for the execution of their engage¬ 
ments, may be dissuaded from emigration by thnr friends and relatives, as suggested by 
Mr Lyall in the observations quoted in paragraph 15 of this letter The Lieutenant- 
Governor 18 inclined to believe that this is the objection which really weighs with many 
who oppose initial verification, though it is kept somewhat in the background, the illega- 
tion as to increased cost being calculated to carry more weight with those unfamiliar with 
the subject It is an argument which does not commend itself to the judgment of officers 
in Bengal, or to the inhabitants of this province, who, on the contrary, hold that, consider¬ 
ing the large sums paid to every professional recruiter or occasional crimp who can 
persuade a labourer to execute the contract in question, some opportunity of knowing 
what IS going on should be afforded to others interested The subject is generally treat¬ 
ed With special reference to wives induced by arkaits to desert their families m conse¬ 
quence 01 some quarrel which, had it not been for the facilities afforded by the Assam 
contract system, would have been soon made up, the case of children is also fre¬ 
quently quoted, and many persons consider that in such instances registration should be 
insisted on, whether labour-contracts are executed or not' 

support of my contention I would beg to quote another passage from 
paragraph 14 of the same letter — 

* The Lieutenant-Governor is distinctly of opinion that, under the circumstances, 
Dhubri IS not Che most suitable station for putting labourers under statutory engagements, 
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The best place for explaining a contract to a person liable to be deceived as to its terms^ 
say to a I^hardaga woman—is not to be sought where her language is little known, or the 
oHitrr who has to make her understand the terms of the engagement is hurried by a multi* 
plicity of engagements, and she would be more of a free agent, to accept o^ reject the 
agreement at disen tion, in her own district, among friends, than at a strange station, 
where she cannot find employment or ask for alms in the language of the country, ?nd 
from which she can see little prospect of getting away, as she has no money to pay the 
return fare' 

“ Mr Westland was also emphatically of opinion that the coolie recruited 
under the present unlicensed system is not in any sense a free agent, and that 
the power to put a labourer under a penal contract in the labour*districts should 
be withdrawn Mr Lyall, late Officiating Commissioner, Assam Valley, in an 
inspection report recorded — 

' Once the emigrants get to Dhuhn, they have cast ^hc die and are started on their 
journey It is too fate for them to reconsider the matter In the district of recruit* 
ment they would be subject to influences which would often make them change their minds 
The contractor would thus lose a good many of his coolies and have to charge the 
planter a higher price for the remainder Ihe cost per hiad to the employer would, I 
think, certiinly rise At present his cost varies consult rably I have heard as high a 
figure as Ri 10 mentioned, and as low a one as Rsy (the latter for coolies for a garden in 
bibsagar), but, whatc ver it is now, it would be higher under the other sjstem 

“ Can the ordinary law or executive action, however vigorous, deal with 
such cases or cope successfully with the abuses disclosed in these official 
documents ? Initial registration alone, in my humble opinion, would furnish an 
adequate remedy and effectively check the malpractices notoriously resorted to 
by the recruiter under the present system, or rather no system 

“ I now propose to deal with the objection to compulsory registration 
based on t^ie ground that such a procedure would he altogether alien to the pnn* 
ciplc of free emigration, and, if I thought that the restriction which I propose 
would have the effect of checking free emigration properly so-called, I should be 
the last person to advocate such a proceeding But, if by free emigration is 
meant the spontaneous and unsolicited emigration of natives of other parts 
of India to the labour-distncts to work under the ordinary law, the 
amendment proposed by me, although curtailing the license of the so*called free 
recruiter, would really facilitate free recruiting by insuring that the emigrant should 
really be a free agent It w'ould give him an opportunity of declaring his inten* 
tion to emigrate to some constituted authority—the course which, we are told, an 
emigrant in England takes when he goes to an emigration office and expresses an 
intention to emigrate The delay ini ident on registration would afford the parent 
or husband some chance of recovering his child orw'ife The repatriation clauses 
contained in the Bill would probably go some way towards mitigating the abuses 
attendant on uncontrolled recruiting But, as Mr Gnmley points out, the arm of 
the law IS long, but its movement is sometimes remarkably slow, and, he might 
have added, not always sure, and it would be a very poor consolation for a 
husband to recover his lost wife or a parent his missing son two nr three years 
after their disappearance Prevention is, as we all know, better than cure, and 
su'ely there never was a case in which preventive measures were more urgently 
called for in the interests of those who stand most in need of the protec&n of 
the State 

“ I have one word to add with reference to the supposed difficulty of distin* 
guishing between a new immigrant and a bond resident in the labour*distncts 
With the care which, we are assured, is exercised at Dhubn before the labourer is 
put under contract, and the rules under which free emigrants proceed to Dhubn 
under Act I of 1889, it ought not surely to be at all difficult to distinguish between 
the two classes, and even Mr Quinton admits that the difficulty would not be 
insurmountable—an opinion in which, I think, everybody would be inclined to 
agree My amendment, 1 should add, differs from the proposal of the Bengal 
Government in insisting only on the condition that the labourer should be a resid* 
ent without defining the period of residence by a hard*and*fast rule 

“ 1 must add that to recognise and to enforce by l^slation the necessity for 
supervision in contracts entered into outside the labour-distncts, when, in the 
words^of Sir Dennis Fitzpatrick, the emigrant is still close to his home anif 
withiff hail of his own people, and to neglect such supervision when he is carried to 
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Assam, to him a foreign country, is, I must say, with the greatest deference, both 
inconsistent and indefensible. Emigration which is really free may safely be 
left withoutrfetters, but the emigrant who is assisted to emigrate under present 
conditions in order that he may enter into a labour-contract cannot properly be 
described as a free labourer, simply because he is earned to Assam before 
entenng into any engagement * . 

It has always been the policy of the State to control the recruitment of such 
emigrants by law—a policy recognised in the restrictions imposed on the contrac¬ 
tors’ as well as the sirdan system It was probably expected when the Act was 
passed in 1883 that free emigration would take the same form in India as it has 
in other civilized countries, the employers of labour supplying the place of the 
emigration societies But emigration has not unfortunately assumed any such 
shape notwithstanding the system of Dhubri contracts It has only served to 
enrich a lawless body of men termed arkatts, to the detriment of legitimate re¬ 
cruiting, and hurtful alike to the employer and labourer As obsenmd by Mr 
Stuart, Chairman of the Indian Tea Association, the arkatts have by their mal¬ 
practices done much harm to the cause of emigration, and, unless their malprac¬ 
tices are effectively checked, will do still greater harm to it 

*' I propose to sum up briefly my reasons for inviting the Council to accept 
my amendment First, the existence of grave abuses in the system of recruitment 
by Act 1 of 1882 IS undeniable, and must m the interests of the people con¬ 
cerned be remedied The control which can be exercised under the ordinary law 
cannot reach the evil m some of its worst forms, and the amendments proposed 
by Government cannot be regarded as adequate for the purpose. They may scotch 
the evil, but they cannot kill it Secondly, there is no reasonable ground for making 
a distinction between labourers who contract near their homes and those who are 
carried to Assam for the purpose of placing them under labour-contracts there. 
I ought perhaps to say that there are stronger grounds for placing under control 
the latter class of emigrants Thirdly, there is no danger of such restrictions as I 
propose enhancing in the slightest appreciable degree the price of labour or check¬ 
ing the progress of free emigration properly so-called Indeed, I might venture 
to assert without much rashness that with the removal of the abuses which have 
grown up under the Dhubri system the occupation of the arkatt would be gone, 
the price of labour would fall, and in the course of time free immigration properly 
so-called would take the place of the present system, which has certainly not 
been a very pronounced success, if, indeed, it has not brought emigration under 
all forms into not altogether undeserved discredit 

“ In conclusion, I must say that there are very few laws in the Indian Statute- 
book the policy of which has been more keenly debated than the Emigration Act 
which it IS now proposed to amend It would serve no useful purpose to 
revive the memory of the controversies which ha\e marked the whole course 
of legislation on the subject On one point only we find a remarkable unani¬ 
mity of opinion, namely, that exceptional legislation of the kind under discus¬ 
sion must be regarded as merely temporary and should not be maintained even a 
day longer than is absolutely essential for the protection of the classes concerned 
While loyally accepting the conclusion arrived at by the Government, after the ful¬ 
lest and most anxious enquiry, that the time is not yet ripe for the repeal of penal 
contracts, I can only repeat the hope so often expressed that with the improve¬ 
ments in the means of communication between the recruiting and labour- 
distncts, and the increasing knowledge of Assam life by labourers in the 
recruiting areas, the necessity for special legislation will soon cease and 
the relations of employers and labourers will be placed on the ordinary basis 
regulating their mutual nghts and obligations There is only one other ob¬ 
servation that I should like to make Emigration laws have been denounced 
in very severe terms, not only by some of my countrymen but also by European 
public servants in responsible positions But the large mass of oflicial literature 
which has gathered round the Assam coolie must convmce everybody that 
special legislation is rqsorted to not merely in the interests of the tea-industry, 
but also in the interests of the people at large, as tending to promote 
emigration from those parts of the counti^ in which the wages are low and 
the people liable to periodical fammes The evils which have crept into the 
system must not lead us to forget the good that emigration has done.** They 
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must not lead us to forget that the districts of the North-Eastern Frontier, once 
a \iildcrncss, have now been covered with plantations which, while adding to 
the wealth of the country, support thousands of labourers, and where, many of 
them have found comfortable homes Then, again, the benefits secured by the 
Act to tliL, labourer ought to be set off against the penalties by which the per¬ 
formance of his part of the contract is secured It must also be borne in mind 
that some of the evils which have revealed themselves in connection with the 
system are inseparable from all emigrations conducted on a large scale among the 
poor and ignorant, and, although I cannot help thinking that local registration 
would seem to bi as nearly complete a remedy as can be devised for the growing 
evils of unregulated recruitment, I am bound to admit that the Bill now under dis¬ 
cussion contains provisions w'hich would to sonic extent reduce the evils which 
have sprung up, and that with the more energetic action of the executive, in¬ 
cluding the strengthening of the inspection system which has been promised by 
Sir Philip Hutchins, the condition of the labourer in the tea-gardens would be 
improved in a very large measure ” 

The Hon’ble Sir Pllll IP HurCHlNS said — I have already indicated 
briefly why the Government of India cannot on any account agree to what 
IS called initial registration I «ini afraid I must now deal with the matter at 
considerable length Reluctant as I am to trespass further on the patience of the 
Council, I feel that it is of the utmost importance that the views of the Govern¬ 
ment of India on this vcxid question should be clearly understood, and that, if 
possible, it should now be finally determined I propose to deal with it first in a 
general manner, and then with especial reference to Dr Rashbehary Ghose's 
amendments 

** Registration, as the Indian Association itself has truly observed, is opposed 
to free emigration which we wish to promote. The two are incompatible It is 
not possible, as Mr Grimley asserts, that registration will facilitate free recruit¬ 
ment For let us sec what registration means It means that no one is to be 
allow'cd to i ntcr into a contract to labour in Assam without having first in his or 
her own distru t, or as near thereto as may be, gone before a Magistrate and re¬ 
gistered himself or heist If as willing to proceed to Assam for that purpose On 
the other hand, free or privately assisted emigration means that the labourers find 
their own way up to the labour-districts without any official interference, and are 
then and there put under contract if walling. The registered labourer—by which 
I mean one registered under the Act or under any system under which registra¬ 
tion can practically and equitably be enforced, the case would be different un¬ 
der the present amendment—the labourer registered under the Act, though not 
actually under contract, is under an obligation to execute one when called upon 
to do so, and can be fined or imprisoni d if he refuses , he has therefore ceased 
to be free But the free labourer is under no obligation at all until he has actu¬ 
ally executed a contract at Dhubri or elsewhere , till then he is absolutely free. 

** The two things being thus, as I have said, incompatible, my first objection 
to making registration compulsory, or clogging it with a condition which makes 
it practically compulsory, is that it will throw back all emigration into leading- 
strings, and reverse the policy which has been consistently followed by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India ever since 1873 

“ For Mr Gnmlcy and others (I quote Mr Grimley again as to some extent 
representing the district officers of the recruiting districts) are quite mistaken in 
supposing that the free emigration spoken of in 1873 and 1882 meant something 
essentially different from the privately assisted emigration which now prevails 
Take, for instanc e, the report of the Commissioners upon whose advice Act 1 of 
1882 was framed Ihis mentions at the outset that the Bengal Government had 
in 1873 ‘recognized in some degree the propriety of encouraging . 
free recruiting,* and then proceeds to define free recruitment as ‘ a system of 
inducing natives of other parts of India to emigrate, and furnishing them with the 
means of doing so, carried on -by or on behalf of employers without any supervi¬ 
sion or control on the part of Government officers * The Committee advised 
that this should not only be permitted, as it had been permitted under certain 
restrictions since 1873, but that those restrictions should be removed, and that 
free or.ninregistered recruitment should be encouraged as much as possible by 
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the declaration of the competency of an unregistered recruit to execute 4 labour* 
contract after arriving in the Iabour>districts So, in addressing the Secretary of 
State in August, 1886, the Gmernment of India wrote that ‘the most important 
change w'hich the present Act effected was the encouragement of assisted 
(sometimes called free) emigration by relieving it from legal trammels until the 
coolies reach the labour-districts' It was thus eleaijy recognized m 1883 that, 
in order to afford to employers a sufficient induLement to incur the outlay of 
taking up free or unregistered emigrants to the tea-gardens, it was essential that 
such emigrants should be permitted to enter into local contracts 

“ I would here ask the Council to consider the happy results which this policy 
has produced in the Surma Valley Districts, and the disastrous consequences 
which would ensue if it were now to be reiersed The system of Act immigra¬ 
tion and penal contracts is gradually dying out in the districts of Sylhet and 
Cachar It is still necessary, in the interests of the administration, to maintain 
the Government control which the Act renders possible, but employers are 
voluntarily giving up the use of the penal provisions which bear against the 
coolie This IS especially remarkable in Sylhet There, even in 1886, 64 per 
cent of the adult immigrants were taken up tree, while of the whole adult labour 
force only 27 6 per cent were under Act contracts In 1891 the percentage of 
free immigrants had risen to 94, while the percentage of adult labourers under 
Act contracts had fallen below 15 The corresponding figures for Cachar are 
little less remarkable free immigrants were 26 per cent of the whole in 1886 
and 41 per cent in 1891 Act labourers had been 30 7 per cent in 1886 but 
had fallen as low as 13} per cent in 1891 It is clear from these figures’that 
the question whether the Act may not be withdrawn from at least a large part 
of the Surma Valley will arise very shortly in the natural course of events and 
any change in the law which would force employers to make a larger use of 
Its provisions is much to be deprecated Yet this would be the inevitable result 
if they are not to be allowed to recruit free emigrants and to exercise their 
discretion, after the recruits reach the gardens, whether they should be put 
under contract or not 

“My next objection is that initial registration has been condemned on its 
own merits 

“ 1 he point has been argued as if the only objection to compulsory regis¬ 
tration was the trifling fee which it involves, but if I have ever spoken ofits 
expensive character it was certainly not any such legitimate charges whicfi 
I had '1 mind 

** It IS not at all true that registration was dispensed with in order to cheapen 
the supply of labour ‘ Its mam evil ’—His Honour Sir Charles Elliott once wrote 

and he was only summing up in his graphic style what the records show_’ Its 

main evd was the great delay and annoyance experienced by the recruits the 
difficulty of getting anyone in the Collector’s cutcherry to attend to the business 
the necessity of bribing every one all round, and the danger either that the whole 
registration was done so perfunctorily that it was no safeguard whatever, or else 
that It would be done by some one who was fanatically persuaded that no Hindu 
could possibly emigrate except under fraudulent enticement or compulsion ’ 

“ The same question came up again in 1883, in connection with recruiting for 
the Colonies A lengthy enquiry was made by Colonel Pitcher in the North. 
Western Provinces and by Mr Grierson in Bengal 1 find Mr. Grierson writiM 
as follows — " 

• The present system of registration is just about as bad as it can be, and so also is 
the way in which this system is carried out . I he divergencies of 

practice from the authorized system have all arisen from one cause the wrong man has 
been made to do the work A Magistrate’s business is not to keep complex registers 
but to look after the general welfare of the people . . Registration is an art 

in Itself It requires years of training to teach an officer to do the work 
The registration of the coolie’s contract, if properly carried out, requires just as much 
care and experience as the registration of the deed of sale of a whole esUte * 

“ At Dhubri, I may mention, the work is really carried out as an art, under an 
experienced medical commissioned officer and a Deputy Commissioner who re¬ 
gards it as one of his chief functions They are experts in the business, and this 
IS why we consider registration at Dhubn so much more effecUve a safeguard 
against fraudulent or uregular recruitment than registration in the recruiting 
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districts^ The security against false personation, and changing of coolies after 
registration and other similar malpractices, is much greater at Dhubn than in 
the recruiting districts, for the emigrants are under official supervision from the 
moment they reach that station , and shortly after the execution of their contracts 
they are placed on the steamer in the presence of the Deputy Commissioner or 
a medical offirtr Each bafdi of emigrants are identified with their way-bills at 
the time of embarkation and are then placed in charge of the master and medical 
officer of the steamer 

“ Three results were clearly elicited by Mr Grierson’s enquiries — 

(1) That there was a general hostility on the part of officials to the recruiter, 
• who was frequently impeded in most objectionable ways by the police 

and underlings of the cutclicms 

(2) That the magisterial officers have not sufficient time to attend properly 

to registration business, and, if they had not time then to attend to 
the few Colonial emigrants, how could they possibly hope to cope with 
the thousands now'proceeding to Assam? In 1891, nearly 25,000 
emigrants went up from Bengal to Assam 

(3) That the verification before the Magistrate was by no means a sure 

preventive of malpractices 

** And this brings me to the subject of malpractices, which, so far as I can 
understand, form the main, if not the only, ground on which a return to initial 
registration is demanded It is remarkable that the allegation of abuses is 
always made with regard to Dhubn w'C hardly ever hear of them in connection 
mih the Surma Valley, where the number of free emigrants going nght up to 
the gardens, w'lthoiit any official control except for sanitary purposes, is so large. 
The number of complaints, however, was certainly at one time startling, and 
there was no doubt that many of the best district officers had taken up the 
position that free recruiting gave rise to all sorts of abuses This led me in 
1889 to make a very careful analysis of the various charges, so far as particulars 
were given, and the first conclusion to which 1 came was that, in their laudable 
anxiety to protect the people entrusted to their care, many excellent officers had 
imbibed an unconscious prejudice against free recruitment I have since found 
that this IS no new discovery, but has all along been recognised For instance, 
in 1886, the then Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, Sii Rivers Thompson, wrote 

as follows — 

• 

* In reporting upon ciscs of tins kind there can be little doubt that the judgment of 
most district olticers is likely to be warped by a not unnatural prejudiLC against free 
emigration Formerly, they controlled c\ery step of the emigrants' movements, now 
they know nothing about them, cacept through torn plaints of abuses which only come to 
tluir knowledge after the emigrants have left their jurisdiction Again, the people of the 
recruiting districts, particularly those rl*isi»es of landlords whose opinion is likely to influ¬ 
ence the district officers, are violently opposed to any form of emigration, on the ground 
that it takes away from the district large numbers of the landless classes, and thus tends 
to raise the w-iges of agricultural labourers ' 

“ My second conclusion may also be summed up in the words of the same 
distinguished Head of the Bengal fciovcniment, who wrote in the letter from which 
1 have already quoted — 

‘The Lieutenmt-Governor is unable to find in them (the cises reported) any special 
form of abuse which can be definitely put down to the s)stern of free emigration as dis¬ 
tinguished from the protected emigration under the Act of 1873 1 he abuses, such as 

they are, are of the same kind ' 

I found also that the low ratio of convictions indicated that many of the 
complaints were friv olous or unfounded, that the figures included many cases in 
w'hich the coolic was the accused and not the accuser, that all cases connected 
with emigration had been mixed up together, including assaults and even charges 
for absconding with advances after registration Indeed, it seemed as if every 
case of a disappearance w'ere at once attributed to the machinations of Assam ar- 
/a/iv, just as suspicious deaths used to be put down to snake-bite 1 Many of 
the malpractices which I found graphically described as thTe work of an arkatx 
or free recruiter actually implied that the victim must nave been registered, and 
yet ih6 remedy suggested was more registration 
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“ As an instance of the inefficacy of registration in checking malpractices and 
preventing unsuitable coolies from being sent up, I may refer to the’ Rowta 
case reported in the Bengal Govemmenrs letter of 35th February, 1893, which 
was submitted to the Select Committee Sixty*two coolies were sent up after 
r^stration m Calcutta, and after executing contracts under the Act, to the 
Rowta garden They were described in their conti^ts as Ghasi by caste, and 
as coming from the Sonthal Parganas, a district from which good recruits are 
ordinarily obtamed Seven months later only 16 were left on the garden, a6had 
deserted, 16 had died, the contracts df 6 were cancelled for permanent physical 
incapacity , the remainder were a sickly and feeble set It was found when they 
reached the garden that they were not Sonthals at all, but coolies from the 
North-West Provinces of a low and sickly type. Their castes and addresses 
had been misstated. Altogether the case was a most distressing one. I had 
carefully gone into it before the Select Committee sat, and the conclusion I 
came to was that the coolies had been personated at the time of registration, 
or that they had been changed before despatch to the labour-districts. At all 
events, more registration would not have prevented the occurrence the men 
had not only been registered, but had actually been put under engagement 
in Bengal The fault lay entirely with the Calcutta agents, who nad been 
invited by the contractors to inspect the men, but had neglected to do so 
As I explained on a former occasion, we can only reach the agents through the gar¬ 
dens The BUI on the table will give very stringent control over the gardens, 
and has been framed on the principle that they are responsible The owner of 
the Rowta garden should, I think, change his agents, and no other planters should 
employ a firm which has been guilty of such gross and culpable negligence 

" Now, what are the malpractices to which we are most anxious to put a stop ? 
When 1 introduced this Bill I endeavoured to show that most of the abuses in 
recruitment complained of could be, and had been, suppressed by vigorous exe¬ 
cutive action under the ordinary law I mentioned that m 1891 there were 
only 13 complaints made by coolies throughout the Bhagalpur and Chota 
Nagpore Divisions The only cases calling for anything like special measures of 
repression were, I said, cases in which the labourer, though under the influence 
of enticement or misrepresentation, is nevertheless a willing emigrant at the time 
he would be brought up for registration For such cases obviously registration 
IS no remedy at all Even if it were possible to secure that every emi¬ 
grant should be registered within his own district, there would still be nothing 
to prevent his giving a false name and address, and nothing to prevent 
personation I submit that it is impossible now for man or woman to 
be taken all the way to Dhubn agamst their own will. The fact seems to 
be that, speaking generally, a recruiter does not go through the trouble 
and expense of r^istration where he believes the coolie wiU go with him 
willingly, in which case r^stration would be superfluous but, where the coolie 
has been m any way deceived, the recruiter would naturally seek to establish a 
hold on him by means of registration, and in this class of cases registration 
would be positively mischievous. 

These remarks also apply m some measure to cases m which there has 
been a disruption of family ties I cannot r^ard it as an unmixed evil that an 
ill-used member of a family should have some means of escape, and if he or she, 
being 16 years old, is determined to emigrate, I do not see why it should be in 
the power of a R^istenng-officer to say no But, as a matter of fact, it would be 
eaiy to take a person before an officer, known to be perfunctory or over-worked, 
and get him or her registered, and then there is no room for a change of mind. 
Theoretically, registration can only be effected in the district for which a 
recruiter may be hcensed, but hb would have no difficulty in passing on his 
willing recruits to the next district, or in registering them under false names 
or as coming from villages not really their own. It would be impossible to 
keep back every case in which the emigrant was not known until enquiry 
could be made. It would be equally impossible to prevent a runaway from pre¬ 
senting himself for registration at Calcutta, as having come down to obtam work 
m a imil or the like and been recruited here. 

“ I have already referred to the Chhattisgarh cases and shown that they do 
not* in any way controvert the position that such abuses as do exist are besL met 
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by vigilance on the part of the executive officers—in the recruiting districts, on 
the roa*d to Assam and especially at the halting-places fixed under the Bengal 
Act of 1889, and lastly at Dhubn itself or elsewhere in the labour-districts. At 
Dhubri special precautions have always been taken with regard to women travel¬ 
ling alone and young persons And under the present Bill the contract of a per¬ 
son found to have been iinproperly recruited can be cancelled at any time, how¬ 
ever formally executed. 

" It has been suggested, and if I nghtly understood my hon’ble friend who 
moved the amendment he would support the suggestion, that we should 
make inducement to emigrate by misrepresentation and intimidation punishable 
under the criminal law, but I am decidedly opposed to the manufacture of 
technical offences The Penal Code says what misrepresentations or intimida¬ 
tion can properly be treated as offences, and any one who comes under its pro¬ 
visions will doubtless be severely dealt with It is undoubtedly an offence 
already to confine or restrain an unregistered coolie against his own will 
Misrepresentation or intimidation is very commonly falsely alleged by the 
coolies to cover and excuse their own change of mind. The conditions of 
life in Assam are now well known throughout the recruiting distncts, and emi¬ 
grants proceeding there fall into a stream of companions where little else is 
talked about It is hardly possible that the effect of misrepresentations can 
be maintained all the way to Dhubn, but of this the recruiter takes the nsk I 
regard with some suspicion the graphic pictures of arkatts worming themselves 
into families and taking advantage of disputes between husband and wife, but 
no doubt they are ready enough to assist people who have already quarrelled with 
their families and wish to get away, but here they have to nsk the very probable 
contingency that before the recruit reaches Dhubri he may change his mind and 
have to be repatriated at the recruiter’s cost This is in itself a senous punishment, 
and I would not add any other As for the recruit himself, it is surely better for 
him to have time to cool down during his journey, instead of being burned fresh 
from his quarrel into the presence of a Registenng-officer and there finally com¬ 
mitting himself D nder the provisions of the present Bill, there will be no doubt about 
his right to repatnat ion 

" I venture to think that emigration to Assam may be compared to that which 
goes on from the south of India to Ceylon and to the Straits Settlements When 
1 first came out to India complaints of malpractices on the part of the recruiters— 
kangants we called them jthere—in connection with emigration to Ceylon were 
very common But they gradually died avray and registration became obsolete 
Even to this day, or at all events till very recently, the law of Ceylon recogmzed 
penal contracts, and yet there is a constant (low of perfectly free emigrants into 
the island As communications improve Assam may be reasonably expected 
to comp under the same conditions So again in the Straits Settlements the law 
provides for penal contracts, but if there is anything at all resembling registration 
in India, it is of the simplest possible character and confined to the port of em¬ 
barkation 

“ I will now deal with the particular amendment which has been proposed by 
my hon’ble and learned friend Dr Rashbehary Chose, Unfortunately he did 
not attempt to formulate it when the Bill was in Select Committee, and I have 
only been able to glean his intentions from the notice of the amendments, which 
reached me late last evening, and from what he has just orally stated It seemed 
to me that his explanation of the real scope and effect of his proposals was of a 
very meagre character indeed 

“ It IS proposed, as I understand, (t) that any unlicensed recruiter—that is, 
any person recruiting otherwise than under Chapters HI and IV of the Act—may 
register his recruits before the Registenng-officer of the area in which the inteno- 
ing emigrant ' resides ’, and (2) that no person, other than a ‘resident ’ of the 
labour-distncts, shall be eligible to enter into a local contract under section iia 
of the Act unless he has been so registered 

“ It seems to me that the Hon’ble Member must have moved these amend¬ 
ments rather for the purpose of raising the general question than with any mten- 
tion, even if the Counal should decide in his favour, that his amendments should 
be adopted as establishing a final and practicable scheme of mitial registration. 
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The words ‘reside* and ' residence* are singularly vague I presume that it is 
not mtended that any person who has resided a few days or months in a recruiting 
area or a*1Aour>d|stnct shall be ehgible to be registered or to enter into f. con¬ 
tract The Hon’ble Member said that he had purposely abstained from laying 
down any hard-and-fast rule, but I submit that we must have somethiiig definite 
and capable of being understood * • 

“it seems to be considered by theHon*ble Member—and I have seen the 
same statement made in certain newspapers—that the proposal we are now consi- 
denng will not discourage free (unregistered) emigration, or impede the growth 
of free (non-contract) labour, because it will still be open to the employer to 
engage free or unregistered recruits and to bnng them up to his estate and 
employ them as free labourers Only he will have to finally exercise this option, 
not, as at present, after the tbcruits have reached the labour-distnct, but before 
they leave the recruiting districts 

" I venture to assert that the whole course of experience is against this con¬ 
tention The argument is not a new one As far as I was able to follow my 
hon’ble fnend, he has done little more than reiterate the case which was put 
forward by the Bengal Government in 1890 This was fully considered by the 
Government of India, and in our published Despatch of 5th October, 1891, 
reasons were given at length to show that the proposals submitted would in fact * 
throw back the progress which is now gradually being made towards free emt- 

S ' n and free labour, and delay the time when the Act could safely be aban* 
The part of the Despatch to which 1 refer is paragraphs 15 to a6 and 
covers eight pages It is too long to i^uote. I will therefore merely give the 
substance of it as briefly as possible considenng the intncate nature of the sub¬ 
ject. 

“ Taking first the Surma Valley, th£ expenence hitherto gained has shown 
that registered emigration necessanly carries with it a general system of Act- 
labour. As registered emigration developes into privately assisted emigration, 
this general system of Act-contracts passes into an intermediate stage, such 
contracts becoming less common and being superseded by less stringent forms of 
contracts Act XIII of 1859 furnishes this intermediate stage of contracts in the 
Surma Valley. As pnvately assisted emigration passes into unassisted, that is, 
unsolicited and spontaneous emigration, there follows a system of entirely free 
labour without any contracts at all There are many gardens in the Surma Valley 
where this final stage of free labour has been reached But expenence has 
shown that emigration must pass through its vanous stages to the final stage of 
unassisted emimation before the stage of entirely free labour becomes generally 

E racticable. If we now throw back the pnvately assisted sirdari emigration, which 
as become the remlar practice in the Surma Valley, to the stage of registered 
emigration, we shafi also throw back the mtermediate stage of contracts to the 
stage of stnctly Act-contracts 

“ For vanous reasons, which were fully stated in the Despatch to which I 
have referred, the development has not gone so far in the Assam Valley as in the 
Surma Valley, but the nrst stage in the development has been reached in the 
establishment of pnvately assisted emigration with Act-contracts at Dhubn 
Now, as was recognized by the Commission which prepared the first draft of 
Act I of 1883, the chief inducement which employers have to bnng up a free 
or unregistered em^prant is that they are competent to execute an Act-contract 
with them after their amval on the garden, and their chief reason for resorting 
to free emigration is to avoid imtial registration It is entirely contrary to exper¬ 
ience to suppose that, under the conditions which these amendments would 
bnng about, employers will on any large scale avail themselves of the option 
of both bnnging up their recruits as free or unregistered emigrants and 
employing them as free labourers—that is, without any form of penm contract 
The sole reason adiy employers now resort to unregistered emigration is 
bwause, by doing this, they avoid the trouble, vexations and delay, and 
the irregular exactions and opposition from subordinate officials, which sur¬ 
round registered emigration, while, on the other hand, they have still, in suitable 
cases, the security of the contract system, and can, if necessary, place the re¬ 
cruits on Act-contracts on theur amval in the labour-districts. When the coolies 
amve on a garden in the Suima Valley, if they are steady and well-behavdd (and 
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especially if they come m families) and are not likely to desert or give trouble, 
the employer often does not care to place them under Act-contracts If, however, 

they s^em to require the stricter discipline of the Act, they are placed\inder Act* 
contracts. But under the proposal now before us the employer will have to deade 
whether or not he will place the recruits under Act-contracts before they leave 
the recruiting district, and this practically means that he must decide at the time 
when he sen^s his sirdar down to recruit Not knowing the kind of coolies 
that will be brought up—whether they will be well-behaved or likely to 
give trouble, and whether they mil come m families or as solitary individuals—he 
will not be able, as a general rule, to take the nsk of deciding to employ them 
without Act-contracts, and will therefore ordinanly have to give general instruo 
tions for registration And, if he goes to this much trouble and expense—just 
what he wishes to avoid when he recruits outside the^Act—he will, in most cases, 
at once give his sirdar a certificate, and thus get a legal hold over the recruiter 
and the recruits at the outset by havii^ contracts executed m the recruiting 
district For it must be remembered that under these amendments, if 1 under¬ 
stand them nghtly, although the omission to raster in the area of residence 
involves a disability to make a local contract, the registration observed creates no 
obligation The registered emigrant may decline to proceed to the labour-distnct 
• or to execute a contract, and he will not be punishable for this, except in certain 
cases to which perhaps the Penal Code may apply The consequence will be 
that employers, instead of undertaking piivately assisted recruiting, will go 
back to Act-recruitmg 

" These remarks apply particularly to the Surma Valley In the Assam 
Valley, where only an intermediate stage between rostered emigration and 
pnvately assisted emigration has been r^ched, there will h foritort be a similar 
retrogression, and further progress towards free emigration will be checked 

“ I must apologise for having troubled the Council at such length on this 

[ loint, but it seemed to me important to show clearly that the proposal is in fact 
ikely to throw back the emigration and labour system 

“ The Hon’ble Member nas referred to a proposal made by the late Mr. 
Quinton for restonng the Goalpara Distnct to the status of a recruiting distnct 
which It occupied before 1883, and for restncttng contracts there to recruits 
originally registered in the actual area of their recruitment Our objections to 
this proposal also have been fully stated in our published letter of the 
5th October, 1891, to the Chief Commissioner of Assam But I would 
point out that Mr Quinton’s proposal is an entirely different one from 
that now before us, as it involved no interference with the execution of 
Act-contracts on a tea-garden It merely made Goalpara a recruiting district, 
but still allowed unregistered emigrants to execute local contracts under sections 
111 and 113 Besides, as we pointed out, Mr Quinton was not personally in 
favour of this proposal, he merely suggested it as a substitute for initial registra¬ 
tion in case the Government of India should determine to abolish the present 
Ohubri system We have, however, decided to maintain that system Later on, 
when 1 visited Assam at the end of 1891 ,1 found that the planters as a body 
were strongly opposed to any interference with the existmg arrangements at 
Dhubn, they entirely approved of the conclusion at which the Government of 
India had arrived inde^ndently They had then had full time to understand 
Mr Quinton’s alternative scheme, the effect of which they may not have fully 
understood when it was first put before them 

” Again, the mam object of Mr Quinton’s proposal was to compel unlicensed 
contractors and arkatu to take out licenses and thus to get them under proper 
control The present proposal, so far as I can see, does not profess to do any¬ 
thing to bring these people under control, and it appears to be hoped that some 
accident or other will bring about this result 

'* To return to the amendments —1 would ask if the proposal to restnct rems- 
tration to the area of the recruit's residence is at all fair or reasonably practicame ? 
I have already said something upon this topic The Act now contemplates that 
a recruit shall be registered lA tne actual area of recruitment Yet we know that 
this IS not, and cannot always be, done. It is hardly possible for a Registenng- 
officer, without neat delay in making inquiries, to decide whether an intending 
emigrant actually resides in his distnct or sub-dipsion. Tbe largest number m 
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labourers recruited under the Act are now rostered in Calcutta, but th^ do 
not live there, and many of them are doubtless brought there for the purpoM by 
arkatts and tithers. It would be a duect discouragement to emigration if we 
absolutely forbid the lustration of such persons and thus declare tiiem incom* 
petent to enter into Act>contracts A coolie from the North<Westem l^vinces 
or from Madras might spontaneously come to Calcutta^-or say that he had so 
come>-and offer himself for r^stration, I submit it would be unreasonable to 
refuse to register him 

" But, even if all this could be overcome, what provision does the amend¬ 
ment make to ensure that the work of registration shall be properly done ? That 
there shall be no delay or vexatious obstruction to the recruiter? That recruits 
shall actually be rostered in the area of their residence ? That false names and 
addresses and misoescnptions will not be given ? That false personation will not 
be resorted to, and that coolies will not be changed after lustration ? These are 
not mere captious objections. I have had to refer to them before. Rejiieated and 
exhaustive enquiries, and even the reports of officers who are in favour of initial 
r^stration, show that these evils are practically uiseparable from any system of 
registration 

" The difficulty of distinguishing ' resident ’ and ' non-resident' emigrants 
in the labour-distncts arises from tbe fact that there is not only a large and 
annually increasing domiciled immigrant population in the Pf’ovince, largely 
composed of persons of unsettled and migratory habits movmg about mm 
distnct to district, but in addition to them there are new emigrants going up 
every year in large numbers whose history it would be difficult to trace Tnere 
are also'old emigrantsbackwards and forwards between their homes and 
the Assam gardens The difficulty will naturally be increased when railway com¬ 
munication IS established and has led to more rapid traffic between Assam and 
other Provinces It is for those who propose the restriction of local contracts 
to residents of the labour-distnpts to show what is meant by the term ' resident,' 
and what stms should be taken to prevent unregistered non-residents from 
evading disability to contracts imposed on them The amendments proposed 
seem to leave this to accident It must be remembered, too, that under these 
amendments licensed recruiting will not be required, any unlicensed recruiter 
will be able to produce a recruit before a Registenng-officer 

“ All these matters must be foreseen and provide against in a manner which 
is not detrimental to emigration Unless such special provision is made, the 
scheme will certainly be retrograde, dilatory, vexatious and expensive, but I 
venture to submit that it will not be effectual in attaining its object, which I under¬ 
stand to be the prevention of abuses We cannot embark upon novel legislation 
merely m the hope that it will reform the system, and leave it to accident to 
bring about the desired result 

" It must be remembered that the proposal would entirely disturb the existing 
course of emigration throughout Assam Nearly all emigrants to the Assam 
Valley execute contracts at Dhubn without previous registration, nearly all 
emigrants to the Surma Valley go up to the gardens as free labourers, and a 
large number of them enter mto local contracts, 

" We cannot deal with this question with exclusive reference to Bengal— 
we have also to consider the effect of the proposal on other Provinces. I will 
first take Assam I see at once three awkward results In the first place, resi¬ 
dents of districts other than the labour-distncts will be incompetent to enter into 
a lalKMir-contract I understand that Garos, Nagas, Khasis and other hillmen work 
on the tea-gardens. Secondly, suppose that unr^;istered emigrants were taken 
up on a large scale and did not enter into local contracts uno^ the Act, they 
would still almost certainly be placed on some other kind of penal contract, 
onforceable under section 499 of the Penal Code or Act aIII of 1859, 
with the result that duriqg ther first few yeass in Assam, and until they had 
become ‘ residents,'—that is to say, at the very time when they most need it,— 
they would be deprived of the sanitaiy and other protection afforded by Govern¬ 
ment to Act-labourers Thirdly, how are we to distmguish between 'residents' 
apd'non-residents'of labour-distncts? At what penod after his amval in a 
iabour-disbnct would an emigrant become a ' resident ’? How could the Magis- 
irate or Inspector, or even tna employer, say whether any particular coolie «ias a 
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resident or a non-resident ? If he chose to r^resent himself as a resident, 
could* he afterwards turn round and get his contract cancelled by proving that he 
had made a folse statement ? What steps would be taken to prdVant unr^s- 
tered emigrants being placed under contracts as residents ? 

“ Let us next take the case of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh In 
1891 more than 10,000 emi^ants went from these provinces to Assam Seven 
thousand of them went as free labourers. An excellent system of family emigration 
has been established between these provinces and the Surma Valley gardens, and 
no abuses in recruitment are complained of in connection with it The Hon ble 
Mr Woodburn has just informed us that his province is perfectly satisfied with 
the present state of things These amendments woulo check, if they did not 
wholly stop, this most desirable description of free emigration, and the effect of 
the proposal would be the same in every other recruiting province No free 
emigrant could enter into a local contract, and no opemng would be left for the 
growth of the free emigration system 

“I submit then, again, as I did before, that, with or without initial registration, 
abuses in the recruiting system cannot be kept in check without vigorous and 
sustained executive precautions, while with such precautions initial regis-* 
tration is unnecessary. 1 have shown that such abuses have already been 
reduced within very narrow limits in Bengal by executive action, and that, 
as a supplement to executive action, we now have the Bengal Act, 1 of 
1889, wnich authorizes the Local Government to frame rules for the transit of 
unregistered emigrants The proper remedy, I venture to think, if anything more 
IS necessary, is to amend these rules, or, if legislative action is really required, to 
amend the Bengal Act itself That Act, or some similar enactment, might also 
he applied to any other recruiting province in which it may be required It will 
thus be possible to take whatever measures are required in any particular prov^ 
ince to check abuses without mterfering with free emigration 

“ I submit, then, in the first place, that abuses m recruitment are not now so 
serious or prevalent as to call for this retrograde step which is now proposed ; 
secondly, that initial registration in any form, but particularly in the form 
proposed in the amendments before the Council, is not a proper remedy for such 
abuses , and, thirdly, that there are other and better available remedies, if any are 
wanted 

For all these reasons I confidently ask the Council to accept the considered 
pohey of the Government of India in this respect and their decision not to revert 
to the antiquated system of initial registration.*’ 

The Hon’ble Mk. Buckingham said —“The Hon’ble Dr Rashbehaiy 
Ghose has introduced my name as favouring initial registration, and in answer I 
may state that Mr Gnmley docs refer to certain remarks written by me last year, 
and states that I supported his views with regard to mitial registration My 
remarks were enclosed with Mr Ward’s letter of the lath August, 1893 
What I said was that I should like to see the recruiting of all professional con¬ 
tractors and recruiters resident in Bengal brought under official control But I 
strongly object to enforcing initial registration or imposing other restrictions, m 
the case of unlicensed garden-sirdars or coolies or other persons sent down from 
the Assam tea-gardens for the purpose of recruiting outside the Act 

“ I also feel sure that all employers in the Assam Valley will strongly object 
to any change in the law which wiU prevent unregistered emigrants from enter¬ 
ing into labour-contracts at Dhubn as at present, and 1 have not the slightest 
doubt that employers in the Surma V'alley will be equally opposed to the pro¬ 
hibition of local contracts in the labour-distncts in the case of unregistered 
emigrants Other grave objections to initial registration are unnecessary delay, 
and various expenses in bringing the coolie into Court, again, the strong induce¬ 
ment that would be placed before sirdars and cooli6s to accept bribes and 
engage elsewhere, in met, every registry office will become a recruiting centre, 
where there would always be people waiting ready to waylay and entice away 
labourers recruited by others, lastly, the certainty that free emupration, pure 
and simple, which has made such rapid stndes m the Surma A^ley, would 
receive a death-blow '* 
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The Hon’ble Mri Stkvbns said I desire to explain that, though I sympa* 
thize heartily with the object of the Hon'ble Mover of the amendments, I am not 
inclined to vdte for them as they stand. The literature of this subject shews that 
purely free emigration to the nearer districts is growing and*has already attained 
considerable dimensions, and this most satisfactory form of emigration woufd 
be, I think, discouraged, if not suppressed altogether, if registration in the 
districts of original residence were msisted on in the case of persons adopting it 
I would interfere no more ti^n i would with emigration to the Duars 1 have 
studied the papers to the best of my ability, and luve listened to the remarks of 
Sir Philip Hutchins with the attention they deserve As 1 do not propose to vote 
for the amendments, I will not take up the time of the Council by discussing 
them in detail I mil merely say that 1 have not been able to discern that the 
objections to initial lustration, as it Used to be conducted, were mcapable of 
remedy, and, whatever defects Mr. Gnerson found m the registration of emigrants 
to the Colonies, as it was conducted, 1 have not heard that registration for the 
Colonies has as a consequence been deferred till the arrival of the emigrants m 
the Colonies themselves, or even till they are put on boardship And, as a 
matter of fact, registration is now required under Act 1 of 188 a m the case of 
coolies recruited by licensed recruiters, and even in the case of coolies recruited 
by garden-sirdars, under a system which is universally considered comparatively 
heaUhy What is the object of this registration, and why does it remain in the 
Act at all? What I desire is to require initial registration in the case of con¬ 
tractors' coolies recruited outside the Act, for it is these who appear to me to res 
quire special protection I confess that to devise a practical method of carrying 
out such registration requires more consideration than 1 have been able to give the 
subject, and 1 am not read^ to offer to the Council a matured scheme. But I am 
so convinced that it is desirable in the interest of the labourers that the present 
BiU should be passed that I should be sorry to see its enactment postponed even 
for this important question ” 

The Hon’ble Mr Fazulbhai Vishram said —" I have no desire to 
offer any lengthy remarks on this Bill, in fact, I shall be very brief considenng 
the hour aivl wKat has already been said, especially because I consider that, on 
the whole, it is framed in a very fair spirit and witn due regard to the interests 
teth of the planter and the labourer Almost everythmg that is necessary for 
the protection and well-being of the coolie has been provided for, and he is 
likely to be better off abroad than he can be at home I have no particular 
experience of the labourers who go to Assam, but I do know A little about those 
who proceed to the Mauntius, and they generally profit by migrating from India 
To a certain extent the Muhammadan pilgrims who yearly proceed from India to 
Arabia are cared for in a similar manner whilst travelling on board a steamer 
Of this 1 can speak from personal expenence, as our steamers often take pilgnms 
from Calcutta and Bombay to Jeddah, and we have under the Pil|;nms Act to 
provide for them doctors, hospitals, medicines, disinfectants, tea, sugar, and many 
other comforts to which 'ordinarily they are strangers The Hon’ble Mr 
Mackay must know more about it thm I do The Emigration Act seems to have 
been conceived in the same liberal spirit as the Pilgrims Act, and very properly 
so, but there is one point aboift it which I thought was lost sight of, and that is 
the initial registration in the distnct where coolies are recruited I may add that 
I had the advantage of conferring with certain gentlemen who are mote or less 
authorities from the points of view of planters as well as labourers, and I have now 
come to the conclusion that the absence of a system of mitul registration is likely 
to lead, and does lead, to malpractices on the part of recruiters T need not now go 
mto details abbut them They are borne out by some of the planters themselves, 
and It IS but right that some check should be provided against them I intended, 
therefore, to submit this morning certain amendments with this view, and may 
still do so if Dr. Ghose’s amendments (which reached me last night) do not meet 
the case 

” I was thmkmg of moving for a provision for the initial registration 
in sections 30, 31 and 33 of the Act, which really bear on the question 
of registration mthin the local area for ukteh the recruiter is licensed, and 
m my humble opinion it would be more convenient to alter this to the are& to 
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vhteh the labourer belongs^ than to insert the new section 7A and sub'Sections 
proposed by Dr. Chose 

" I should also like to have seen a provision made in the Bill far the a^mjnt- 
ment of a Protector bf Emigrants, the same as there is for a Protector of Pil^ms 
under the Pilgrims Act, W I am now not prepared to propose anything under 
this head . ' 

" On second thought, and after what has fallen from the Hon’ble Sir Philip 
Hutchins as regards the amendments in their presmt form, on further consi¬ 
deration 1 think I had, perhaps, better propose the amendments indicated hv me, 
if I may be permitted to do so I know the rules require three days’ notice, out it 
must be borne in mind that I received the Bill and the Select Committee’s 
report officially on Monday last, and by the time I could go through them 
it was Wednesday, that is, yesterday Hence there was no time to send in any 

formal amendments beforehand ” 

• 

The Hon’ble SiR Philip Hutchins said:—“I ask Your Excellencv’s 
permission to make just one remark on what has fallen from the Hon’ole 
Mr Stevens He said that he was not aware that colonial registration has been 
given up That is quite true, but the reason is that it is absolutely essential for 
emigrants proceeding to a foreim country Dhubn and the rest of Assam, includ¬ 
ing all the labour-districts with the local contracts executed therein, are under 
our own laws and the administration of our own officers, all that we require is 
that somewhere or other officers whom we can trust shall ascertam that 
the labourers know the nature of their engagements and enter into them 
voluntarily.” 

His Honour THB Lieutbnant-Guvbrnor said ” 1 am unwilling to say 
much upon a subject which has been discussed so long, and especially after the 
very full and closely-argued speech of my hon’ble fnend Sir Philip Hutchins, 
in whose statement of the case I wish to express my entire concurrence , but 1 
have been so much identified with this question of initial registration, and I 
may even say that the Government of India has laid so much weight on my 
opposition to It in their Despatch to the Secretary of State, that 1 do not think it 
would be right for me to give a silent vote on the subject 

"It seemed to me that in the speech of the Hon’ble Mover of the amendment 
there was a singular hiatus between the major and the minor of his premises His 
argument seemed to be that there were great and serious defects in the mode of 
conducting emigration and in regard to the offences of kidnapping and entice¬ 
ment , but in order to cure these defects and stop to these offences nis only pro- 
posal was to introduce this system of initial registration, which, as I have 
shewn to the best of my ability elsewhere, and as has been shewn to-day in the 
clear exposition of the matter given by Sir Phihp Hutchins, will not provide the 
required remedy And then, while calling this registration permissive, he 
proceeds, further on, to make it compulsory, by providing a penal clause the 
effect of which would be to the last degree disastrous to the condition of 
labourers throughout Assam by abolishing the possibihty of their executing 
local contracts unless they are sent up under re^tration from the country of 
recruitment. ^ 

"The evils connected with enticement and kidnapping are grave in them¬ 
selves, and were at one time very senous in Bengal, but Sir Steuart Bayley took 
active steps to put them down by appomting special officers and by strong adminis- 
tative measures, and I have lately been ame to report to the Government of Indut 
that to a veiy large extent these evils have been put a stop to That they ever 
will be entirely put a stop to no one, I thmk, can oxpoct, all we can do is to give 
every facility to those who desire to stop them The (jovernment of India, ui 
their letter to the Government of Bengal, took this view wheirthey wrote — 

' As the letter of the Bengal Government had only suggested remedies which were 
judged to be inexpedient and likely to prove inefficacious, .... His Excellency m 
Council was compelled to throw on Sir Charies Elliott the entire burden of devising appro- ^ 
pnate measures.' 

I* This was in the Despatch of May, 1893. I have not been neglectful 
of this burden and have since that time been largely occupied in the effort to

devise the measures vhich Your Excdlen^’s Government directed me to con¬ 
sider, and I have lately submitted to the Government of India in the Home 
Department a set of rules which will, if approved and earned out, effect to a very 
larne extent the exact result which the Hon’hle Mover desires to effect They 
will to a certain extent he within the law, and to a certain extent without the 
law. To some extent they are supported hy the Bengal Act, I of 1889, 
and to some extent they are instructions to executive officers, and I believe that 
they can be satisfactonly earned out If not, ae shall take measures to provide 
^1 legislative power, but I believe that the existing legislative power is sufficient 
If these rules are approved, we propose to keep a record of every person who 
passes through the free dep6ts, and so shall be able to effect the end of tracing 
those who leave their homes, which is the main object, I think, of my hon’bic 
friend’s amendment There will still remain the danger of personation, a hich cannot 

E ossibly be effectually dealt with by any legal or executive system of registftition 
ut the other evils and offences can be put down by active and constant supervision 
and by the readiness of the persons who suffer from these offences to complain and 
to get their wrongs righted Barring that one difficulty of personation, I believe 
we shall have effected what is necessary and sufiiaent to trace the free emigrants, 
to be able to ascertain their destination when their relatives wish to get them 
^ck, so that they can follow them up and either catch them on the road or 
redeem them if they choose to do so from the effects of the contract 1 believe 
that these rules will be a real remedy, and that the amendment of which my 
hon’ble fnend has given notice not only is not required in itself, but would be 
altogether ineffectual in putting down the abuses complained of ” 

The amendment was put and negatived. 

The following amendment by the Hon'ble Dr. Rashbbhary Ghose was 
then withdrawn — 

That after the new section 112A proposed to be added to the Act by 
section 1 a of the Bill, the following section shall be inserted, the present sec¬ 
tion iiaB being renumbered iiaC — 

" iiaB Nothing in section 111 or in section 112 shall be deemed to authorise any 
employer to enter into a Iabour<contract with any native of India who is not resident in a 
labour-district or who has not been registered under section yA " 

The Hon’ble Mr Buckingham moved that section 5 of the Bill as amend¬ 
ed by the Select Committee be omitted Also that in the new section proposed 
to be substituted for section iia of the said Act by the same section of the Bill, 
for the words " Notwithstanding the provisions of section 111, any employer may 
enter into a labour-contract with any native of India in a labour-district for any 
term not exceeding four years commencing from the date of the execution of the 
contract if he appears,” the words " Any employer desirous of entering into a 
labour-contract with any native of India in a labour-distnct may, instead of execut¬ 
ing such contract under section 111, appear ” be substituted He said —“ With 
Your Excellency’s permission 1 will take together these two amendments 
which stand in my name, as they relate practically to the same point, namely, 
whether the maximum term of the labourer’s contract should be allowed to stand 
at five years, as at present, or shpuld be reduced to four years 

” The Hon’ble Member in charge of the Bill has already explained to what 
an extent the condition of tea-estates has been enquired into of late years 
The Government of India have acknowledged, in published documents, the 
efforts made and expenditure incurred by persons interested in the tea-industiy, 
m promoting emigration to Assam, the benefits caused thereby both to Assam 
and to the provinces from which the emigrants come, the generally satisfactory 
condition of thd tea-labourers, and the creditable manner in which the labour- 
system has worked with rare exceptions so far as planters are concerned 

” But in spite of these admittedly favourable results it is now proposed to 
reduce the period of contract to four years, to prohibit contracts for periods 
0 exceeding one year without the intervention of a public officer, to extend 
inspection to natives of the actual labour district, to render more stringent, as 
agamst the employer, the provisions of the Act which enable the Government to 
erase gardens to Act-labour , to make the employer liable for the cost of repatri¬ 
ating persons wrongfully recruited, even though he may personally have b^n'ln 
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no way concerned with their recruitment, and to add to and strengthen the 
poweis of control which the executive authonties exercise over the employer 

But, although the present Bill is in these respects one-sided (the one or two 
points on which it amends the law in a direction favourable to the employer being 
of minor importance), I am prepared to accept it generally I am willing to agree 
to any powers being taken by Government which are considered necessary, or 
even desirable, for the protection of labourers and emigrants I therefore accept 
the main lines of the Bill, but I feel bound to take strong exception to the 
provisions of the Bill which reduce the period of the contract (under whatever 
section it IS entered into) below five years The changes on this point are likely 
to prove detrimental to the Tvorking of the labour-system, and, as far as I can 
make out, it has not been shown that there is any necessity for them or that they 
are likely to effect any useful practical result 

** The grounds on which the maximum contract period was raised from three 
to five years in 1882 are thus stated in the Report* of the Commission, which 
revised Act VII (B C ) of 1873 — 

‘ Wc have raised the maximum limit of time to five years, and provided for payment 
in accordance with the system of task work univerSfil in the labour-districts It has been 
thought essential to provide for a minimum rate of wages for a fully completed task, and 
for a higher minimum in the fourth and fifth years of service, to which it is proposed that 
the contract term may now be extended fhesc changes have been made in accordance 
with the almost unanimous demand of those interested in the tea-industry, and concurred in 
by both the Chief Commissioner of Assam ' (Sir Steuart Baylcy) ‘and the Lieutenant-Gov¬ 
ernor of Bengal' (Sir Ashley Eden) ' The argument in favour of the extension of the 
term is that it is only thus that the employer can be fairly recouped his preliminary outlay 
and risk in importing the labourer and maintaining him while he gets acclimatized and 
learns his work * 

‘*To develop this argument further I may explain that there are two distinct 
sets of reasons which make a five-year contract necessary to save the em« 
ployer from loss 

In the first place, for about the first two years or so of their residence in 
the labour-districts the coolies are not really useful They are getting accli¬ 
matized and learning their work Large expenditure has to be incurred on 
their health and well-being and on medical and hospital arrangements for them. 

It IS only during the latter half of their five-year contract that they become 
thoroughly acclimatized and efficient as workers I will quote an extract from 
paragraph g of the Chief Commissioner of Assam’s letter of 12th August, 1893, 
regarding the contractors’ coolies so largely imported into the Assam Valley 
Mr Ward wTites— 

‘In their first year after arrival on the garden they do little or no work, in the 
second }ear they are capable, pet haps, of performing, on the a\erage, half the work of 
an acclimatized coolie , 111 the third year they have settled down and do full work ' 

” It follows from this that in the first year the employer recovers little or 
nothing of his outlay from the value of the work done by the coolie, in the 
second year he recovers a little, but nothing like the proportion of the outlay 
which the one year bears to the whole period of the contract It is to the third 
and subsequent years that he must look for recouping himself the expenditure 
and risks incurred 

** Secondly, a short period of original contract unsettles the coolies and gives 
opportunities tor their enticement away to other gardens There are many em¬ 
ployers and others w'ho do not go to the expense of importing labourers from the 
recruiting districts into Assam, but are ready to draw away labourers imported 
by other employers (often by the offer of larger bonuses than areprdinanly given, 
but which they can afford to pay as they do not incur any expense in iniporting 
labour) The Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao, in his minute of dissent attached 
to the Select Committee’s Report,* writes that * if the coolies receive fair treat¬ 
ment, there is nothing to prevent the renewal of their contracts, and good em¬ 
ployers have nothing to fear even if the maximum duration be r^u^ to two ' 
years’ It is true that with a three-years’ contract good employers have not 
much to fear from good coolies, and we do not object u the coohes go away after

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performing their three*years' contract for the purpose of returning to their homes 
or setthng (]own to cultivation or trade in the labour-distncts, but we do object 
to their beii^ enticed away the moment their original contract has expired 
by employers who have not gone to the expense of importing labour If idl or 
most of our coolies were recruited by garden>sirdars, as in the Surma Valley, I 
should not object to a three-year limit of contract, for tUbugh we might not in all 
cases recover the cost of importation dunng the period of the original contract 
there would be some reasonable guarantee that the contract would ordinarily be 
renewed on its expiration Sirwi coolies ordinarily come up in families and 
settle down on the garden in a comparatively short time, and they arc of better 
physique and capacity for work than contractors’ coolies But, as the Chief 
Commissioner, Mr Ward, has pointed out so forcibly in paragraph 9 of his letter 
of August, 189a, a large projiortion of the coolies recruited for the Assam Valley 
are, and for a considerable time to come must be, obtained through contractors. 
Contractors' recruits are of inferior physique, often single men and women with¬ 
out family ties, and not unfrequently mdolent persons who could not, or would not, 
earn a livelihood for themselves in their own country A three-year contract is 
certainly insufficient for such persons to form ties in, and to become attached to 
the garden, and I submit that nothing less than five years is sufficient for this 

" Moreover, I fail to see that the circumstances have changed in any respect 
vnee 1883, when a five-year contract was found to be necessary The cost of 
importation and expenses of maintaining the coolie on the estate have certainly 
not become less, on the contrary, they have increased The late Chief Com¬ 
missioner of Assam, Mr Quinton,* was of opinion that all the reasons’ which 
led to the extension of the period of contract in 1883 still applied with equal 
force. The present Chief Commissioner is strongly in favourf of maintaining 
the maximum of five years, and it is admitted by all authorities that the nsk 
to the emigrant from sickness and death is chiefly confined to the first two or 
three years of his residence in Assam I haNe only been able to find two 
senous arguments in favour of reducing the term of the contract 

“ In the first place, it is said that it is desirable to restrict the scope of the 
penal contract system I admit that this is sound in theoiy no one would be 
more glad than employers of labourers if the conditions were such that the 
W'hole of the special labour law could be swept away But, as I have endea¬ 
voured to show, the time has not come when the system of contracts can be 
restricted without injury to the employer, and therefore ultimately to the labour- 
system and to emigration generally 1 think I am right in saying that five-year 
contracts are allowed in the case of emigration to the Colonies If so, I see no 
reason why such should not be allowed in the case of emigration to Assam 

" Secondly, it seems to be assumed that with a shorter maximum period of 
contract the profits of professional suppliers and recruiters of labour will be 
diminished, that the number of professional recruiters will therefore become 
less, that consequently abuses in recruitment will also become less frequent, 
and that the field will be left more open for the recruiting of garden-sirdars and 
other non-professional recruiters sent down from Assam to bring up coolies If 
there was any good reason to suppose that this would be the case, I should wel¬ 
come the change but I doubt if these results are likely to happen, and I see 
that the Chief Commissioner of Assam is inclined to share this doubt { It is 
stated in Mr Ward’s letter, 'the arkatt, the Chief Commissioner has been 
assured (and he sees no grounds for doubting the correctness of the statement 
made to him on this point), disposes of the coolies he has recruited at a vduation 
which IS in no way dependent on the term for which they may be willing to 
contract.’ 

“ It may be said that the cost of recruiting coolies has actually increased 
since 1883. This is true, and 1 also admit that ar/fa/tr and professional coiw 
tractors are (so far as the Assam Valley Districts are concerned) gaining ground 
on our garden-sirdars, but I do not see that it has been shown that the fixing of 
the maximum period of contract at five years has had anything to do with 
these results The fact is that employers everywhere (in Assam, as well as in

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the tea-gardens in Bengal,) require much more labour now than they did ten years 
ago, nc in Asi>am require every year at least double the number,of labourers 
that WL required ten years ago 

'* The competition for labourers having mcreased to such an extent, it is not 
unnatural that the profit^ of professional recruiters should have increased also, 

1 should like somethmg'more than mere conjecture before I can suppose that 
reducing the maximum term of contract to three years will effect a reform in the 
recruiting system I do not myself see how it can be so. We should still have 
to recruit through contractors, the recruiters and arkatts would still have the 
same work to do as they have at present, the competition for labourers woult^ 
not become less severe, and the contractors, I imagine, would be able to 
dispose of their recruits on the same terms as those which they now get 1 can 
say that most employers of labour agree with me in the view that the reduction 
of the contract will not have the effect of lowering the cost of importation or 
reducing the profits of professional recruiters That it will have this effect 
seems to be merely a conjecture on which I venture to think that it would be 
unsafe for the Legislature to act 

“ The Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao in his minute of dissent appended to the 
Select Committee’s report has set forth a new argument which I have never 
heard before He says that the only argument advanced during the discussions 
of the Select Committee in favour of the longer period of contract assumes that 
in a large number of cases labourers are only too ready to unfetter themselves 
of their contracts by paying large and (to them) ruinous sums for their release 
' Such an assumption,’ he adds, ‘ if true, is a sad commentary on the lot of the 
labourers on tea plantations,' and he suggests that the supposed frequency with 
which contracts are redeemed throws an unfavourable side-light on the con* 
ditions of coolie life on tea-gardens 1 think I shall be able to satisfy my 
hon’ble friend that his remarks under this head were written under more 
than one misapprehension 1 have already shown, on the authority of the 
Chief Commissioner of Assam, the fallacy of supposing that a coolie imported 
at a cost of (say) R90 for three years would, as the Hon’ble Member sup¬ 
poses, work off K30 of the initial cost in each year of his contract In the first 
year he would probably work off very little, taking into consideration the 
expenditure which would have to be incurred on him, in the second year he 
certainly would not work off a third of the costs, in the third and subsequent 
years his work would be of the average value Moreover, the risk arising from 
the deaths and desertions of a certain proportion of new immigrants (specially of 
contractors’ coolies) has to be taken into consideration I do not know how far 
It IS permissible to refer here to what occurred during the discussions of the 
Select Committee, but. as the Hon’ble Member has done so in his minute, I will, 
with the permission of His Excellency the President, say a few words on the sub¬ 
ject I do not remember that any such argument regarding the redemption of 
contracts as that referred to bv the Hon’blc Member was brought forward at the 
meetings of the Select Committee. I certainly did not bring it forward, and b^d 
I understood that any other member of the Select Committee had done so, I 
should at once have stated my opinion that the likelihood of a three-year con¬ 
tract being redeemed on the terms laid down in section 142 of the Act in no way 
affects the decision as to the maximum duration of the contract, and may be 
altogether disregarded in considering it The grounds on which, as I under¬ 
stand, the Select Committee decided to recommend a maximum of fpur 
years mere that section 142 of the Act fixes the value of the coolie’s work to the 
employer at R i a month in the first year, R3 a month in the second year, and 
R5 a month in each subsequent year, and that the total value of a coolie’s work 
for three years thus ascertained, namely, R108, is not in all cases sufficient to 
cover the cost of importation As a matter of fact, contracts are hardly ever 
redeemed. The number of contracts redeemed in each year are set forth in the 
return appended to the Annual Immigration Reports* I find from Mr 
Quinton’s Special Report t and subsequent Annual Reports that 37 contracts 
were redeemed in 1886, 40 in 1887, 36 in 1888, 19 in 1889, 17 m 1890

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and 6 in 1891 * Dunng 1891 there was a daily average stre’ngth of 
more thjin 108,000 Act labourers in Assam. Of these an average strength of 
between 6,000 and 7,000 were under contracts for one year only,t which they 
could have redeemed under section 14a 6f the Act by paying a sum of Ria 
only—a sum in many cases not more than the bonus paid to a labourer for en¬ 
tering into a one-year contract Moreover, there wWe at least another 7,000 ^ 
coolies under contracts for two years, which they could have redeemed by pay. 
ing R48 only. Yet only six coolies redeemed their contracts throughout the 
province in the whole year. I think my hon’ble fnend wdl now admit that 
(so far as these figures go) the ‘ side-hght thus thrown on the conditions of 
coolie life on the tea-gardens ’ is highly favourable The grounds on which I 
oppose the reduction of the contract period below five years are, first, that there 
IS no guarantee that the work of the coolie will in less than that time enable the 
employer to recover the initial expenses of importing labourers and the continu¬ 
ing expenses and nsk of maintaining them, while they are getting acclimatized 
and learning their work, secondly, that, with the stamp of persons sent up 
to the Assam Valley gardens there will be a risk of the employer incumng 
senous losses owing to the three years’ limit or even the four years' limit being 
insufficient to attach the coolies to the garden so as to ensure them against 
being enticed away to other estates (especially by persons who do not them¬ 
selves import labour), and that any such general enticement will lead to the 
demoralization of labour in Assam, and, thirdly, that the reasons for proposing a 
reduction are not of a practical nature and assume that certain results will 
happen, as to which there is no certainty or reasonable basis for forming any 
opimon, whether they will actually happen or not 

“ Redempiton of Contracts-^Seetum 34 cf the Bill Section 143 ^ the Act, 

" If the Council accepts my proposal to retain the maximum contract penod 
at five years, section 142 of the Act will stand as it is at present I have, how¬ 
ever, no objection to its being declared that no coolie shall be required to pay 
more than K150 for redeeming any contract, and I propose that a proviso to this 
effect should be added to section 14a in order to meet objections such as those 
raised in the minute of dissent of the Hon’ble Mr Chentsal Rao.§ 

"Reduction of term of Garden-contracts to one year—Section 13 of the Bill. 

Section III (f the Act ^ 

“ Much of what I have said in moving my first amendment applies also to 
my second, that section 111 of the Act should be allowed to stand as at present, 
that is to say, that employer and labourer should be permitted to enter into con¬ 
tracts for the maximum period allowed by the Act without the intervention of a 
public officer I may say that I think that this change (prohibiting garden-con¬ 
tracts for more than one year) is quite as open to objection, or more so, than the 
reduction of the maximum term of contract to four years I have failed to dis¬ 
cover any reason for it, except, again, the theoretical one that it is desirable to 
restrict the present contract system 

“ Since 1882, employers and labourers have been able to enter into local con¬ 
tracts for any period up to five years, whether direct on the garden or in the pre¬ 
sence of the Inspector or Magistrate I will not take up the time of the Council 
by going into arguments to show that it is necessary that the local contract sys¬ 
tem should be retained. The Government of India, in their published Despatch of 
October, 1891, have decided || that it is necessary to maintain it in the interests 
of the administration, and 1 have already said enough to show that in my opinion

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It IS still required as a safeguard against evils arising from the systematic entice* 
ment of labour 1 think 1 am right in saying that a similar opinion has*fQDm time 
to time been expressed by vanous Chief Commissioners of Assam, including His 
Honour the present Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, an extract from whose remarks, 
said to have been written in 1865, and quoted in one of the published letters of the 
Government of India,* 1 will take the liberty of reading In my humble opinion it 
represents exactly the state of things now prevailing in the Assam Valley. His 
Honour wrote— 

' As to the tca-cbslie, the protection he gets, the excellent cottage he lives in, the 
good water-supply, the fairly cheap food, and the fairly reasonable wage he gets, are the 
quid fro quo granted in return for the penal clauses which compel him to carry ont his 
part of the contract He would not get the one without the other, and he would certainly 
be worse off if he had to part with both 1 he alternative would be a migratory class of 
labourers whom no one would go to much expense in hutting and providing for, because 
he could not be sure of retaining their labour, who would be constantly shifting from one 
place to another under the influence of enticement and bribery , who would have to build 
their own houses and would build them of poor materials on unhealthy spots, who would 
be entitled to no medical care when ill, and would have no opportunity of making coiA> 
plaints or getting grievances redressed such as they have now, when the Inspector’s 
uflicial visit takes place Such a state of things would be good neither for their morale 
nor for their bodily welfare, but such a state of things would necessarily anse as long as 
population IS scarce and the labourer of great value to the planter, if the law did not inter¬ 
vene to give permanence and solidity to the mutual relations of planter and labourer ’ 

" The proposal to modify the system of local contracts seems to have come 
from the Government of India f It was first proposed absolutely to prohibit 
contracts being entered into for more than one year with time-expired emigrants 
who have served out their original contracts, and with local coolies, natives of 
Assam, and emigrants who have become domiciled in the labour-distncts. We 
arc glad to see that the proposal in this form has been dropped It would have 
been in practice a most vexatious and unworkable restriction and would not have 
been to the interest either of employers or of the labourers who, when they renew 
their contracts for periods longer than one year, do so with the desve to obtain a 
larger initial bonus, but I submit that the present proposal to prohibit local con¬ 
tracts fur more than on year, except when entered into in the presence of a 
Government officer, is also open to objection, and that no necessity has been 
shown to exist for it 

“ On the Assam Valley side the change will chiefly affect contracts entered 
into with time-expired and local coolies, for very few new coolies are brought 
up to the garden without being already under a contract executed cither at 
Dhubri or in the recruiting districts Now, what is the necessity for limiting the 
term of a direct contract executed with time-expired and local coolies to one 
year? Both Mr Quinton and Mr Ward have distinctly expressed their opinion 
that such coolies are well able to look after themselves in making contracts , and 
this opinion seems to have been accepted by the Government of India in Sir 
E Buck’s letter of 5th October, 1891 | One or two cases may have occurred 
in the last few years in which contracts may have been obtamed by undue preso* 
sure, but I think it will be admitted that planters have shown little sympathy 
with the employer at fault m such cases Section 111 of the Act, however 
which provides that the labourer must appear before the Inspector on his next 
visit to the garden to have his contract verified, is, I submit, a sufficient check 
for such cases, and w'e are told that the system of inspection and verification is 
going to be much strengthened It has not been alleged that the results of 
verifications have hitherto been unsatisfactory, or have shown that these contracts 
are, to any extent calling for action, exacted by undue pressure 

" I believe that very few contracts are taken in Sylhet and Cachar under the 
Act from local and time-expired coolies , and that the majority of such con¬ 
tracts are entered into with new emigrants It IS obvious that, in any case ri 
which an employer pays the expense of bringing an emigrant to the garden, he 
cannot be content with a one-year contract All new coolies whom it is pro-

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posed to place under the Act will therefore have to be produced before an In* 
spector or Magistrate Now I do not contend that a new emigrant Is in as 
good a position to make his own terms m entering into a contract as time-expired 
and local coolies, but I would point out that Sylhet and Cachar are distncts 
comparatively near Bengal, the circumstances of which are well known to the 
emigrating classes, and to which free emigrants go in large numbers The 
Health Act enables the Government to watch these emigrants in the course of 
their journey, and the more stringent powers as to inspection, verification and 
repatriation, which the Bill now before us gives to the Magistrate and Inspector, 
will be a sufficient safeguard for allowing the practice of direct contracts, which 
has bepn earned on for these ten years, to continue 

“ 1 submit, therefore, that the change is wholly unnecessary I am, more* 
over, doubtful if it will have the desired result The intention seems to be that 
employers should ordinanly content themselves with a one-year local contract 
If this really happens, the use of Act contracts will certainly be restneted. But 
if, on the other hand, provisional contracts are taken for one year, and then the 
labourers (as opportunity offers) are taken before the Inspector or Magistrate 
and placed under contracts for longer periods, I do not see how the change wiA 
lead to the disuse of the Act I do not say that this will happen, but it is a prob* 
able result 

" I am not sure if it has been realized how much trouble and inconvenience 
will be caused to the employers and labourers as well as to the officers them¬ 
selves if any considerable numbers of labourers are produced before the Inspector 
or Magistrate for the execution of their contracts Many gardens are at a long 
distance from head-quarters Communications are difficult in Assam, especially 
in certain seasons} and the journey may have to be made at unhealthy times of 
the year The employer will be put to additional expense in keeping up an 
establishment to send in with coolies, and the coolies themselves may lose their 
wages for two or three or more days, besides undergoing much discomfort. 
Moreover, the Magistrate or Inspector (there may be only one such officer at 
a sub-division) is, I believe, required to be on tour for not less than 120 days in 
the year, and the employer has no means of knowing where he may be at any 
particular time The journey may ha>e to be made two or three times before 
he can be found Even when he is at head-quarters, he is engaged in other 
work, and there must be some delay in attesting the contracts of batches of 
labourers Meanwhile the labourers will be kept hanging about the cutcherry and 
will be liable (especially if they are new coolies) to be tampered with by un¬ 
scrupulous persons and exposed to the bribery and enticement of other employers 
and their crimps The alternative of putting the labourer under a provisional 
contract for one year, and then taking advantage of the Inspector’s visits to the 
garden or neighbourhood to execute contracts with them for longer periods will 
also cause trouble and inconvenience, and possible expense in stamp and re¬ 
gistration fees, owing to the renewal of contracts before the former ones have 
expired, and the cancelment of existing contracts at irregular and uncertain 
intervals I also ask Hon'ble Members to consider whether such ignorant 
people as coolies in this country would not become suspicious and distrustful 
U they were asked to renew their contracts in this manner at short notice Again, 
employers in Sylhet and Cachar will not be able to follow this alternative course 
with new emigrants imported at their expense, as the coolie will probably con¬ 
sider that the one-year's provisional contract is his original contract, and demand 
a bonus (according to the usual practice) before consenting to a renewal 

“ Another serious objection is that the change may be taken as an indication 
that the Government distrusts employers I do not for a moment think myself 
that this IS the case, and I admit that any such idea would be inconsistent with 
what the (jovemment of India have said m published documents But this may, 
and probably will, be the view in which the change will be regarded, especially 
by the coolies and any such impression among them will certainly not promote 
the good relations of employers and labourers 

For these reasons I submit that the proposed change in section 111 is open 
to serious objection, and that garden-contracts between employer and labourer 
should be permitted up to the maximum allowed by the Act ” 

With the permission of His Excellency the President the Hon’ble 
Mr Stbvbns moved that in the paragraph proposed to be substituted for the 
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* penultimate paragraph of section 9 of Act I of 1883 by section 5 of the Bill, for 
the word " four ” the word “ three ” be substituted, and the last thirty-six words 
omitted, as it was found convenient that this amendment should be cofisidered 
simultaneously with the amendments proposed by Mr Buckingham He said — 
"With Ycur Excellency’s permission I will move the amendments of 
which 1 have given notice . In doing so 1 have to represent that I am 
introducing no novel suggestion of my own, but am seeking to restore a 
provision which is universally approved in the recruiting districts, and which 
after very mature consideration has commended itself to Your Lordship’s Gov- 
emmvnt and to the Secretary of State, but which has been modified by a narrow, 
and (as 1 venture to think) somewhat hesitating, majority of the Select Com¬ 
mittee One reason alone has been brought forward in the report, and that is 
that the majority are not satisfied that a three-years’ term is sufficient to recoup 
the employer the expenses incurred in importing the labourer and main t ainin g 
him during the period of his acclimatization in the labour-districts But this is 
not a new consideration , it has been brought forward again and again, and 1 had 
hoped that it had been finally rejected 

" It IS admitted that it does not apply to Sylhet and Cachar, and I think I 
may justly assume that it has as little application to the nearer districts of Assam 
I may say by the way that to the Tarai and Duars Districts emigration is 
entirely free, and there are no special penal contracts whatever Only in the 
more remote and less desirable and healthy tracts in the Brahmaputra Valley 
do the planters appear to need a longer term than three years And I regret to 
find that my hon’ble friend Mr Buckingham is not content even mth the 
four years’ term which the Bill as amended by the Select Committee would give, 
but takes strong exception to any reduction from the maximum term of five years 
allowed by the existing law, and now seeks to retain that law I acknowl^ge 
and regret that I have no personal experience of the labour-distncts, but I have 
served for a considerable period in the recruiting districts, and wish to be under¬ 
stood as bringing forward the arguments which occur to me as looking at the 
subject from the point of view of those districts 

" The most powerful advocacy of the views of the tea-planters is to be found 
in the report from the Chief Commissioner of Assam dated the 12th August 
last 1 o the arguments contained in this letter the Indian Tea Associ^ion 
admit their inability to make any addition With Your Excellency’s permis¬ 
sion, I therefore propose to address myself to them I do so with great diffidence 
having regard to Mr Ward’s great experience and local knowledge, and I 
regret that my remarks may have the appearance of a somewhat invidious 
criticism, but this is scarcely avoidable since the report is put forward 
as containing the adopted exposition of the views of the planters of Upper 
Assam 

' I he real point for determination' (Mr Ward says) ‘is whether any valid ground 
has been made for reversing a decision arnved at after full consideration bef«»o the 
passing of the present Act ' 

“It has never, so far as I am aware, been suggested by anyone that the 
existing law should be in any respect final It has been generally recognised 
that to bind a labourer for a long period by a penal contract with strong m^ures 
of procedure for its enforcement is an evil, only justifiable on account of necessity 
or at least of some greater good to the labourer himself The policy of Your 
Excellency’s Government, which has received the approval of the Secretary of 
State, IS to direct all amendments of Act I of 1882 to facilitating the disuse or 
abolition of the system of penal contracts on which that law is based On every 
occasion, therefore, on which the law is before this Council for amendment those 
who support the present system must expect to have to justify every material 
part of It And 1 venture to assert that circumstances have greatly changed 
since 1883 Those who do not admit this, if there be any, forget that the 
Government is doing all it can to improve communications, for the express 
purpose of conveying labourers cheaply and expeditiously to Assam. And they 
also forget a most important and unforeseen effect of Act I of 188a itself ^ 

“ One main object of that Act was to encourage the growth of a system of 
really free emigration, whether at the expense of the coolie or assist^ by the 
employer, and to discourage the contractor system, which was belieyed to be 
one of the main causes of the delay, difficulty and expense connected with emi- 
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gration to Assam. The very strong and able Commission, nhich was a^ipointed 
by the Government of Bengal to consider the whole subject and to indicate the 
necessary fegislation, gave utterance to the following opinions — 

' We have no doubt whatever that most of the abases attendant upon the engage* 
ment of natives of India for emigration purposes have been attnbutable to the operations 
of professional contractors and recruiters, and we believe that the only way to put inter* 
provincial emigration on a sound and natural basis, and at the same time to dimmish the 
cost of procuring labour, is to sever all connection between girdcn-sirdars and contrac* 
tors’ depAts, and to give the widest scope to the working of the sirdan system , providing 
at the same time, in the employer’s interests, for the effective control of the sirdars when 
engaged on recruiting duty The fiction that the gvden sirdar is sent back to induce 
only his own immediate relatives to return to the garden where he has prospered must be 
given up He must be recognized as a recruiter, but as a recruiter directly commissioned 
by the emplo>er himself, with personal knowledge of a labourer's life, and of whom bis 
employer has personal knowledge He should not be allowed to degenerate into a pro* 
fessional crimp, and his certificate should, therefore, run only for a limited period, and be 
renewable only with the consent of the Magistrate of the labour-district We should have 
been glad to see the contractor and his recruiters abolished altogether But, apart from 
the injury to individuals, which the summary closing of an industry would certainly inflict. 
It IS probable that there are some gardens which are not yet in a position to employ 
sirdari recruiters, and must for the present depend upon professional assistance in pro¬ 
curing labour ’ 

"The Bengal Government supported the Commission’s recommendations, and 
anticipated that tne coolies sent or going to labour-distncts to contract there 
would go chiefly to the nearer districts of the Assam Valley and Cachar and 
Sylhet, while the garden-sirdan system would be suitable for Upper Assam and 
for occasional gardens in other places In discussing the Bill in Council more 
than one Member hailed the measure as likely to have the effect of leaving the 
emigration of coolies less and less in the hands of professional recruiters and 
contractors, and of bringing the employer and the employed into earlier and 
more immediate contact 

" After the Act was passed it was observed in a Resolution of Your Excel¬ 
lency’s predecessor in Council that— 

' it IS not expedient that the operation of contractors in the recruitinj distnets shou’d 
be at once ^reed from all control, and it is not intended that the system of local agency 
(which may be paid agency) should be utilised to introduce a new class of contractors who 
would work on the recruiting distncts outside the provisions of the law ’ 

" But contrary to these anticipations and intentions a new system of profes¬ 
sional recruiting outside the Act has grown up, and has not only seriously inter¬ 
fered with the sirdan system which the Government and the Legislature of the day 
desired to foster, but has almost destroyed the old contractor-system which has 
been hampered by the restrictions imposed by the law Its methods and proce¬ 
dure in recruiting simulate those of the legal system, but the legal safeguards and 
restraints arc wanting, and to this source are traced most of the abuses which 
now exist in the recruitment of labourers It is only just to say that the planters 
themselves (as reported by the late Mr Quinton in his special report) are fully 
alive to the abuses which have arisen from unregulated recruiting and are 
willing to do all m their power to assist Government to suppress them It is 
evident, therefore, that the Act requires to be reconsidered, and that this new and 
objectionable form of recruiting should be especially discouraged 

" The system depends entirely for its existence on one circumstance, vts , 
that a labourer delivered at the garden is under present conditions worth a certain 
sum in cash, which varies accorduig to his nationality and healthiness This 
amount is largely in excess of the actual cost of recruiting the labourer and 
transporting him to the garden 1 hane no means of ascertaining precisely how 
much the labourer generally receives as an inducement to emigrate, but believe 
that the arkatt obtains at Ranchi about Rs. 40 per head This is, therefore, the 
extreme limit of what can be given to the coolie As a fact, it is unlikely that 
he e\er obtains anything near this sum 

" I have examined a number of cases in which recruiters in Lohardugga have 
prosecuted under the Penal Code men whom they alleged to have taken 
advances and not proceeded on their journey, or to have absconded on th» way 
In two instances the amount advanced is said to have been Rs 30, and in all 
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the rest Rs 10 or less If from Rs 10 to Rs 20 be taken as the expense of the 
journey, we find that the actual amount received by the coolie does pot exceed 
from Rs 30 to Rs 50 The garden-sirdar actually delivers his cdolies for 
from Rs. 40 to Rs 70 Yet the planter has to pay Rs 100 to Rs 120 per 
head to thi contractor, and I was informed lately that even so much as Rs 15a 
has been paid for the best procurable labourer 

" The fact that a planter is able to pay down such a sum as the price of the 
coolic IS attributable solely to the penal contract which is made under the Act 
The Chief Commissioner, in bis report of August last, writes thus — 

‘ Fhi assumption that ariatu charge more for five year than for three-year coolics, 
Mr Ward has been informf d by eve^y planter he has met, is also incorrect Tlie arkatt, 
the ( hi( f C omniissionrr has been assured (and he secs no ground for doubting the correct¬ 
ness of the statements mide to him on this point), disposes of the coolies he has recruited 
at a \alu ition which is in no way dependent on the term for which they may be willing 
to coiitnct ’ 

“ Mr Quinton, on the contrary, says in his special report on the working of 
the Act that a higher fee is paid as commission for the recruitment of a coolie 
who contracts for fi\c years than for one who contracts for three years, and that it 
IS therefore to the contractor’s interest to induce the recruit to agree to the max¬ 
imum term Mr Ward’s assertion must be of course accepted that, so far as his 
information goes, no higher price is paid in one case than in the other, but an 
evident reason for the fact, where it is a fact, is that the proportion of three-year 
contracts made at Dhubri by immigrants into Assam is so very small that it is some¬ 
times not worthwhile to distinguish betw'een the prices m particular instances, 
and an all-round price is arranged But it seems to me impossible to believe that, 
if the three-year limit were now adopted, the price of coalics would not go down 
If, instead of hve years, a ten-years’ limit were permitted, or (to take the extreme 
case) if a contract could be made for life, it is incredible that the immediate and 
present value of the contraeting coolie, bound as he is by a strict penal law, would 
not be much higher than it is even now And, if, instead of three years, the term 
were reduied to one, it would be out of the question that the planter should be 
able to give a large bonus in addition to the bare eost of a present to the labourer 
and the expense of transporting him to the garden I cannot, therefore, concur 
with Mr Ward m thinking this consideration of no importance On the con¬ 
trary, it appears to me to go to the root of the whole question 

" In addressing the Chief Commissioner, Your Excellency’s Government 
brought forward the argument that it is not known how many of the desertions 
and how much possibly of the mortality may be due to a feeling of despair engen¬ 
dered m the coolie who has contracted for the longer time, this is regarded as 
scarcely calling for serious consideration The argument is necessarily indefinite 
and the extent of its applicability unknown, but practical experience has shown that 
this very thing has happened elsewhere And, until the contrary is proved in 
any particular case, it is a safe rule to assume that human emotions are very much 
thg same, and that a coolie from Chota Nagpore is not exempt from the depressing 
influences which affect others under similar conditions 

" ‘ The arkati coolie ’ (says a manager of experience quoted in the special 
report,) ‘is a perfect stranger among strangers.’ ‘ Absence of family life in the 
garden ’ (writes Mr, Quinton) ‘ follows from the system of recruitment adopted, and 
IS one to which the Chief Commissioner attaches great importance.’ Now, when 
such a coolie finds himself under such conditions in a remote and unhealthy spot, 
with his fellow labourers undergoing the process of acclimatization around him, it 
seems nght to assume that his feelings will be those of any ordinary human being, 
and that the thought that he is bound under pain of imprisonment to stay and 
work out his full term of five years may well depress him and predispose him to 
sickness However this may be, the desertions are facts, and the heavy mortality 
and sickness are facts, and of such we hear comparatively little in the case of 
the perfectly free emigrants to the Tarai and the Ouars. 

" It IS considered hy the Chief Commissioner that there is no ground 
or the statement that in the Brahmaputra Valley healthy gardens do not want 
fiNe-) car contracts. In the sense that healthy and accessible gardens as wdl 
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as unhealthy and remote gardens would like to have five-year contract*", 
this IS probably correct, but the needs of gardens of the two classes are 
certainly*nbt the same, and there appears to be no reason why the nearer tracts 
of Assam should not be on the same footing as Sylhet and Cachar Through¬ 
out the discussions on this subject the differences have been acknowledged 

“ It comes then to this, that, if a longer term thah three years is to be allowed, 
it IS for the purpose of furnishing labour to the more distant and less healthy and 
desirable tracts The Chief Commissioner thinks it right (to use his own words) 
to give the Brahmaputra Valley planter ‘ something mure for the cost he ineurs, 
the inferior article he has to put up with, and the consequent risks he ruhs m 
losing by death or desertion the coolies he has paid for, or in having his garden 
declared hy the Government to be unfit for the particular class of coolies that 
he imports * But the cost which the planter incurs is greatly enhanced by the 
nature of the agency which he employs, and which is in a great measure 
forced upon him since it has risen up under the favourable conditions of the 
present law It seems eminently unfair to recover this from the coolie And I 
cannot see the justice of providing that an ' inferior article ’ recruit for a garden 
in which he is scarcely fit to work should be made to reimburse the importer for 
his own chances of sickness or death, and even for the risk which the e mployer runs 
of having his garden closed through the mortality among the ‘ inferior articles ’ 
whom that employer has to put up with' Further, the sirdari coolie who has 
been imported at a cost of Rs 50 is to be bound for the same period as the con¬ 
tractor’s coolie for whom double the amount has been paid, and the strong and 
healthy ‘first class jungly’ (as 1 believe he is technically called) from Chota 
Nagpore has to make good the same amount as the feebler and more hazardous 
recruit from the North-West or Bchar I But he is in a worse position, since the 
Commissioner’s report shows that more of these ‘ inferior articles ’ for whose 
defects especially the planters must be compensated are now being recruited, 
and that they often decline to contract for more than three years Consequently 
It IS for the strong Chota Nagpore recruit to make up by his labour-contract for 
five years, whichlie is too stupid to object to, for the unhealthiness and w eakness 
of the Behar or North-W'est coolie who is sharp enough to refuse to contract for 
more than three years 

“ Under section 143 of the Act, as it stands now in force, 3 coolie recruited 
for five years who may repent of his bargain cannot obtain his release for less than 
Rs 228 This IS double the present cost of an ordinary contractor’s coolie, and four 
times the cost of a sirdari coolie If the fourth and fifth year wxre taken off, 
the amount would still be Rs 108, or approximately the whole cost of obtaining an 
ordinary contractor's coolie And this seems to me to be quite as much as e\eii a 
contractor’s coolie could be expected to make gopd, it is far more than should 
be paid in money or in labour by a sirdari coohe 

" I cannot indeed think it equitable that, when the employer is even more 
anxious to obtain the labourer than the labourer to find the employer, the whole 
expense of bringing them together should fall on the labourer The whole ques¬ 
tion seems to me to come to this the planter is able to spend a certain sum for 
labour, it IS to his interest as well as to that of the labourer that as much as 
possible of this should go into*the hands of the person who actually works, and 
that a large fund should not be created out of it to be coveted and fought for 
by a horde of unscrupulous arkatts. If the market-value of the coolie in cash is 
reduced, the amount available for the cost of recruiting him must be reduced also, 
the competition among the recruiting agents will become less acute, and in all 
probabilHy the smaller men will betake themselves to other trades On the 
other hand, whatever the planter can give will go to the labourer, and will tend 
to improve his condition and make him more contented. I believe that the limit 
of three years will go far to produce these results 

“ In reference to section la of the Bill 1 have merely to say that, whatever 
justification there may be for giving a longer limit than three years in the case of a 
labourer when originally imported, there appears to be none for doing so m the case 
of one who makes a fresh one in the labour-district. The employer has not to 
reimburse himself for any expense of importation, and a three-years’ contract 
appears to be quite enough to permit of any bonus which the coolie is likely to 
require 
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** Ii\ conclusion 1 need hardly disavow the slightest desire to hamper the 
planter in the collection and transport of labourers On the contrary, I entirely 
believe in the humanity and enlightened self-interest of the great body of the plant* 
i*rs, I lully recognize the enormous importance of the industry, and 1 regard it as 
the duty of the Legislature to facilitate in eveiy reasonable and justifiable way the 
meeting of employer and labourer on free and equitable terms, and the transfer 
to comfort and plenty of those who obtain but a scanty and precarious li\clihood 
in their own poor and over-populated districts ’’ 

The Hon’ble Sir Griffith Evans said that he had not intended to offer any 
remarks on this question, as he had not been a member of the Select Committee 
and had been too busy to study the details of the measure He had listened atten¬ 
tively to the speech of the Hon*blc Mr Stevens Mr Stevens admitted the great 
desirability of getting men who were living in the congested districts out of those 
districts to the valley of the Brahmaputra, where they would find plenty of food 
and good wages, but it was doubtful whether he had realised how great the boon 
was to the labourers in those overcrowded districts to have their passages facili¬ 
tated from a land of perpetual hunger and scanty pay to a land of plenty, w'here 
hunger need never be known and where the wages were good enough to allow 
them to save money Had he kept this before his eyes he would hardly have in¬ 
dulged in so much sentiment as to separation from family ties Still less would he 
hav e suggested that a coolic who could easily stand expatriation for three years 
would be likely to sicken and die of despair at the thought that he would not see 
Ins native village for five years instead of three. 1 his was hardly an argument 
to place before a practical body of men many of whom were emigrants 
themselves for a much longer period than five years He should himself be 
inclined, after listening to the discussion which had taken place, to agree with 
the view that a four-years’ term would probably be best* It seemed to him that 
«i considerable step had been taken in cutting the period down from five to four 
years, and that it should not be further reduced 

TheHon’ble Dr Rashbehary Ghose said that, with regard to the pro¬ 
posal that the maximum period ought to be limited to three years, he would 
beg to point out, in addition to the reasons given by the Hon’ble Mr Stevens, 
that the provisions of section 492 of the Indian Penal Code—a section which 
made breaches of contract in certain cases penal—could only be brought into 
play when the term of the labour-contract did not exceed three years, and in 
rt ducing the period of five years to thnee they would bring the Inland Labour Law 
into line with the provisions of the Penal Code 

The Hon’ble SlR PHILIP HuTClllNS said —"I have not much to add to 
what I said before with regard to the amendments to lengthen or reduce the 
period for which labourers may be permitted to engage The exact period 
must be to some extent a matter of opinion and estimate, but, on the whole, I 
am still 111 favour of the four-years’ term, as a maximum as most equitable to 
all parties 

Sir Griffith Evans has, I think, correctly explained what Mr Ward meant 
in regard to the feehng-of-despair theory, and Mr Stevens seems to have 
somewhat misapprehended him This theory or objection originated with my¬ 
self I do not think I have found any one who regarded it as entitled to any 
weight, and 1 must confess that I now consider that the view taken by Mr 
Ward and Sir Griffith Evans is sounder and more practical 

“ It IS of course optional with the coolie whether he will engage for the 
maximum term, and in this connection I may here state that 1 failed to mention 
one of the reasons which induced me to agree to Mr Mackay’s proposal to 
substitute four years for three in the Bill Formerly nearly all Dhubri contracts, 
ind very few executed elsewhere, were for five years But during the last two 
) cars, about twenty per cent of the Dhubn engagements have been for three 
years only There is, therefore, no longer reason to doubt that the immigrants 
not only have, but exercise, an option 

" On the other hand, I do not altogether agree with Mr Buckingham that the 
cost of a coolie is absolutely independent of the length of his engagement Very 
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possibly the contractor makes no enquiry of any particular man what term he 

IS prepared to serve, but conducts his business on a rough averiige principle_so 

many will«g& for three years, so many for five, and so on But, if the maximum 
term is reduced, the average will also fall, and I think the cost should fall too 
“ It has been urged that the so-called ‘price* of a coolie at Dhubri is not (so to 
speak) a consideration moving from the coolie hhiu>elf, but I submit that the 
expenses of his ]ourne>, as well as reasonable agency charges, may properly be 
taken into account A sirdari labourer costs very ncarl) as much as one sup- 
•plied by a contractor, and it was recognised in 1882 that the emplovcr should 
nave some reasonable return for all expenses incurred by him, or on /ns behalf, in 
bnnging up labourers The system which has sprung up is a great private 
emigration agency, over which we maintain such control as seems essential to 
prevert abuses, but with which we interfere otherwise as littk as possible 

“ The reasons why we thought it necessary to continue to allow penal con¬ 
tracts by old immigrants or natives of the labour-districts have bccn fully 
stated in our Despatch of October, 1891. Briefly stated, they arc— 

that such contracts arc necessary as the qmd pro quo for decent lodging, 
protection and general amenities on which we insist, 
that they are necessary to prevent enticement and desertion just when 
labour is most needed, 

that tl\e alternative would be engagements under Act XIII of 1859, which 
gives the labourer no compensating advantages, 
that there is great difficulty in distinguishing between old and new 
labourers, and, lastly, 

that It IS a manifest advantage to keep all classes of labour under one 
u iiform law 

“ There IS no reason whatever to doubt that the old hands and local labourers 
take care to exact a bonus or other full consideration before executing a contract 
A large proportion of these contracts are for one or two years only, but if they 
wish to settle down for longer there is no reason why we should prevent them 
1 hey will certainly not do so w'lthout a proportionately larger bonus I should 
have been quite prepared to cut down these contracts by local labourers and re¬ 
engagements of old labourers to three years, if it had been possible to distinguish 
them But, I have said, they are fully competent to look after themselves, and 
section 112 has to cover all local contracts, including those made at Dhubri or else¬ 
where on first arrival The advantages of a uniform law are so obvious that 1 
strongly deprecate any attempt to draw distinctions 

“ On the other hand, the Government of India have thought it wise to limit to 
one year the term for which an agreement may be made otherwise than in the 
presence of a responsible officer It is not that wt think that improper pressure 
IS really exerted, except perhaps in very rare eftses, but sonic people certainly 
believe that it is c mployed, and it cannot be denied that opportunities for using 
pressure do exist Officers will assuredly take more care about contracts 
actually entered into before them than about mere verification There is a 
widespread apprehension, however unfounded it may be, that verification is apt 
to degenerate into the simple issue—' did you sign, aye or no ? ’ *’ 

His Honour the LiEUTENANT-Governor said —“ I confess that I saw 
with some regret that the Select Committee had agreed to this compromise and 
had raised the term from three years to four years Writing on behalf of the 
Government of Bengal, 1 expressed my complete acquiescence in the reduction 
to three years For many years I have held that view and I still think it desirable, 
but I recognise that the matter is one on which there is a great deal to be said 
on both sides, and I attach the greatest weight to the fact ihat the Assam Ad¬ 
ministration has opposed any reduction of the period 1 do not think it 
desirable to press the Bengal view as represented by the Hon’ble Mr Stevens 
and myself on behalf of the recruiting districts, against the view of the Assam 
Administration and the tea-planters, as representing the I ibour-distncts 

" Another argument had great weight with me, and I mention it particularly 
because though 1 do not suppose I am more difficult to convince than most 
people, still I think that it seldom happens to us to come down to Council 
and have our views changed in the course of a debate It certainly was the 
opinion of the Government of Bengal m 1890 that the enhancement 'bf the 
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contraqt period had decidedly increased the competition among the arkatxs for 
coolies, and so lately as February last Mr Grimley, the Commissioner of Chota 
Nagpore, wrote that— * • 

' 1 entirely approve of the propobal to reduce the term of the contract from five to 
three years, as it will have a tendency to reduce the chance of malpractices The longer 
the term of the contract, the ^higher the price set on his head, the keener the competition 
fur him among arkatts, and the greater the chance of abuses ’ 

“ This certainly was my impression, and it was borne out by what I was told 
when 1 travelled in Chota Nagpore in July and November last, and it was alscf 
shared by the Hon'ble Mr Stevens But from what my hon'ble fnend Mr 
Burkingham has said there appears to be great doubt as to whether that im¬ 
pression is based on any sound basis At any rate he has put forward a " vera 
cama, ” a cause which is probably true, and is sufficient, if true, to produce the 
results w'e see, when he asserts that it was not to the increase of the period 
but to the increase of competition for coolies, due to the demand for a larger 
amount of labour, that the increase in cost is attributable I certainly think this 
may act ount for the facts and that the argument I relied on has not the same 
weight which I thought it had 

" With regard to section 112, the case against the four-year period is stronger. 
The view of the Seleet Committee that the period of three years is not sufficient 
to recoup the employer for expenses incurred does not at all apply to the case of 
the local labourer whose period was to have been reduced to three and is now raised 
to four years, and I have even more reluctance to accede to that alteration in the 
original Bill than to the first one But, on the other hand, my hon’ble friend Sir 
Philip Hutchins has argued that it is very desirable to make the law uniform, f 
have agreed, for the reasons already stated, that for the Dhubri contracts the four- 
year period is the right one, and unless you alter the law the result will be that 
you will require a different section for the Dhubn contracts and for the local 
residents of the district, as it would be impossible to say in the same section 
that m the one case there should be a maximum of four years and in the 
other that there should not be such a maximum It would be a difficult 
matter to effect such an alteration m the draft of the Bill at the present moment 
and I am therefore prepared to accept the Bill as it stands amended by the Select 
Committee , but I hope it will not be for very long The time will come w'hen 
the Council and Your Excellency will feel justified in reducing the penod from 
four to three years, and by gentle steps of that kind w'e shall gradually reach that 
object, which, we all aim at, of abolishing the anomalous conditions under which 
labour exists in Assam and by introducing free labour and free emigration from 
Bengal and the North-West ’* 


The Hon’ble SiR ALEXANDER Mil IFR said —“ When this point was first 
considered by the Select Committee there was a very distinct majonty m favour 
of maintaining the word ‘ three ’ as it was found in the draft Bill. That, speaking 
for myself, was only altered to ‘ four ’ on what I understood to be a bargain on the 
part of the two gentlemen—the only two—of the Select Committee w'howere 
anxious to maintain the longer period, that the concession of three to four would 
be accept! d as setting the question as far as it could be settled, and thereupon 
the word ‘four’ was put into the draft Bill by my casting vote—a vote which I 
would not have given had I supposed that the question would be afterwards 
treated as open It appears to me that the only justification for these labourers 
being under a penal contract at all is that it is to their interest that they should 
be brought up to the labour-distnct, that they cannot bnng themselves up 
there as they have not the means, and it is not worth the while of the employers 
to bring them there unless th^ have the hold over them which is given by a 
penal contract of this kind The question therefore to my mind, when you coipe 
to consider the time, is, what is such a length of time as will fairly compensate 
the employer for his initial expense and give him such a margin of profit as wdl 
make it worth his while to bripg the labourer up to Assam ? Now, I confess that 
in the calculations which we made in the Select Committee on the subject I was 
more or less misled by the terms of section 142 of the Act I am now satisfied 
more especially when I have the Hon’ble Mr Buckingham’s evidence that sirdati 
cooliek arc better than contractors’ coolies, and that you can get sirdari 
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up to Dhubn for not more than Rs 75, and then taking the estimate of section 
143 as a faif estimate of what a man’s labour was worth, I found that throe 
years amoiihts to Rs 108, and 1 think that, if you give a man labour for this amount 
from labourers who one with another do not cost him more than Rs 75, the 
margin between the two is quite sufficient to make \jt worth his while to run the 
risk of loss by death or desertion Any extension*of the period of the penal 
contract seems to me calculated only to increase the prohts of the contractor, at 
the expense of both labourer and employer Therefore, if my hon’ble friend Mr 
Stevens presses his amendment to substitute the word ' three ’ for ‘ four ’ 1 
shall vote for it 

“ On the other question I cannot see that there is any hardship whatever to 
an empbyer if he is obliged, in case he desires that a labourer should enter into 
a fresh contract with him, to bring him before an officer who w'lll see that the 
contract is a fair one, and that the labourer has received a fair conseration for 
entenng into this penal contract, and I was myself anxious that a clause should 
be put into the Bill providing that it should be part of the duty of the Inspector 
to see that the labourer had received adequate consideration for entering into 
the renewed contract The majonty of the Select Committi e, however, thought 
that sections 111 and 11 a as altered sufficiently safeguarded his interests I 
cannot see any justification for allowing a man to put himself under a contract by 
which he is exposed to sudden arrest and imprisonment for six months without 
at least giving him security of this kind 

Then the provision in section 111 which now proposes to allow an employer 
to enter into a labour-contract for a term not exceeding one year is under the 
peculiar circumstances of the case a useful one, because it might be extremely 
difficult for the employer to bring all these labourers up to the central station 
and put them under new contracts, and therefore some opportunity must be 
given to the employer to keep those men with him for a reasonable time until 
the contracts can be renewed He can always arrange for a \isit of the Gov¬ 
ernment officer within the year for the purpose of renewing these contracts, and 
they can then be renewed for three or four years according to the terms of 
the Act 

*' I quite agree that under the circumstances of this Bill it is impossible to 
put one term for the original contract and another for the local contract The 
Hon’ble Mr Buckingham says that wh^n a man is engaged only for a year 
he will of course before consenting to a renewal ask for a further bonus. So 
far from considering that an objection, 1 think it is rather an argument in 
favour of the proposal, because I do not think any one ought to be allowed to 
enter into such a contract without getting, in some form, a handsome bonus, 
and consequently 1 do not think that there would be any hardship in it.” 

The Hon’ble Mr Buckingham’s amendment was then put and negatived 

The Hon’ble Mr Stevens’ amendment was also put and negatived. 

The following amendments were also put and negatived — « 

The amendment of the Hon’ble Mr Buckingham that in the new section 
proposed to be substituted for section in of Act 1 of 1882 by sec¬ 
tion 13 of the Bill the words “for any term,not exceeding one year 
commencing from the date of the execution of the contract” be 
omitted. 

The amendment of the Hon'ble Mr BuCKtNGHAM that in the new section 
proposed to be substituted for section 113 of the said Act by the same 
section of the Bill, for the words “ Notwithstanding the provisions 
of section in, any employer may enter into a labour-contract with 
any native of India in a labour-district for any term not exceeding 
four years commencing from^he date of the execution of the contract, 
if he appears,” the words “ Any employer desirous of entering into 
a labour-contract with any native of India in a labour-district may, 
instead of executing such contract under section 111, appea^” be 
substituted. 
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The amei.dincnt of the Hon’ble Mr Buckingham that for section 34 
of the Bill the following be substituted, namely — , 

*' 24 To the last paragraph of sertion 142 of the said Act tht following shall be 
added, nimely — 

' Provided that,the amount pa) able by a labourer to redeem the labour-con¬ 
tract shall in no case exceed one hundred and fifty rupees ’ ” 

The amendment of the Hon'ble Mr. Stevens that, in the section pro¬ 
posed to be substituted for section 112 of the said Act by section 12 
of the Bill, for the word “ four ” the word “ three " be substituted 
The amendment of the Hon’ble Mr Stkvens that in section 24 of the 
Bill, for the words “ third and fourth years ” the words “ third year ” be 
substituted 

The Hon’ble SiR PllILIP HuTCUlNS then mo\ed that the Bill, as amended, 
be passed 

The Motion was put and agreed to 

The Council adjourned to Thursday, the 30th March, 1893, His Excellency 
THE President remarking that the discussion of the Financial Statement 
would take place on that day

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 a.m. on 
Saturday, Mareh 18th, 1893. 

Another week o{ unsettled weather is shown by the Daily Weather Reports 
of the period under review From Sunday until Wednesday the unsettl^ 
conditions were mainly confined to North-East India and to the east of the 
Peninsula, where showers of rain, thunderstorms with ram and hail, and high winds 
were experienced, but on Thursday the i6th the weather improved in North-East 
India and the Peninsula, and became disturbed in North-West India A well 
marltpH depression crossed the Sind frontier on the morning of the i6th, and 
advanced into the centre of North-West India during the 17th and 18th, and 
showery unsettled conditions were reported from the North-West Himalayas 
and their neighbourhood. 

On the 1 3 th, the barometer was changing by small amounts. Readings 
were highest over the north and east of the Punjab, the east of Rajputana, and 
the west of the North-Western Provinces, while they were lowest in the south of 
the Bay. Pressure was generally higher than usual The general direction of 
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the wihd Mas between north east and south-east The force was fresh in 
several places Scattered showers of ram were reported from North and West 
Bengal, the North-West and Central Provinces, and from some stations m the 
North-West Himalayas, in the Peninsula and m Lower Burma Chanda re¬ 
ceived 2 42 inches and B&hraich 102 inches, but elsewhere the amounts were 
moderate or small The chart of the 13th showed that pressure was still chang¬ 
ing slowly, and the general conditions had changed very little during the previous 
24 hours The winds were somewhat more variable than on the preceding day, 
but the general directions continued between south-east and north-east. Showers 
had been fairly general over Lower Bengal and Onssa, and widely scattered 
showers wire reported from the North-Western Provinces, the Central Provinces, 
the Peninsula, and Lower Burma On the 14th, the most important change was 
the appearance of a large shallow area of low pressure over the North-West 
Frontier In other respects little change had occurred pressure remaining higHest 
over Eastern Rajputana, Central India and part of the Central Provinces, and 
lowest off the West Coast and over the south of the Peninsula Westerly and 
south-westerly winds were blowing down the Gangetic plain and north-westerly 
winds along the north-west coasts of the Bay. Easterly winds prevailed over 
the Peninsula arid the central parts of the country. Rain was reported from a 
large part of North-East India and from the east, centre and south of the 
Peninsula. In the east and centre of the Peninsula, a large track of country 
received about 2 inches of ram during rather severe thunderstorms On the 
15th the barometer Mas falling generally The low pressure area over the north¬ 
west frontier was still shown there, and readings were at the same time low off 
the West Coast and over Lower Burma. The mnds were shifting round again 
to oast up the Gangetic plain and had turned to south on the Madras coast. 
Elsewhere the directions displayed much irregularity. Rain continued to fall 
generally over the south-east and centre of the Peninsula, and scattered showers 
were reported from parts of North-East India Heavy ram was reported from 
Madura, and moderate rain from the Madras coast On the loth, pressure was still 
falling. The decrease had been bnsk to rapid over Sind and Baluchistan, and 
a well defined depression lay near Jacobabad Readings were high over Assam 
and over the centre of the Peninsula. Winds were cyclonic over North-West 
India, south-easterly over parts of the Peninsula, and variable elsewhere The 
rainfall was generally light and very widely scattered, but at Cochin 3*48 inches 
and at Moulmein 1 11 inches had been received. By the morning of the 17th ^ 
tRe depression had reached North-East Rajputana, the centre being near 
Bikanir In consequence while the barometer continued to fall generally 
throughout the Indian region, there had been a bnsk recovery over Sind 
Cyclonic winds continued over North-West India, south-easterly winds over 
the Peninsula, and variable winds elsewhere. The force was fresh to strong over 
a large part of North-West India. Moderate rain had fallen over the north and 
east of the Punjab, and light showers over Burma, Assam, and the south of the 
Peninsula The chart of the i8th showed that the depression had filled up, and 
that pressure was generally uniform The winds were vanable. A few light 
scattered showers of ram were reported 

7>»{/era/»re—Conditions have been somewhat less abnormal than they 
have been for some weeks past, though they have continued to show large 
varations from the average The mean temperature of the whole of India for 
the whole week has been 2° 9 lower than usual The following table shows the 
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variations of the mean temperature from the normal on each day of the \Veek for 
t he pnnc\pal provinces of India —•

From the above it will be seen that a gradual slight decrease in the amount 
of the abnormal coolness occurred during the week, the amount of variation 
ranging from 4° i on the 12th to only 0° 7 on the i8th The provincial varia¬ 
tions show that, in Sind and Rajputana the mean temperature of the neek was 
a tnfle above the normal, but that in all the other provinces there was a dciiciency 
which ranged from only 0° 3 in Burma to as much as 8° 5 in the Central Provinc¬ 
es and Berar 

Ham —The rainfall table, at the close of the summary, shows that ram has 
again been very widespread and in nyiny parts of the country exceptionally 
heavy for the time of year In Tenasserim, Arakan, the Konkan, Guzerat, 
Kathiawar and Rajputana (West) there was absolutely no rain during the week 
under review, and in the North-Western Provinces (East, Central and West), 
Oudh (South) Khandesh, Sind, Rajputkna (East) and Central India West), 
the average actual rainfall of the division for the week was less than one-tenth 
of an inch, but in all the other rainfall divisions effective and in many cases 
heavy ram has fallen The average actual rainfall was generally heaviest over 
the east of tho peninsula, where it varied from about i 15 inches to 1*90 inches, 
but m South Central Madras and also m Assam (Surma), the actual average 
fall also exceeded one inch No less than thirty-four of the rainfall divisions had 
an excess of ram during the week, the amount of excess being as much as i *70 
inches m Madras (South) i t6 inches, m the East Coast (South) i 13 inches, 
in the East Coast (Central and North), and i 05 inches m Madras (South- 
Central) The regions which received deficient rainfall included the following 
divisions Tenasserim, Arakan, East Bengal, Assam, Oudh (South) the North* 
Western Provinces (West and Submontane), the Punjab (South, and Hill 
distnets), Kathiawar, Sind and Rajputana but except in Assam the variations 
of these divisions from the normal were small and the deficiency unimportant 
In Assam (Surma) the deficiency nearly equalled i inch 

The three concluding columns of the table show that the total rainfall for 
the period February 26th to March i8th has been somewhat deficient m parts 
of North-West and North-East, and more or less excessive m all other parts 
of India In several divisions in the south and centre, the excess ha^ been 
extraordinarily large

Weekly Report on the state of the Season and Prospects of 

the Crops. 

Madras. — For ■meek ending 2Sth March —Showers in parts of the Circars, 
Southern Districts, and Nilgiris, and a few scattered falls elsewhere Improve* 
ment previously reported continues. Sowings of summer crops in Southern 
Districts extensive, and standing cotton there and in the Central Districts much 
improved, but recent rain has done some harm to cotton in the Deccan and in 
Circars. Cultivation on West Coast commencing, elsewhere mostly confined to 
land under wells and a few large irngation works Pasture and drinking water 
available, and fodder generally sufficient Condition of cattle improving where 
previously poor. Prices falling generally, but fall as yet very slight. 

Bombay. — For -meek ending 2gth Slight ram in parts of two 

districts Standing crops damaged by ram, blight, rust, or rats in parts of five 
districts , otherwise good Reaping of late crops nearly completed in four and 
progressing in nine districts Preparations for next season continue in ten and 
cotton picking is in progress in nine districts. Prices steady. Agricultural stock 
good Fodder sufficienU 

Bengal.— -/br meek ending 2sth March —The rainfall during the week 
has again been rather largely in excess of the normal There »as hail also in 
some districts Some further injury was caused to the standing rabt crops and 
the mango and mahua blossoms. The rail harvest, however, approaches com¬ 
pletion m some distncts The collection of opium is nearly finished and weigh- 
ment will shortly begin , the outturn is expected to be satisfactory Prospects 
of spring rice are favourable Indigo has suffered from a severe hailstorm in 
Saran, necessitating re-sowing, elsewhere indigo sowings are commg up well 
Ploughing IS in full swing, and in some districts autumn rice and jute are being 
sown No marked change in prices of common rice Cattle art generally 
reportcd*well, and fodder aud water supplies are plentiful

Punjab.— /br ■meek ending 2gth March —Ram has fallen in six districts 
Sowings of extra spring crops going on and ploughing for autumn crops com* 
menced Prospects are generally reported good The crops are now ripening 
and more rain would be injurious The standing crops in parts of three districts 
are reported to have been damaged by ram and hail. Condition of cattle is 
generally reported good Fodder is said to be sufficient in all distncts except 
Rawalpindi Poppy crops flourishing Prices high m Lahore, nsing m Amntsar

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 am on 

Saturday, May 20th, 1893 


During llie week under review ihe most imporUnt feature of the weather 
has been the extension northward over the Bay and Burma of monsoon winds 
and the ippearancc of monsoon weather on the Malab ir Coast I his extension 
of the monsoon has been at eompanied with general inoder.ito lainfill over 
Burma, and with scallored ram over the west and south of the Pt mnsul i At the 
same time the re his been a t onsidcrablc inert ase of heat over Northern India, 
where the mean tempt rature has considerabl) excet ded the average, ind the 
day tempcratuies have been very high Haidly any ram his fillin over the 
central and northern parts of the country, except on Monday, when dust and 
thunder storms occasioned scattered showeis 

The chart of the 14th showed that pressine was high over Ceylon, w'hile 
three shallow low pressurt areas existed—one over the western desert, a 
second over the central parts of the country, and a third over Central 
Burma Pressure was higher than usual almost everywhere The excess 
was greatest 111 the north, .ind pressure was more uniform than usual 
The winds varied a good deal iiu direction, and light si ittcrcd showers 
due to dust and thundi r storms were rcporli d from different parts of the i oiintry 
On Monday, the 15th, pressure had men ased briskly m the north-west, and 
the shallow^ depression o/er the western desert had disappeired, but otherwise 
the general distribution was unchanged The winds riunaincd viry variable 
Showers, almost everywhere of very small amount, hid oecnried over the 
Punjfib, the North-Western Himalayas, Burmi, and the south of the Penmsiila 
On Fuesda), the 61I1, the barometer was falling everywhere, the chinge being 
rapid 111 the extreme north-west Pressure was high on the W(‘st Coast of the 
Peninsula and ov^er thi south of thi Bay, and low' over Northern and Central 
India and Central Burma, but the pressure differeniis continued smaller than 
is ordinarily the case at this season Strong north-v\esterly and north north¬ 
westerly winds prevailed o\er thi Bombi) Pn sidcne), and north-westerly winds 
were appearing in the Punjab and the Gangetie plain, but elsewhere the direc¬

a more normal eondition Northerly and iiorth-vvesli riy wands prevailed over

The abov’^e table shows that a marked rise of ti mpi nature has occurred 
during the w^eck over Northirn India and a markid fall over Burma The 
mean tempirature of the whole of India for the week was o9®bilow the 
normal average, and it was only on the 19th and 20th that the general tempera¬ 
ture of the whole Indian region equalled the normal On all the preceding 
days the heat was Ii ss than usual, the abiionral di pression ranging froifl 2 c? 
on the 14th to04® on the i8th The provincial variations show that in Bengal 
the mean temperature of thi week was i 9° higher than usual, but that in all 
the other Provintcs the abnormal depression of temperature, which has prevailed 
for so long, has continued 


Raiu has been somew'hat less general in this than in the preceding week, 
eight divisions reporting absoiotely no rain, and sixteen more reporting an 
average actual fall for the division of less than one-tenth of an inch In the 
remaining twenty-six divisions effective rainfall has been received, the actual 
average tall per division ranging from 6 48 inches in Tenassenm to o 11 inches 
m Bcrar Ihe rainfall in Burma and parts of Bengal as well as probably that 
in the south-west of the Peninsula was of monsoon origin, while that recorded 
in other parts of the Indian region was due to local dust and thunder storms 
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As these storms were fewer and less intense than was the case in the last few 
preceding \(eeks, the general rainfall of those parts of India outside the influence 
of the monsoon currents was proportionately lighter, and m most divisions the 
average fall did not amount to one quarter of an inch Within the regions 
affected by the monsoon currents the amount of rcfin received varied a good 
deal Thus the division of Fenassenm, which wms most within the current, 
recorded an average of 6 48 inches, Central Burma of 2 7s inches, Mysore (?f 
2 09 inches, and Lower Burma, Upper Burma, Arakan, Malabar, M idras (South 
Central), Coorg, and the Bombay Deccin of over one inch 

The third column of the concluding table shows that only in Fcnassi run. Cen¬ 
tral Burma, Punjab (West), Madris (South Central), Mysore, the Korikan, the 
Bombay Deccan, Khandeisli, the Central Provinces (Westi, bind, and Rajputana 
(West) was the average actual rainfall of the week in excess of the normal average 
fall, and only in Icnasserim, C(‘ntral Burma, Mysore, and the Detcan was this 
excess at all large In all parts of India, except the ten divisions noticed 
above, ihe riinfall of the week was in defect, but in the case of most of the 
divisions the dchcicncy w^as small In Assam and North Bengal, howevc^r, and 
also in Lower Burma, rainfall was abnormally light, thus tlu Lower Burma 
division ri i eived i 68 inthc s iiistc ad of 3 31 inches, the Surma division o 56 inch 
instead of 15 09 inches, the Brahmaputra division o 04 inch instead of 2 74 me hes, 
and North Bengal o 66 inch instead of i 79 inch 

The three (oncludmg i olumiis of the tabic show that for the period Feb¬ 
ruary 26th to May 20th the average actual rainfall has been heavier than usual 
over by far the greater pirt of the country In Arakan, both the Assam divi¬ 
sions, Guzerat, Kathiawar, and Sind the rainfall has been defei ti\c, wdiilc in 
Deltaic Bengal ind the Punjab (South, Hills, and North W’est) the total 
amount received has been about normal In all the olhc'r divisions the total 
rainfall has be en in exc css 

As stated above, the dust and thunder storms of the week under review were 
feebler than in the preceding week, and hence there were very few instances of 
their occisionmg hc*avy falls of rain Most of the hiM\y falls given below were 
attributable to the incursion of the monsoon cm rent

and the outturn of work has consequently bicn a little less than in 1890-91 
That of the Fort st Surveys is, on the other hand, considerably larger than last 
year mainly owing to the rapidity of the 4-inch scale operations in Madura and 
Coimbatore 

4 The establishment engaged on (adastral surveys has been particularly 
strong during the year under report, and both the outturn of work (6,598 square 
miles in all) and the reduction which his been effotted in its cost are creditable 
to the Department The extensive operations in Orissa have been carried out at 
an expenditure of Rs 22 less per square mile than last year, and a considerable 
reduction in the rates has taken place in Upper Burma In GarhwAl the cost has 
been reduced from Rs 283 to Rs 183 per square mile 

5 The Government of India notice with satisfaction the efficient manner 
in which during the year the Survey Department has co-operated with the Pro¬ 
vincial Revenue authorities in the conduct of cadastral surveys As indicated in 
the Government Resolutions on the survey reports of previous years, the gradual 
reforms which have been recently introduced, and which require, on the one 
hand, the more effective utilization of local agency in the construction of field 
maps, and, on the other, the employment of survey subordinates for the com« 
pilation of many of the registers comprised in the record«of-rights, hswe n^ces- 
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sitatcd intimate and cordial relations between the Survey and Provincial officers. 
These have now been everywhere established The amalgamation of the survey 
and revenue departments has, indeed, during the last year reached its fullest 
development in the appointment of Lieutenant-Colonel Sandeman as Director of 
the Bengal Surveys under the administrative orders of the Government of Bengal, 
and credit is due both to that officer and to Colonel Thiiillicr for the part which 
they have taken in the satisfac tory arrangements which have been secured for 
the progress of survey operations in that Province The instruitions in the 
Rf solution of last year on the suhjec t of person il tours have at the same time been 
zealously earned out in other Proviiues by I icutc nant-Coloni 1 C Strahan, the 
Deputy Surveyor (ji neral dire etly responsible for the superiiiU ndence of revenue 
surveys, with the result that none of the difficulties which arose occasionally 
in previous years through w int of a (oinplete understanding between the Reve¬ 
nue and Survey offiiiils have occurred during tho year under report 

6 1 he only survey connLCid with the divdopmcnt of mining industries 
has been that of the detachment in Mergiii and M ihwun, whu h has under con¬ 
siderable difficulties proceeded wuth a topognaphieal survey of the tin and coal 
bearing regions in that neighbourhood

graphie pri sscs and machines was in 1878-79, 233,989, m 1888-89, 466,082 , and 
in 1891-92, 756,068 these figures serve to show the increase, due in part to the

2 Bengal Ndgpur ratliaay. —On the 10th August, 1892, the engine and si\ 
vehicles of a down mail train were derailed at mileage 67 j* from Katni, owing 
to a small bank having been w ished away by heavy r tin Three passengers 
were killed and two passengers and a railway servant injured There was also 
considerable damage to rolling stock. 

3 Rajputana-Malwa railway —On the 26th July, 189a, a brake-van of a 
down goods train was derailed whilst shunting at the Bhdliiida station A rail¬ 
way servant was slightly injured 

4. North Western railway—On the 16th August, 1892, the engine of an 
up mail tram feH into the Pulkoo Nullah between Wazirabad and Kathdla, 
owing to the line having been breached A fireman was drowned 

S Eastern Bengal state railway—On the 3rd September, 1892, an up 
goods tram ran over *a bull at mile 17 on the Raita extension, wh ch led to the 
tram being derailed The line was unfenced and the engine was not fitted with 
a cow-catcher. The guard and the driver were injured. 

6. Great Indian Peninsula railway —On the aist September, 1892, the rear 
brake and a third class carriage of an up mixed tram were derailed while 
shunting at Bhusdval. The guard was slightly injured 

7 Madras railway —On the 8th September, 1892, the engine of an extra 
goods tr am was derailed at Jaldrpet, owing to the tram having been turned into 
a dead siding Two railway servants were injured. The pointsman, who was at 
fault, was prosecuted and sentenced to eighteen months’ rigorous imprison¬ 
ment.

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 a.m on 

Saturday, May 13th’*1893 

Unsettled weather has prevailed over a large part of the Indian region 
during the week under review During the whole week pressure has been low 
relatively to surrounding regions over the Punjab and the western desert 
From this region on most days of the week there has extended south eastward 
as far as the coast of the JSay of Bengal an arm of relatively low pressure 
To the northward of this arm, te ^ in Assam, North Bengal, and along the line 
of the Himalayas, pressure was high , hence the pressure gradient was favour¬ 
able to south-easterly and easterly winds, and the air from the Bay of Bengal 
advanced north-westward along the north side of the Gangctic plain as far as 
the Punjab This current brought up much moisture, and numerous thunder¬ 
showers occurred over the regions traversed by it Over the Peninsula con¬ 
ditions were less abnormal Gradients were moderate and the wind from north¬ 
west and west Thunderstorms were, however, more numerous than usual, and 
the rainfall both heavier and more extensive than is ordinarily the case 
Owing largely to this general and on the whole heavy rainfall, the temperature has 
been unusually low, the mean temperature for the whole of India for the whole 
week being 3 0° below the average 

The chart of the 7th showed a large shallow low pressure area over North- 
Western India, and a second over Western Bengal, tlu east of the Central 
Provinces, and the south of the Gangetic plain, while readings were highest in 
Tenasserim The wind was southerly and south-westerly over the Bay, south¬ 
easterly to easterly over Bengal and the Gangetic plain, and generally 
westerly elsewhere The force was strong over a large part of the country 
There had been hardly anj rain over the Peninsula or the central parts of the 
country, but in Burma, Assam, Bengal, and the Gangetic plain the fall had 
been fairly general In South-West Bengal the amounts were largish On 
the 8th pressure remained lowest over the Punjab, and from this low pressure • 
area a narrow band of low readings extended east-south-casLw.ird as far as the 
Circars Coast Pressure was high off the West Coast of the Peninsula, over 
the south of the Bay, and over North-Eastern India, and gradients over the Gan¬ 
getic plain and over Guzerat and Sind were rather steep The winds had become 
more easterly in Bengal, but elsewhere the directions were similar to those 
reported on the previous day Ram had fallen over Burma, Assam, Bengal, 
the North-West and Central Provinces, and the south of the Peninsula as well 
as at several stations on the North-Western Himalayas The amounts were 
again rather large over Bengal. Ihe chart of the glh showed a largish 
depression over the south of the Punjab and north of Rajputana, and steep 
gradients over the north of the Punjab between the depression and the 
Hills. On the other hand, pressure had become much more uniform over 
the Peninsula, the central parts of the country, and Bengal The winds 
were easterly all along the line of the Himalayas, westerly and north-westerly 
over Western India, and variable elsewhere Scattered thundershowers had 
occurred in all provinces, except Burma, Bombay, and Smd, but the afnounts 
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were gehenilly small On the 10th the distribution of pressure was abnor¬ 
mal, rtailings being \ery much more uniform than is ordinarily the case 
in the beginning of May 1 he winds were very variable in direcUon, though 
there uas still a good deal of easting up the Gangetic plain Rain was 
general ovci the north of the Punjab, and scattered showers were reported from 
the other parts of India, ex*ccpt the North-West and Central Provinces and 
Bombay 1 he chart of the following day, the i ith, showed that the barometer 
had fallen briskly over Northern, while it had fallen slowly over Southern, India 
Hem 0 the pressure difference had again incrcised Readings were low over 
the central parts of the country and Noith-Western India ^ nd high over Malabar 
and the south of the U ly Flic wind continued castcily in the north and gen- 
erallj westerly to north-westerly elsewhere Ram had again fallen gcnenlly over 
the north of the Punj ib and as seattered showers in other parts of the country 
lilt imounts were large both in North-Western and South-Western India« 
On the J 2th pressure was falling again, and readings weie becoming uniform 
Pressure w IS nlatively low^ o\er Burini, over the central parts of the country, 
and over North-Western India, and high over the w^est of the Peninsula The 
winds were very \anable and gene rail) light, and scallered thundeishowers were 
again npoitcd On the 13th a broad bind of low pressure stictclud north¬ 
west and souln-east from the Indus Valley to Madras, while pressure was high 
on the west coist of the Peninsula and in the soulh of the Bay Flic winds 
v\ere still light and variable ovei a large part of the country, and the rainfall 
igiin ot I urre d duimg se itten d thunderstorms

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On each day of the week the mean temperature was below the normal, and 
the mean temperature of the whole country for the whole week has been 30° 
lower than psual The provincial variations show that the abnormal depression of 
temperature was greatest in Bengal, the North-Western Provinces, and the 
Punjab, where it varied between 33® and 67® On some days of the week, 
more particularly the 9th, 10th, and nth, the day‘temperatures over Northern 
India were remarkably low 

Rain —Rain during the week under review has been exceedingly general 
throughout India Kathiawar is the only division w^hich received aitually no 
rain, though in the divisions of Berar, the Central Provinces (West and Fast), 
Guzerat, and Sind the average actual rainfall w'as less than one-tenth of an inch 
during the week In all the other divisions effective rainfall was received, the 
average ac tu il fall ranging from 276 inches in Lower Burma to on inch in 
Khandeish In normal years the heaviest rainfall is received m the Surma 
division of Assam and the least in Kithiawarand Sind, so that there is some 
departure from the normal in the region of heaviest fall The third column of 
the table shows that thirty-four of the rainfall divisions received more and 
fourteen less than the normal amount for the week Two had exactly the 
normal, and in one division no comparison is possible The regions which had 
a deficient supply of rain included the following divisions —, Tenassenm, 
Arakan, East and North Bengal, both the Assam divisions, North Bchar, South 
Oudh, Khandeish, the Ccuitril Province s (East and West), Guzerat, Kathiawar, 
and Madras (South) In all other places tluTc was an excess In the Assam 
divisions the' deficiency was large, but in all the other divisicms icporling short 
rams the \ariation was compirituely small and unimportant flic excess was 
greatest in Lower Burma, but in Semth Behar, in several of the Punj ib duisions, 
and in min> of the division-^ 111 the Peninsula the excess was considerable 

Ihc three concluding columns of the tabl< show the state of the seasonal 
rainfall, re, the rainfall from the 26th of February to the present date In 
Ar ikan, Ass im (Brahmaputra), the South Punjab, the Ilill districts ejf the Punjab, 
and the north-west and west of the Punjab, Gu/erat, and Rajpiitani (West), the 
rainfall has been approxim itclj normal, while in Assini (Surma), Kathi nvar, and 
Sind there has been some deficiency In all the other divisions there has bt'cn 
an excess, w^hich m the case of Lower Burma, Khandeish, the Ccntial Provinces, 
and parts of the Peninsula has been large 

The rainfall was more general than it was Lst w''cck, but theie' wtic fewer 
heavy loc'al falls The following gives the largest total amounts re eci\cd during 
the week as reported in the rainfall telegrams of the week

The appended Report on the working o£ the Office of the Seeretiry under the Inven¬ 
tions and Designs Act, 1888, during the year 189a 


RESOLUTION 

The Government of India are satisfied with the wwking of Act V of 
1888 (Inventions and Designs Act) during the year. In particular the large 
increase of income from fees paid under section 8 of the Act in icspect 
of the continuance of an exclusive privilege indicates that the Act is usefully 
serving its purpose of stimulating and protecting inventions m this country 

2. The opportunity is taken to call attention to the following points in con¬ 
nection with which applicants for exclusive privilege under the Act have more or 
less frequently either misunderstood or paid insufficient attention to the pro¬ 
visions of the law One is a misapprehension regarding the nature of a design 
A large number of applications were in 1890 and 1891 rejected because the in¬ 
vention for which protection was sought was a trade-mark and not a design as 
defined under the Act The rejections in those years appear to have led in 
1892 to a material diminution in the number of applications of the kind, 
but even in that )car a large percentage of claims were rejected on the same 
ground 

Another frequent mistake which has occurred, and which has led cither to 
the rejection or to the return for amendment of a large number of applications, 
has been the omission to defane, as required by the Act, the particuLir novelty 
of which the invention consists “ with reasonable precision and detail ” Thus 
numerous applications have been received for the grant of exclusive privilege to 
machines and processes, in which arc included or combined old and well known 
contrivances as well as alleged novelties Under the Act exclusive privilege can 
only be granted to the latter, which must, in accordante with the directions of 
section 5, clause 3, be carefully separated in the application from the former 

3 As the Governor General in Council is desirous that fees, for the return 
of which there is no legal provision, should not be needlessly paid for the pro¬ 
tection of inventions which cannot be brought under the cover of the law^, the 
present occasion is taken to warn the public against the errors pointed out in the 
preceding paragraph __

Report on the leorktng of the Office of the Secretary under the Inventions and 
Designs Act, t888, during the year i8g2. 

The arrangement by which the Inventions and Designs Office was placed 
under the superintendence of the Officer in charge of the Mathematical In¬ 
strument Department of the Survey of India continued in force during the entire 
period to which this report refers 

No matters of public interest were dealt with during the jear under report 

The Museum foi models pro\ided in the year 1891 was not taken 
advantage of to the exient that was expected, the number of models sent in 
by inventors ha\ing been very small 

A slight change of procedure was introduced, by which applicants for 
cxclusiM priMlcge are now required to state whether or not a patent has at 
any time been applied for in the United Kingdom in respect of the invention 
for which protection is claimed Ihis was found necessary as instances had 
occurred of English patents having been applied for without any intimation 
of the fact being given, and the Department had no means of ascertaining 
whether the application had been submitted wuthin the period of one year 
prescribed in section 25 of the Act without examining the \olumes of the 
Journals of the English Patents Office at a considerable expenditure of time 
and trouble 

There was a slight decrease in the number of applications filed, the 
total being 336 ag iinst 347 in the preceding year 

Of this number^ 228 were granted, 26 rejected, and 82 remained pending at 
the close of the >car Experts w'cre referred to in 198 cases against 149 in 
1891 Of these, 53 were on payment of fees and 145 without, the latter 
including 47 references to the Public Works Department, being 15 more 
than in the previous year Twenty-four of these were for inventions connected 
with railways, and the remainder were for electnc, hydraulic, and other miscella¬ 
neous inventions 

The number of specifications filed w^as considerably in excess of those of 
the preceding year, being 305 against 236 in 1892 These included 20 connect¬ 
ed with electricity, 17 connected with railways, 12 for punkah-pulling machines, 
8 for the treatment of ores, 20 for the treatment of cotton and other fibres, 4 for 
the manufacture of tea, 4 for the manufacture of indigo, 4 for baling presses, and 
4 for water-lifts 

Eighty-nine applications for thi registration of designs were received, or 
about half the number received in the previous jear , 76 of these were granted 
and 13 rejected 

Two cases involving points of law were referred to the Legal Advisers to 
Go\ eminent against 5 in 1892 

The fees collected showed an inciease of over Rs 2,000, having stood at 
Rs it;,852-io against Rs 13,762 in the year previous

^ Tlvs amount included Rs i ,400 on account of the continuance of exclusive 
privilege as compared with Rs 750 in 1892 The copying fees were double those 
of the year before, while Rs 117 were received for the inspection of applications 
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and specifications From the total receipts must, however, be deducte/i a sum 
of Rs 147*^4 representing refunds made to applicants

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 a.m. on 

Saturday, May 6th, 1*893 


There has been no important change in the weather during the week under 
review, conditions over Northern India remaining abnormally unsettled for the 
time of year Two deepish depressions appeared in North-Western India during 
the week—one on the 2nd of May, and a second on the 6th,—and both gave dust 
and thunder storms over a considerable part of North-Western India Over 
North-Eastern India steepish gradients for southerly and south-easterly winds 
have prevailed continuously during the week These gradients have been 
accompanied with strong winds from the Bay into Bengal, and more or less 
severe thunderstorms and heavy rain have prevailed throughout North-Eastern 
India In the Peninsula conditions have been generally less disturbed, but in 
the extreme south there occurred two bursts of feebly unsettled wcither during 
the week, and slight thunderstorms gave moderate showers In consequence of 
these unsettled conditions the general temperature of India was below the normal 
The abnormal coolness was most marked over North-Eastern India and the 
Gangetic plain In North-West India the rainf.ill attributable to the two 
depressions noticed above occurred mainly over and along the foot of the hills, and 
the mean temperature of the Punjab, of Rajputana, and of Sind was excessive 

On Sundiiy, the 30th April, pressure was low over the Gangetic plain and 
the North Punjab and highest over Tcnasserim and the south of the Bay 
The mean features of the distribution were thus fairly normal, hut the pressure 
differences were much larger than usual and such as arc ordinarily associat- 
•cd w'lth the period immediately preceding the rains This condition was 
•characteristic of the pressure distribution throughout the week There was 
an abnormal easterly current of air up the Gangetic plain, but otherwise the 
winds, though unusually strong, were fairly normal Ram was general over 
Bengal and Assam, and show^ers were reported from parts of Burma and of the 
south of the Peninsula The amounts were large at the Bcng.1l stations and 
at Rangoon The chart of May ist show^ed little change Gradients remained 
steep and the winds strong The abnormal easterly current up the Gangetic 
plain continued Rain was reported from the same regions as on the pri ceding 
day In Lower Bengal the amounts were heavy and fell during severe thunder¬ 
storms On the 2nd the distribution of pri ssure had altered considerably, a 
deepish depression having appeared over the western desert, and a shallow 
depression over the Central Provinces The wind had become c)clonic in the 
■neighbourhood of the two depressions, but otherwise the directions were little 
changed Rain was falling at Mussoone and Chakrala, and showers were report¬ 
ed from a large part of Burma and of the south of the Peninsuh, but in Bengal 
the fall had ceased The chart of the 3rd showed that the barometer was rising 
everywhere, but the two depressions were still present, and the abnormal easterly 
current up the Gangetic plain continued Ram had fallen over the North-Western 
Himalayas and at the stations in the west of the North-Western Provinces , it 
had recommenced lightly in Bengal, but had, on the contrary, almost ceased 
in Burma and the south of the Peninsula The amounts were everywhere 
moderate 01 small On the morning of the 4th pressure w'as lowest over the 
Punjab, and from that Province an arm of low pressure was protruded south¬ 
eastward to the Central Provinces, while pressure was high in North Bengal, in 
Tenassenm, and on the Konkan Coast A strong southerly wind was blowing 
from the Bay into Bengal, and rain was reported from the greater part of North- 
Eastern India In I ower Bengal the thunderstorms were severe and the rainfall 
heavy In North-Western India the rain had ceased, and in the Peninsula only 
a few showers were reported On the 5th the pressure conditions and the winds 

A 
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were practically unchanged and the weather was fine, except over North-Eastern 
India and the south of the Peninsula, where the weather was showery The rainfall 
was less general and less heavy in Bengal than on the previous day, but in Lower 
Burma amounts of from i to 2 inches were registered On the 6th the second 
deep deprc^ssion appeared in the north-west, gradients became very steep, and 
the wind increased to a gale over Kathiawar and Guzerat, while the easterly 
current up the Gangetic plain also strengthened The weather was very unsettled, 
with numerous dust and thunder storms over North-Eastern and Northern India, 
and rain was reported from Burma, Assam, Bengal, Orissa, and Northern India 
from Gorakhpur to Ludhiana Theamounts were, however, nowhere large In 
the south-west of the Peninsula light showers were also reported 

Temperature —As mentioned above, the heavy rainfall over North-Eastern 
India and the Gangetic plain has largely depressed temperature In Sind and 
Rajputana, where there was no rain, and in the Punjab, where the rainfall was 
partial, the mean temperature was higher than usual, while in the remaining parts 
of India the heat was about the average

The above tiblc shows that for the whole of India there was a mean 
deficiency for the week of o 7®, and that on each day of the week (except the 
2nd) the general temperature of India was below the normal In Burma, Beng.al, 
and thi North-Western Pro\inecs the mean temperatuie was steadily low 
throughout the wecK , in the Punjab, Bomba}, the central parts of the country, and 
Madras the\ariat 10ns were irregular, and in Sind and Rajputana there was a 
steady cxi ess 

Rainfall — I he tabic at the ilose of the summary shows that, as stated 
above, the riinf.ill of the central parts of the country and of a large part of the 
Peninsula, except the south, has been very slight, if not absolutely nil^ while m 
all other parts of the country it has been general, and in places heavy 

Of the fifty one divisions into which the Indian region is divided for rainfall 
purposes, thirteen have ret cived absolutely no ram during the week under review, 
eight more received ineffective rain, % e , the average actujil rainfall of each 
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division was less than one-tenth of an inch, while thirty received effective 
amounts The regions which received absolutely or practically no rain included 
the following di\isions —The North-Western Provinces (West), the Punjab 
(South, Cetural, North-Western, and West), the Konkan, the Bombay Deccan, 
Khandeish, Berar, the Central Provinces (W'est and Centre), Guzerat, Kathia¬ 
war, Sind, the Central India and Rajputana diMsions, Hyderabad (South), 
Madras (Central), and the East Coast (Central)^ Of the divisions which 
received effective rainfall, the heaviest a\erage fall wi'i 7 79 inches recei\cd by 
Tenassenm This was folloived by 5 63 inches in East Bengal, by 4 74 
inches in Lower Burma, by 3 11 inches in Assam (Surma), and b\' 2 73 inches in 
Arakan According to the normal averages, the heaviest rainfall during the 
present week should be 485 inches in Assam (Surma) , hence the heavy rainfall 
of Tenassenm, Lower Burma, Arakan, and East Bengal is unusual, and points 
to abnormal conditions of pressure and wind In fact, both the runfall of Mala¬ 
bar and of Burma and East Bengal, but particularly the latter districts, points to 
a premature advance of monsoon winds to which the abnormal rainfall is to be 
attributed 

The third column of the table shows that in tw'enty-tw^o divisions the rainfall 
of the week has been in excess of the normal These twenty-two divisions include 
all the Burma divisions, East, Deltaic, Central, and North Bengal, Orissa, Chota 
Nagpur, the Behar divisions, the North-Western Provinces and Oudh divisions, 
the Punjab, Central, and Submontane divisions (South-Central), Madras, and the 
north of the East Coast In Tenassenm the excess is 6 inches, in Lower Burma 
4 inches, in East Bengal 3 inches, and in Central Burma, Arakan, Central Bengal, 
Orissa, and Behar (South) over i inch 

The returns giving the state of the seasonal rainfall, t e, the total actual and 
normal rainfall of the period February 26th to May 6tn, show that over almost the 
whole country the rainfall has been excessive, and in many divisions largely ex¬ 
cessive In Arakan, Assam, and the Hill, north-west and west divisions of 
the Punjab, the total rainfall has been about normal, and in the South Punjab, 
in Kathiawar, in Sind, and in Rajputana it has been somcw'hat short, but else¬ 
where It has been heavier than usual 

Most of the rainfall of the week under review has fallen during thunder¬ 
storms , hence the distribution has been somewhat irregular, heavy bursts of rain 
occurring over those parts of the country lying within the direct path of the 
thunderstorm, while adjacent places have received only moderate falls Conse¬ 
quently there have been large variations in the amount of rain in the same divi¬ 
sions The following gives the largest total amounts received during the week 
as reported in the rainfall telegrams of the week

Weekly Report on the state of the Season and Prospects of 

the Crops 

Madras — For week ending 6 th May —Good rain in most parts of the 
Central and Southern distnets, showers in the Nilgins, on the West Coast, and 
in parts of the Circars, but more rain is wanted in parts of Tinnevelly Cultiva¬ 
tion and sowing proceeding where ram has recently fallen Standing crops 
generally in fair condition Harvest of remaining crops producing fair outturn 
Water, pasture, and fodder generally sufficient, and cattle in good condition 
Prices continue almost stationary, and are still excessively high in Southern 
districts 

Bombay — For week ending loth May —Slight rain in parts of three dis¬ 
tnets Standing crops in good condition, except in Karachi, where they are

INDIAN COINAGE ACT, 1870, AND I\ni\N PAPER CURRENCY 
ACT, 1882, AMENDMENT BILL 

'Ihc Hon’ble SiR David Barbour siid —“ I have an important Bill to 
introduce mIiu h affe* Is the Ii duin monetary standard , incl as it is essential that 
the Bill should, if appro\ed, be pissid at the pri^sent sittiinj of this Council, I 
beg that the standing orders iii.i) b' suspended ” 

His Excellency the Prfsidi ni dcilired ‘^hc Rules to be suspended 

The Hon’blc Sir David Barbour said —I now move foi leave to intro¬ 
duce the Bill, which is int( nclcd to amend the Indian Coinage Act, 1870, and the 
Indian Paper Curieiny Act, 18S2, with the object of altering the Indian mone- 
lar) standard from silver to gold It is not intended to do more at present than 
stop the free coinage of silver at the Indian mints, and, as a provisional amngc- 
ment, to proMcle for the issue of rupees at those mints 111 exchange for gold at 
the rate of ia 4c/ periupec The making gold coins legal tender, the set¬ 
tlement of the pcrmanenlntc ol cx( hange betwee n gold and the silver rupee, and 
the othci measures necessary for the (inil and rffecti\e establishment of a gold 
standard in India, will be pro\ided for by future legislation and in the light of future 
experience 

** If It had fallen to n?y lot to introduce tins Bill some twenty years ago, 
1 have no doubt that it would have been received with some surprise, and would 
ha\e met with considerable opposition It certainly would have been necessary 
Jor the mover of such a Bill to explain at great length the nature of a monetary 
standard, the dangers which might be expected if India maintained the silver 
standard, and the advantages to be gained by substituting gold for silver, and it 
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would have been difficult at that time to have brought forward arguments in 
support of *50 momentous a change which would have commanded general 
assent 

“ The events of the last t\\ent> years and the discussions to which they have 
given rise have, however, greatly simplified my taslc We arc only too familiar 
with the evils from which >\e have suffered m recent years, and the gloomy pros¬ 
pects before us, if we retain the silver standard, arc fully recognised 

“ Nevertheless, the question of the monetary standard is surrounded by so 
many difficulties, and the change which it is now proposed to make will have 
such far-reaching results, that I must trespass on the patienic of the Council 
while 1 review, as briefly as may be, the history of the use of the precious 
metals as money, and show in what way, and under what circumstance, we have 
arrived at our present position , what lies before us if uc rerun the silver stan¬ 
dard , and why it is that Her Majesty’s Government and the Government of 
India have (ome to the conclusion that wc must attempt the formidable task of 
altering the Indian monetary standard from silver to gold 

Very many article^ have been used as the standard of value in different 
countries and at different limes, but for reasons vvhu h will be found in .iny work 
on Money, and whuh I need not enumerate, gold and silver were soon di'=?covcr- 
cd to be the best materials for use as a standard of value and medium of exchange 
in countries which had any pretensions to civili/alion, and they came to be 
known, in a special sense, is the precious metals Theic is no doubt that in the 
first instance they passed from hind to hand by weight, as lhc> still do in many 
parts of China 

In countries when both iiictals eireiilatt d in this mannei trouble and 
confusion arise, as they have arisen in the present day, from v inations in the relative 
value of the two metals The rulers of such countries found it necessary 
to declare the ratio of exchange it which gold and silver would be received in 
payment of taxes or tribute Ihe ratio which was declared vv is not an arbitrary 
ratio, but was approximately the market ratio of the diy, and the object of 
declaring It was to prevent disputes between the persons who collected tixes 
and those who paid them, and no doubt, also, to get rid of the risk of fraud 
on the part of th( tax collectors The fixing of a ratio had, as we now know, 
a rcmirkable influence under certain conditions in preventing or limiting 
fluctuations in the rcl.itivo value of the two metals and producing comparative 
stability, and the pricticc to which I have just referred is the origin of what has 
been known 111 recent years by the somewhat awkward n.ime of bimetallism—a 
system which has prevailed, in a more or less imperfect form, f'-oin the' cailiest 
times up to a ver} recent pc nod 

“ I shall have occasion to refer at a l.iter period to this sjstcm of using 
both metals at a ratio declared by authority , but for the present I pass to the 
next great step in the development of the standard of value and medium of 
circulation, namely, the introduction of the piactice of coining I need not 
enlarge on the advantages which resulted from the introduction of this 
reform, as the convenience is obvious of having the weight ind fineness of the 
pieces of metal m daily use as <he circulating mt'dium cc rtified by aulhinity 

" One invention Ic ids to another, and from the mtrocliietion of ihe practice 
of coming and of the issue of coined money b} aullicjrit> sprang the idea of legal 
tender 

“ In very early Mmes a creditor could demand h*s shekel of (ini' silver, but 
subsequently he became cntitled under the law only tci what the ruler of the 
country or his officers certified to be a shekel of fine silver 

1 he most valuable inventions are liable to be abused, and the invention 
of coined money issued as legal tender has not proved <in exception to the rule 
As rulers in early times were subject to little restraint, and not usually more 
enlightened than their subjects, they were readily induced to make a profit by 
certifying, as (say) a shekel of silver, a com which contained less than the full 
quantity of metal It was an easy transition from a debased com to a coin Tnade 
of a totally different metal, and from that to something which was neither coin 
nor metal 
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** The best oxtimplL of proceedinijs of this nature with which we are familiar 
in the piescnt day i^ the issue of what is railed inconvertible paper-money, or, in 
other wo^^l^, pieces of piper which the Government 0/ the day declares to be 
lei^al tender, but A\hich iic not convertible into eoin, and which depend for their 
valiu pirtl) on the limilatioif of the cpiantity issued, and partly on the hope that 
they ni ly some d ly be made convertible into eoin on demand 

“ I have now shewn that the progress towards a monetary standard, as 
the phrase is understood in the present day, has consisted of a few simple steps 
A\hirh, h(>\\t\(r rtqiiired thousiiids of years for their ac complishmcnt and for 
the ncr il rr i ognition of their utility 

“ \inong tliesi steps was the fixing of a ritio, or rather the declaring by 
authuiity of tin existing ratio, betwem gold and silver with the object of facili- 
tatirg monetary transactions in countries where both gold and silver money 
ciri 111 ited I his pnctici had an important seeondary effeet in tending to 
maintiin siubility of n lative value, it has only been generally abandoned during 
the last twenty years, .ind it is the abandonment of this system which has plunged 
us into our present diihculties in India It is useless for us to discuss at the 
pn sf nl time wluMhcr that change of piactice was or was not a benefiei il reform, 
01 whether or not it could have been avoided There are those who hold that 
the ch.ingt was, or will be, be nelieial, and that it was an inevitable step in ihe 
progress of the w 01 Id towards a pirfcet monetary standard There are others 
will) hold that It was a rash and dangerous innovation, and that the sooner wc 
n trace our steps the better 

I express at the present time no opinions on this question , it is sufficient 
for 0U1 purpose to note the faet that the change was made , that serious eonsc- 
quenccs have flowed from it whieli were not fore'seen , .and that it has plunged 
India into a se i of mont lary troubles 

** Gov(rnnient of India have frilled in their efforts to induce the great 
nitions of the world to establish the old system, and it is not the business of 
pnctical statesmanship to w.istc time m vain rcgiets for whit might 
havi, bee n iH the past, but rather to accept the nuvitabli and devote attention 
to making the most of the present ind the future As, howc^ver, this important 
departuu from tin old s>stem of double legal tender has had such serious 
conscqiu luc s during the past twenty years, as the eon sequences of the change are 
nut yt t exhausted, and as it is ♦his th mge which has led to the present proposal 
to alter the Indiin standard from silver to gold, I consider it nceessiry to note, as 
briefly as I can, the course of events which led up to it and brought it about 

” In the middle ages thu monet iry standard of England was silver, and it was 
not till the icign of Edward III that a successful attempt was made to put 
gold toms into circulation, but from that time both gold and silver coins 
coni limed to circulate in England, the ratio of exchange between them being 
dec lared from time to time by Royal authority 1 he legal standard of 
the country iontmiied to be silver, but coins of both metals were in circulation 
and were frcqiic ntly debased, and the ratio of exchange altered 

W hat I have just said of England might, I believe, be said with equal 
truth of most European countries .it that time The incc^nvcnience and loss to 
honest tiaders must have been enormous, and such .is would not be borne for a 
day at the present time Business was, however, c onducted on very different 
pnne iplcjs from those which now prevail, the margin of profit was larger, and 
those w ho made their living by trade and commerce had to take things as they 
tound ihem, sine e they possessed no means of applying a remedy Our gigan¬ 
tic nicidcin system of manufacture, trade and finance would have been simply 
impossible uncicr such standards of value as che traders of former times had to 
accept 

** Among other fallacies which prvvailed in those days^ it was commonly 
hi^ld that the wealth of a country depended on the quantity of gold and silver 
money which It contained The measure of wealth had come to be mistaken 
for^the wealth itself It was quite a common practice for a ruler to deliberately 
overvalue the gold coins with the intention of attracting gold from foreign 
countries, and great surprise was experienced when it was found that the over* 
valuation of gold necessarily involved the under-valuation of silver, and that, 
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though gold was» attracted by this device, silver was exported to an equal extent, 
and no altQrjvtion was effected in the aggregate quantity of g(>ld and siher con¬ 
tained in the country Laws were passed igainst the export of both gold and 
silver, but such laws were, of course, easily evaded 

It is difficult to imagine a more exasperating stitc of things than that 
under which both gold and silver ciiculated in different coiinlncs at rates fixed 
independently by the ruler of each countrv and altered from time to time with 
the object of attracting gold or silver from neighbouring countries These evils 
appear to have reached their climax in England in the reign of James I There 
IS no doubt but that the large influx of silver from America after the year 154$ 
tended to lower the value of that metal, but it has always seemed to me that the 
great alteration in ’•elative vVuc w^hicli took place between 1620 and 1650 was 
largely due to the meddling wuth the legal ritio whu h look plaii 111 England 
and adjoining countrif's at that time There was no such alteration in the relative 
production of the two 1 etals during those years as would suffiie to account for 
It 

“After 1660 there was no serious fluctiiition in relative value down to 
comparatively reient times—a fact which I ascribe to the growing recognition of 
the futility of attempting to attract the precious metals from other countries by 
altering the legal ratio 

“In the re ign of William III, however, events occurred which have had a most 
important influence in shaping the monetary polic\ of huropc in the present 
century, and which require special notu c In th.iL reigii the 1 irrcncy ut Eng¬ 
land fell into the most exlriordinary state of confusion owing to the frau¬ 
dulent (lipping of the silver com, and the gold coins conimandecl a very 
high premium fora time When the debased coins wtre called in and new 
and full-weight coins w'ere issued in their place, great trouble wis experienced in 
reducing the premium on guineas Tins prcmiiiin was graduallj brought down 
by executive order, but the linal order left the guinea overv lined as compared 
with the '•liver toms, with the incvitiblc result that the new 'ind full-weight silver 
coins were exported, and the curtency of England bei,ame gold coins, supple¬ 
mented by light’-weighl silver coins which it was not profitable to export The 
legal standard of the country continued to be silver 

“ This state of things lasted till t 798, when the value of silver fell rel itively to 
gold, and it oiue more became profitable to bring siKti to the mint to be coined 
By this time the English p(*ople had become aeciistoim d lo the use of gold, and 
an Act was pissed expressly prohibiting the free (oinage of silver In the 
beginning of the present eentur} the currency of England wis composed of 
inconvertible and depreciated paper, and wdien, after the close of the great war 
with Napoleon, a return was made to specie paMuents, the legal standard of 
England was declared to be gold, mainly, I believe, on tht ground that b\ their 
use of gold insteid of silver for over "oo }cirs the English people had shown 
their preference for that metal That the pcopk pieferrccl gold to silve* as cur- 
rcnc) at that time was probably correct, but that preference irosc from their 
having been aeeustomed to use gold for over 100 }cars, and the} wore accus¬ 
tomed to use gold because gold had been ovcivalued in the first instance, and 
not, as has b(*cn sometimes said, because they were originallv su stronglj 
attached to gold tint debtors preferred to piy their debts in gold at a loss to 
themselves rather than use silver There never has been in the histor} of the 
world, and there never will be, until human niturc ceases to be what it is, 
a eas( in which two sets of coins circulating side b) side the dearer will 
drive out the cheaper 

“ The formal adoption of the gold standard by England had no appreciable 
effect on the relative value of the two metals, because the majoritv of nations 
still adhered to the silver standard, and the sjstem of double legal "tender pre¬ 
vailed extensively, especially in Prance, where there has always been a great store 
^f the precious metals 

** This state of things lasted till the year 1873, and, notwithstanding the great 
increase m the production of gold owing to the discoveries in California ftnd 
Australia, the disturbance in value was comparatively slight So great wms this

siKcr wen both used as standard money, and dixided the monctar) work of the 
world betwa e n them , for i long period there had been comparative faxity of rcla- 
ti\e \aliic between the two mctils, but the causes of tins steadiness, the import¬ 
ance of iiiimtaining it, and the readiness with which it < ould be destro3cd were,

“ On the other hand, the eminence which England—the sole gold-using 
coiiiitr\ of illy impoilaiii e—had ittamed in manufactures, eommcir(,and Imaiicc 
had um onsi loiisK led many people to beliexc that the re must be some special 
\irtue in the gold slandaid , and is then scems to be a prejudice in favour of 
the metal whii h 1 untains most \aluc in little bulk, and gold h id become relatively 
much mole abuiidint than m former times, the monetary system of the woild 
was in what ma\ be termed a state of unstable equilibrium, and wc were on the e\c 
of changes whie h h im produced a monetary resolution winch is still m progress, 
and the forci of which is fir fiom being evhiustcd

4,142,000 to the Indian expenditure Gloomy as was the lecuunt whu h I then 
rendered to this Council, 1 am far from suggesting that the case was hopeless 
if only we could have secured some stable ruc of exchange On the contrary, 

I am satisfied that if exchange did not fall below the vci) low figure taken in the 

Budget, or if it did not till materially below that figure, there would have been 
no insuperable difficulty in the way of restoring finam lal equilibrium Bui the 
really serious feature of the case was that there was no reason for hoping that 
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exchange would not fall below the very low figure of last March, and that there 
was, and < oiild h , no gii ir.inlcc agiiubt fiequent and excessive fluctuations 
Above all, we were exposed to thi risk that the United States "might suddenly 
ei asc to purrhise silver I estimate that, if these purchases were suddenly 
slopped, indi.1 would have to absorb a further sum of about Rx 8,000,000 
worth of silver yi irly, afid an additional burden of this magnitude suddenly 
thrown on India*s trade with Europe would have a depressing effect on exchange, 
the otent of which ills impossible to foresee Ihc additionil expenditure 
imposi d cm Indii bv this cause would have brought us to national bankruptcy, 
or within a meisurable distanc'c of it 

" Il has been urged upon me bv an aulhontj upon questions of Indian cur¬ 
rency, ind one whose opinions I highh value*, that even in the case I have sup- 
pos d it would be better for India to repudiate her obligations, and accept bank- 
riiptc) rather than attempt to change her standard Thai opinion I do not 
share, although I have been a bimc tallist for years, am still a bimetallist, and am 
by no means certain that the Battle of the Standard will be finally closed by any 
measure this Council may pass to-day, or even by the cessation of her silver 
purchases on the pari of the Unitea States of Amc rica For weal or woe, India 
has entered the ranks of civili/ation Her territorv has been opened up by rail¬ 
ways , the progress of human invention has brought her into close and daily con¬ 
tact with the great countries of the West, her trade and commerce increase year 
by year, and the tide has so fir turned in her favour that she has made a most 
promising beginning in the export of minufactured goods The adoption of the 
same standard of value as ihit of the countries with which she maintainsmliniate 
finanei il and cominerei.il relations, and whom she hopes to rival, is a necessity 
of further progress, and the discredit of national bankruptcy cannot and 
will not bt accepted on her behalf 

‘‘ Ihc Government of India have striven long and earnestly for such a settle¬ 
ment of the currenev question as would leue India m poss'*ssion of the monetary 
St indard to which she has been accusiomcd, and they have striven unsucccbs- 
fulh In lIic opinion of lli r Majest3*s Govt rnrneiit, the time has come to take 
a new departure 

** A recital of the efforts which have been made by the Government of India 
during the last Iweiitj }cars for a sctlU ment of the monetary question would be a 
dreary catalogue of rc peated failures No practical puipose would be served by 
recalling them to mind it the present tinu , but it may ncU be uninlertsting to the 
gcncr.1l public to call .ittcnlion to the n cc iiL proceedings which h.ive Jed up to 
that decision t»)csl.ibhsh a gold standard in India which I am now explaining to 
this Council 

** In the be ginning of 189"* the Bi ngal Ch.unber of Commerce called the 
.iltcntioii of the Government of India to the flue tn itions in the relative value of gold 
.iml silvci, .ind, with nferencc to the fact that the United States had invited the 
different Bovvers to a Conference for the purpose of considering the monc*tary 
question, the Chamber urged that the Government of India should promote an 
IiiLcrnali ^nal \gre( ment for the frei' coinage of gold and silver at a fixed ratio, and 
that, filling anj such agree ment, steps should be tikcn to have the question of a 
gold St indard for India t iiefully and ‘^ciious^j considered bj competent authori¬ 
ties The Government of India praclicalK .k cc'pted Ihc views of the Chamber, 
iiid recommended to the Home Gove'•nmt nt, fiistlv, that if the United States of 
America or an) other Government should make proposals for the holding of an 
International Conferenc c for the settlement of the silver question, the strongest 
support should be given to those proposals, and, secondly, that if it became 
evident that the liitcrnation.il Confcrcmcc was unlikely to arrive at a satisfactory 
conclusion and if i diicel .igrocincnt belv\een India and the United Stales was 
found to be unattainabk, the Indian mints should be closed to the free coinage of 
silver ind arrangements m ide to introduce a gold standard 

** An International Conference was duly held, and the representatives of 
India took part in it, but no conclusions, satisfactory or otherwise, were arrived at, 
and no separate agreement between Inclia and the United States was concluded 
Ih the meantime, and before the Inleriiational Conference met, a Committee was 
appointed under the presidency of Lord Hcrsehell to advise as to whether it was

expedient that any steps should be taken to modify the Indian Currency Act 
This IS the Committee which has attracted so much attention in India, and nhich 
has recently made its report to the Secretary of State 

" It will be understood that the attention of this Committee was not directed 
to the question of the expediency or feasibility of obtaining a remed) by means 
of a general International Agreement, or by means of an agreement between 
India and the United States, but solely to the question of the expediency of 
attempting to establish a gold standard in India, that being the remedy which 
the Government of India had advocated in the last resource, and failing the 
other suggested remedies The question referred to the Committee is thus 
stated in the first paragraph of their Report 

'The question referred to the Committee by Your Lordship is whether, having regard 
to the grave difficulties with which the Government of India are confrunteii through the 
heavy fall in the gold value of silver, it is expedient that Her Majesty's Government 
should allow them to carry into cileLt the proposals whuhthey have made for stopping 
the free coinage of silver in India with a view to the introduction of a gold stindard 
And if we are of opinion that there is no sufficient ground for overruling the Government 
of India, but that the measures by which they propose to attain their object require modi¬ 
fication, we are asked to offer any suggestion that we think fit for the purpose ’ 

" The practical measures which the Government of India had proposed for 
the introduction of a gold standard into India, assuming that the other suggested 
remedies had failed, were the following 

tst, the stoppage of the free coinage of silver at the Indian mints by 
legislative enactment, 

2nd, the grant of power to the Government of India to declare by noti¬ 
fication that sovereigns were legal tender in India at any rate not 
exceeding is 6d per rupee 

" It was not proposed that the mints should be opened to the free coinage of 
gold as soon as they were closed to silver, or that a ratio should be declared at 
once between gold and the rupee, but it was intended that the effect of closing 
the mints should be watched for some time, and, if it were found that the rate of 
exchange was rising to an extent which was injurious to the welfare of the 
country, that the Government should interfere at once and check the rise by 
declaring the sovereign to be a legal tender at a certain rate The highest rate 
which the Government of India were to be authonsed to declare under any 
circumstances was is 6d per rupee 

*' The Committee discussed the question of a gold standard for India m 
all its bearings Their Report will be published to-day in India, and to that 
Report I must refer those who wish for full information on the subject 
They came to the conclusion that, although there are objections which 

f iossess weight to any attempt being made to introduce a gold standard into 
ndia, yet, in view of all the circumstances of the case, this is the course that 
should be adopted, and they proposed one modification of the scheme put for¬ 
ward by the Government of India The Government of India had proposed to 
close the Indian mints to the free coinage of silver, to take power to declare 
the sovereign to be a legal tender at a rate not exceeding ij 6d per 
rupee, and to await the result of closing the mints, and be guided by the 
experience thus obtained in deciding on future action 

“ To these proposals objection was taken on the ground that, if the mints 
were simply closed and no further steps taken, there might be a sudden and con¬ 
siderable nse in exchange which would have injurious consequences and excite 
apprehension in the public mind. 

" For these reasons the Committee recommended that, as soon as the mints 
were closed to silver, arrangements should be made for the issue of rupees at 
the Indian mints in exchange for gold at the rate of is 4 <f the rupee, and for 
the receipt of sovereigns at the Indian Treasuries in payment of Government dues 
at the rate of fifteen rupees per sovereign These proposals have been accepted 
by the Government of India and approved by Her Majesty’s Government, 2 ^d 
the Bill which 1 now propose to introduce is intended to give practical effect to 
the scheme. 
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The Hill whif h I am about to introduce provides for the closing of the 
Indian mints to the free coinage of silver, Government retaining the power 
to com silver rupees on its own account 

1 he arr'ingomcnts for the receipt of gold at the mints at a ratio of i j 41/ 
per rupee will be m ulo by e-wcciitue order, and so will the arrangements for the 
rei i ipi of se'vc reigns in piymciit of sums due to Government at the rate of 
fifteen rupees for a sovereign 

“ Gold coins will not for the present be made a legal tender, and conse¬ 
quently nobody w ill be compelled to receive them instead of silver rupees 
unless he is willing to do so 

‘'The Gov(rnment have also abindoncd their inlention to take poww to 
declare sovcu igns a Lgil tender at uiy rate not exceeding u 6 ^ per rupee 

**Tlie ratio of exchange between gold and the silver rupee has not been 
iin illv sr tih d The ni.iking of gold Icgil tender, and the ratio of exc hange as 
compired with the rup(t at which gold shall bo made legal tender, arc matters 
wliieh nuiirt be settled hereafter hy legislative eiiaetment and in the light of 
future cxpeiieiice ” 

The Motion was pul and agreed to 

The Hoii’blc Sir Dwid B\Rnouu said —** I now introduce the Bill, 
and move th it ii take n into cousidcration at once T he provisions of the Bill 
arc extrcmel) s nplc, and the only change of any importance that it is intended 
to effect by means of it is to provide for the stoppage of the free coinage of 
silver at the Indian mints 

As, howtver, the Bill, though so simple in itself, is intended Ic carry out 
a most important change in the Indiaq, currency, 1 will explain its provisions 
in detail 

“ In the first pi k 1, the Bill rcpenls sections 19 to 26 (both inclusive) 
of the Indian Coinige Act, 1870 Ihesc are the sections which provide for the 
coinage of all gold c^r silver brought to the mints by private persons The 
quantity of gold brought to the mint for coinage is quite trifling, and as the gold 
coins now coined at the ninit are not legal tender, and as they will doubtless be 
superseded altogether when gold is made a legal tender, it is undi sirablc that 
any more of them should be coined This is the only change which is made in 
the Indian Coinage Act, 1870 

“ The Bill also repeals el luses (i) .ind (d) of section 11 of the Indian 
Paper Currency Act, 1882, and the proviso to that sec lion 

** Clause (A) n fers to silver coin made under the Portuguese Convention Act, 
1881 , and, as that Convention has come to an end, the clause i:> no longer 
required 

“ Cliit^u ( /) provides for the issue of notc^ b} the Department of Paper 
Currenev in t \( hange for silver bullion or fonngn silver com , and, if it were 
retained, it wo ild permit of rupees being obtained for silver as at present 

“Ihe sti»ppage of the free coinage of silver at the Indian mints necessarily 
involves the* repeal of cl lus-^ (//), and the proviso ceases to have anj meaning 
when clause (//) is lepealed 

In section 12 of the same Act an allusion to clause (i), which is now 
repealed, is sLiuek out 

Section 13 of the Indian Paper Currency Act provides for a portion 
of the rnetallu reserve of the Papei Currency Department, not exceeding one- 
fourth, being held in the form of gold As the standard of India will in 
future be gold, the limitation of-one-fourth is no longer required, and so much 
of the section as limits the proportion of gold to one-fourth is repealed Sections 

14 and 15 of the Act arc entirely repealed They refer to bullion or foreign coin 
tendered under section ii, clause ((/), or section 13, and they are no longer 
required, because clause (r/) of section 11 will now be repealed, and be<jause it 

15 not intended for the present that private persons should be allowed to tender 
gold for notes under section 13 
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“ Certain alterations are also made in sections 21 and 28 to bring these 
sections into accord with the Act as now proposed to be amended 

may here mention that a notification will be issued under authority of sec tion 
13 of the Paper Currency Act, i8b2, as now amended, proNiding for the is^iiic ol 
notes by the Paper Cura ncy Dcpirtmont in c\ching4, for gold on tin requisition 
of the Comptroller General Ihc object of this notifu ation is to enable that 
officer to pasj gold into the Paper Currency rescr\e if it should areuinulato 
to an inconvenient extent 111 the Government rrcasiirics 

“A notification ^\lll also be issued under cveeulive authority authorising the 
public tre. suries to receive sovereigns of current weight in pa}meat of Govern¬ 
ment dues at the rate of fifteen rupees for one so\eieigri. 

** Another notification will be issued under the same authority authorising 
the Masters of the Mints at Calcutta and Bomba) to issue, undc'r suitable condi¬ 
tions, siKcr rupees fc^r gold at the rate of one siKtr rupee for 7 S3344 grains 
Troy of (me gold This eorrc*sponds to an exchange ot ir 4*/ per rupee 

“ These three notifications will be issued as soon as the Bill is passed 

“ Before calling on the Council to pass the Bill, it will be well that I should 
notice briefly some of the objections which ha\e been taken to the introduc¬ 
tion of a gold standard into India These objections ha\e bet n very fully 
discussed by the Committee of which I ord Hcrsehcll was President, and the 
arguments for and against the proposal to introduce a gold standard into India 
will be found stated at length in their Report 

It has been said that the dneigencc in the relative valuer of gold and silver 
lb due to the appreciation of gold aiul not to the depreciation of silver, and, if this 
be the case, it may fairly be argued that the introduction of a gold standard into 
India is v\holly unjustifiable 

“With regard to this argument, I have a prchminiry observation to 
make 1 he words appreciation and depreciation as applied to the standard 
of value arc ordinarily used without a precise' meaning being attached to 
them They are words which I would rather not use at all if their use 
could be avoided, but in answering the argument to which I have just refer¬ 
red I must employ them, and I vush it to be understood that for present 
purposes I attach to them the somewhat indefinite me ining which is usua lly 
given to them In other wordb, by appreciation or depreciation of the standard 
of value I intend to denote a rise or fall in value due to causes primarily 
affecting the metals themselves rathrr than the commodities of which the pnee 
falls or rises as the standard apjircciates or depreciatc*s Using the terms m 
this sense*, 1 have to remark that when gold and silvc r alter in relative value, it* 
does not necessarily follow that the w hole ehange is due to the appreciation of 
the one metal or the di prcciation of the othc*r '1 here may be simultaneously 
appreciation of one metal and deprei lation of the other Or a metal may appre¬ 
ciate at one lime and depreciate at ano‘her, I must say that it does appear 
to me that there was appreeiatioii of gold .ifler 1S73 rather than depreciation of 
silver There was a greatly incrc.ised aemand for gold at that lime, while the produc¬ 
tion was rather falling off, and there was a very gn at fall in prices 1 hese facts 
seem to me to point very clearly to appreciation of the gold standard, and there arc 
other arguments leading to the same conclusion which I need not enumerate at 
present Un the other hand, there is equally good evidence that silver has 
depreewted during the last few years Notwithstand'ng the fall in the price of 
that metal, the total production has continued to incrcise rapidly, and, notvvith^ 
standing the fall in exchange, the imports of silver into India are larger than 
before There has also been a distinct tendency during the same time towards a 
rise in Indian prices, and many complaints have been heard from persons on 
fixed incomes 

"The introduction of a gold standard at the present time maj, therefore, be 
more correctly described as a measure intended to stop the present process of 
depreciation rather than as causing appreciation 

" it may, of course, be argued that there is likely to be an injurious apprceia- 
tion of the gold standard in the future, and here vve enter on very debatable and 
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speculative ground, and there is really no means of coming to a positive decision 
either one way or the other The question appears to me to resemble those 
problems that certain people are so fond of putting forward, such as what 
will happen when all the coal in the world is used up It is not possible to arrive 
at any conclusion on such questions, and from a practical point of view they 
possess little interest for us If it is the case that entire store of coal will in time 
be exhausted, we possess no mean:» of averting that result, and we had better 
leave the problem to those who will be affected by such a calamity At present 
the production of gold is increasing, and there appears e\ery prospect of its 
continuing to increase for some years at any rate Whether in the long run 
demand will outstrip supply to such an extent as to cause an injurious apprecia¬ 
tion of the standard is one of those question:^ affecting the future which we have 
no means of deciding, and with which we need not concern ourselves 

If gold does appreciate, we shall at any rate be no wor^e off than the other 
nations which have adopted that standard , on the contrary, we shall be better 
off, for we shall have escaped any appreciation which may have occurred in 
the last twenty years 

“ Another objection is that with an overvalued rupee there will be great risk 
of false coining I do not say that there will be no risk of false coining, but 
the experience of countries in which the silver currency has been overvalued for 
a number of years shows that this danger has been exaggerated False coining 
on a small scale is not very profitable, and w'ould not be productive of much mis¬ 
chief so long as the coins were made of good metal False coining on a larger 
scale could not be carried on without the use of expensive machinery, and is 
practically impossible In any case, if there is to be false coining, it will affect 
other countries long before it becomes common in India Ihe inducement to 
manufacture and issue false com is the amount of profit to be made, and the 
amount of profit will be much greater in America, France, England, and other 
countries than it will be in India, because the silver coins will be overvalued to 
a greater extent in those countries than they will be in India 

“ It has also been said that if India has a gold standard, the countries 
which retain the silver standard will have an advantage over India in the 
production of commodities for export I attach no importance to this argu¬ 
ment so long as the Indian standard is in itself a good one A sudden rise m 
exchange will injuriously affect certain industries for a time A sudden fall m 
exchange may give them an undue amount of profit and supply a temporary 
and artificial stimulus But the principles which regulate international trade 
rest on a totally different basis, and it seems to me an obvious truism that our 
^ manufactures and our commerce will advance more rapidly under a system which 
* gives India the same standard of value as her principal customers than they 
could possibly do under a system which give us one standard of value and our 
chief customers a different one, the two standards varying in relative value from 
time to time in a manner which delied calculation 

** There remain certain objections which appear to me to possess w^eight 

** There is no doubt that the making of the rupee a token coin will be a source 
of loss and inconvenience to persons in India who possess uncoined silver, and 
that the adoption of a gold standard by India will injuriously affect to a greater 
or less degree our trade with silver-using countries beyond sea, our trade with the 
Native States of India, and our frontier trade with Foreign States 

" The answ'cr to these objections is that the question of the adootion of 
a gold standard must be decided not with reference to any one consideration, 
or to a limited number of considerations, but after a careful examination 
of all the circumstances of the case, and thai we must decide where the balance 
of advantage lies and act accordingly It is true that persons who hold 
uncoined silver will lose, but, on Uic othir hand, the same persons generally 
hold rupees also, and in respect of their coined silver they will gain If our trade 
with silver-using countries will be injuriously affected, our trade with gold-using 
countries will be beneficially affected in a corresponding degree, and the latter 
branch of our trade is much larger and more important than the fornlfer. It is 
more than probable that some of the silver-using countries with which we trade 
will also adopt the gold standard, and as time goes on the tendency will certainly 
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be in that direction if we succeed in establishing gold as the standard of India. 
It IS also quite possible that some or most of the Native States of India may 
decide to adept the gold standard , and our land trade with foreign countries is 
not very important, and is subject to so many drayvbscks already that a differ* 
ence of standard will be anything but an insuperable obstacle 

" There is one difHculty connected with the intfoduction of a gold standard 
into India which requires special notice When the Indian mints are closed to 
the free coinage of silver, the currency of India willbeiome a token currency 
of unparalleled magnitude without a reserve of gold, and this currency will be 
liable to have additions made to it by rupees being returned to India from the 
various foreign countries in which they now circulate, and by rupees being 
transferred from the hoards in which they are now held 

“ Under such circumstances it may well be asked wh< thcr it will be possible 
for us to make the gold standard etfective at once In other words, will the 
rupee be worth as much as is 41/ from this day forward ? 

"To this question I cannot give a confident answer, and I do not believe that 
it IS possible for any one to do so I have no doubt but that rupi es will be return¬ 
ed from foreign countries, but I do nut think the amount so returned will be 
excessive There is some risk of large quantities of rupees being thrown into the 
circulation from hoards, and I was formerly of opinion that the probability of this 
course being followed amounted to a serious danger In recent years I have 
attached less importance to this aspect of the question I think that the process 
of bringing rupees out of the hoards in which they he would in any case be slow , 
that It might never take place on any considerable scale, and that the nsk would 
be greatly lessened if the business of establishing the gold standard be so man¬ 
aged as to maintain confidence and prevent panic It mav be that the gold 
standard can be made effective from the first, though it will not be secure until 
there is a considerable amount of gold in our treasuries and banks Or it may 
be that the making of the gold standard effective, and the establishment of it on 
a secure basis, will involve a long and arduous struggle and necessitate heavy 
sacrifices Time alone can show which view is correct Hut whatever the 
sacrifice and trouble of attempting to establish a gold standard may be, they 
must be faced, and the object wc have in view is one which would, I submit, jus¬ 
tify ns in running even greater risks Our present position is not such that we 
can avoid risk and loss by avoiding action, and an attempt on our part to per¬ 
manently maintain the silver standard under present conditions would, in my 
opinion, mvolve peril to this country of the most serious character’* 

The Hon’blc Mr Mackav said —" I have had occasion to say a good 
deal on the Indian currency question during the past year or two, and I do not 
consider it necessary to say more at this time, but I cannot give an altogether 
silent vote on such an important Bill as that now before Your Excellency’s 
Council. 

" I am completelv m accord with the provisions of the Bill just introduced 
by the Hon’ble bir David Barbour, and with the greatest deference I venture to 
congratulate \ our Excellency on having succeeded in bringing forward a measure 
which will have the effect not only of restoring the finances of the country to a 
satisfactory condition, but which will also impart to trade and commercial trans¬ 
actions that legitimate amount of certainty of which they have been depnved for 
the past twenty years The measure at the same time relieves the country of that 
dread of additional and seriously disturbing taxation which has bc(*n w’cighing upon 
It for some time past I look forward to a new era of prosperity and progress for 
India, and also to a great development of the resources of the country through the 
attraction which will now be given to British capital, and I look upon the assimila¬ 
tion of the English and Indian standards of value as a removal of the only 
barrier which has hitherto prevented India from taking her place amongst the 
great commercial and industrial nations of the world It would have been 
well for India had the step taken by Your Excellency’s Government to-day been 
adopted hfteen years ago In the interval not only has the natural progress of 
the country been retarded, but actual and serious injury has been inflicted on 
many important interests However, it is useless to look back with regret on 
what might have been We are content to accept the benefit, late as it is, winch 
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IS now at last being conferred upon the country, and we look forward to the 
future with renewed hope and confidence ” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Sir DaviD BARDOUR said —I now move that the Bill be 
passed, and in so doing 1 wish to add a few words, by way of caution and advice, 
to what I havi* already said * It is impossible to exaggerate the importance of the 
step which Her Majcst)*s Government and the Government of India have taken 
in deciding »o establish i gold st indard in India , but that step has been taken 
after the fullest discussion and with i deep sense of the responsibility which 
has been incurred It is the iiitcniion of the Govirnment of India to carry 
the measure to a successful issue if it be within their power to do so, 
and I trust that thej will receive the unswtT\ing support of the Indian 
public in the course which they hive adopted—a course w'hirh was adopted 
in the belief that it was csbciiLial to the welfare of the whole Indian community 

If It should happtn, as it may, that the gold standard is effectively estab* 
libhci in Ind'a froii this day, I d lire to urge that no undue elation should be 
exhibited, and that no precaution should be relaxed The change of the Indian 
monetary standard IS a measure which will have far-reac 4 nng .ind pi)ssibly un¬ 
expected results, and the gold standard cannot be considered to have been 
securely established in India until it his stood the test of time, and borne the 
shock of thoso financial storin'* which sometimes arise* in thceleirest skies 
On the other hand, I would equally urge that we should lot give w^ay to 
alarm and despair if we should find ourselves confronted with serious and 
unexpected dillic nines The measure which w^e are engaged in c.irrjing out has 
been adopte^d both with a full knowledge that serious difficulties might be 
encountered, and with i firm dtU rminition to o\ercoine the^m if it be within our 
power to do so Ihc secure* establishment of a gold standard in India may 
be a work of tunc, and miy involve heavy sai nhei^'i, but wffiat other road to 
safety is open to u-.? \\c all know the tremble ■> that have been brought upon 

this ccjuntry during the last twciity jears by the diffc^rtncc of standard between 
India and hngland Are we prcpired to face another such period, and are our 
troubles likLl> to be Ic'.i if we go bick to the old state of things after hastily 
aband ming the attein^^t to establish a gold standard ? 

“It has somc'time ^ appeanxl to me that there were persons who held the 
opinion thit the t •^tablishme nt of a gold standard would be a source of endless 
wealtli to the Go\ eminent of India I know no good foundation for that belief I 
hope and believe that the tst.^blishmcnt of a gold standard will relieve the 
Government of Indii from an ever-growing clause of expenditure and from harass¬ 
ing fluelualions, and that it will piornolc the general welfare of the community. 
But the* gold standard is not in itself a source cjf income, and it will be as neces¬ 
sary under a gold standard 10 practise the* old-fa'^hioncd virtues of economy and 
prudence as it was under the silver st.ind ird, and the neglect to do so will involve 
the same consequent c s in both cases 1 will even go further and say that eco- 
nomv is> spccnll) incumbent fMi the Government of India during the next few 
years Confidence is a plant c^f slow growth in the financial world, and the people 
of India are apt to dis^riot anjthing that presents a novel appearance If the 
public lose confiekno in the sue cess of our measures, the difiiculties of establish¬ 
ing a.nd maintaining I lie gold standard will be enormously increased 

“ There arc two lines of policy hy which I think it is possible to promote con¬ 
fidence, and I (arneslly commend them to those who may be entrusted with the 
management of the Indiin finances during the next few years The first is to 
lake care th.it each sueeci elmg year shall close with a substantial surplus, and 
the second is to avoid at all hazards .iny increase of the home charges 

“ I am afraid there is not m 'eh originality in these recommendations, but 
ihev are the best which onc-and-twenly years* experience of Indian finance enables 
me to offer ** 

His Lxiellency the PRFSinr NT said — “ I should like to say a few words 
before I put the motion to the Council 

“ We shall not, I trust, be considered open to criticism because we are 
disposing of this questmn—one of the most important which has ever come 
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before the Legislature of this country—without going through the usual forms 
of our legislative procedure, and in the absence of those Additional Members^ of 
Council who dpjiot happen to be in Simla It \sill be obvious to every one 
that, for reasons upon which 1 need not dwell, the decision which has been arrived 
at must be carried out forthwith, and that a prolonged discussion of this Bill, or 
even its amendment in any essential particular, would not be admissible 

'' We may, however, fairly contend thit, if ihf* question is being dealt with 
at this stage as if it were a matter of executive administration rather than 
one for the deliberate consideration of the Legislature, no question has over 
been subjected to more thorough discussion out of doors than that with which 
we are concerned this morning No debates in Council could be so instructive 
or so exhaustive of the subject as the discussions which have been proceeding 
in the public press and at public meetings upon the currency question during 
the last year or two 

** There is therefore, I venture to think, no occasion for tra\clling again 
over the old ground, or for arguing at length whether it was, or w^as not sate to 
leave this country at the mercy of a fluctuating exchange, or whether the alleged 
advantages acc ruing to certain branch( s of our trade under a falling exchange 
were, or w^ere not, greater than the troubles .and dilhculties w^hich have already 
overtaken us, or than those further troubles and diHiculties which would have 
beset us had exchange been allowed to fall to a still lower level 

** It was, I think, pretty well understood that the Government of India had 
some time ago arrivcil at a conclusion both as to the extent of the danger and 
as to the proper means of encountering it The scheme, however, which we are 
Laying before )ou does not rest upon our authority alone, and we are relieved 
from the necessity of justifying it, as we should have been expected to justify it, 
if It had been accepted by the Secretary of State merely upon our unsupported 
recommendation We are in this position, that the proposal which wc had laid 
before Her Majesty’s Government a year ago is now' accepted not only by 
them, but b) that Committee of experts for whose verdict wc have been waiting 
so impatiently during the last few months 

When the composition of that Committee is considered, when wc remem¬ 
ber how many different schools of economical science were represented 
upon it, when we recollect liow' confidently it was predicted, even up to the last 
moment, that its members could not possibly agree in their conclusions , the fact 
that they have found it possible to sign with practical unanimity the Report 
which will be published 111 to-day’s Gazette, shew's, I cannot help thinking, con¬ 
clusively how strong our case was, and gives to llic recommendations of the 
Committee a weight and a force which maybe described without exaggeration 
as overwhelming I feel, therefore, that I should be merely wasting the time of 
the Council, without contributing anything to the information which will shortly 
be accessible to the public, if 1 were to attempt to add to that which will be 
found within the limits of Lord Hcrschell’s Report I will, therefore, merely 
venture to call the attention of those who will read that remarkable Slate docu¬ 
ment to one or two of the conclusions which it has established And hereilet me, 
m the name of the Government of India, and I hope, I may say, in the name 
of the people of this country, express our obligation to Lord Herschell and 
to his colleagues for th. patience and thoroughness with which they have 
investigated this intiicate problem, and for the thoughtfulness with which they 
have taken into their consider ition all the different aspects of a question in 
which so may interests and classes are concerned* 

'* The Report of the Committee will, in the first place I think, render it no 
longer possible for any one lo till us, as we have sometimes been told, that this 
currency question was merely a grievance of the Indian services, or that the 
Governircnt of India was interested in it only because we desired to extricate 
ourselves from the embarrassment occasioned by the instability of our finances 
The Report of the Commission has, once and for all, shewn that far wider 
issues than these arc involved—issues affecting not merely certain interests and 
certain classes of the community, but every interest and every class throughout 
the Indian Empire. 
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** Upon the question of the effects of fluctuations m exchange upon the 
commerce of India the Committee speak with no uncertain voice They report 
that there beems to be a common agreement amongst those who differ in 
their views noon almost all other points that trade is ‘ seriously harassed ' 
by these fluctuations, and, after a careful examination of the arguments 
adduced in support of this view, they express their opinion that ' it cannot 
be doubted that it would b'e well if commerce were free from the inconveniences 
of fluctuations which arise from a change in the relation between the standard of 
value in India and in countries with which her commerce is transacted’ And 
with regard to the deterrent effect of these fluctuations upon the investment of 
capital in India, they observe that ' there can bj no doubt that uncertainty as to 
the interest which would be received for the investrncnr, and as to the diminution 
which the invested capital might suffer if it were desired to retransfer it to this 
country, tends to chock British investments in India.’ That is precisely the 
view which has been agiin and again urged with great ability by the Association 
over which our hon'blc colleague Mr Mackay has presided, and which has 
done such excellent service in familiarizing the country with the details of the 
currencj question It is a view which, as I have on more than one occasion 
publicly said, has always seemed to me indisputably sound, and it is satisfactory 
to find that this view is unreservedly accepted by Lord Ilerschelt and his 
distinguished colleagues 

” In another passage of the Report the Committee mention that the evidence 
before them points to the conclusion that during recent years the silver price 
of Indian produce has risen , and they add that * if, as experience shows, w^ages 
respond more slowly to the alteration in the value of the standard, this rise m 
the price of produce must have been prejudicial to the w'age-earning classes ’ 
They sum up this part of the case in these remarkable words 

*Thc above farts gi\o reasons for believing thit the recent fall in silver, coupled with 
th' open mint, has l^d India to import and coin riiorc. silver than sli needs, and the worst 
of tlic ivil IS that it IS a growing on« Every unnee tssiry ouncr* of silvi r which has been, 
or is bring, import* d into Indi i is a loss to Indit so long as silver is depreciating m gold 
value, for it is, tv hypothtsi^ not n^ed d for pres nt use, and it c^m b< parted with only at 
a sa* rificr So far a2» tli op n mints attr u t iinm cpssary silver to India, they are infl cling 
a loss upon the p ople of the count!y, and b nc filing th silver-producing countries at the 
cost of Ind a ’ 

** While these arc the effects which have been produced by fluctuations in 
the rate of exchange up to the present time, the Committee lea\e us in no 
doubt that the evils which we have hitherto experienced may be as nothing 
compared with those still in store for us if we are content to allow matters to 
drift. 

The Report dwells upon the large purchases of siUer made by the 
Government of the United States under the Bland and bherman Acts, and 
upon the fact that, in bpite of those purchases, the price of silver has fallen 
to its present low level T hey go on to express their opinion that, even if no 
change were to be made in the currency arrangements of the United States, 
the experience of the past would forbid the conclusion that the price of silver 
would^ be stationary at its present level It would, they sav, under these 
circumstances be imprudent to act on the assumption that no further fall 
is possible, or o\en probable It is, however, as we are all awarc^ a matter 
of notoriety that the early repeal of the Sherman Act is possible 1 he Com¬ 
mittee dwell upon the heavy further fall which would certainly follow upon 
the repeal of the Act They express their opinion that such a fall would not 
necessarily dimmish the production of silver, and that under such circum¬ 
stances ‘ it cannot be regarded as otherwise than within the reasonable 
bounds of possibility that the repeal of the bherman Act might lead to a fall 
in the price of silver of even 6 (i per ounce or more, and that there might be 
no substantial reaction from the level thus reached ’ ‘ It may,’ the Com¬ 
missioners think, ' be said with practical certainty that such a fall would 
reduce the exchange to about a shilling per rupee, and would involve the necessity 
of raising at least Rx 6,612,000 more than would be required by the Government 
of India to effect, even at the rate of exchange of 15 3^ per rupee, a remit¬ 
tance of the amount drawn last year, namely, 16,530,000 sterling, while the 
payment of I9,37 <^j^oo sterling, which is the present estimate of the drawings 
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for 1893 94, A\ould, at is. per rupee, require R\ 30,992,000, and, at is od 
per rupee Rx^ j8,740,000, involving an increase of Rx 7,748,000 * 

* 'Ihesc are not the "loorny vaticinations of Inrassed and querulous Indian 
officials, but the dcliber itcly expressed anticipations of hui li men as Mr 
Leonard Courtney, so well known as Chairinin of Cominittie-* of the Jiritish 
House of Commons, and a recent convert to bimetallism , Sir Ihotnis Farrer, 
for many years the distinguished Secretarv of the Board of liidc, ind an 
eminent Political K(onomist and Free trader, an I Sir Rigmild Wclb), the 
Secretary of toe Treasury, an official of exceptional experience, who hid, 
inorcoxc r, previously been a Member of the Committee which in 187S Hsued 
an unanimous report agiinst another proposal founded upon the closing of 
the Indian mints to the ficc coinage of sihcr 

" With these prospi cts be fore them, the Committee find the mschc s fart to 
face with that dilemma to which rifcrcnce was made in the discussion upon 
the Financial Statement at Calcutta in March of the present \c.ir* It is 
recognised that the Government of Indi.i.has to clioosi* between a (hangc m its 
currency arrangements and the imposition of mere.ised tax ilion, which, if the 
figures wdiich I ha\e just cited are to b( taken as a guide, might lie of the most 
formidable and onirous character The pos^5lbllll\ ot increasing our rexcniie by 
means of additional taxes is examined by the Committee 111 a senes of piragnphs 
which I earnestly rei oinnund to the attention of those who would have ns leave 
the currency alone and restore equilibrium between income and expenditure by 
means of additions to the burdens of the country 

“Ihc Committe^^say that they arc not 111 a position to dit^'rmine whether 
the apprehensions which ha\e been (xpresbcd to them tint mere d taxation 
cannot be lesortcd to wnlliout gra\e mischief an exaggciatv^d or not, but they 
add this \ery signilieaiit observation

‘'My Hon’bic F'lnne eil mile ague his expl line d to the Counc il the precise 
nature <jf tlu piopos lU of the Commiltei—proposils whuli we ha\t thought it 
our duty to accept—ind wherein they diPcr from those which we had oursehes 
submitted to the Seerelar) of State 

"The scheme of the Committee may be desenbed as being not so mue h an 
altcrnatne to our own as a niodifieation of It It n our se^heme with the addi¬ 
tion of safeguirds and preu lutions—safeguards and piet iiitions which appear to 
us lobe wMsely eoneeived Ihe fciture which both sehemt's ha\e in common is 
the essential feature of both , both arc based on the closing of the mints to free 
coinage with the object of cvuitiially introducing i gold st.indard into India 
upon terms as equitable as tan be devised in the inUn sts of all concerned, and 
with a minimum of disturbance to the business of the country. 

" I may say, too, that both schemes ha\e for their main object the preven¬ 
tion of a further fall in the xalucof coined silver rather than the enhance¬ 
ment of Its value greatly be)v)nd the present level The difference between 
the Government of India and the Committee may be said to lie mainly 
jn this, that the Committee have given more prominence than vve had given to 
this aspect of the case The keynote, so to speak, of the Report is to be 
found in the opinion rccoided in paragraph 135, to the effect that ‘to close the 
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mints for the purpose of r.nsin? the \aluc of the rupee is open to much more 
serious objection thdn to do so for the purpose of preventing a further fall.' 

“It IS then mainly with the latter object that the Committee advocate 
putting a slop to the free coinage of silver That is a view wnich will, I cannot 
help thinking, be gtner.ill) ^accepted as a just and reasonable one The step 
recommended bv the Committee will not produce any violent disturbance of 
values It will, to use the words of Messrs Farrer and Welby, ‘ not mateiially 
alter the present relations between debtor and creditor, but, on the contrary, 
prcvc*nt those iclations being altered in the future by a further fall' 

‘ It has also this further advantage, that it provides an automatic means 
whereby it will be possible to prevent the closing of the mints from leading 
to a sudden and violc nt disturbance in the r.ite of exchange I refer of course 
to the provision tint any person may hereafter bring gold to the mints and 
obtain for it rupees at the rate of 15 per rupee, and that gold may be 
tendered in payment of Government dues at the same rate, which is equal to 
one sovereign for Rs I need sracccly explain that the effect of this will 

be that, should exchange show a tendency to rise in the open market beyond 
the rate onginilly lixed , should it, for example, rise to a ratio giving, let uS 
say, 1^, 4^// as the equivalent of the rupee, or something less than Rs 15 for 
the sovereign, it will at once become ad\antageous to bring gold to the mint, 
and to exchange it at the full rate of one sovereign for Rs 1*5 In this 
manner, by a self-acting prortss, a rise beyond the level which has ben^n provi¬ 
sionally indicated will be rendered impossible so long as that limit remains m 
force % 

“ These precautions will, I hope, go far to allay the apprehensions of those 
who mistrust the idea of any ^tte*mpt by Government to increase artificially the- 
value of Its currency Upon the other hand, the provisional ratio which the 
Committee has recommended, and which may, should circumstances hereafter 
require it, be raised, is sufficiently high to afford the Government of India 
immediate and substantial relief from its most pressing difficulties Had the 
ratio been fixed lower in the first instance, I do not see how it would have been 
possible for us to avoid adding to the taxation of the Empire. 

“ I would venture to ask those who take exception to the enhancement of 
the gold value of th(' rupee from the rates prevalent lately to is upon the 
ground that such a fluctuation involves a disturbance of the markets whether 
this small fluctuation is comp irable in its importanc e with those to which we 
have had to submit during the hst few vears, and to which, if wc were to leave 
matters alone, we should, no doubt, still be exposed 

“ I will only add for the benefit of those who may not have leisure to study 
the Report that there should be no mistake as to the following points 

“ Fiist, although wc propose to introduce a gold standard, no attempt is 
to be made to get rid of the silvir currency to which the people of this (ounlry 
have been so long accustomed The experience of other countries, as to w'huh 
the Report has much to say, [and there is no part of it which is better 
w'orth reading] ha^, the Committee tell us, shown that it has been found possible 
by the adoption of diftf rent s\steins to maintain a gold standard and a sub¬ 
stantial paritv of exchange with the gold-using countries of the world without 
a gold circulation, without a large stock of gold currency, and even with a silver 
currency not legally convertible into gold The Committee admit with the 
fairness which charac'tcri7cs their Report that in no one of the countries of 
which they have cited the example has silver been so largely and so exclu¬ 
sively used as in India, and there can be no doubt that, as Sir Thomas 
Farrer and Sir Reginald Welby have put it in their separate Report, the 
effect of this measure will be to give iis a token currency of unparalleled 
magnitude 1 he Committee sum up this part of the case by the very reason¬ 
able observation that, although the cases of Scandinavia, Holland, Canada, the 
Dutch East Indies, and the countries of the Lafin Union are not in all respects 
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applicable as precedents to the case of India, the experience derived from the 
currencies those countries is not without value as bearing on the questions 
which we have to consider 

“ In the second place, it will be observed that Jor the present no attempt 
will be made to fix the legil tender price tor gold In this respect also the 
proposals of Lord Herschcirs Committee diffc'r from ours for reasons which 
have been explained by the llon’ble Financial Member 

Thirdly, it will be seen that the ratio recommended bv the Committee is 
hxed provisional!V and not pv'rmancntly, and that the provisional ratio is well 
within the limits of recent variations, 

“ I might say more, but I feel that I cannot add usefully to what has been 
already said with an authority to which I cannot pretend in the Report of the 
Committee I will make one other observation only ll is true that our respon¬ 
sibility in this matter has been, as I said at first, to some extent diminishecl by 
the fact lhat the measure before the Council has not only our support, but that 
of Her Majcsty^s Government and that of the Members of the Hcrsclull: 
Committee, but we do feel, nevertheless, very deeply the gravity of the 
step w'hich we are about to take For myself, I may siy tint I hold very 
strongly that all attempts to give a fictitious value by legishtion to money 
or commodities are upon principle to be deprecated The U'ss Go\eminent has 
to do with such enterprises, the more we can trust to the ordinary influeiH es of 
demand and supply, and to the open trafiic of tlu markets, the bclTcr for all con- 
ccrni d But a tune may (ome wdien inaction is no longer p<isbibk, and wlun a 
Government would be unworthy the name of a Government if it were to stand aside 
and leave things to take care of thcinsdves We belli vc. that such a limch.is come, 
m India , we bclie\c with I ord lie schtU’s Committee that a further f ill in the gold 
value of silv'eris probably imminent, and that such a fill would h ive disav.rous 
effects for this country if w'c were still to allow its mints to rein iin open for the 
receipt and coinage of any quantity of a dipreciitcd and discreditid me i il We 
know that other countries have discarded tint metal ind have prospered, and we 
see no reason why we should be precluded from following their exainpit We 
have borne long enough with a state of things which is bet oming more intolerable 
with every year that passes, and which in all hum in probabilit) would have be¬ 
come more iiitolcrable still We feel that holding these v lews, v\^ shcnild be 
culpable if we did not attempt to place the finances ot Indii on a more stable 
basis We admit the immense difhculty of the problem and the uni ertainties 
b) which it IS surrounded, and wc offer this solution not as one which is ideally 
perfect, but as the best which can be dc\iscd 

“We arc hopeful that it will afford relief not to oursches merelj or to our 
employes, but to the countr) as a whole We are, however, far too w^ll aw ire 
of the intricacy of the problem and of the risks alti nding such .in cxpc'^inicnt as 
that which we arc about to trj to lake this momentous step with a light heart 
In a cas(‘ of this kind, the most obvious ci onomic and sc u nlilic 1 ins do not always 
prevail You may provide for all the known factors in your calriilalion only to 
find that there arc others which you have overlooki d or bci n uiiabl to cs iina^^e 
But, in spite of these misgivings, wc earnestly hope lh.it our prop^s ils m .v be 
fruitful of good, tint the commcrie of India miv be relieved from an impedi¬ 
ment which has retarded Its progress, that the Goxernment of India ini> be 
enabled to meet its obligations without adding to the burdens of the taxpayer , 
and that capital will flow more freely into this country without the adventitious 
stimulus which we h.ave hitherto been unable to refuse We trust, finally, th.at 
in process of time sufficient reserves ot gold may be acciimalatcd to enable us 
to render our gold standard effective, and thereby to loinploie the great change 
towards which we are taking the first steps to day. 

**Time only can show whether all these hopes will be fulfilled or be dis¬ 
appointed In the meanwhile, I earnestly trust that even those who regard 
this measure with most suspicion or reluctance will gne us credit for having 
had the courage of our opinions, and for having taken the only course which 
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s( cmed to us Iiktlv to rcli( ve this country of a burden which has we bchc^e, 
schounI) .iffcclid Its WLlfa^c in the pist, and which would, unlc-is xye had inlc.- 
vened, liavi siill mort scnoubly parahz'd her cner<^ies and retarded her .id\anCv-‘^ 
in the fulurc

deeply inteiested in, 01 would bcnetit so greatly bj, .a umforni st.iml.iid ot 
valiu* thiougbout the (iviliscal world .is Gieafc Ihitain, with hei vist sjsiem of 
trade and the gieal extent of Inn lina!U(, nid bec.iusc* the hn.al rejection of an 
intciuition.al .igieemcnt fm tiee coinige of both gold and sihei w^ill leave tins 
countiy face to lace with a pioblem of the gieat(*st dilhculty 

4 If the foitlieoiirng Lueination.al Conteronec* fails to aiine atasatisfac- 
toiy decision leg.iiding the silver question, we .ip|iroliend that it will very soon 
be nceessaiv foi the United States to di'eide eithei to .accept a silver standard, 
01 to ab.indon the purchase and coinage ol silver on .1 sc ile in excess of what 
IS loqiiiud to keep up the nece^>sal} suh^idiiry cMunagc* 

If the Tjnited St.ite> ab.andon the attempt to miiiitam the use of silver as 
standard money, there must he an iinniediatc* .ind vei^ greit fall in the puce of 
silver, which would le-act on the Indiin c'xchinges and increase iiuleliiutely 
the rupee binden of our steiling obligations 

The recent f.ill in the iMle of exeh.ingc his .ilreadv imposed upon oUr 
finances a burden which we shall have some dilTiculty in meeting, and we can¬ 
not contempl.ite without dismay the piospcet ot another fallot ludeBiute amount, 
attended no doubt w itli gieat and sudden fluctuations in the gold price of silver, 
and to bo follow eil possiblv by furtlier falls in tlie future 

It must also be remembered tliat, if the piesent conditions continue, the 
pecumaiy diflicnlties of the Govciiimcnt of India will noi he limited to the loss 
by exchange The fall 111 silvei causes distiess to a very large numbci of our 
Euroi)c.in oirucis of all seivices, but especially of the armv, who have to remit 
money to their f.imilies in England This distress is rapidly becoming acute. 
It hjis been borne liitlieito with gre.it patience But, in the case we have just 
supposed, wc shall, unless the elfieiency of the seivices is to suffer, find it ncces- 
saiy to satisfy ma reasoii.ihle m inner claims involving compensation to a 
Urge amount 

6 AVe have carefully reviewed all the eiicamstances of the case, and we 
desire to place ou record, for Your Lmdship’s inforin.ation, our delibciate opinion 
that lE it becomes evident that the Intein.itloiial Conference is unhkelv to arrive 
At a satisfactoiy conclusion, and if a direct agreement betweeji India and^ the 
United States is found to be unattainable, the Government of India shoiifd at 
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once close its mints to the free coinage of silver, and make arinngements foi 
the introductittv of a gold standard 

Inariivingaithis conclusion \\oha\cbe(Mim‘iin1,\ iiitlueneiul by a consider- 
ation of the fact that the abandonment of silver by the United Stales of 
America would involve the peipetuation of all tbo'cvils flora which vvi have 
suffcicd duiing the last twenty years, and possibly their poipetuation in an 
aggravated foim, unless steps are taken for the est.iblishment in India of a 
gold standard 

Wo believe that public opinion m India is iipe for the adoption o' deeisive 
mcasuies, tb.it the stoppage of the free oiiinge of silvei would he genci,illy 
approved , and that we might safely count on leceiving every ieason.iblc 
assistance from the comineicial and b.'inking idassos 111 the .ittcmpt to intioducc 
a gold stand.iid

In dealing with the euireney ol Biitish India it is nccessnrj to di.avv i dis¬ 
tinction bctw'eou the active lupcc eiieul.itioii .iiiil the tot.il number oi rupees in 
existence A hnigc pioportion of the lupees issued fiom the mints and not 
melted down are kept .is permanent ho.aids .iiid fiillil none ol the luiielion!. of 
money This distinction eamiol, howevei, he slurplj di.iwn, as inp('C!> are 
always liable to pass fiom bonds into the active ciiculation, <ind vtce rersa. 
What I call the .letivo rupee ciiculation maj be held to niolude all the rupees 
which at some pciiod of each jear aic used as money 

Tho total active rupee circulation has icccntly been estimated at Rx 
115 , 000,000 

Without accepting these figures as raoie than .an approximation to the 
truth, they are sufficient to show that a gold standard, with a purely gold cur¬ 
rency, is impossible m India To establish a gold standard m India, with O), 
full legal ti'nder euireney composed entirely of gold, it would be ueeessaiy ^ 
withdraw from circulation about 1,150 millions of rupees, to melt them down 
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and sell them foi u li.ii they would fetch as silver bulliop, and then to replace

Moicomm, a gold standaid with a purely gold currency of full legal lender

be that the conditions of gold mining have so greatly changed thitagolcl

17 With regard to the quc^stion of the expediency of attempting to intro¬ 
duce a gold standard into India, I do not go further than saying that if a 
general agreement for the free coinage of both silver and gold at a ratio cannot 
be obtained, and if the United States does not adopt free coinage of silver, I 
think an attempt should be made to establish a gold standard in this country 
I believe that a perpetuation of the diffciencc of monetary standards 
between England and her Indian Enipiie would be a source ot incalculable

can bring about a comparative!v stable late of evchansfc aio to be coidially 
encouraged in the interests of the people of Iiidu and qt the mcicantih' com¬ 
munity trading between this country and our Eastern possessions

spectfully to cxpiess the hope that tho Goieriimcnt of India will tiansmit tho 
mcmoiial to Her Majesty’s Go\cii\nicnt, anil that Jlis Excellency in Council 
will he pleased to give his waim support to the proposals put toith theiein 
The Association has learnt with great satistaction from the locently published 
despatch ot Hie 2‘lrdMaieh last to the Seeretaiy ot State for India that tho

On cvammin!; the flgiirps it mil bo seen that there was no riso of pnoe 
in -nlioat and but little in iinsoed until the present year, and in both cases the 
nso may bo regarded as caused by the temporary operation of the failure of the 
Bussian h.irvests ot whc.it and linseed and the demand on India suddenly 
resulting tlierolrom Jn iiee and jute, however, it is appaient that the level 
of ])iices has been permanently raised Both these ai tides are practically 
Indian monopolies, foi, though there is competition with Indian rice, it certain¬ 
ly lulos the hiuropcau market in so lar that India can supjily the vx^ole 
rcquiiemcnts oi that market 

3 The articles which have fallen in price arc cotton, opium (this has since 
risen lapidly, but the incicisc may ho speculative and tempoiary), cotton yarns 
and cloth, indigo, ten, and hides They have all, with the exception of opium, 
fallen in pi ice in moi e or less the same pioportion as the fall in exchange, and 
tea has 1 alien in nearly double tliat ratio

4 When w e turn to tho retail prices of food-grams wo find that there has 
been a general rise throughout tho country which may be said to have com¬ 
menced about I 1 S 8 C Tho returns ol tho prices paid for atta (flour), w'heat, nee, 
pulses, and ghi by tho Commissariat Bcpaitment confirm tho fact that prices' 
have largely risen fiom about that year. To some extent this rise in the lost 
two years is due to (bought and scarcity in various regions of the Empire, and 
it has been intensified by tho demand for export of wheat and rice. 

5 We do not anticipate that a permanently lower level of prices will be 
established The country is no\« inteiseetcd by railways through its length 
and bre.idth, and numerous steamers on tho coasts also afford facilities 
for exchange which wore absent twenty years ago. In consequence we 
are not likely to see pnees rule as low as they did formerly in seasons of plenty, 
when tho demand to bo supplied from any particular place was purely local and 
oidinarily smaller than the supply available, and when, therefore, prices were 
*moro or less regulated by custom and tradition In the present day there are 
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• 

comparatively few districts from which graia cannot easily be exported to dis* 
tint tracts, wli^re the supply is smaller than the demand, or to foieign coun¬ 
tries, and the means of intercourse liai e so multiplied that tiadcrs u ill not pai t 
with their stock locally at low prices when they possess the knoirledgo that it 
Mill fetch ii higher piiec if cxpoited or sold elscnlieie in India I’lices arc 
therefore regulated hy competition and hy a gicatly increased demand, and the 
lei el will remain high in the future 

0 In the ease of wheat and ricc, tho only two giains of whieli the exports 
hear a material pioportiou to the local consumption, the wholesale prices will he 
largely determined hy the gold puces in liluropo and the rate of exchange for 
the timo being As icgards the iciail puces of food-giams, it is worthy of 
notice that tlieio have been loud and peisistcnt conijilanits dining the last thicc 
or four years of the liigh lango of pi ices of the ai tides of food which arc in 
common use by the people at large 

7 Your Loidship is no doubt aware that, although there must he a con¬ 
nection between tlic range of piic(*s and tho sttindaid ot v.iluo, it is m piictice 
extremely difhcult, it not inipussiblc, to liucc the conncition Tho extent to 
which fluctuations of priic an' due on the one h<ind to causes pituiarilv atfeot- 
ing tho standard of value, and 011 tho other to such causes as the iailiiie of 
crops or tho apprehension of scaicity, can never ho determined with accuracy 
The figures we haic just given confirm tins couelusion 

8 Information of an unoflicial ohainctcr which we have recently received 
regarding Java, m ivhich country a change from tho silvei to tho gold standard 
was made in tho yiai 187A at the ratio of 1 to 15 G26, shows that little or no 
difficulty was cncountciod in substituting a gold for a silver st.indard, that, 
although a gold standard is now m foicc there, tho currency employed is to all 
intents and purposes a bilici currency, and that great prospoiity picvails under 
the gold standard* 

Wo strongly recommend that Your Lordship should ask tho Government 
of Holland ioi further infoimation on this point

since 1887 ) and jute, all the iiiipert.int stiples of the cxpoit trade hare either 
not ineieased Ol have fallen in puce

If vie take tin couisc of the wholesale prices at Calcutta and IJombay to 
fairly represent the couise of tlic prices obtained by the pioduoer, it seems clear 
that, with the exception of the ricc*gn>wei and jutu-ifioivci, the producer does 
not receive an lucieasing pnoo for his goods Hut w hilc this is the case, the con¬ 
sumer has ceitainly good leason to complain in recent years of the increasing 
price of food-grams Piom tabic No X it will be seen that tlieio is a marked 
correspoudenco between the fluctuations in pciiods and in degree of the different 
food-giains lligi is an exception only as regards the degree of fluctuation, 
the nso and fall being greater tlnin in the case ot other tood-grains This 
gram is pioduccd on a relatively small area confined mainly to the Nizam’s 
territory and the noithern and central parts of Madras When the ciop tails, 
there is no lagi to bo imported from eLsew licie, and tin* piico at once flies up 
to a great height as in 186b, and again in 1877 and 1878 On the other hand, 
thecbnsamplion being ns local as the production, a good haivost following a 
bad one sends the puce down as fast ns it lose With other gi iins the case is 
different Each of them being of fairly geueinl consumption over largo areas, 
when the crop of a grain fails in one place it can geueially be supplemented by 
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tho importation of stocks of the same gram from other places, and thus prices 
do not rise 01 fall so rapidly, noraro the limits ot the fluctuations so sride as is 
tho case mill ragi A diagram of the puces of rico, wheat, jhVar, and hajra 
shows a rcm.irkahle coincidence bctucon tho periods and the degree of their 
fluctuations, and this is also the ease, though 111 not quite the same degree, with * 
gram and lurlcy 

In all thosf grains wp hnd as the result of seasonal vicissitudes a low level 
ol price in the piaiods ISIil-Oo, 1871-7 j, 1881-85, and .1 high level of price in 
the periods inteivianng, n.imclv, 18(}(i-7{>, 1870 - 80 , 18S0-90, and again in 1891 
Tho last thice jiars, 18S9, 18')0, and 1891, have been 5 ears of high puces

as well as 111 Euiope and elscwhcie Prices still continue high (July 1892) 
for wheat and nee all over India In Nortliein India the piiccs of jawar, hajra,

course " 

Your Lordship will find on reference to tho evidence given before tho 
Boyal Commission on gold and silver m July 1887 that the resolution just 
quoted was produced before tho Commission by Mr. T. Comber as an import¬ 
ant expression of opinion from a body specially conversant with and interested 
in the matter (Q 6619 et seq ). 

8 The Bombay Chamber of Commerce represents a very important section 
of mercantile opinion in India, and the change in its views indicated by the 
resolution which we transmit must be regarded as possessing much significance.

6 Aa to the possible effect on trade and prices which would follow the 
introduction of a gold standard, I would venturo to suggest that if His Lord- 
ship desires to scenro fuither expert opinion on the subject, the same may he 
readily obtained at home; and I uould add that the various questions involved 
have already been largely discussed in tho report of tho Boyal Commission of 
18SG A scetion of that Commission expicssed the opinion that the fall in 
prices in England was *' mainly due to circumstances mdopendent of changes 
in the production of, or demand for, tho precious metals or the altered relation 
of silver to gold,” and, as Her Majesty’s Government have taken no steps to mtro* 
duco bimetallism, it may he concluded that they adopted this view They can 
have no reason, thorefoio, to fear that the introdnotion of a gold standard into 
India will injuiiously alToct pnccs, as the change from si1t» to gold oonld he 
made at approximately the market nito of the day, and the additional demand for 
gold nould 1)0 much less than the additional demand caused by the measures 
for tho demonetisation of silver which began lu 1873 , 
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6 I would add that tlioae tiho favour a gold standard hold that to retain 
as a standard of value a metal which in its relation to gold is constantly 
fluctuating and*peisibtontly dopieciatmg is oppobci to the piinoijilcs on which 
the theory and practice of currency nio li<isc(l Even if most of our coinmor* 
cial relations and all our linancial obligations w ere not with England, which 
has a gold standard, no good arguments can be found* For the retention of the 
silver standard unless it can 1)C restored to the st iblo [losition which it for¬ 
merly occupied The retention of the bihcr stnndaid in India under existing 
Ciroumbtances is politically incs])edieiit and unjnbtili.ihlc There is no leason 
to behove that the change in the stnndaid of value Iroin silver to gold will in¬ 
juriously affect trade or prict's in India any more than tlic change injuriouslv 
affected trade and prices in the countries ot the Latin Union, in Germany, and 
in Java On the contrary, if the ordinary course of puces has not been 
violently interfered with in those countries, whore the bilvcr com ige is retained 
at a ratio to gold considerably higher than that proposed foi India, it seems 
9 lear that thero is greatiT reason for holding tint Indian puces will not bo 
affected In India rupees will lemain lupci's, and the jiroduccr and conbuxner 
will regulate the pnees asked and paid, as hitherto, by supply and demand 

7 In a previous letter I had the honour to inform you that the petition 
of this Association had received 8,000 signatures, and I have to state that it 
has now received 10,868, more than half being those of educated uativcs I 
take this opportunity to send you, for the information of Govemmeut and the 
Secretary of State, thirty copies of tho Proceedings of a General Electing of the

the currency of India pending the rcbult of the deliberations of the Conference 
dhout to sit in Europe 

8 Since writing the foregoing paragraphs, I havo been informed that a 
Committee will ho appointed in London to consider the expedioney ot modi¬ 
fying tho Indian Currency Act. I trust this means that the proposal for in¬ 
troducing a gold standard into India will now receive a thorough oxamination 
If so, tho announcement will bo received with satisfaclion throughout the 
country, and it will tend to allay the fooling of despair whioh was tiking pos¬ 
session of all classes in regaid to tho curioncy prospects of India.

Burst tip the Land Settlements 

One gentleman told me the other day that Government’s proper course 
now was to break up the pciinanent settlement lu Bengal to greatly reduce 
the length of the hcttlementb in other x><itts ot the count!y, and as silver falls 
m Value to incioase the land lents Gentlemen, that such pioposals should be 
seriously made in a country like India serves to demonstrate the ^severe nature 
of the disease from which we arc suITering 

Tlie same gentleman said ** Look how India will gain if the rupee hills 
to siv pence She has boriowcd a hundred erores in silver, and the cheaper 
silver becomes, the less she has got to jiay " But) gentlemen, when we eonsis 
der that our revenue is raised in silver, it is diflicult to see where the advantage 
will accrue or how the people’s impoveiishment will be the country’s gam, and 
I deny the advantage of ruining the public ci editor by deprcciatmg the stand¬ 
ard ot value. 

Another gentleman, who would still cling to silver, says "Abolish 
pensions, or pay them as well as furlough allowances in rupees,” In 
other words, gentlemen, go through the Insolvency Court, get a discharge, and 
start afresh * 


The ** Standard ” and the “ Bconomxsl ’* 

Gentlemen, we have got so far that our proposals and our petition have 
been noticed ait homo. Tho Slandat <l and the Bconomist have had articles 
upon us As these papers are among the strongest supporters of the gold 
standard for England and other Western nations, one would naturally expect 
that they would give their support 111 advocating a gold standard for India, but 
it IS not so They deny to a groat extent the existence of the alleged evils, they 
pour cold water on the idea of a gold standard for India, they expatiate on 
the merits and compensations of a depreciating standaid, and as I read through 
their articles I expected eveiy moment to find them advocating a silver 
standard for England and urging the English peoxile to secure without delay 
the unmixed blessing of a jiound stei ling w Inch is woith only ten slullmgs I 
But they do not take this plunge. Silver would rum England, but as for India 
that IS a diilcrent thing I 


Lombard Sit eel 

Gentlemen, it is not difficult to see what is at the bottom of this inconsist¬ 
ency. Lombard Street fears for her gold The gold reserve in England is 
extremely small, if India adopts a gold standard, there will undoubtedly be 
demands of some importance from time to time on that reserve, and Lombard 
Street fears the tempoiaiy rise of the rate of discount and disturbance of the 
London money market that w'lll follow. 1 blame no man and no class of men 
for advocating measures winch they believe will advance their own interests, 
but I thmk the advocacy should be open and above board. 

If the gold standard is good for England, France, Germany, Austro- 
Hungary, and the United States, why must it bring mm to India, I have as 
yet seen no answer to that question which would hold water for a moment, be¬ 
cause, gentlemen, there m none If the silver standaid of value is the best, let 
us all have silver, if gold is the best, let us all have gold ; if bimetallism is the 
best, let us all be bimelallists But don’t let us follow the policy of Mr 
Facing-both'Ways, and declare that the gold standard means prosperity m the 
West and ruin m the East Gentlemen, I will not waste my words or your 
time in arguing with those who deny or seek to minimize the evils from which 
. we suffer They are obvious to all of us who are present here to-day, and these 
evils are only a foretaste of w Iiat wo must experience if the Conference comes 
to no agreement and the United States ceases to purchase silver. This u no 
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time for compromise or for mincing our words, and we must forco the ‘Gorcrn- 
ment of India nnd the Home (loiernmcni to ect before it la too late

Oentleraen, wo haio had experience of tho nature of that painful process, 
and wre ha\ e had experience of another painful process by which the rupee falls 
in value, nnd it IS hccaiiso we are tired of tlioso rises and falls that, failing 
other relief, we demand a gold sLindard Nobody denies that there will be a 
disturbance when we pass from tho silver to tho gold standard, but we have 
had half a dozen such disturhancos alicady,and if wc do not secure either 
bimetallism or a gold standard, we shall go on experiencing these disturbances 
from time to time till the day of judgment I should like the Ecoaomtat to 
study the aignmcnts that wore used in the beginning of this century when 
England bad a doproi lated paper currency, and when attempts were mode to 
pi event England fiom going hack to a sound metallic standard. Lombard 
Street oame to the front on that occasion, as she is doing now, and declared that 
the Bank of England notes had nut depreciated, that it was gold that had 
appreciated, and she induced a Committee of the House of Commons to put its

Gentlemen, there is such a thing as forgetting what you have learned at 
school, and when a man tells me that an inoieaso of the value of the standard 
18 accompanied by a rise in the rate of iniorcstand discount, I must ask him 
to go back, not necessarily to the bullion reports nnd to tho writings of 
Ricardo, but to sonic clomcntarv irostise on political economy such as be will 
find in the hands of the school hoys of the pruscut day.

Tins Association is neither Anglo-Indian nor native it includes men of

** Standard's ” Proposal to effect remedij by redming Home chargee. 

The Standard tells us that the proposal for a reform of the ourronoy is a 
nostrum, nnd that the I eal thing IS the ro'luction of tho Home charges. No 
doubt it w ould ho a good thing to reduce the Home charges, but how are they 
to bo reduced P Let us look a little into these charges They are estimated 
to amount to just under £16,000,000 this year Of this sum I find that more 
than half (£8,138,000) lepresonts the interest on oidinary and railway debt 

Of course we could reduce that as Portugal has done by repudiating, but 
you may bo snie that Lombard Street would object t The next item in the 
charges is over 4^ millions (£4,594i,500) on account of tho AYtey and 
£229,000 for Special Defence Woiks, altogether over £4,800,000. If we felt 
inohned to reduce the Army charge, England would not allocr it Here we 
have in these items £13,000,000 out of the estimated £16,000,000 There 
remain then £3,000,000 Of this sum £2,000,000 represent leave allowances 
and pensions.

6 Ill clause 20 of the petition above referred to it is stated that, under 
the piesent conditions of the currency system, “ the exporter is no gamer, for 
each fall in oxchan'^e is followed by an equivalent fall in the gold price of 
tho commodities he exports ” Your memorialists submit that this statement, 
besides being an insuflicient 1 ('presentation of the facts, is one w'^bicli it is 
extremely difficult, if not impossible, to verify On the other hand, it is a fact 
well nitliin the experience of your memorialists that the fall m gold prices 
at home, which has been going on steadily for the last twenty years, is attri¬

imparts to the investment ot capital in this countiy a speculatnc character 
and a risk which the aipitahst is unwilling to face *’ Your memorialists 
submit that, apart from tho fact that many of the capitalists engaged 
in the development of the Indian tea industiy are lesident in India, thus 
eliminating to a gri'at extent the question of remitting inti'rest home, 
and also apart from the tact that tho idea of hnality is a very indeter¬ 
minate one to attach to the operations of tho English capitalist, which 
are continuous opciations, and therefore postulate tho loturu to India under 
advantageous conditions ot exchange, and intlie shape of fuithci capital of the 
intciest previously romith'd home, it is within tho cxpciienco of your memorial¬

I am dneoted by the Governor Gcncial in Council to acknowledge re- 
cei^ of your letter No 279, dated 24th September lb02, forwarding a momoiial 
to His Excellency the Vicoioyin Council from the Darjeeling PLxnlcrs’ Asso¬ 
ciation on the subject of the Indian curiency question 

The Government of India understand that the meraoi i.ilists object, in the 
interests of the Indian tea industry, to any change in the Indian standard ot 
value whciehy the rupee would be given a fixed value in 1 elation to gold, while 
at the same time the silver standaid ot China might continue,to dcpreimto 
lelatively to gold and to the Indian rupee under the now condition of things 
2 The prosperity of tbo tea industry of India is necessarily a matter ot 
concern to the Government of India, and tho arguments contained m the 
memorial have been carefully considered The Governoi General in Council 
will not offei my opinion at tho present time on tho expediency of attempt- 
mg to intioduce a gold standard into India, the question has ofti'n been 
discussed and the arguments pro and eon aie doubtless familiar to tho inemo- 
nalists There is one matter contamed m tho memorial, however, which 
appears to the Government of India to icquiie careful examination 

The memorialists apprehend that if tbo value of the rupee woie fixed with 
reference to gold, while the gold value of the Chinese tad continued to fall, 
China would obtain such an advantage over India in tho production of tea that 
she would regain the ascendency which she has lost, and tliat the tea industry of 
India might be cntiiely and irretrievably injured Itf other words, the racmori.il. 
ists contend that if two countries compete m tho production of tho same article, 
tho country of which the standard of value is dcpicciating icLitively to the 
standard of the other country must prove successful lu tho competition 

It is this proposition which in tho opinion of tho Government of India 
requires examination 

3 It IS unnecessary to remind the memorialists that intei national trade is 
regulated by, and dependent upon, the comparative cost of pioduction of commo¬ 
dities. India, for oxamplo, grows tea and exports it to England m exchange 
for (say) cotton goods, because it is found that by devoting a certain amount of 
labour and capital to the production of tea, and exchanging that tea for cotton 
smods, a larger quantity of cotton goods is obtained than could be secured by 
devoting the same amount of labour and capital to the direct production of 
cotton goods m India. 
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It IS obvioub that the real cost or amount of labour and capital required 
to produce tea, piece goods, and all other commodities must remain precisely 
the same whatever the standard of value may be, and a chqnge of standard 
cannot possibly, therefore, have any effect on the fundamental conditions which 
regulate international trade Accordingly, if a chanTO in the value of the mone* 
taiy stand injuriously or beueGcinlly affects the production of any commodity, 
it must do so hy impeding* or facihtoting (as the case may be) the npraations of 
jiroduction and trade rather than by modifying the essential conditions onivhich 
production and trade depend Is it then the case that the depreciation of the 
standard of value necessarily stimulates the production ofartudes of export, if 
so, IS such stimulus pciraanent, and is it attended with any drawback P 

1 A mere alternl ion in the relative value of gold and silver, leading to an 
alteiation in the exchange between tno countries, confers no advantage on the 
one country ovei the other in so far as regards the exchange of commodities for 
commodities for example, if a cci tain number of pounds of tea sell for Es 100 
and a certain number of yards of calico sell for £10, and if Rs 100 are worth £10, 
India will receive Rs 100 for her tea and pay £10 or Es 100 for her piece 
goods Assuming that the lelitivo value of gold and silvci alters, so that 
it takes Rs 120 to equal £10 m value, India will, other conditions rcmainmg 
the same, receive Its 20 raoic for her tea than she did before, but she wiu 
have to pay R** 20 nioio for her piece goods, and consequently the country 
as a whole in that exchange of commodities foi commodities which constitutes 
international tiadc neither gains nor loses by a fall in the gold value of silver. 

Since the countrv aa a whole neither gams nor loses m the international 
trade by the fall in the value of silver, it follows that, if the tea industry gams 
bj the tail, such gam must bo made at the expense of other members of the 
commu ni ty, in other words, for every additional rupee which the producer of 
tea recciv us, owing to the fall in exchange, on account of tea exported, some 
other person in India has to pay a rupee more as the price of artioles imported 

5 It may now be considered what is the nature of the gain made at 
the expense of other members of the community by the producer of goods 
for expoit when silver falls relatively to gold, whether this gam is perma¬ 
nent or not, and whcthci it is attended with cbrresponding draw liaoks The gain 
(if any) made hy the producers of tea when silver falls relatively to gold arises 
solclj from the fact that the alteiation m the value of silver affects the exchange 
with England and the w'holcsale pneo of tea before it acts on other prices and 
on wages If all the expenses of the tea producei rose simultaneously with, 
and to the s.ime extent as, the nee in the wholesale price of his tea, due to a 
depreciation of the standard, he could derive no benefit from depreciation It is 
the fact that all prices and wages do not nso simultaneously to the full extent 
that enables him to make a slight and tempoiaiy pioAt at the expense of the 
persons whom he employs, and of all other persons to whom he has to make 
fixed money payments 

This profit IS usually only tcmpoiary, since vvith the depreciation of the 
standard all wages .ind prices tend to use, and when the rise is completed the 
prdfit disappears If the profit should happen to be considerable, and should 
last lor some time, it supxdics an unnatural and temporary stimulus to the 
trade, wduch leads to overproduotion and consequent reaction 

Moreover, large and sudijen falls m the value of the standard necessarily 
imply the possibility of largo and sudden rises, and fluotuations in the price of a 
commodity due to alterations m the value of the standard cannot fail to have 
an injurious effect on the trade as a whole 

0 The Government of India feel sure that the memorialists will admit that 
international trado must be considuied as a whole, that trade and production are 
extended and improved by everything that adds to the welfare of the country 
at largo, and that illegitimate and temporary gain made by one section of the 
community at the expense of another can only prove injurious m the long run. 

In this view of the ease it cannot be doubted that the possession of the 
same standard of value by two countries must, other thmgs heme equal, morease 
not only the total trade between the two countries, but the trade in each parti¬ 
cular article, while the existence of two standards fluetuatmg in relative value 
constitutes a grave impediment to busmess, and not only reduces the aggregate 
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of business, but injunously affects erery industry which contributes io make up 
that aggregate . It appears, therefore, to the Oovernment of India that if India 
possessed the same standard of value as Englmd, always tissuming that tint 
staudard of value was in itself a good ono, trade between the two countries would 
be stimulated instead of checked, and evoi v industry in both countries conti ibut* 
ing to that trade would be benefited instead of injured 

7 To sum up, the Government of India are of opinion— 

(1) That a country as a whole makes no gam in its intci national trade 

by a depreciation of its standard, siiu'e theevtin price reciuredfoi 
its exports is balanced by the extra prue paid for its imports 

(2) That the producer ot .in article of evport may make a temporary and 

unfair gam fiom dcpreeiition of the standard .at the exjieiise of his 
emplo}& and of other persons to whom he makes h\ed payments. 

(3) But that this g.iin, uhile not permanent, is couiitcibnlaiiccd by a 
tendemy to ovci production, and (onscquciit reaction and depicssion, 
by a liability to sudden falls in pi ice as 11 ell as to uses, and by the 
check to the general inereasc of international ti ide which n'cccs- 
saiily lesults liom the uant of a common staiidaul of value 
between countiics which hate intimate commercial and financial 
rcl.ations 

If the Government of India .ire light m the views they hive just e\> 
pressed, and they entertain no doubt as to their conectness, it will follow lhat 
the adoption of the snire staiufird of valiie by Enghind and India, .ilw a; s a>>sum- 
ing that standard to be in itself a good standard, would facilitate intoiii 1 t 10 n. 1 l 
trade, stimulate production in both countiios, and place Chiiui at .1 dis¬ 
advantage as comjurcd w itli India in the production of tea, as well as of all 
other commodities, for s.ile in the English maiket 

8 In conclusion, lam to say that a copy of the memorial will be for*

That your memorialists aro thus much pciploxod and unceitam m lespect 
of contmning their business That they hav c been 111 the habit, w hen plat mg 
their oiders, of calculating upon a moderate jnoiit of fiom to I per cent, but 
liavo found that oven a small movement in oxchango has been siifllcicnt to 
convcit this expected piofit into a loss 

That if they seek to avoid tlip i isk by fixing cxcliango at the time of 
placing an order, they incur another iisk of being undcisohl by othois who 
have not fixed excliaiigo and have benefited by a rise, that some among thorn 
do ono thing and some another , and that thus thoir business has been chnuged 
from legitimate tiadinginto speculation and gambling 

That your memorialists understand that lurtlier troubles may arise in 
future, that Your Exccllonoy’s Government may he foreedto impose additional 
taxation upon this country to meet Qoveinmeut losses by exchange, wliicli 
taxation youi memorialists most humbly urge tho country is utterly unahlo 
to hear, aud would create a most widespread dissatisfaction amongst tho 
masses 

Tliat they understand that a conference between America and the nations 
of Europe is about to take pLacc, which is likely to icsulL in one ot two (hinge, 
both harmful to your memoiialists,—that it may lend to tho sudden fixing oi

3. Tho maintenance ot some stability m tho latio of value betneen gold

4 Various remedies have been suggested and International Monetary

2 The above telegram dealt so fully with the question referred to us by 
Tour Lordship that we feel it unnecessary to do more than give a brief summary 
of our arguments in tlie present despatch It will suffice to say that a high 
seignorage on the coinage of silver or a high import duty on silver brought 
into India would improve our financial position both by adding to the public 
revenue and by preventing the gold value of the rupee from falling as low as 
it might otheruise have done As soon as the rupee u as given a materially 
higher value than that of the silver contained m it, rupees would doubtless be 
xetuincd to India from foreign countries and from Native States, and possibly 
some hoarded rupoos might be thrown into circulation The full effect of such 
a duty might not therefore be obUined at once, but to the above extent the 
difficulties of the financial position would no doubt be alleviated for a time by 
such a measure as that proposed by Sir John Lubbock 

On the other hand, while the silver rupee would, by the imposition of a 10 
per cent seignorage, be practically reduced to the position of a token coin, the 
evils arising from excessive fluctuations in the exchange would be neither 
removed nor alleviated 

3 We have caused the exchange value of the rupee to bo caloulab'd on 
the hypothesis of a 2 par cent seignorage, as at present, and of a 10 per cent

It will be observed that when silver falls from 50ei per oz to tOd per oz , the 
gold cost of the rupee with a 2 per cent seignorage falls from 19 20d. to 
16 36d —a difference of 3 84d, or exactly 20 pei cent With a seignorage of 
10 per cent, the fall is from 20 OOd to IG 72d —a fall of 418d, or 20 per cent, 
as l^ore, mother words, with a 10 percent seignorage instead of a seignoinge 
of 2 per cent, the amount of fall mcasuied in pence would be gn^ator, hut the 
percentage of fall would be exactly the same The measure would therefore 
have no effect whatever in putting a stop to fliiotnations 

4 As the adoption of a high rate of seignorage would have no effect on 
the chief evil from which wc now suffer, would merely tend to impiove m 
some degree the present financial position of the Government, and would afford 
no guarantee against depreciation in the future, we are of opimon that the 
objections to 1 educing tno rupee to a token coin, and indefinitely deferring the 
complete solution which we believe must be arrived at some day, outweigh any 
advantages which the measure might produce. If it be decided that the rupee 
must, sooner or later, be converted into a token com, it seems to us tljat it 
would be better to adopt a gold standard at once—>a course wlueh would equally 
improve the finatinial position, and would also afford some prospect of a final 
andmtisfootory remedy This course is in our opinion clearly preferable to a 
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half mi 3 <a 8 iiru, mvolviag tbo mam disadvantage of a gold standard, but leavmg 
oni greatest difficulty untouched, and affording no guarantee against fall of 
value in the future * • 

5 With regard to the proposal referred to in the last sentence of onr tele* 
gram, we may lemark that the objections to a currency system which depended 
on its success on a rate of seignorage or Import duty fluctuating in accordance 
with the rise and fall in the market price of silver are so obvious and so serious 
that wo refrain from discussing the question

3 In the expectation which prevails on all sides, by some that action will 
be taken, by others that it is unavoidable, the course of business is greatly 
impeded. The country is being inundated with silver to an extent only 
equalled in the VC 17 exceptional year 1890, thtfshipmcnts from London since 
the failure of the International Conference w as recognised liavmg been on an 
enormous scale In the last four weeks silver to the value of about a milhon 
steiling has been slupped from London for India, where there is Ao present 
demand for it It is generally inferred that these shipments have been made 
m view ot a furthei fall m the price of the metal On the other hand, the 
exports of gold from India duiing the preseut year have been made^on an 
unusual scale It is easy to see that a large inflow of silver and a lar^ out¬

of that metal must necessarily continue to fall. Hie Secretary of State for 
India should, therefore, be urged by Government to sanction the immediate 
closing of the mints against the free coinage of silver, reserving that pnvilege 
for Government alone, and to refuse the sale of Council 'Bills under a oertimi 
fixed rate 

“ Unless these protective measures be speedily adopted, it is anticipated 
that the Government of India will soon be involved m deeper financial troubles; 
that the present disoiganised condition of trade will be intensely aggravated, and 
the financial and commercial relations with gold>using countries reduced to 
absolute confusion 

“ This branch of the Indian Currency Association is distinctly of opinion 
that no insurmountable difficulty can arise from the immediate closing of the 
mints to the public, and tliat to do so is the only rational ri'medy for the present 
ruinous position The longer this action is delayed, the greater the diflSculties 
that will arise Already the abnormally large shipments of silver in transit to 
India and the large contracts reported to have been made m London for the 
delivery of silver some months forward at rates considerably under the existing 
market rate unmistakably indicate that practical authoritative opinion views 
the future of silver with grave alarm, and that the closing of India’s mints 
is considered inevitable 

India 18 believed to be the only country whose mints are now open to 
the unrestneiod coinage of silver, and as the markets for the metal are noto* 
riously in tlio hands of bold speculators, the disturbing fluctuations are not likely 
to be less frequent and violent than hitherto, and are certain to bo maintained 
so long as India continues to keep her mints opon as at present 

” By adopting the course proposed, India will be able to wait composedly 
till Western nations make up their minds as to what course they mean to 
permanently follow ” _

I received to>day a strong depulj^tion from the Currency Association. 
Bepresentatives of the following interests were present 

Merchants, traders, ship-owners, importers, exporters, manufacturers, pro¬ 
ducers, bankers, and land 

The deputation urged the stoppage of free ooini^o of silver and supported 
Its proposal by evidence showing that all the above interests are now in 3 urioaBly 
affected The statements of the deputation seem to me to have strengthened 
the case in favour of closing the mints, and this will, I think, be the impression 
here I expressed my own belief that not only Government and its officers, but 
the whole country, suffered under the existing state of things Hut I dwelt on 
the need of caution, and of proving conclusively that the remedy contemplated 
mvolved neither political nor economical risks 

Hinally, I told the deputation that they seemed to me to make out a pnmS 
faete case in favour of a standard uniform with that of tho countries with whieh 
India does most of its business, and that as the Assoeiation had now for seven 
months fearlessly advocated such a stand.ird, it rested with the opponents of 
the Assocutioii to show authoritatively that the country disagreed with its 
conclusions

Address of the Hon'ble Mr J L Macnay, c i e,, and others, and Sts 

Exeellencifs reply thereto 

After having introduced the deputation, Mr Mackay said —May it please 
Your Excellency,—We have the honour to come before you as a deputation 
appointed at a meeting held m the Town llall, Calcutta, under the auspices of 
the Indian Currency Association, on 27th January 1803 Tlie meeting referred 
to consisted of about 700 people, comprising representatives of all branches of 
trade and commerce and manufactures in this city, and representative also of the 
landed interest in the country, and of all the branches of tho public service. 

At that meeting tho following resolution was proposed by tho President of 
the Indian Currency Assoeiation, seconded by Mr K D Mehta, Sheriff of Oal- 
cutta. Member of the firm of Messrs D B Mehta & Go, merchants and cotton 
spinners in this city, and earned unanimously 

“ It IS now generally recognised that, with tho dispersion of the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Conference, the hope of united action has disappeared, and that 
further argument and delay merely mean waste of time 

The United States are preparing to cease their purchases of silver, and it 
may be anticipated that the gold value of the rupee, which has within the last 
twelve months fallen from Is. 5d to Is 2|d, will soon further rapidly decline. 

" It IS known that for years past it has not been possible for the Govern¬ 
ment of India to meet the moreasing cost of its sterling obligations except by 
the imposition of new and objectionable taxes, and that the heavy fall of the 
rupee in 1892 has brought the finances of the country into a critical position, 
makmg further oppressive taxation apparently inevitable 

"Moreover, the impecunious position of the Government is retarding the 
development of the country, and the uncertainty regirding the Indian standard 
of value deters capitalists in England from mvesting their funds in India enter¬ 
prises 

" The present tension and uncertainty and the prospect of the immediate 
future have a most injunous effect on all merchants and traders by paralysing 
the legitimate commerce of the country in all its branches, and trade as a oon- 
sequence is almost at a standstill 

*' It IS therefore resolved that this meeting is of opimon. 

" * 1. That no justification ’exists for the contmuance^of the policy of 
inactivity m regard to the Indian currency system which has unfortunately for 
so many years guided the Government of India

In the first place, we have to thank Tour Exccllenoy for having graoiously 
consented to receive this deputation and to hoar what we have to urge lu support 
of the reform of tho cuirency system of India which we advocate 

This deputation lepresents merchants, traders, ship-owners, bankers, 
land-owners, produceis, manufaoturerb, importers, and exporters The mer¬ 
chants represent those who are engaged not only in trade with gold-using 
countries, but also in trade with silver-using oountnes and in local trade. 

Tho proposal to change the standard of value in India is not a now one. 
Precisely what wo propose was strongly urged upon the Government of India 
as &r bMkas 1878, when it was found that the link between gold and silver 
had apparently been irrevocably severed The Government of India at that, 
time threw out the proposal beoauso it clung to the hope that igtemational 
bimetallism would be adopted, and that thereby India would he exfnoated 
from her difficulties. 

The Government of India have therefore had ample time to oonsider this 
question, not only with reference to IndiOi, but also with reference to other 
oountnes What we propose is no leap m the dark, because it has been adopt¬ 
ed by numerous other oountnes whose object was to save tbemselves from we 
embarrassments and dangers which have overtaken India. I would here 
mention that J^nce, Spain, Italy, Switzerland, Belgium, Greeae,>a(nd H o lland 
closed their minto to the tree coinage of silver in 1878. Iffie United Statos 
had done so previously, and the gold standard was adopted* by them and 
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byGeimaay, Sweden, Norway, and Denmark, while Austria'llun^ary has 
lately p issed a law following tins example (n 1878 tho gold staud<ird was 
also adopted by Jara 

The Government of Indit have had tho experience of all those countries to 
contrast with their own bitter experience of tlio pistdilteon years, and must bo 
in a position to form their (onclusions as to whctlioi it would not have been to tho 
advantage of India in the pisf, and whether it is not likelv to be to tho advan¬ 
tage of India m the future, to oli*inge its staiidaul ot value from bilvei to gold 

We approach Youi Excellency at this tune, in tho lirst place, Iw/ausi' the 
Brussels Conference has hopelessly failed, nol only to biiug about bimet illisin, 
but even to iocure mteriialional agreement on siili'.tdinn ineisuivs lor the 
incieased use of silver ns money, in the ••econd place, because Lnd llc'rs'dicll’s 
Committee has now hadamjdc time to consider the question in all its Iieaiings, 
in the th'rl place, because the fall in silver, which has aliiadv tikon pLue, has 
brought the finances ol ilio Qovernineut into a peiilous position, and Ins re« 
stiictcd and cinbari.isscd the trade of the country to siu n an extent as to 
cieito an iilinost unparalleled shite of coinmeicial depression, and, listly, 
because it is eleai fioin tho course of events in Viniwiea that the decline 111 the 
value ot silvei uhielilias taken place in the pist twelve months mil be lollowed

In March 189J tho Budget estimated for a small surplus for the eiiucnt 
year The fall in exclinngo must have swept awiy this nriiount and added at ’ 
least 160 lakhs to the cipniditiue ol tlie Government ot Iiidi.i 

This additional ovpendituio must be mot eiMiei by miroised tixation or 
by tho rostnction of railwiy constrnetioa ind otlioi public woiks, thus hamper¬ 
ing and cheeking the eountiy’s piogMSs, 01 117 b itli, and the inuicinlile < om- 
munity will leg lid the adopnoii of cithei of these ooiiisOs at sncli a junctuic 
with tho gieatestdissatishietion 

In the meantime we observe that the European servants ot the Government 
of In lia are not unnatiir illv pressing for an adjustment of their emolnraeiits 
owing to tho depicciation m sihci which, if gi.intcd oven m a limited degieo, 
must oousideiably in< lonse the alre.uly heavy burden now imposed on the 
geneiol tax-paying eomniunity 

My Loid. we fioely confess to a stiong feeling ol sympathy with tho 
seivants of Government who iind thou incomes daily dwindling, and who in 
consequence are in some cases put to sovaio stiaits, such as .iro ealculnlud to do 
serious injury to the officieney of the admuusti ation We realise, m taot, that 
it will be absolutely impossible foi Governmont to carry on tho idmmisfr ition 
on the present tcims We are stiongly convinced, however, that the adjust¬ 
ment of salaiies and all other adjustments cm only be prop'rly effected hv the 
reform of a currency system which has gi idually, but with inoioasmg r.ijndity,

Tho demand for a reforui of our currouey system is no v made by the pro- 
duoiug, oommeieial, trading, and non-oflioial chissesin Indii with as unanimous 
a voice as it is possible to get, on such a subject When the lomedy was lust

arhili.ny incieise ot puces would nccossarily defiat its own end hy the luither 
inevitable K striction of business which would he suie to follow the adoption 
of such a course As it is, business is eonsideiably reduced in volume in all 
bi.inelu's of letail tr.ide, vvliuh is easily eompiehonsiblo when it is considered 
that the fill in eveb inge must neei'Ssirily h ive the c'lba t of considerablv re¬ 
ducing thi* spending power of those who aie the iiipin siipporteis of the tiade 
in imported goods Tims, Yoiii Hxeelleney, the letiil trader in tlie present 
d.n feels himself placed in a pcjsition of coiisidi*iable emban issinent and difli- 
eiilty , and .as this section of ti.ade does not enibi iie any recipiocity of busi-_ 
ne<58 with the mothei country in oxpoits, it lollows tint tlieie is in the piesent 
(lav an cntiie ibseme of suecessrul n tail tiading in the country, nor, 111 the 
face ot the pi evading appr(*hensioii ot a further fall 111 llu* value of silver, can 
this he regarded as tho worst stage of .litaiic, unless such fall bo promptly 
arrested 

Und(*r these circumstances, I would join most earnestly on behalf of the 
retul tradeis, whom I ropresimt, in pressing on Your Excellency’s attention 
the suggestions for a CLiricncy rc*foi 111 biibmift(*d to Tour Excellency in the 
rasolutions passed at the meeting hold at the Town Hall on the 27tli ultimo, 
and winch liav^e just been read out by the Uonouiabic Mr Maekay In fact 
the closing ol the mintb to the free coinage of silvei and the adoption of the 
gold standaid appeal to us to afford tho only chance now left for scouring 
the trade of tho country from p.issing into a state of utter disorganisation 
and rum 

Mr A O Apcai, of Messrs "Apear &Co said —I have but little to add 
to what has been so well and cleaily said by Mr Maokav and the other 
m(*mbcrs of this deputation, and I should not now tiouble Your Excellen y 
ivith any remarks if I did not think that a useful purpose might be served by 
a short statement of my own eypciieiiee [ am a member of a hrm who are 
pioducers and manufactureis, producing coal and manufacturing jute We are 
theowiieis of zemindarics in the mofussil, engineeiing w orkshops in Calcutta, and 
are also the owners of steam-vessels engaged in the general trade of the country^ 
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particularly in tbe carnage of opium, and plying m tho trade between CiUcntta, 
the Straits, and China 1 may, therefore, say that I represent all the important 
trades and industries which the opponents of a stable currency in India doularu 
would bb ruined if the exchange value of tho rupee acre to cease from fluc¬ 
tuating and tailing But ue, u ho are deeply intcKsted m local enteipiise and 
industiy, and in tiade with other silvoi-using eoi(htriC'<, beg to assure Your 
Excellency that our opponents who prophesy lum me not eonterned personally 
as 1 am, and when they speak thus, 1 dimv thou ntrht to speak and leg.iid their 
proplieoica as vain uords 1 am not merely a “Foieign so 3 atiincr’' in this 
land, anticipating the dav of letiieineiit and desirous of csiiiing mv money 
away dttcr conversiou into gold My turn uas cstnbhshtd here in the eaily 
days of the century, and I nijselt ha\c hem a member ot it and living and 
tradiiisr in this city lor more than 10 jears All iny interests arc bound up 
wPh the prospeiity of this c ty and this Umpire, auu Mill so uoiitiiiuo to be 
Snob being the position mUkIi enables me to claim to speik nitb some nutlior- 
ity on this important question, L dealt o to assure Yoiii Jiixecllcney that 1 shall 
welcome M'ltU tlio most lively satisfaction a decision that shall piovent for the 
luture such fluctuations lu the exchange value of the rnpco as have marked 
our commercial history for twenty vears, and sliall nricst its fiuthor fall. It is 
impossible to overrite the diflleiilties and cmhaiinssnients Mbieh aio caused 
to trade and industry by an over.ynrvmg and declining standard of v iluc. Tiado 
li barasst'd and impeded to such a degree that it is almost reduced to tho piimi- 
tive condition of barter, unhealthy 8poeulation IS rile, and legitimate transac¬ 
tions arc entered upon with hesitation and nnxioty ludustry is checked in 
the advance it should make foi want of capital, M'hieli is caiefully kept out of 
it, and, instead of marching conGdently forwaid Mirh opciations winch aro 
beneficial alike to India and to the countries with Mdiieli we cany on trade, ue 
either feel our Wcay slowly and cautiously as men who walk in the dark, not 
knowing wheie the next step may land them, or mo plunge icckicssly forward 
as does a gambler, losing as ottenas wc win, or oCtcnci, and the ftwei uC excite¬ 
ment 18 follow (d by a reaction rcscmhlmg paralysis Such has frequently 
been our cxpei icncc sinco 1873, and such at this moment is oiir experience in 
connection with the trade in India. I tiust that Your Eveellcncy’s Govern¬ 
ment will no longer delay to intiodnce a rofoim in our curiency system Mliich 
Mill enable us to see wliat we aie about when mo arc proposing to enter upon 
mercantile transactions or industrial enterprises, to ca1culatt> with some ceitainty 
wliatwill he tho futuie piospeetsof the transaction or the cntcrpiis(>, and will 
remove all risks other than those wliu h aie iiKidenhU to trade and industry- 
risk which we are quite content and prepared to laia It is the unron‘s(>en 
nsks of fluctuations and depreeiation ol our monolaiy siind.iid M'hich mo are 
not prepared to face, and which paralv si'S our eueigics and yesourcc'i. 

The Honourable Fuzilhhoy Visr.un, of Messis Visi im I'ihr ihim & Co, of 
Calcutta and Bombay, said —Your Evcelloney,—Although this subjwt of our 
currency has been thoroughly threshed out, and tliciu leinams noilung new 
to be said about it, 1 would, with Your Loidship's pcrmisNiitu merely observe 
that, as one largely interested in tho internal and local ti.ido of India, 1 can 
say from personal experience how disastrous has been the lesult ol thofluctuit- 
ing state of our oxcLinge with Europe I have no doubt that this is also the 
experience of other merchants wliose name is legion I am not one of tho-o 
who advocate the gold standard simply for the sako of hriiigmg about a Iiighi r 
value of the rupee, hut what I am keen about is its stability It must he 
admitted that it is on this that tho prosperity of our commerce, and for the 
matter of tfiat ol our couiitiy, and of the Goveinment itself, mainly depends, 
and I consider it IS the duty of everyone to on-opernte towards this desirable 
end, and I have, therefore, ventured to offer theso few words to Your Ex¬ 
cellency ou tho aspect of the question as is appears to me 

Mr. B D Mehta, of Messrs D B. Mehta & Co, said —May it plcaso 
Tour Excellency,—As a*native of tho country, and as ono deeply intcresfed 
in the development of commerce and the manufaetaiing industry c)f the 
country, I do not feel the least hesitation in supporting tho objects of this 
deputation, and the movement which it seeks to promote. With Your Exed- 

a 's permission, I desire to call attention to a inisapprehonsion which, 1 am 
, prevails to some extent in England. 
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It 18 beliered that the appreciation of the rupee wjll mean the deprecia¬ 
tion of uncoined silver and the leduction in value of property which is hoarded 
in the shape of silvci ornanu'nts Now, as a matter of fact, there is very little 
hoardini? in the sh.ipo of ormiments Ornaments constitute a finery, and it is 
well uudeiNtood that gold and silveismiths themselves retain a large share of 
the metal which is pLic(‘d Ht their disposal for *such purposes The truth is 
tliat whatever hoaiding takes plaee takes place in the shape of coined money 
It stands to n>asou that anyone de'iiring to hoard silver would not turn it into 
ornaments, because, in the fust plaee, ho has to pay to the silversmith at least 
a fourth to a half of the value of the silver for woikmanship, which expendi¬ 
ture and muio ho would immediately sacrifice if he desired to turn the 
ornaments again into coin It the ru[>co is given a fixed gold value, then 
obviously the money hoanlings of the people will bo improved and lemain 
a constant quantity, and will anybody deny that this is a distinct advan¬ 
tage to the fortunate possessors ot money investments ? I may add tliat being 
a cotton spinner, and largely interested in various other industiies, I will 
not hesitate to nlhrin—and this in the august presence of Your Excellency— 
that 1 anticipate no harm, no in]uiy of any kind to the manuf.ictiinng indus¬ 
try of India by the adoption ol the course which this deputation desires re¬ 
spectfully, but firmly, to press upon the attention of the Government of this 
count] y It is a m.ittor of general notoiiety and of painlul experience that 
matteis have gone fioin bad to woiso, because the Government have chosen to 
adopt what 1 may be pciiuittrd to style a poluy of masterly inactivity in this 
conuecUon It is our icspeclfiil lequest and humble pia^cr that some action 
miy be taken, ,uid without lurchoi delay, upon the lines which we have ven¬ 
tured to letommcnd. 

Hr llegmnld ^^urr' 1 y, Agent, Chtirtcrcd lifcreantile Bank of India, Lon* 
don, and China, said —Youi TXcelleney,—1 have been invited to mako a few 
lemarks fiom a banker’s point of view The me<ining and object of a stindaid 
ol vrdiio are necessaiily that such value shall be fixed Otherwise it cannot be 
a true measiuo foi the {imposes oi tiade, or loi the general rcvciinc and expendi¬ 
ture of the Govciuineiit 

Eor the purposes of the tiado in India it is ahnndaiitly evident that the 
silver standard has no such (Uit^ of value It is impossible to dissociate inter¬ 
nal from cxteinal Hade The imports and expoits aie just as rnueh a part of 
the tiade of a country as ai tides Imtercd internally, and it is quite as import¬ 
ant foi the security ot good ciedit and sound trade that the standaid of valno 
for cxpoits and iinpoits sliould nut lluctiiate, as that internal tiade should rest 
on a tixed h.isis B.iiiks arc the gnaidians of ci<>dit On their stability depends 
whether eicilit is go id or bad But on w'hat piinciplo can banks negotiate the 
iinanee of India’s loroign trade when exdiange exerts such a dominating inflii- 
cnee on all transactions to the extent th.it oalculatiuns of picniiums and dis¬ 
count rcat on a qiiuksind ol speculation ’’ 

Such conditions di fy piinuplo 

We bcheve, too, tint the depreciation of silver cannot fail to nlTcc t the value 
ot savings 111 India , loi as the tiade and finance of India aie inevitably con¬ 
nected .iiul mixed up with those of gold standard coiiutiies, so must the value 
of savings he»r eonipaiison 

Tliciefore it appears to us clear that savings in India, which arc to a large 
extent leprescntt'd by bank deposits, are adversoly allecti'd by the incnleuoe of 
a silvei stiindnrd 

Mr 1) W P King, of llie Delhi and London Bank, said —Your Excel¬ 
lency,—Speaking as a hanker whose interests are intimately hound up in the 
financial piospcrity ol India, it is to iny mind impossible to conceive on what 
ground the country is (ustiiieik in accepting, 5 ear by year and day by day, 
payment ol its surplus proiits m a metal w Inch as ^oon as it b.i 8 been received 
becomes of less 1 nine it business were earned on generally on this principle, 
IT IS not (liillcult to see that it would ultimately result m serious failuie 

As regards the effect on the capital brought into this country in the past, 
it IS patent that, while it may have been invested in profitable industries of 
which wo have many, a considerable portion of the capital has been absolutely 
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lost judged by its origiul sterling value this does not apply to hanks alone, 
but to every merchant, ^der, and capitalist who has sunk his money in India 

The present position is even worse, bei’anse, with all the openings there are 
for the investment of British money in railways, coal mines, and other under* 
takings in India, the nncertainty as to the future value of the rupee is so 
impressed upon the British piiblio by the English press that scarcely any fresh 
capital IS brought into the country 

TTith .the necessity there is for opening out the country this is a most 
serious matter. It is a fact that all new enterprises, in the ilrst instance, in 
India, are undertaken with British or European capital, and nobody vill admit 
that wo have readied a stage wlien no iurther capital is Te()um*d, and surely a 
state of affairs which absolutely hinders any extension of enterprise needs 
immediate attention 

It IS possible that a gold standard for India might have a disturbing effect 
upon the European money market, and the prices ot oommoditios tliere, but ^ 
It just or reasonable to continue a state of affairs licie nhich absolutely debars 
the country fiom making the'progress it should make ? 

The vear 1802 has been, taking it all round, a disastious one for Indian 
trade and traders , and if no effort is made to remedy the piescnt shite of 
affairs, it is absolutely ceitain that wo shall have to face a ciisis tliat has uot 
been equalled 

I therafore submit, for the urgent consideration of Tour Excellency, the 
absolute necessity, in tlie interest ol the country, the trade, the oUicials, and 
all concerned, of putting a stop to tins oomputition iii'twecn Council drafts and 
silver by closing tlio mints to the free coinigo of silvei, and meeting the trade 
demand by the sale of the Socretaiy of State’s Council drafts on India at a 
fixed minimum lalc 


Tub Vicbbot’s Rbflt 

Ills Excellency tlie Vicerov, in reply to tlio deputation, said —I am much 
obligi d to this deputation for the elciriiess with which it has laid its views 
hefoio me It is extremely impoitant tliat the Joverninent ot India should be 
made aviareof the manner 111 wliioh these questions ate rcgaided by all cLisses 
of the community The gentlemen picseiit hero this morning picsent a gro«it 
variety of interests. You have told me that merchants, tiadeis, sliip owncis, 
impoiteis as well os exportois, inaiiufactiiiers and pindu''eis, the hanking inter¬ 
est, and last, but nut least, the landed intpicst, aie all repiCAOiited hcie, and 
that among the m'Moantile ineinbois of the diputitioi aie lepresontitives of 
our trade with siUer as 11 ell as with gold-using countries, and of oiir local as 
well as om loieign ti ulc biieli an expiession ol opinion, proceeding, as it 
does, from independent and unotlieial boinces, cannot lail to carry weight both 
with the Gmcinmeiit of Iiidi i and with the country, which we earnestly dcsiie 
to carry with U’., wliatcm 1 eouisp we miy detcnuiiie to adopi m mow ot the 
seiious state ol things with wIulIi w'c .pe contionted 

Now, genllemen, it is a i op mi s'cret that the Government of India icgaid 
that state of things with the gieitest coneern It is, I flunk, also an open 
secret tint wo haie id" is ot mir own is to the stops which might bo taken lu 
order to deal with the di.h iilties wliu h are daily pressing tlieiiisehes upon ns. 
It it, howevci, of no uso to coue<*il fiom oui8''lves that the rcmiedial measures 
which have been undei dibou'sion ue legaided iii some qiiaitcib with genuine 
alarm and with a good deal ol suspicion Tho latter feeling is perhaps not 
dilBcalttoaecoaiit fui, and it IS, I hclieve, to ho explained hy the f.iet that 
many persons haic assumed that the idvocatcs of such measures are actuated 
by selllsli rather than parnotie mo'ives We are constantly told foi example, 
that the Government ot India hive heoii too much influenced by the distress of 
the oiBuals in their employment, and that onr mam ohjeet is, on the one hand, 
to mitig.ate the haidship ot the seiueos which have, ns we are well awnre, 
buffered cruelly hy the iicent fall in cxekmgo, and, on the other, to extiicate 
ourselves from the constant eiiilxiiiassment to which onr finanues are exposed 
by the fluctuation in thi' gold \aiue ot the rupee 

Now, gentlemen, as to the uinployds of the Qovcinment of India, they ate 
entitled to the moat abundant measure of our sympathy, and 1 am glad to 
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noUcii tbat yours is extended to them , but 1 think that those critics must bare 
a Tory mean opinion of our mtellii^nce who thiuk tmt, merely m ordes to 
elude our oblii'atiuns to the services, we should be ready to deal*li^ht>heartedly 
with so seiious a question ns that of the currency of the ludian Empire, or to 
tamper, in opposition to our better judgment, with the monetary basis upon 
which our fiiianuial and commercial sjstem is founded 

Again, although tho mcourenionuos uhick the Government of India 
encounlers from the tluctu.itiuiis in exchange aio no doubt extremely uksome 
and cxaspeiating , although it is veiy annojing to us never to know whether a 
suiplus niny not be converted into a ueheit, 01 <i dific it into asm plus by specu* 
latue movements wliieh we nie wholly unable to control, alt hough it is un> 
plea>>ant to us to be nmndlv abused because our loreeasts aie so ficquently 
disireditid, wc should smely not bo so imprudent, merely bcc'auso wo are 
Bulb ring Irom iin oiivenu nues ul this soit, as to contemplate the possibility of 
altering Ibc standaid ol value 

Qentlemon, we are well anaie that, before anv project so serious and so 
far-reaching can be cntcitamed, it is meessiry to pro\e a great dial more than 
tbat the Government ot India is exposed to annoyance or its employes to hard- 
bliip of a special kind It is to inueh stronger reasons than these tbat we must 
appeal if we are to addicss ourselves to the question ot cuircncy reform, and 
it IS for tins reason tbat 1 reg.ird it as highly satisfactory that gentlemen in 
jour position, repicsenting, as 1 have said, the unofiuinl and independent 
opinion of all classes of the community, should come loiwaid in ordei to make 
us awaic ot the inannei in which tlieii inteiests aro aftected by tho wide diver¬ 
gence lu value w'iiK h li.ia arisen lietwcen gold and silvci 

1 therefoie take note with the utmost attention of your omphalic statement 
that the pit sent condition ot things is disadvantageous to the commerce of 
India generally, to importers as well as to exportcis, to local as well as to 
foieign traders, to tho w.ige-oaiiung classes as well as to the producer of 
commodities 

I also t.ikc note of youi statement that you regard with the gravest appro- 
hoosion the jiossibility tliat wc may be driven by the ment fall m cxclianxo to 
impose additional taxation on the pooplo of tins countij—a contingency which 
we ceitainly cannot exclude tiom coiibiderution, hut which, having regard to the 
restricted soimcb from which taxation.can he diawn, 1 for 0110 should regard 
with the utmost (onccin The lact that wo may not improbably tiiid ourselves 
face to faco w ith tho nei c*ssitv ol resorting to additional taxation in order to 
cxtiieato oniselves tioin uui dilFiculties seems to me by itsell to bo a sufficient 
answer to the asseition that our tioubles'arc ot a kmdvvliuh ailect, not the 
people of India as a whole, bat tho loieigii sojouiucis, repiesentcd, it is said, 
chiefly by tho Eiitish olhccisof the Government of India. 

1 note again tho declaration of your belief that, owing to the fall m the 
gold value of the lupec and the uncertainty with legaid to the luture of ex¬ 
change, cipitnlibts ai(‘ detcired iiom investing their money in tins country, the 
development ot wliK h IS 111 tins manner most sciiously retaided You have 
reminded mo, on llio other h<ind, that, owing to the embarrassment of our 
fliiances, tho Govemiuenl ol India is itsolf obliged to cuitail its expenditure ou 
usclul public works, so th it tlie stream ot public os well ns of piivnteenterprise 
is being dried up Tins, geullciuen, is suiely a consideration to which no class 
oL tho commurnty, whether ullicial or unofficial, tan afford to be mdillereiit. 

Hut, gonih'men, it is not enoitgb to show that tho disease exists. Yon 
havo also to convince ns, and to convince the public, that the remedy which you 
have lecouvmended is the proper remedy, and to show that its cflccts may not 
be worse tbau those ot the disease itself Youi Association has addressed 
itself eirnestly and with cousideiable skill to this task We fcol that, m deal¬ 
ing with tins p,nt of the ease, we cannot appmach the subject with too great 
caution We most be persuaded not only that the remedy proposed is defen¬ 
sible upon stiiet economical grounds, hut that, cousidci ed as a political measure, 
it IS sate and expedient, and will not do violence to public sentiment or give nse 
to grave and disquieting apprehensions in the mind of a people prone tu regard 
public ques,tiuus f 1 nm a sem iineuUl standpoint lu order to disarm hostility ot 
this kind, nothing is so u'-eful as public disoussion, and a debt of gratitude iB,m 
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my opinion, due to the Owrenoy Association for the manner in which it has 
donng the past few monros ventilated this intricate question and helped to 
render it intelligible to the public mind < 

I can promise you, in the name of the Goveinmeiit of India, that both 
youi statement of the facts and the proposal which yon have laid before me 
shall leceive our earnest attention Thi'y will be duly liid befoie the Secretary 
of State, and 1 trust that we'may before lorn; be able to make you awnio 
of the decision which has licen ailived .it Tor the moment 1 cannot sav 
more Tou have reminded mu tli.it the Bi uosels Con feienco has separated w itb- 
out coming to any conclusion, but the othei, and to my mind more important, 
enquiry which is being conducted by Lord ^Horschell’s Committee is, so fai 
as we are aware, not yet concluded AVe liive not yet he,ard that the Committee 
has reported, nor c.in w'e anticipate the olTect winch the repott may produce 
upon tho judgment of the .So ‘n'taiy of State Until wo have received fuithcr 
information upon these points, tho question must remain m suspense 

There are, howevi'r, two admissions which I am ready to imiko to you 
My first admission is this, that you have, 1 think, strengthened your case h,r, 
for the present, restricting your proposals to that foi the closing of the mints 
to the free coinage of silver, leaving for further consideration those ul tenor 
proposals for changing the standard of value from silver to gold, which w'ere 
embodied m your project when it first took sli.ipe six months ago In tho 
next place, you arc, I think, justified in bolding that the pioposal lor introdue* 
mg a standard of value winch shall bo common to India and to the gold-using 
countries is pnmd facte a nsisonablo proposal Tho hnrdeii of proof certainly 
seems to me to lie with those who dcsiic to convince us that it is for the good 
of any given couniry that it should us(> tor eommerc 1 . 1 l purposes a cuircncy 
of which the standaid differs, and differs in a constantly llui tinting degree, 
from the standard of value obtaining in those coiintiies with which the gieatcr 
part of its com 1 ne 1 c 1 . 1 l husiac>‘S is tiansneted You have pointi'd out in yoiir 
address lli.it othci nations h i\o dosoited the silver tor tlie gold stand.nd, and 
have lound advantage m doing so It is, 1 think, lor your opponents in tins 
eountiy to show that thcie arc spoiual ie.asons why a simiLir change should 
pioduce diilcicnt results in the case of Indi.i The Associition which you 
icpresent has now lor some seven months openly and foirJessly advocated the 
policy' which you first formulated at the Simla mc'c'ting m M.iy of Inst 3 e.ir 
That*policy, so to speak, holds the held, and I think you mav fauly say tliat 
your opponents will luvo no one to hlamo but themselves if cm mg to tlieir 
lailme to priive that the general opinion of this coiintiy disagrc’cs with you, 
and to lefuto the facts and figures whicli tho Ourreuey Assoei,ition has jilaecd 
before the public, your eoncliisions aro aeeoptc'd as an nutburitalivc statement 
of tho interests which this deputation olaiius to represent.

Wo maintain that tho agitation of tho Indian Cmieney Assoiiition is 
not for thu advantage of India as a countiy Ij; n.is got up, and is ehioQy 
supported hy Government oirici<il3, and such classes ns professional men, 
middlemen, and salaried employes, who ioiiu a very sin ill li.fiioii of the popu¬ 
lation of India Tlio agitation Ins expeiii'iiced eonsidei iblu opp'isilion among 
tho meruhauts of Bombay, Calcutta, ami Madias Govoiament ollioi.ils aie 
doubtless sufEeimg from a sevcic giievanee, iiiasmucli as tliev lo o a '“onsidei- 
able portion ot the pay they contracted to leeeive, .mil il they lud confined 
tbeir agit ition to their own particiilii griuvinec, puhlie svmpiMiy uonld iiav* 
been entirely with them We m.untiiu that (roveninieiit oiricials and llicii 
supporters in this agitation are not in as elosc tuuc'h as ue mu wilu tho loner 
classes of India, nor are they byi tlu'ir tiauiing and p'lsition as eompeteut to 
airivn at true opinions on matleis allotting the tr.ade ol tho fuiitiy We, on 
tho other hand, by the frequent sales oi oiii produce, aie in toiieh nitli the 
markets ol the qroild, and are foioed to study the gi no'jl course ol the world’s 
trade as a guide 111 our busino->s We also contend tint nc represent the ryot 
class, their intoiests and ours nie identical, nc are m dailv personal com¬ 
munication with our labourers, and through that mo it delicate of tests, our 
labour pay sheets, can realise their actual conditipn over a long term of years 
It IS for these leasons that no vent me to piibli'ili an opiniou in opposition to ' 
that of the goyernmg class. 
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Tho GoYPrnment of India, in summing up its replj^to a petition from the 
tea planters of Darjeeling, says — 

(1) Tliat the onuntry as a -whole makes no gain in iW international 

trade bv a depreciation of its standard since the extra price 
received for its exports is balanced by the extra price paid for 
its imports' 

(2) That the producer of an article miy make a temporary and unfair • 

gain fiom the depreciation ot the stindaid, at tho expense 
of his cmplovdsund others to whom he makes ftxcd pay* 
ments 

(3) liut tins gain, while not permanent, is counterbalanced by a ten* 

denry tuovir-pioduotion, and consequent leaction and depres¬ 
sion , by a liability to sudden f.tlls in prices as well as rises, 
and by tlie general eh<‘ck to the increase of nitei national trade, 
which ncrcssniily results Irom the want of a common stand¬ 
ard of value between countries which have intimate commer¬ 
cial and financial relations 

(1) That the adoption of one standard of value by England and India 
would fiU ilitatc trade, stimulate production, and place other 
silver-using countries, such as China, at a disadvantage 

(o) That international trade must he considered as a whole, that trade 
and pioduclioii are extended by everything that adds to the 
welfare of the countiy at Largo, and that illegitimate and 
tompoiaiy gain by one section of tho community at the ex¬ 
pense of another can only piovc injurious in tho long run 
We would respectfully point out that tho strength of the first of these 
aigumonts obviously depends on the import trade beingof as muoh value to 
India as tho export trade Wo maintain that the intrinsic value to India ot 
the export trade far exceeds that of the import, even as it does in actual 
volume and money value 'J he ryots are by far the most numerous class in 
India, and we are constaiitly being renuuded that the problem ol the future 
IS the over-population of tho country likely to result if new industries cannot 
be found for the employment of this cver-incroosing mass, uncliccked by w'ai 
or famine They aio also tho chief payers ot revenue to Government. They 
are absolutely ludependeiit of the impoit trade, for they can still, os they did 
formeily supply all thou wants from the produce of the country The prac¬ 
tical outlets of this sin plus population arc local manufactures and the growth 
of produce for export, and the low latc of excliange lias lostored both, and 
enabled industries such as vvlieat, tea, hides, cto, to hold their own in the 
face oi <m cnoimons im lease ot production m other pa^ts of the woild 
On the othci hand, wc would point out that, while the tall m excliange has 
prevented the export tiadc feeling tho fall in gold value's (which has so 
bi'iiously alTocted indusliK's in gold-using countries), the fall in gold puces has 
picvontcd any rise in tho lupeo-pnccs ot imported goods m India This is 
pioved by a coinpiiison of prices in 180 J and in lb71-73 Cotton goods 
ot nil soils arc one anna in the lupoo chcapci, English coal is Rs 3 pci ton 
cheaper, steel rails aic Lis 13 a ton clioapci th.iu iron rails wbre, and other 
metals aio cheaper in propoilion, oilman’s stoics and all soits of weanng 
appaiel aie at the Slime pine 01 cheaper now than they were. The only loss, 
tbcietori', that the import tiadc lias sufiored is, that it has not been undnlv 
stimulated by tho fall in gold values It is not, however, to tho interests of 
India as a country that local manufactures should bo destroyed by an inrush 
of cheap Euiopcan goods The Government of India has foi years ri'coguised 
the policy of fostering local inanulaetures, and they hare prospered sp as to 
excite tho jealousy of Manchester However inconvenient it may be to Jjan- 
ctishire, the Government of India cannot consistently maintain tliat the 
al)»enee of an extia stimulus to the import trade is anything but a wbolcsomo 
check ontUo ovcT-prediiction of Eniupean impoits Moife especially ts this 
the eoso when the low value of tho rupee outside India, as compared with its 
value in the country, 18 inducing tliosc who havo their savings in rupees to 
invest them locally M c would also point out that the interests ot the import 
and expoit tiade are not opposed as the first argument of the Government of 
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India would seem to imply Imports are of the nature of purchases made out 
of surplus incomei which can be curtailed if the income of the country cannot 
do more than proTido liaro menus for subsistence The export trade and local 
manufactures are the only industries in which there is room for any inntorial 
growth of the income of the oouutiy, and if the^e are checked by fixing the 
rate of exchange, the impoit trade must suffer with them 

» The Government of Tiidi.i admits that the piO'lucor of an article for export 
makes a gain by the depreciation ot the standard, hut as&oits that the <»ain 
M only temporary, and it is unfair bcciuse it is made at the expense of lus 
employes to whom ho makes fixed paymenU In this contention Gov 01 n- 
ment apparently only contemplates prodiieeis on .1 largo scale, and niuto 
ovei looks the masses ot poor ryots who cnltivato espoitiblo produce in I heir 
own fields, but even in the ciso ot producers on i laigc scale, oiiiploving Iar‘'c 
gangs of day labouieis, wodeiiv the gain is unfaii and at the expense of the 
employd The planters oi Southern India employ lahoui fioni put 

of Sonthem India and Mysoie, they koop books sliowiiur the lates of wages 
the amounts advanced for subsistence alljwaiices, and the Inlaiuvs piulou 
the conclusion of the Viiious terras ot labour It i-. shown tliero that wa*-es 
ace the same now as m 1875 The subsistence allow ances ind amounts saved 
by tho lyot eooly aie the same now .is then 1 < oirespoiidenco m tlu ''liidias 
Pioss elicited tho faet that, excluding tlie list three,\eais asalleetcd h\ siMrcity 
andfeaisof famine, common countiy grims were 20 percent ihcapei in 
1889 tlianm 1875, while exchange h.ul Lillon from 1 « llrf to if Id 
Twice in this period of fifteen years gram had risen 25 pei tout and 
giadually fallen again, while ovthaiigc steadily fell The cspeuciiec 

of tho tea planters ol Daijcolmg is evidently the simo as oui\ Jlr 
Mackay, in his speech 111 Oileiitti, admitted tlmt wages had not risen 
in the indigo, t('«i, .ind jute distiicts As the cooly in Southern India *^ets as 
many rupees as foimcily, and finds that, .illowiiig for tho fiaetaition or puces 
due to good and bad season, lus rupees buy as much lood aud elothinn- as 
formerly, we fail to see that the chaige of an uiitur gam is subslantiatcl. ^ 

That the gam 18 temporary, and counterbalaiic ed by a teiidonuy to ovei- 
produotion, audoonsequoiitio-actionanddopiossiou, by a liability‘to sudden 
falls m prices as well as rises This statement supposes tho ti ulcs* ol India to 
bo monopolies and not a pirt of tho gnut trade of the woild JJy followin'- 
the course of priotis of the chief aitieh s of expoitduring letcat years it will 1^ 
seen tliat they, without exception, have followed the universal law of supply 
aud demand, iircspeetive of the fluctuating lelatioiis of value between silver 
aud gold Ovcr-pioduction and the leductiou of profits to a minimum is the 
tendency of all modem tiade, and IS uoLaffooted by fndiin Exebanm*, except 
m so muck .as it ca.ables India to compete with othei couutiies more* favour¬ 
ably circurast.anced Thus, tho price of sugar has fallen owing to the creation 
of tho beet industry , that of wheat from the exp.aiisiou of Amcric.in cultiva¬ 
tion and tho new Bombay tiade, that ot cotton from tho same causes , that of 
tea from the growth of the India and Oeyloii industries causing a «»lut in the 
China market Pepper, oun of tho most ancient, and for centuries tho most 
lucrative of the industries of Malabar, has been rendered almost unprofitable owing 
to the competition of the Straits In tho case of hides, the puce lias fallen 
owing to enormous tracts in Amciica and Australia leaving been stocked with 
cattle. The price of coffee lus nsen beoauso blights have checked produotion 
The cmchona hark trade exemplifies tho law still moie clearly In 1877 
sulphate of quinine was selling .at 10* per o/, and common cinchona bark 
from 3* to 4* per pound It was di<»covoied th it the tioo would thrive in 
India and Ceylon Enormous profits were to ho made, although exchange 
was then high, and onpit.il rushed into tho enterprise In a very few years 
the island ot Ceylon alone was supplying tho annu.il consumption of the vvorld 
Stocks increased, aud the price of bark foil below 2d per pound, the minimum 
cost of produotion J[n Ceylon tho trees were uprooted to make way for tea In 
India disease supervened on want of cultivation, and at last the consumption u 
again oveitaking the production, afnd tho market has felt the first vibration of an 
upward movement We do not suppose that meichants in Europe need to 
have these facts brought to thou* notice, hut wo mention them to show how 
able men in India, under tho pressure of loss from low exchange, shut eyes

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to tlic mTariable laws of supply and demand and the evident tendency of modern 
trade, and tliinli they can affect the world's trade through Indian exchange 
It can Inrdly be contended that the increased priiduction of such of the above 
articles as arc produced m Europe, America, and Australia is due to low 
exchange In Ceylon the rush into tea and cinchona was due to the blights of 
coffee, which left a Urge and encigetic population without the meantf of sub« 
sistencc, and the capital sunk in the island without dividends llie supporto|8 
of the Indian Currency Association rightly maintain that the rise of the Bom* 
bay wheat trade is due more to the opening up of the country by railways and 
cheap steamer freight than to low exchange Such faeiUties could not, how* 
evci, create a trade unless thcic was a suiplus population feeling the want of 
fresh outlets for its energies, and we know the population of India has incicased 
ono-third in the last twenty years The same causes arc in active operation all 
Old the world, and over-production is likely to be the law of the future, irre* 
spcotivo of Indian exchange As to the liability to sudden falls in puce as well 
as uses, we, the producers, in common with all bom fide merchants, deplore 
violent fluctuations In part these aro due to the inevitable rush into over¬ 
production that IS sure to take place if the puce of any article rules high now 
that capital and laboui aro so abundant and means of c immnnication so easy 
They niu also duo to the unfortunalo spirit of gambling which pervades all 
modem markets We would point out that the most violent fluctuations of 
late have been duo to attempts made by Amciica to aitiflcially raise the value 
of silver 

*'Tbat the adoption of one standard of irado value by England and India 
would facilitate trade, stimulate production, and place otliei siUei-usiag 
couuirics, buch as China, at a disadvantage ” We venture to point out that 
the Government of India gives no reabon for this eonolusion beyond the skitc- 
meiit that general prosperity w'onld lesult from sucli a standaul, and its belief 
that its pievions piopositions aio indisputable It is the answer to the argu¬ 
ment of the Darjeeling plantois that if the value of the rupee was fixed while 
the Chinese tael followed th<> fall m silver, the toi tindo of China would 
again regain the ascendency which bad iMsm wri'^^ted fiom her, and might even 
irietriciably lum the tiade of India These iiguments seem to us based on 
gencial priiieiplcs of political economy, legnrdless of the special circumstances 
of Indian trade, and again nssiimo that the import trade equals tlie expoit tiado 
in value to the countiy The Government of India “leoogniscs that the 
interest of the tea trade is neccssaiily a matter of oonccin to it,” but it goes 
on to imph that if tea ean he more economically pioduced lu China, the 
capital now invested in tia in Indii should be shifted to some more piofitable 
indiistiy 'J'hosc, however, who are experienced 111 (omincicial enterpiise 
know too well that the cipital invested m an indiistiy that lias to bo aban¬ 
doned is lost The producer cannot shift his capital from one indnstiy to 
another as tho mirket changes, and finds tint the falling exchange alone 
enables him to continue woikiug at a pioflt m competition with other silver- 
using countries It was uiged at a meeting of the Indian Guirency Associa- 
* tioii that it IS not low exchange, but falling excU.ingo that is needed to stimu¬ 
late tlir expoit trade, and that as exchange must toueh tho bottom sooner or 
latei, the stimulus IS onlv tempoiaiy, and will be followed by reaction and 
depression We maintain that when once the bottom is touched, no further 
stimulus will he needed, .is Indian produce will then compete on a level with 
that of other silver-using countries This, for instant e, has not been the case 
lately in the coffee industry Brazil, the greatest giower of coffee m the world, 
has iecently had its exchange as low as lOd If Indian exchange is to bo 
fixed and not allowed to follow tho fluctuating relations of silver and gold, 
Bmzillian exchange may again fall to an extreme, and her plantcis receive 
double the piice in silvei that we do for coflt'o of an equal gold value Java 
has already practically illus^tcd the truth of tho above statement Her 
exchange was fixed at a higfi rate some years ago, and it is stated that m con¬ 
sequence no cultivation is very profitable there, and tha is being uprooted as 
unremuneratire, though it flourishes in India and Ceylon in spite of low prices. 
As regards industries, such as wheat and hides, which compete with ^ld*u8ing 
countries, the supporters of the Indian Currenoy Association mamtamed that 
low exc^ngo did not benefit them, as every fall in exchange was followed by 
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a corresponding fall m gold prices, and, uith the lowest escliaiigo and freights 
ever Icnowi^, last monsoon was the worst season for the evport trade on record 
We have shown above that any gcneril rise in gold prices is improbable, ns 

S redaction is likely for the premnl to increase faster than consumption Wo 
0 |iot forget that consumption in its turn mil ifiom time to tiino oicrtako 
production, but onh those trades which can tide over a period of doprossiou 
will bo able to benefit by the following reaction However unpiofltaulo the 
wheat ana hide trade may now he, this is duo to the competition of other 
countries over which no action of India can have any control, while he; dcpio< 
ciating standard sai cs her from having to submit to sucli a low range of prices as 
their appreciating gold standard inflicts on them To suni up, we maintain 

(1) That the gam on oxpoitsisnot balaneed bv the loss on imports 
because tlie expoit trade IS essential to India and the im|>ort 
trade is not Moreover, the prosperity of the import trade 
depends on the prosperity of the expoit tiade 

(2) An experience of fifteen years sliow s 11 s that the gam on exports is 
neither tempomry nor unfaii, as the purelnsing power of the 
rupee in India is as great now as it ever w'as 

(3) That o\ei-production is inevitable fioni the cunstaiit iiierc.ise of 
capital andlahoui in the world, •iiid cannot he afficted by the 
rat(* of excliange in India That the elTeet of a depreciating 
standiid on India’s trido is entind;! bcneiuial 111 thit it 
enables hei to tide over the depicssioii that losults fiom this 
over-production and to benefit by the piospeiiti that will 
ensue when leaction comes Tliat \iolcnt fluctuations aie 
due to the spnit of gambling, and would only he intensified 
by any further attempts to i.iise the value of silier 
( ) That any attempts on the part of the Govoinmcnt of India to iix 
one standaid of value foi England and India eau only lesult 
in mining India’s trades wdiicli competo both with gold-uung 
and silver-using eoiiiitiics, unless a scheme of univorsil bi¬ 
metallism IS adopted, which will linve the effect of raising 
gofd values in thegioat markets of the world 
(5) That the aitificial enhancement of the value of the rupee would 
not add to tho welfare of the i‘ounti^\ as a whole, because any 
gam obtained b> leductng homo charges and mtoiest on the 
gold debt would bo more than countcibalanced by the loss

From paragraph 155 of the report we understand that our proposals are 
accepted by tlie Committee with tho further recommendation to accompany 
the closing of tho mints to the free coinage of silver by an announcement 
that gold will be lecoivcd until turther notice at the mints in exchange 
for rupees at a ratio ot Is M theiupoc, and that soverciirns will be 
received at the simo late in payments of sums due to the Government 

We consider that on tho whole sufficient reasons have been shown for 
preferring this modiiication, which we accept, to our original proposal to 
stop ficc"coinage and await course of events before dealing at all with tho ques¬

If 
the piopossls are supported not only by tbo weighty authority of tho Committee, 
hut also by the ooncurreneo of Her Majesty’s Goveinmont, the Government of 
India, and the influential commcK'ial inteicsts which have declared themselves 
in favour ol this policy, we submit that they bhoiild ho earned luto effect 
forthwith without fuitlier discussion No infoimation to bo compared as 
value with tint alleidy m Your Lordship’s possession is likely to ho elicited

4,498,100 kilos (1 l•]!,4o3,U00 minces) and tliat ot 1892 at 1,711,000 to J<,9'10,000 
kilos (162,102,000 to 157,335,001) ounces) This inav show that, even at the pre¬ 

sent price, the production of silver is still profitable m a Luge piopoition of 
the mines, and that in some it is suffiiiently so to stimuKite inemascd

In order to do so, it would be necessary to enter upon an 
oxammation of the policy and action ol the Government of India both 
in military and civil matters, a task w inch is beyond our province Expori- 
enoe, however, shows, as regards military expenditure, that it is at all times 
difficult to resist its grow'th, and that occasionally the circumstances which 
call for it are beyond the control of any Government, trhile, as regards civil 
expenditure, advanmng civilisation bungs with it constantly increasing 
demands for Government action and enterpiise—demands which are not the 
less urgent when, as is the case in India, tliey must oiiginate with tho 
Government lather than, as in Euiope, with tho people Although, tliere- 
fore, wro feel strongly tho necessity for the utmost caro in restnetmg 
expendituie, we aio certainly not in a position to concludo that any 
economics are possible which would enable the Indian Government to meet 
successfully the groat and giowing deficit caused by falling exchange.

, be maintained at a high and fairly steady exchinge, although it is absolutely 
inconvertible and has been increased hy thc act ot the Government out of all 
proportion to the growth of the population and of its foreign trade The case, 
it need hardly be said, is not quoted as a precedent which it is desirable to 
follow. 

The Brazilian standard coin is the milreis, the par gold value of which is 
27d. A certain number were coined, but have long since left the country, and 
the currency is and has since 1864 been inconvertible paper. The inconverti¬ 
ble paper was more than doubled between 1866 and 1888, but the exchange 
was about the same at the two periods, and very little below the par ot 27</ It 
had gone down to 14d in 1868, the date of the war with Paraguay, but had risen 
again, and was in 1876 as high as 28^. In 1869, when the quantity of paper 
money was increased from 12,468,000/ to 18,322,000/, tlie mean rates of ex- 
cl^nge showed an advance of about Ilf per cent Since the revolution which 
displaced the Empire and established the Acpublic, the paper issues of the 
banks were increased by moie than 30,000,000/ m less than three years, so that 
the paper issue in 1892 amounted to 61,372,700/, and as the result of tins, 
and of diminished credit, the exchange m that year ranged from lOf rf to 162</

93 It IS impossible thus to review foreign systems of currency without 
Ptinty ot oxcboiigo noiutoiucd under vnrtoni feeling that, liowcvor admirable may be 
cueumManen tho precautions of our owu ourrcncy 

system, other nations have adopted different systems which appear to have 
worked without difficulty, and have enabled them to maintain for their 
respective currencies a gold standard and a substantial parity of exchange 
with the gold-using countries of the world, which has unfortunately not 
been the case with India. This has boon elfeotod under all tho toUow'ing 
conditions, vtz • 

(а) with little or no gold coin, as in Scandinavia, Holland, and Ctinada; 

( б ) without a mint or gold coinage, as in Canada and the Dutch East 

Indies, 

(e) with a circulation consisting partly of gold, partly of overvalued and 
inconvertible silver, which is legal tender to an unlimited amount, 
as in France and other countries of the Latin Union, m the United 
States, and also in Germany, though there the proportion of over* 
valued silver is more limitra, the mints in all those coflntries being 
freely open to gold, but npt to silver, and in some of them the 
silver coinage havmg ceased; 

(d) with a system under which the banks part with gold freely for mqport* 
as in Holland, or refuse ihfor export, as in Fiance; 
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(e) HI til mints closed against private coinage of both nlver and gold, and 
nitli a ciiriency of inconvertible paper, as has been temporarily 
the case in Austria, 

(/) nith a circulation based on gold, but consisting of token sUver, 
H Inch, howcv6i, IS legal tender to an unlimited extent, as in the 
AVest Indies 


The case of irolliiid and Ja\a is very remarkable, since in that case the gold

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06. It would thus appear that it has been found possible to introduce a 

standard without a gfold circiila- 
^ tion, without a lars^ stock of good 

currency, and ercn without l<^al convertibility of an existing silver currency 
into g^ld Before concluding, however, that thqsc preiodonts are directly 
applioablo to the condition of things existing in India, it is necessary to 
examine them carefully. There is no one of the countries above referred

S-franc picres, to the American dollars, 
have for generations boon not only so much silvei, but the equivalent of a 
certain quantity of gold, and it would have been a shock to his habits and 
mode of thmking to treat them otherwise It may ho easier to maintain an 
old and welUknown silver currenry at a gold value m countries which have 
been bimetallio, and m which large quantities of gold and silver are alteady 
in circulation, than to mtroduco such a system into a mono>motallio silver 
„ country such as India Tho case of 

Qi A ungaiy Austria-Hungary again differs from that 

of India in some important particulars In Austria-Hungary the standard 
was silver with an inconvertible paper currency, and tho state of this paper 
currency vras probably one of tho chief factors which made a fundamental 
change necessary In making tho change the relation of Austria-Hungary to 
the neighbouring countries was, no doubt, an irnpoitant consideration, and tho 
fact that Germany and other States bad adopted a gold standard rendered it 
expedient to take a similar course. 

97 Even in the case of Holland and its East Indian Colonics, which is

made in the standard of both at the same time 

98. On tho whole, it seems to us that, whilst the differences wo have

able in all respects as precedents to tho case of India, and the circumstances 
of each paxtioular country must be studied, yet the experience dciived fiom 
the currencies of those countnes is not without value ai bearing on the ques¬ 
tions which we have to consider, and is iiiipoitant ns showing under what 
vanous conditions the exchange value of a currency may he maintained

99. It has been objected that the natives of Imlia arc accustomed to 
Qat*tioii M to difficnity of getbng tho poopio of Silver, that the transactions aio small in 

indn to adopt gou amount, SO that Silver is hotter suited to 

their use than gold, and that they will nut willingly give up the rupoo The 
answer to this is that it is not proposed to substituto the gold soveieign for tho 
rupee as ourrency m ordinary use, and that the caso would 111 this respect 
resemble that of many of the oountrios above leFcrred to, where the standard is 
gold, but the ordinary currency is silver or paper. 

100 Moreover, gold has never been entirely out of uso in India It is 
, ,, , . truo that in India silver has for tho last 

30 or 40 years been more exclusively used 
than in many of the countries referred to But, though gold coins have not been 
in use as legal tender, and no fixed ratio has boon established between gold 
and silver coins, there is no i»,rt of India in which gold coins are not well 
known and procurable, and recognised as a form of money, the value of the 
chief gold coins being regularly entered in the “ Prices current *' Until 1833 
or thereabouts gold ooios constituted a recognised part of the Indian ennenoy, 
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and thoy \rerf) received by the Government m payment of its demands till 
December 1852, and as late as 1851i*33 i(old coin to the value of 412,0001. was 
sent by the Government from India to London The value of tlie gold import¬ 
ed into India in tiiu eight years from 1802*63 to 1800-70 was no less tl^s 
60,000.000/ 

101 Sir Charles Trovciyan, writing in 1861 in support of a proposal to 
make soiercigns legal tender in India, refcired to the large importation of 
gold since IbbO as indicating “ the dctcrinmation of the people to have gold," 
and added that it “ shows thiit the Goiernment would bo cordially seconded by 
“ them in anv attempt to introduce a gold currency on a sound footing " The 
Secretary of State, Sir Charles IVood, a hen replying in the same year, wrote: 
“It IS obvious Jrom tho information collected by Sir Charles Trevelyan 
“ that tboiu is a vuiy general desiie for tho introduction of gold coins in 
“ India," and “ th.it the people, oven in the upper and remote parts of India, 
“are well acquainted with the sovereign " There is little question Wt that 
these observation!) uie as applicable at tho present time as when orig inall y 
made 

102 The intr idiietion of gold coins on an important scale would neces* 
sanly take place tlnougU the banks , and the complete success of the paper 
ourienoy, os to the acceptance of which by the people of India there had 
heeii on the part of many |)orsons serious doubts, shows that there need be 
no hesitation as to tho lutroductiou of a gold l^al tender coinage on the 
ground of its nov ellv 

108 It may be added that the value of the net imports of gold into India 
since 1880 has amounted to mori\tliaii ilx 4i),0U0,000 , and it might be expect¬ 
ed that muuli of the iinroined gold now m India, whudi must hi very consi¬ 
derable, would bo brouglit to tho mints if a gold coiuago were introduced on a 
jiropcr basis

104 So fai we have been considering whether the proposals of the 
oiijactioiM to die prutxnau oil tiic |,roaiid of imc Government of India are practicable 
pidu'iicy • •\V„ turn povv to consider the objections 

taken to those pioposnls, even assuming that they would be elTectnal to main¬ 
tain a stable exciiangc Some ot tlieso objections are equally applicable, 
\v hether the exchange is or is not materially raised above its present level 
Otheis are only ol force on tlie assumption that excliango is to be so raised 
'We will deal lirst with those which are directed against the scheme generally 
on the assumption that tho lato of exchange is not to be raised, but that a 
continued fall in the value of silvei is likely to create a considerable divergence 
between the exchange value of the rupee and that of the silver of which it 
consists

103 It IS anticipated by some that a serious amount of spurious coinage 
„ would result If spurious coins to a 

largo amount could be put in circu¬ 
lation, the transaction would no doubt bo a profitable one, but in countries 
where silver coma having an intrinsic value much below their nominal value 


are in circulation, spui lous coin.igo would be an extremdy profitable enter¬ 
prise, and experience shows that the appiohcndcd danger lias not been realised 
in these countries Against this, however, it is miuntamed by some persons 
that this affords no guide ns to what would be likely to happen in India, 
the natives of which countiy might, in thca opinion, ho expected to display 
great skill in the manufactmc of^simrious coins, W'liilo tho people who receive 
them aic guided more by the' weight of metal in the coin than by its 
appcaiance It is diilioult to estimate with piocision the real extent of tho 
alleged danger, but when it is boi ne in mind that, in Older to carry out 
operations on an extended scale, expensive and specially constructed 
machinery vrould bo requisite, wo doubt whothor tlio danger of India beu^ 
flooded with a lai^e amouut of spurioub cum would leally be a grave one.

upon their silver ornaments is more free from doubt Coined rupees, of which 
it is said that tho hoards chiefly consist, would bp nnalTcjtcJ, except in so 


far as any further fall in their gold value would bo prevented, but tho 
uncoined silver and silver ornaments would cease to bo lonvcrtiblc into 


rupees, and would certainly bo depreciate I m value In times of soarcity 
and famine a considerable quantity of silver ornaments has foi|nd its way to 
the mints Dunng the period of the great famine in 1877 and tho following 
years, for osamplo, large qiiantitiot of such ornaments were minted In 
three years no Tc»s than Rx. 4,500,009 were thus turno<l into money It is 
said, however, that tho transaction of converting silver ornaments or hoarded 
silver into money is not at tho present time olTc^:te^l by tho owner himself 
taking them orsending them to the mints for conveision into rupees it is 
through the intervention of the,vilLige money-lender that the tiansaction is 
earned out Uncoined silver would, it is asserted, still ho converted into 
money m tho aame fashion This is, no doubt, true, but it is obvious that tho

to the future prospects of tho silver market, so lar as they can be gauged at 
tho present time, all persons conoernc I would probibly be glad to lose their 
ohance of a future rise on tho terms of beiag secured against tho effects of a 
fall.

the market price of silver, have tho eilout of converting the whole of the enr- 
renoy of India into a token ouri’enov, which would in no way differ in prin¬ 
ciple from an inconvertible paper currency It must, however, be remembered 
that, although a nation posaessedof a fairly satisfactory monotory system might 
'Well hesitate to exchange it even temporarily for an,inconvertible enrrenoy, 
yet India already labours under difficulties the gravity of whioh is admitted. 
One of the greatest risks oonuected with an inconvertible paper cuirency is the 
temptation which it affords to the Government unduly to expand tho amount 
m oircnlation, the proposal of tho Indian Government, however, docs not 
involve this danger It is to he obsoi ved, too, that in tho United States, in Ger¬ 
many, in the Latin Union, and in Holland a very large amount of silver coins 
has, with mints closed against tho tioo coinage of sihor, been inainUimed as 
f ull legal tender at a gold value far exceeding that ot the silver they contain , 
whilst in Austria-Hungary dunng the recent fall in siivi'r a forced paper 
oarroncy, founded originally on that metal, lias in exchange more noirly 
corresponded with the original gold value of the silver ou which it was based 
than has the silver itself. 


109. Again, strong objections ar? urged to the power being placed in the 

hands of the Government to close the 
cnmneywDu ui ftu mu o mints to the public, while retaining to 

itself the power to coin lupees, and thus to its being cti.iblod at will to oon- 
tiaot or expand the currency But the assumption we aio now making is 
that the exchange is not to he materially raised above its present level If 
the rise were cheeked by the reception of gold, as suggested by the Govern* 


ment of India, the discretionary power vested in that Government would be 
confined within very narrow limits, oeoause, if the rupee were to rise above 
the fixed ratio to saoh an extent as to cover the expenses of transmission and 
of coinage, it would become profitable to take gold to the Indian mint or to 
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send sovereigns to India, and thus tUe currency would be rendered automatic 
on a gold basis. 

110. It IS further objected to the proposals of the Indian Government that 

„ ^ .. . „. . they would make the value of the rupee 

on k n won incr gieator than it otherwise would be, and 

tluit thereby the burden of Indian taantion would be increased That part of 
the revenue which consists of hxcd paymonts would remain unaltered m nomi¬ 
nal value, whilst each rupee which the ryot pays would b) worth more, and 
the rupee prices of the goods ho produces would be less, than tiiey would be if 
silver continued to fall. The argument is no doubt sound, but there are 
answers to this objection which have no little weight. 

111. Whether silver is falling or gold nsing in value, or both movements 

_ . . u are taking place, and whether an appre- 

^ ciating or a depreciating standard is the 

less open to objection, are questions of gieat difficulty We are dealmg with 
the assumption that the present ratio, or some ratio differing but little from it, 
IS maintained. On the assumption the present level of rupee prices would 
not be at once altered, and if in future rupee prices became less and the 
burden of existing fixed taxation became heavier, than they would have 
been if a silver standard had been maintaineJ, this result would not be arbi¬ 
trarily produced by the action of the Government, but would bo due to the 
fact that the new standard was depreciating less or appreciating more than 
that for whioh it was substituted 


112. In the next place, it must bo borne in mind that tlio alteration in the 
xiti‘niatiTa of inoreukd luathm a still moro for relative Values of gold and Stiver has 
iBidabio difflcuiiy bq jQcroased the lubilities of the Indian 

Government in comparison with its revenues as to make it necessary, in the 
absence of other lemodies, to impobo fresh taxation The evidence wo have 
had from men whobe experience qualifies them to judge points distinctly 
to the conclusion that, supposing the choice to be botnocn an indirect 
incioaso of taxation arising tiom at rest of tho fall in the value of the rupee, 
or even from a considerable luoroaso in its value, on tho one hand, and the 
imposition of now taxation on tho other, the latter of these courses would be 
far more likely to lead to popular disoontont and politioal difficulty than the 
former 


113. The proposal of tho Govomment of India in so far as it rendered the 
- , , . exchange between India and gold-using 

countries stable would introduce into the 
trade of India with silver* using countries tho same disquieting mfluenoes whicba 
it IS alleged, at present* hamper tho trade of India with gold-using countries. 
It must, however, be obsot vod that tho trade of India a ith silver-using coun- 
tnes only amounts to about half of her trade with gold-using countries. 


11 !> Another objection strongly urged is that if tbo proposal of the Gov- 

Tridr nl Imlia m competition witb aiWor niing Cm meut Were Can Icd OUt, and tbeiC 

rountrui sbould anso a great divergence between 

tho ratio borne to gold by the rupee and by silver respectivmy, this would 
seriously affect tho trade of India with silver-using countries, and stimulate 
111 those countnes the production of commodities which compete with Indian 
commodities in the markets of the world, and that tho effect ot such increased 
competition would bo seriously felt by India. 


115 To doal first with tho point as it affects the trade between Indio 

, and the silver-using countries which now 

take her commodities The most import- 
nnt of these is China, which now takes fiom India a large quantity of manu- 
factnied cotton goods Chjpa, it is said, would not give more silver for these 
cotton goods than it did befoie, but if the diveigcnce between silver and the 
rupee wore considerable, the same silver price would moan a lower rupee price. 
It IS true this lower rupee price might ropiesent a gieater purchasing power 
than if the rupee had been allowed to fall pan pausu with silver, but the 
manufacturer, it is contended, would find a difficulty in diminisluag the rupee 
cost of production. Some of his expenses would oousist of fixed payments, 
' and the difficulty of duxunishing the number of rupees paid in wages would 
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be eonsideiable In the result, the trade would be less profitable, and its 
TOlttine would be diminished The reply made to this argument is that the 
ladua produce imported into China is paid for ultimately by goods exported 
by China to other countries, and that if the gold pnco of these commodities 
does not fall owing to a fall in the gold valno ou silver, they would reahse 
a higher silver puce, and that China would thus bo able to pay a higher pnoe 
fop 3ie Indian imports We have already given our reasons for doubting 
w^her the fall in the gold value of silver does operate, to any considerable 
extent in reducing the gold price of commodities export from silvcr'using 
countries 

116 It 18 suggested further that if the fall of silver should continue to 
iimafimtara in 10011 ooantnoi of good* conpottng be Considerable, it would afford a great 
witb Jndten esporta inducement to promote the manufacture 

in China of cotton goods in substitution for those now imported from India, 
and stress is laid upon the fact that the production of cotton goods in Japan 
has already become considerable To this it is answered that China is slow to 
move, and that the impediments and burdmis which are imposed upon 
industnal enterprise in China are such as to tender the fear that the 8ug> 
gested change in the currency system of India would greatly stimulate the 
production of cotton goods in China unreasonable Fears have been also 
expressed lest the production of cotton goods in Japan, where there is 
practically a silver standard, should be further increased in consequence of 
the advantage which that country would gam by the fall in the value of silver 
as compared with India if the exchange tliere remained stationarv. As to this 
argument we may refer to the remarks in paragraph 27, in which we have 
expressed our view that the stimulus thus caused to the export trade of aoonntry 
can only be transitory, and can continue only until circumstances have brought 
about the inevitable adjustraont In the same paragraph we examined the trade 
stotistios of India, and could not see any evidence that a relation existed be> 
tween a fall m exchange and the volume of exports 


117 It IS, moreover, objected, and for tho same reasons, that the opium 
n . , ni trade between India and China would be 

seriously ailected if the ourrency proposals 
of the Gtovemment came into operation, and that India must bo content to le* 
ceive fewer rupees for the opium exported to China The average annual 
valuo of opium so exported is about Bx 10,000,000, and the greater part of the 
decrease lu its export value, supposing such doorcase weie realised, would fall 
upon the Govornment It is obvious that in that event the effect upon tho 
levenuo would bo very senous In the case ot opium, as well as cotton goods, 
it is argued that there would bo a teadcncy to replaco to some extent the use of 
Indian opium by opium grown in China The same answer which has been 
given to this argument in relation po tho trade in cotton goods is equally 
applicable with regard to the opium traffic It must bo remembmed, too, that 
the production of opium in China is at the present time very luge The 
amount imported from India forms only a small portion of the total oonsump’ 
tion Indian opium is m truth a luxury, its use in preference to Chinese 
opium is a matter of taste, • and depends upon its real or assumed superior 
qualities Under these circumstances, it may bo doubted whether any consider¬ 
able dumuutionin the rupee value of opium exports to China would he likcdy 
to result from tho adoption of tho proposals of tho Indian Government 


118. Those who object that tho trade of India with other silver-using 

Conpatitaon ef wlnir unng oountni!* with India in OOUntnoS WOuld ho diminished lU VOlumO 
othn mukati and profit by the adoption of the Govern¬ 

ment pK^sals lay, perhaps, even greater stress upon the advantage whidi a 
great divergence between silveir and the rupee would give to those countries 
m their competition with India Some of the articles exported by India ave 
also produced in and exported from silvcr-nsmg countiies, and other important 
articles of Indian trade are, it is said, capable of being produced there—nota- 
bW in China If there came to be a great divergence between tbe value of 
aflver and of tbe rupee, a oousiderab^ lower gold pnoe would in China repre- 
aent the same amount of sdver as before, whilst to India it would ^Ive ’ fewer 
rnpeea. The Chinese woidd becontent to take the same amonnt of silver—ttot 
ia to say, the same ulver pnee—that they have hitherto done, so tlmt the Indian 

34 
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produoei must rc^t satisfied with a lower rupee price, or perhaps be driven 
out of the market altogether through the stress of this competition One reply 
given to this objeotion is that it involves the proposition tliat the continuous 
dcpioeiation of the currency of a country m relation to that of others is ad> 
vantageous to the comincrco of the country whose currency is thus depreciated, 
and adds to its prosperity This answei is not absolutely conclusive, because, 
even if it bo true that the cost of production in wages and otherwise would 
ultimately adjust itself to the tall in the value of silver, yet it is impossible 
to deny that, until his adjustment has been brought about, the exporter in the 
8ilvbr«using country, who continues to pay the same nominal wages, and whose 
nominal expimdituro for production otherwise remains the same, has an advan> 
tage in competition with the exporter who receives a lower price than before, 
and who can only ictain to himself the same advantages by a reduction of 
nominal wages , and it must be icmemborcd that in a country whoso omh- 
sation IS backward, and whose industrial institutions are but little developed, 
the mterval may be cousidciable before such au adjustment can be eCFected. 
But, allowing that the argument of those who raise the objection with which 
we have been dciilmg is not without foundation, consideration of the experience 
denved from a study of the history of Indian exports during the period charac¬ 
terised by a fall in the gold value of silver, as noticed m paragraph 27, leads 
us to doubt whether the suggested advantage is not much less than those who 
urge the aigument suppose. 

110 Those who arc interested m the tea plantations of India, the produce 
, of which is now exported in large qnan- 

»p au li lona titios, maintain that their industry might 

be greatly crippled, if not extinguished, by the competition of China and 
Ceylon if a gold standard were adopted in India only, and silver contmued to 
fall heavily It is to be observed, however, that the transfer of the commerce 
in tea tcom Chma to India, which has been going on for some years, has taken 
place, whilst the two countries have shared alike the changes produced by the 
fall in the value of silver But it is stated on behalf ol the tea planters that, 
oven though then success may be due to the Indian tea better suiting the 
wants of the consumers, yet the difforence in the lelativo price m gold-using 
countries of Chinese and Indian t&a might bo such as to overbalance any advan¬ 
tages possessed by the Indian products, and cause the competition to be a 
disastrous one for the Indian producer It must be added that the qualities 
of the Ceylon tea arc much the same as those of Indian tea. It cannot be 
denied that, if the proposed currency change wcic adopted in India alone, its 
tendency might be for a time to benefit the producer in Ceylon, and perhaps 
the Chinese in his competition with the Indian To what extent this tendency 
would prejudice the Indian producer it is impossible to forecast, and, even so 
far as it did so, it must bo remembered that it would not necessarily enta-il 
disadvantage on the country as a whole , and having regard to the history of 
the Indian tea trade, and to its great progress in recent years under existing 
conditions, we cannot think it likely that any very senous prejudice would 
result 

120 We have already referred to the argument that China might m the 
ciiiiHi might produco wimt abo now importa from altered ciroumstancos anticipated pro- 

duoe for her own consumption commo¬ 
dities which she now imports from India It is alleged that not only would 
she do this, but that she would also mcroase her production of cotton and 
other articles, for which her soil and climate are said to bo smtable, and send 
them into the market to compete with Indian products To this it is replied, 
and we think with force, that the want of railways and other means of 
oommunioation in China, the heavy and arbitrary imposts to which production 
IS there subjected, and other causes, deprive these apprehensions of any veiy 
serious foundation 

121 It IS farther objected that the balance of trade would be disturbed; 

ihUnc of Council mu. that the export trade of I^ w^ 

be injured by a gold standard, and that 
India would thus, pro tanto, lose her power of paying her debts; that the 
Indian Government would in consequence be unable to sell their bills in 
London; and that they would be obligM to send silver from In^ at a rainous 
loss to pay their gold debt. 
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122. This objootion seems to depend on the question whether the export 

tinde of India will be injured by the pro* 
” posals of the Government of India, with 

which we have already dealt m paragraphs 27 and 114 to 120 As to the 
„ ,, ,, Council bills, it> may be observed that 

couiidbui.. they are only a financial mode adopted 

as the simplest and best by the Government of India for the purpose of paying 
a gold debt to England, which in any case they must pay, and which other 
nations owing gold debts to England pay in otbei modes ‘They aro orders for 
the payment of rupees in India, and the same end would bo attained it the Gov¬ 
ernment of India bought sterling bills of the cspoiting merchants in India, 
and sent them to bo cashed on its account in London Where a country has 
debts to pay, it must pay them, and it will do so by means oi exports, the trans¬ 
action being effected m whatever methods arc found to bo most convenient 


123 So far as concerns their effect on the import of silver into India, the

oonvenirat form closing of tlio miuts to Silver would 

relieve the Council bills from this competition, and the immediate effect would 
be a tendency for the bills to sell at a higher pnee Tho mcichant wishing to 
pay for Indian goods would have to pay moie gold for the Council bills If 
their price should rise so far as to make the business of buying Indian goods 
unprofitable, it would no doubt, ^ro iauio, check the export tiade of India, and 
tho prico of the bills must fall But it would only fall so far as would be 
necessary in order to make the trade again profitable In short, India must 
pay her debts by exports, and tho Indian Government cannot in any uay 
avoid whatever expense is necessary in order to pay them That these exports 
should ever consist of silver, deprecutod as silver is in tho Western world, is 
highly impiohablo, but, if this should turn out to be the case, it would bo 
because silver was the article whioh India could best spare 


124 Pear has been expressed that the restriction of tho coinage of rupees 
c.r»«u..ofN.uvosutc« at the British mints ivould lead to an in- 

crease of the use of the coins of Native 
States in the British provinces There aie numerous Native States in different 
parts of India which exercise tho right of coining, a privilege of which they 
are most tenacious, legarding it as an indication of sovcieign authority The 
ourronoics aro vory various in their details, tho chief silver com being the 
rupee, but with many variations in intrinsic value m the different States In 
1835, when the existing system of currency was adopted, a list of the various 
rupees then existing included no less than 300 ilifforent coinages (many, 
no doubt, obsolete), for the most part showing greater or less variations of 
value ttt^ ae. 


126 The attempt made to facilitate the adoption of a common currency 
throughout India by an Act passed in 1876 has had no material effect It 
provium that on a Native State agreeing to abstain from coming for at least 
thirty years, and not to allow coins resembling those of British India to be 
struck under its authority, tho Government of India would com for tho State 
rupees identical in weight and fineness with those of British India, but with a 
device differing from that before used by the State Such coins would be legal 
tender in British India, Up to the present time only four of the minor States 
have availed themselves of tho provisions of this Act 

126 Sufficient information on the subject of the currencies of the vanous 
States IS not available to admit of our giving any precise account of them, 
but there is reason to think that their issues are not on a scale of any consider¬ 
able magnitude. The coinage of Hyderabad, tho largest of the Native States, 
is stated to have been m 1887*88 816 tolas of gold and 16,051 tolas of silver, 
and in 1888-89 784 tolas of gold and 17,76,421 tolas of silver, the t(^ repre¬ 
senting the weight of a rupee, the value of the Hyderabad rupee, commonly 
oalled the Hilli Sicca rupee, is about 14 per cent less than that of tho rupee of 
British India. The Baroda State coined 8 lakhs of rupees m 1883-84 and 9 
lakhs m 1884-86, but in the three following years there was no coinage; new 
maohineiy for the nunt was supplied m 1891 13ie Kashmir mmt appears to 
be no longer in operatioii, and the States of Mysore and Bewah also are said to 
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have no mints. Tho coinages of Holkar’s Oorernment at Indore, of Bhopal, 
and of Travanooro'aro roportod to be very small in amount 

127 On the whole, it appears that the annual addition to the comage of 
tho Native States is of little importance The corns of these States have a free 
circulation among the population of the border districts of those States and 
the British provinces, and at times arc found at considerable distances from 
their place of origin They are, however, always liable to a charge for discount 
when circulating beyond tho State from which they issue, and m no case are 
reccivc.1 at Bntish treasuries, by the railways, municipahtios, or other local 
bodies, nor are they legal tender in British territory 

128 On this subject tho Gorernmont of India, in a telegram of the 16th 
of March 1893, stated their opinion that they could easily overcome any 
difficulty that might aiiso in connection with rupees coined under tho Native 
Comage Act, 1876, before mentioned, and that they did not thmk that any 
serious difficulties could arise in connection with the coinages of Native States 
generally 


129 Wo have had evidence fiom persons interested in the trade of Ceylon 
Cion expressing apprehensions that if the pro- 

' posed change of standard were to be 


made in India, and Uio present cuiiency arrangements were to be contmued 
in Ceylon, the effect would be prejudicial to the trade of that island Tliese 
apprehensions aie of the same nature as those we have already examined on tho 
part of tho planters in India It is obvious that mdependently of these 
apprt'hetisions, both Ceylon and Mauritius, which have the rupee as their 
standard coin, which have no mmts of their own, and which import their 
rupees from India, would be affected by the closmg of the mints and by the 
adoption of a gold standard in India It would in that event be open to the 
Governments of those Colonies to acquiesce in the action of India, or to 


establish currencies ot their own, with or without local mints If they should 
adopt a cuircncy ot their own, and if 111 India the rupee should in consequence 
of the pioposed changes use above its silver value, it would become profitable 
CO export Indian lupces from those Colonies to India Such an export would 
operate in the same way as a release of the hoards of coined rupees in India, 
and might, so far as it goes, delay tho rise in the value of the rupee But, 
according to the best information we can obtain, the stock is not so large as to 
be likely to have any considerable disturbing influence It is no part of oiir 
duty to advise what action should be taken by tho Colonuil Governments, 
except to point out that they ought not to allow any coins which they issue 
to be so similar to tho Indian rupee as to lie mistaken for it, and. thus to be¬ 
come cuircnt m India.

from an appreciating currency, namely, drst, to make puces lower than they 
would otherwise have been, then, though moie slowly, to lower money wages, 
and to incieaso tho huiden of debts and of all fixed payments It has Men 
urged in answer to this that, whatever those evils may he, they are not 
greater than those which have in recent years been experienced from a 
deprociating currency, namely, prices higher than they would have been 
hut for such depreciation, and debts and other just burdens lightened, 
to tho benefit of^the persons who pay, and to tho injury of those who receive, 
incluihng the Government It has also been urged that if future appieciation 
were due to the act of the Government, past depreciation has also been due 
to the adoption by the Government of an unstable and depreciating standard. 
But, oven assuming that these answers are true m point of fact, it is no less 
true that, since the adoption of the silver standard in 1835, the depreciation 
of tho silver currency has arisen from causes over which the Government have 
exercised no control, whereas any appreciation resulting from the raising of 
the rupee would be due to the direct action of tho Government.

146 We deem it unnecessaiv to do more than indie.ite in the briefest 
maunc'r the nature of these proposals Some of them are not within the 
power of tho Government of India, and otheis are improidicablo for various 
reasons, while no one of them appears to be so free from ohjeetion as to justify 
us m advising Tonr Lordship to ri'joet in its f.ivour tlie proposal of the

regret that, in tho opinion of that Government, it should he necessary to 
propose a measuic whieh would undoubtedly he attended with sumo risks and

the measure would, no doubt, m greatly augmented In all probability the 
cebsation of free comage of silver would be immediately followed by a fall in 
tbe price of that metal If at the same time exchange rose considerably, the 
divergence between the rupee and its intrinsic value would become at once very 
marked The difficulty of maintaining the rupee at its higher exchange value 
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might bo increased, and the apprehensions of disaster which are entertamed, 
even if they be exaggerated or unreal, would bo intensified 

118 Moreover, the rise in exchange would bo calculated to lead to a fall 
in the price of Indian produce And, if this were seen to follow, and 
boliovod to be caused by tlie action of the Government, public opinion might

those who think that exchange would not for a considerable time rise at all,

It seems to me thatoui judgment of what the Homo Government should 
do in reference to tho proposals of the Government of India must depend 
upon the view we take of the cause of the divergence in value that has 
arisen between gold and silver The Indian Government has to make large 
annual payments in gold, whilst its receipts arc in silver Has gold become 
mote valuable in itself or silver less valuable in itself, or if both movements 
have happened, which has been relatively greater? If gold has become

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more valuable, the burdens of India have become greater than was con- 
templatod or intended, and wo must ask ourselves whether they can be m 
any degree rediieod If silver has become less valuable, the taxation of India 
IS made lighter, and we may freely examine the means, direct or indirect, 
of laising it If an intermediate hypothesis is adopted, our way of view mg tho 
problem must bo modified accordingly In our Kepoit wo have not examined 
this preliminary question, but I hold it the drsttobe determined For leasons 
upon aiIikIi I do not now enter, I have come to tho conclusion that tho diverg¬ 
ence between gold and silver has been to a large extent due to an appreciation 
of gold, and this opinion necessaiily aflecta my judgment of tho policy of

With the evocption of th(> small quantity ot gold in .actual circulation, the 
cuiicncy of Indi.i will thus become a token currency of unparalleled 
magnitude, and it the m.irkct value of silver sheuld fall considerably, its 
value would become icry much grc.itcr than the value of the silver con- 
Luned in it Undei such circumstances, it will to a gieat extent icsemhlo 
a p.iper cuircncy, and, if it wcio not made cxchangcible for gold on demand, 
would lAeinble in many icspccts an inconveitilde impcr currency The 
(jucstioii then .iiises whcthui it is certain that such a cuiicncy will bo 
maintained at its gold value w if boat furthci prcc.iutions 

$) It IS no doubt true that, until the' rupee has iiseu in value to this 
adoptcsl latio, the scheme will not have come into full operation, and that, 
Avhen it luas come into lull opciation, the restiiction placed upon the issue 
of silver lupecs will lend to keep the rupee currency at the fixed gold value 
But it may ivcll be questioned whetlim this icstiiclion is in itself a 
siifllcicnt guaiantcc that this gigantic token cuilency will under all citcum* 
stances, he kept at par value Sir David Barbour himself holds that 
evontu.all\, if the scheme is to be successful, gold when required must be

10 [t IS, of course, obvious that a grc.it country like India, if she under¬

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The Government of Austria-itungary closed tbeir mints to the free coinage 
of silver in 1879, hut did not declare a ratio between gold and silver till 1892. 
It seems likely that an interval of time moio or loss prolonged may elapse 
before the Government of India will be in a position to declare a ratio, having 
regard to the great uucerUimty of the effect which its action may produce 
upon the rate of exchange. 

I prefer to leave full discretion to that Government to take such measures 
as occasion may require and oxpciicnco may dictate, subject to the consent 
of the Secretary of State in Council 

I fear that any arbitrary action on the part of Government in a matter 
respecting which it is impossible that all the facts can be present to their 
consideration might lead to leolaraations both from tho public creditor and 
liom others whoso intciosts depend upon Indian exchange, and I am uuwillmg 
to take the lesponsibihty of attempting to fix a late if the object can be 
practically accomplished by the natural action of the maikct 

Moreover, I fail to see what advantage would bo gamed by selecting the 
ratio of 22 37 to 1 (one and fourpcnco the lupci*) lathcr tliau that of 18 22 
to 1, which has been adopted Avith appaiont success in Austiia, or that which 
IS in use among other nations 

If contrary to expectation exchange should use suddenly in an incon¬ 
venient degree, I would meet the dilllculty in tho way proposed by tho 
Government ot India (quoted at paragraph 47 of the Committee's iteport) 
by doclaiiug that English gold coins sliall be legal tender in India at a rate to 
bo fixed by them

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 am. on 

Saturday, June 17th, 1893. 

• The present week has been marked by the appearance of a moderate c yclonc 
over the Bay and by the extension of monsoon winds and rain over a very large 
part of the Indian region This general rainfall has been accompanied with low 
temperatures throughout the greater portion of the country 

The chart of Sunday, June iith, showed that the barometer was falling, 
except at a few places m the south of the Peninsula A slight depression 
apparently lay over the east of the Bay in the neighbourhood of the Andaman 
Islands, and a second slight depression existed off the Konkan Coast Pressure 
was highest in the extreme south and lowest over the Punjab and the Gangetic 
plain Monsoon winds prevailed over the greater part of the country, but in 
Lower Burma the general direction was easterly and on the Konkan Coast south- 
south-easterly Rain had fallen over the west and south of the Per insula, the 
Central Provinces, Bengal, and Burma The fall was not heavy, except along the 
west coast of the Peninsula The observations on the morning of the 12th 
showed that the depression which lay near the Andaman Isles on the i ith was 
crossing the Bay m a west-north-west direction, while that off the Konkan 
* Coast had moved only very slightly Steepish gradients prevailed along the 
West Coast and over the south of the Bay, and the winds which blew from about 
the normal monsoon directions in most places were increasing in force On the 
east side of the Peninsula the winds were veering towards north-west under 
the influence of the advancing depression Ram was reported from the greater 
part of the Peninsula, from several central stations, from Burma, from Bengal, 
and from the north of the Gangetic plain The amounts had increased in 
several parts of Eastern India, but were generally unchanged in Western India 
Cuddapah received over 5 inches, Berhampore over 4 inches, and Dinajpur, 
Balasore, Dhubri, Ratnagin, and Mormugao over 2 inches On the 13th the 
depression over the Bay was advancing towards the Ganjam Coast, while that 
over the Arabian Sea was passing away north-westward, and lay off the Kathia¬ 
war Coast The barometer had fallen over the east of the Peninsula and risen 
elsevlihere The winds were cyclonic over the Bay, but blew from the ordin¬ 
ary monsoon directions elsewhere There was little or no rain over the centre 
and east of the Peninsula, the Indus Valley, and Rajputana, but elsewhere 
the fall was more or less general The amounts were moderate on the West 
Coast and at some central stations and light elsewhere Ahmedabad reported 
over 4 inches and Lucknow, Mangalore, Ratnagin, Saugor, Pachmarhi, and 
Indore over 2 inches On the 14th the cyclonic storm over the Bay was close 
to the Madras Coast, while that over the Arabian Sea was still passing away 
north-westward The barometer was rising, except over the east of the Penin¬ 
sula and the Central Provinces Gradients were steep over the Bay A fresh 
to strong monsoon was blowing along the West Coast, moderate easterly 
winds up the Gangetic plain, and variable winds over the Central Provinces 
Over^he Bay the directions were cyclonic, and m the south and east of the Bay 
the force was strong On the 15th the barometer was falling, except over parts 

A 
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of North-Western India At Vizagapatam the fall was about one quarter of * 
an inch, and the centre of the storm over the Bay was close to the mouth of 
the Godavan Strong cyclonic winds and gales prevailed over the Bay, while 
elsewhere the winds were from the normal monsoon directions Ram was 
falling, except over parts* of North-West and Central India The amounts 
were heaviest along the west coast of the Peninsula, but they were also large in 
Ganjam Mormugao, Goa, and Karwar received over 4 inches, and Mandalay, 
Ratnagiri, and Gopalpur over 3 inches During the night of the 15th the 
cyclonic storm over the Bay crossed the Coast on a north-west tracK, and the 
observations of the morning of the 16th showed the centre close to Chanda (Cen¬ 
tral Provinces) Steep gradients prevailed ^ver the Peninsula and the Bay and 
moderate gradients over the Gangetic plain, but over the central parts of the 
country, Guzerat, and Sind pressure was uniform Strong monsoon winds were 
blowing over the Peninsula and up the Bay into Bengal, while a steady easterly 
current prevailed over Northern India Rainfall was scattered and light over North- 
ern and Central India and the Carnatic, but was general and fairly heavy else¬ 
where Ratnagiri reported 7^ inches, Mercara and Calicut over 3 inches, and 
Cochin, Mangalore, Sholapur, and Cocanada over 2 inches On the 17th the baro¬ 
meter was rising over the Peninsula and Burma and falling elsewhere The depres¬ 

sion over the Central Provinces was moving slowly north-westward, but other¬ 
wise there was little change in the general distribution Steep gradients and 
a strong monsoon prevailed over the Peninsula and the Bay, and there was still 
a steady easterly current up the Gangetic plain There was again comparatively 
little rain over Upper India, Rajputana, Sind, and the Carnatic, but elsewhere the 
fall continued general The amounts were not, however, heavy, the largest being 
over 3 inches at Ratnagiri, Mercara, and Nagpur, and over a inches at Dehra 
Dun 


Temperatme —As noticed above, the rainfall during the week was light and 
partial over Sind, Rajputana, Central India, and Guzerat, while it was steadily 
light over Burma Hence the temperature of those districts was comparatively 
high, but in all other parts of the Indian region, where the rainfall was general 
and more or less heavy, the heat was less than usual

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The mean temperature of the whole of India for the week was i 2 lower 
than usual, and on all days of the week, except the i ith, the mean temperature 
of the whole .country was m defect In Burma the heat was from 2° to 3° 
greater than usual throughout the week, and in Guzerat, Central India, Sind, and 
Rajputana the mean temperature of the week wab higher than usual, but m all the 
other Provinces the mean was low The greatest abnormal defect was m the 
North-Western Provinces and Madras 

* J^atn —The rainfall table at the close of the summary shows that during the 
week under review there has been absolutely no ram m Sind and an average 
fall of a tenth of an inch or less of rain in Madras (South) and the Punjab, 
(West), but that in all the other divisions there has been effective rain The 
average actual rainfall was heaviest (1431 inchesl in the Malabar division, this 
was followed by 11 84 inches in the Konkan and by 9 46 inches in Coorg, while, 
as mentioned above, the fall was lightest in the extreme north-west of India 
and in the extreme south-east of the Peninsula According to the normal dis¬ 
tribution, the heaviest rainfall during this week should be 14 35 inches in Ara- 
kan, followed by 1066 inches in Tenassenm, by 9 50 inches in Assam (Surma), 
and by 9 18 inches in Malabar The area of heaviest rainfall was thus trans¬ 
ferred from Burma and North-Eastern India to the south-west of the Peninsula. 
This change was due, on the one hand, to the very strong advance of the mon¬ 
soon which occurred along the West Coast during the week, and, on the other, 
to the fact that the monsoon current of the Bay was interrupted and dn erted 
from the Eastern Peninsula by the action of the cyclonic storm which crossed the 
Bay The third column of the table shows that in the case of twenty-eight of the 
rainfall divisions the rainfall of the iveck was excessive, in the case of twenty- 
two it was deficient, and in the case of one it exactly equalled the average. 
The regions of excessive ram included the following divisions, vts , Central 
Bengal, Orissa, Chota Nagpur, Oudh (North), the North-Western Provinces 
(Submontane), the Punjab (South and Central and Hill districts), Malabar, 
Coorg, the Konkan, the Deccan, Khandeish, all the Central Provinces divisions, 
Guzerat, Kathiawar, all the East Coast divisions, Hyderabad (South), and 
Madras (Central and South-Central), while the North-Western Provinces (Cen¬ 
tral) showed no variation from the normal In all the other divisions the rainfall 
was deficient The deficiency was large in Burma, East Bengal, and Assam, 
but was more or less unimportant elsewhere The excess was large over the 
west and centre of the Peninsula and in parts of the central districts of India 

The three concluding columns of the table show the average actual and 
average normal rainfall of the period May 28th to June 17th In the case of ’ 
eleven divisions, vts , East Bengal, Deltaic Bengal, Orissa, Behar (North), the 
North-Western Provinces (West), the Ihinjab (South Hill districts and West), 
Malabar, Coorg, Berar, and the East Coast (North a), the average and normal 
rainfall are approximately the same, while in all the Burma divisions, in Assam 
(Brahmaputra), the Punjab (Submontane), Kathiawar, Central India, and Raj> 
putana the actual rainfall for the period is less than the normal In all other 
parts of India the rainfall has been excessive. The excess is large in the North- 
Western Provinces, the Central Provinces, and parts of the Peninsula. 
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The following gives the largest total amounts received during the week as 
reported in the rainfall telegrams of the week

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 a.m on 
• Saturday, June loth, 1893 

The uiibCltled weather which prevailed o\er nearly the whole of India 
during the previous week ceased over a large part of the country during the 
week under review Intermittent and generally feeble advances of monsoon 
winds gave ram during the week to the west of the Peninsula, to Bunn 1, and 
to North Bengal, but mother parts of the Indian region the weather was generally 
fine The gener il distribution of pressure was fairlj steady and fairly normal 
throughout the week, but readings wi re unusually uniform over the Peninsula 
Owing to the cessation of ram over a large part of India, the weather became 
very generally and very decidedly warmer th 111 it was last week, and the mean 
temperature of the wlioK of India for the whole week was only 03° below the 
normal average as compared with 3 7° in the previous week 

On the 4th pressure was rising over North-Eastern India and the Peninsula 
and falling elsewhere Readings were lowest along the foot of the Himala>as 
and highest over the Peninsula and the Bay The wind was westerly and 
west-soiith-westerlv over the greater part of the country, and was abnormally 
light at most sUlions Showers of ram were reported from several southern 
stations and from a few central and north-eastern stations The only heavy 
fall W'as 3 56 inches at bilchar 7 he chart of the 5th showed that pressure was 
falling, except in West Bengal and the adjoining districts Pressure was low 
over the Punjab and the (langctie plain and high over the west of the 
Peninsula and tin Bay Readings were very uniform over the Peninsula, and the 
pressure differences were gcnci.illy small Moderate winds of somewhat variable 
dirc( tions prevailed generally, and the weather was showery over the south¬ 
west of the Peninsula ind over Burma and Bengal The heaviest falls of rain 
were 2 70 inches at Calicut and i 32 inches at linnevelly On the morning of 
the 6lh the barometer vias rising briskly along the foot of the hills and changing 
by small amounts elsewhere Pressure remained low over the Punjab and the 
Gangctic plain and high over the west of the Peninsula, the Bay, and Burma 
Ihe pressure differences remained abnormally small for the time of year, and the 
barometer read above the normal average, except in the extreme south and 
south-east Light or moderate winds, rather variable in direction, prevailed over 
the greater part of the country In the north of the Gangetie plain easterly 
winds were extending Rain had been fairly general over the west of the 
Peninsula, and a few scattered show'ers had occurred in North-Eastern India 
The heaviest amounts were Chilaldroog 2 48 inches, and Colombo, Mangalore, 
Mereara, Mysore, Bangalore, and Bellary about inih The chart of the 7th 
showed that pressure had decreased briskly over the Peninsula, but had con¬ 
tinued to change by small amounts elsewhere The distribution of pressure was 
again very little changed, and the abnormal excess of pressure in all parts of 
India, except the south of the Peninsula, was nearly as marked as on the prevrt>us 
day The wind was unusually northerly over parts of Western and Central India, 
but blew from about normal directions elsewhere The force remained moderate 
Scattered rainfall had occurred over the west of the Peninsula and in North-Eastern 
India The amounts were generally small, but Moulmein and Minbu received 
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over 2 and Mandalay, Trivandrum, and Cochin over i inch On the 8th the 
barometer was falling over a considerable part of North-Western India and of 
the Gangetic plain and was rising elsewhere Consequently, while the relative 
positions of the areas of high and of low pressure were generally unaltered, the 
baronretne gradient over a large part of the country had increased Over the 
Peninsula, however, pressure remained very uniform The w^inds blew from about 
normal directions, and the force was increasing over the Bay and in parts of 
Western India Ram had fallen over the west of the Peninsula as well as at 
several central and north-eastern stations and at one or two places in the Punjab 
Cochin and Calicut received over two and Poona, Ahmcdnagar, Bellary, Favoy, 
and Mymensing o\er one inch On the 9th pressure was rising almost every¬ 
where Pressure was low over North-Wosicrn and Cential India, high over Assam 
and Burma Pressure differences were gcnerallv small, but particularly over the 
Peninsula The winds \aried very considerably in direction over a large part of 
the country, but over the north of the Bay the southerly and over the north of the 
Gangetic plain the easterly current held steadily. On Saturday, the loth, except 
that pressure w^as unusually uniform over Bombay, the general distiibution w\t.s 
fairly normal, readings being highest in the extreme south and lowest over the 
Punjab and the Gangetic plain, with moderate intervening gradients The wind 
directions also, except on the Bombay Coast, were fairly normal Ram had fallen 
over the west of the Peninsula, at a few central stations, and at several places in 
Burma and Bengal The fall was not heavy, c-xcept on the West Coast, where 
450 inches were repotted at Cochin, 3 19 inches at Calicut, 258 inches at 
Trevandrum, and 2 47 inches at Bombay 

Tempcraltire —Owing to the cessition of ihe rain over a considerable 
portion of Indii and the lightness of the fall in other parts, there has occurred a 
marked rise of temperatuie as compared with that lecorded last week over 
India

From the above it will be seen that the mean temperature of the whole of 
India for the week was only o 3“ below the normal, and that on three days of the 
week, VIZ , the 7th, 8th, and loth, the mean exceeded the normal In Burma the 
mean temperature of the week was 2 i" and in Bombay o 7“ above the average, 
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but in all the other Provinces the mean showed a deficiency, though in most 
cases the variation was only trifling 

Ram —During the week under review there has been no ram in the we^>tern 
division of the North-Western Provinces, in the central and western division 
of the Punjab, in Sind, in the Rajputana divisions, or in Central India y^West) , 

* while in the Oudh divisions, in the North-Western Provinces (Central), in the 
remaining Punjab divisions, in Kathiawar, and in the East Coast (North d) the 
average actual rainfall of each division has been less than one-tenth of an inch 
In all the other divisions into which India is divided the rainfall has been effec¬ 
tive, the average actual rainfall per division ranging from 5 82 inches in Assam 
(Surma) and 5 72 inches in Malabar to o 12 inch in the North-Western Prov¬ 
inces (East) The above shows that there was generally very little rain over 
Northern India and moderate ram over North-Eastern India, the Central Provinces, 
and the Peninsula The third column of the rainfall table shows that it was 
onl) m the central parts of the Peninsula, comprising the following divisions, 
ms , Mysore, the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad (South), Madras (Central, South- 
Ccntral, and South), and the East Co 1st (South) that there was any excess This 
excess amounted to i 56 inch in Mysore, to o 78 inch 111 Madras (Central), to 
o 70 inch in Madras (South), and to less than J an inch elsewhere In all other 
parts of the country the average actual rainfall of the week was deficient In 
Burma this deficiency was large, on the Wt^st Coast it was considerable, in 
Bengal and Assam moderate, and elsewhere only slight Icnasserim received 
only an average fall of 166 inches instead of 942inch(s, Arakan only 491 
inches instead of 1230 inches, Malabar 5 72 inches instead of 1003 inches, 
and the Konkan i 20 inches instead of s’63 inches This di ficicncy of rain¬ 
fall was attributable to the weakness of the monsoon currents resulting from 
the premature advances which accompanied the severe c)( lone whu h passed 
from the Bay into Bengal at the end of May This cyclone produc ed abnor¬ 
mally steep barometric gradients and a strong flow of monsoon winds to both 
sides of India abnormally early in the season , but with its disappearance there 
occurred a very rapid recovery of the barometer, which resulted in the establish¬ 
ment of a large area of excessive pressure over Northern India This excessive 
pressure prevented the free flow northward of monsoon winds, and hence there 
occurred at the time, w'hcn in ordinary years the first burst of the monsoon 
takes place, a period of feeble air movement and of partial and light rainfall 

The three concluding columns of the table show that during the fortnight 
May 28th to June lolh, 1893, rainfall received has been excessive in

The outlay by Departmental Officers exceeds the Budget Estimate by 
Rx 18,996 and that by Civil Officers by Rx. 16,366. In the former case tho 
increase occurs chiefly in Bombay and is due to additional works having been 
commenced by District Local Boards, which were not foreseen when the Budget 
Estimate was prepared Tinder Civil Officers the increase is mainly due to the 
outlay on roads 111 Madras having been under-estimated 

The lapse of Rx 27,939 on the Revised Estimate is due to an over-estimate 
of requirements, chiefly in Bombay, Assam and Lower Burma.

8 From the foregoing statement it will be seen that after meeting all 
charges for annuities and interest (including interest on capital expended on 
lines not opened for traffic), charges for land for Oompanios’ toes, and miscel¬ 
laneous expenditure on surveys, etc, the result for the year is a net charge to 
the State of Bx.

It will be seen from the above that the railways classed as Imperial 
yielded a return of 6*60 per oent on the Capital outlay as recorded lu the Gov* 
ernment accounts, while those classed as ProTincial yielded a retuin of 6 03 por 
cent. The year 1891*92 was, however, unusually favourable for railways gene* 
rally There was a satisfactory improvement in coaching traffic due to steady 
progress on most of the lines, assisted by special fairs at llarduar and else* 
where, and to the opening out of now lines through distiiots not liithei to served 
* by any railway But the favourable results w'eie chuefly due to a large and 
unexpected inoiease in goods traffic, which was remaikable for the largely 
increased exports of wheat and seeds from Bombay, Calcutta, and Kaiachi,

tana and high prices in Hyderabad and the Southern Mahratta oountiy caused

Capital outlay as recoided m the Government books, and 6 06 per cent on tlio 
actual rupee outlay, but the net receipts fell short of the inteiest and annuity 
charges by Bz 2,717, due to the heavy loss by exchange on the sterling pay* 
ments. The North-Western Railway gave a return of 3 26 per oent on the 
actual outlay incurred on the hne^ although the Capital Account is burdened 
with the very heavy expenditure incurred on the Eiontier Sections, amounting 
to over Bx 11,600,000, which sections did not cover their working expenses 
during the year Owing to this cause and the heavy loss by exchange on the 
sterling payments of interest and annuities, the net receipts fell short of 
interest and annuity charges by Bz 574,890 The true results of the yeai^s 
working of the Tirhoot State Railway are ^ttcr than they appear from Schedule 
A, in which tho return on Capital outlay is shown as 3*01 percent. The Bengal 
and North-Western Company’s shore of the earnings of the combined undertaking 
for the half*year ended 81st December 1800 was not paid until 1891-92, and 
the amount appears as a charge dunng that year, thus reducing the net leceipts 
of the State Excluding this special charge, the State share of the net earn* 
mgs of the year wrould more than cover the interest charges. The financial

32. The results of the working of the Guaiantccd Railways apjiearing in 
the Finance and Revenue Accounts of the Government of India, are based on 
the payments into, and withdrawals trom. Government Treasuries, the net 
receipts {te, not piyments into Treasury) appearing under head XXVIl — 
Guaranteed Railways as net traffic reretpia The gt oss receipts do not represent 
the earnings of the Railway, nor do the charges represent the cost of uoiking 
In through traffic transactions each Riilway collects large sums of money on 
behalf of other lines, which are ultimately transferred to the credit of those Imes 
Such collections, on guaranteed lines, appear on both sides of the accounts as 
receipts and payments, and as the settlement of through traffic transactions is 
necessarily somewhat in arrears, a final settlement being made op at the close of 
each calendar lialf-ycar only, the net payments into treasury during any one 
official year may be more or less than the net earnings There ore other transac¬ 
tions also relating to moneys held temporarily, which are paid in to the credit of 
Government for the time being, which may similarly affect the results for any 
year Transactions of the nature here referred to are called ‘ Suspense' 
receipts and payments, and this expression is used in the following tabic to 
distinguish them from the iftstual earnings and working expenses which are 
termed ' Administrative * figures

36. Dunng the year 1891-92, traffic on the Great Indian Peninsula and 
Bombay Baroda Railways was very favourable. The gross earnings showed a 
considerable advance over the transactions of previous years, due chiefiy to large 
demands for wheat and seeds for export to Europe, and for districts m 
Southern India suffering from, or threatened with scarcity. On the Hadtas 
Railway the results were not very favourable, owing to the prevalence of 
cholera and general scarcity. The working expenses were generally high, due for 
the most part to the heavy traffic; but on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
there was special expenditure due to extensive renewals of engmes and coach¬ 
ing and goo^ stock, on the Bombay Baroda Railway on repairing damages 
caused by floods in 1891, and on the Madras Railway on renewals of locomo¬ 
tives.

39. Under the contracts with the Guaranteed Bailway Companies, a moiety 
of the excess of net earnings over interest charges for each half-year en^g 30th 
June and 31st December, considered separately, is paid to the Company. In 

the surplus, however, the interest paid m England is converted into 
Indian currency at the contract rates of exchange of Is. lOif. the rupee The 
amounts paid to the companies are, therefore, more than a moiety of the true 
surplus after meeting interest charges, since the loss by exchange, %.e , the 
difference between Is. lOd. and actual rates of exchange, is not taken into 
account, the whole of this loss foiling against Government. In any half-year 
durmg which the net earnings foil short of the interest ohaiges, the deficiency 
IB borne wholly by Government. 

40. A contnbution from net earnings is made in aid of provident funds 
established on the Great Indian Peninsula and Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Biailways for the benefit of the Companies’ employes, when the return of net 
eammgs on Capital exceeds 6 per cent, per annum on the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India, and 8 per cent, half-yearly on the Great Indian Peninsula Rail¬ 
way. A Provident Fund was established during 1891-92 on the Madras Railway, 
but on a different basis, the contnbution forming a charge to working expenses.

Avay, and was due partly to a lapse on the pioviston for stores from England, 
mil ])artly to larger refunds than were anticipated from Revenue owing to a 
heavier consumption of stoies in working the enhanced traffic dunng the yeai 
'I'lie Bombay-Baroda Railway also shows a considerable saving, due chiefly to 
. laigi'V issues to Revenue, hut to some extent to an excessive estimate of eon- 
stinotion outlay.

This 
latter arrangement is found moie economical tlian allowing the Companies 
to laisc funds direct, but the sums thus raised and advanced to tho Companies 
<ire considered as part of tho Companies* capital Interest on such advances is 
charged against the Railway Revenue Account and has to bo mot before 
surplus profits can be declared 

119 The financial terms of the contracts, the rates of interest guaran¬ 
teed, and the rates of exchange at which tho capital is converted into Indian 
currency vary in each case These points are briefly stated below. 

120 lienqal Central Railway —Although for eonvenicnco classed among 
State Railways, the lino is the property of tho Bengal Conti al Railway Coro 
pany. Tlus Railway was originally constructed under a limited guarantee 
of interest at tho rate of 4 per cent, per annum, while tlic line was undei 
construction, such interest, together with intciest thereon, being repayable 
out of surplus profits But a revised contiact was entered into with clTeot 
from the 1st July 1886, under which tho Company receives a peuarantee of 
3^ per cent on share capital and a quarter of net earmnga paid half-yearly, 
the claim to the repayment of interest advanced under tho original contract 
being at the same time waived The capital when stated in Indian ourreqey 
IS inverted at tho rate of la 6‘262d the rupee. 

121 Bengal-Nagpur Railway —This Company receives a guarantee at tlu 
rate of 4 per cent per annum on share capital, and is entitled to a quartei 
share of surplus profits,— t e , of tho excess of net earnings over interest— 
calculated annually The rate of exchange for tho conversion of sterling 
capital into Indian currency is £l=Rs 18. 

122 Indian Midland Railway —This Company also receives a guarantee 
of 4 per cent per annum on its share capital, and is entitled to a quarter share 
of surplus pioflts, calculated annually The rate of exoliange for tho con¬ 
version of sterling capital into Indian ourenoy is £l=sBs.

123. Southern Mahratta jBosfway.—This Company now receives a guarantee 
of 8jt per cent. (4 per oent up to 31st December 1890) and a quarter of net 
earuinga The rate of excliange for tho conversion of sterling Capital into 
rupees is, as regards the Capital (£600,034) specially raised for the completion 
of the !follary>Ki8tna Railway, which was taken over by the Company, £1 
sa Bs. 14, and for the remainder of the Capital, £1 — Rs. 12 

124. Myaore Railway, —This Ime was completed and is worked by the South¬ 
ern Mahmtta Railway Company. That Company raised sufficient funds by the 
issue of debenture s^k to repay to the Mysore Durbar the outlay previously 
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mcurrod by that State and to complete the extension to Imk in with the 
Southern Mahratta system. Acting on behalf of the Mysore Durbar, the 
Secretary of State has guaranteed interest at 4 per cent, on the nominal 
amount of the debenture stock issued. The Southern Mahratta Railway 
Comp.iny also receives a quarter of net earnings The rate of exchange for 
conversion of the steiling capital into Indian currency is Is. 5 931(f. the rupee. 

125. Mohilkhand-Kumaon{Lttckiioto-Baretlly Section) —^TheRohilkbapd* 
Kumaon Railway Company took over, with effect from the 1st January 1891, 
the Bareilly-Pilihhit and the Lucknow-Sitapur State Railways, undertaking to 
complete tlio link betn (Mm these lines, and to work the whole with their pwn line 
of Railway The Company agieed to raise capital to the extent of £160,000 
by the issue of debcntuies, with tlio power to discharge this obligation by the 
payment of rupees in India, the amount so paid being deemed the equivalent of 
sterling money at the average rate of exchange during the half>year immedi* 
ately preceding tin* date of such payment The Company subsequently issued 
sterling debentures for £147,000, which sold for Rs 20,31,105 This sum was 
paid into the Calcutta treasuiy, and at the rate fixed by the contract is deemed 
to be equivalent to a sterling payment of £160,837. The debentures were is¬ 
sued under a guarantee of the Secretary of State at the rate of 8^ per cent per 
annum The previous outlay incurred by the State has not been refunded to 
Government, and it has been further agreed that any additional capital re¬ 
quired shall he provided by the Secretary of State Any surplus profits after 
paying the dcbeutuie intciest, and interest at 4 per cent on the outlay by the 
State, are to be divided between Government and the Company in the ratio of 
their respective shares of capital.

134 As compared with the Budget Estimate^ the excess in the case of the 
Bengal Nagpur RailMray is duo chiefly to the commencement of oonstruciion 
on the Sumbalpur Branch and to the supply of additional rolling stock found 
necessary owing to development of trame.

delay in the supply of English stores , that on the Southern Mahratta to delay

Instead, therefore, of yielding a net revenue as in 1890*91 
of Rs 1,18,302, equivalent to a return of 940 per cent, this canal showed a 
dehcit in 1891*92 of Rs 91,206 This result was entirely due to causes 
that could not possibly have been foreseen or provided against The nver 
supplying the canal took a sudden set on to a large sand bank near the canal 
head Masses of sand were swept into the canal, silting up the first five miles to 
an average depth of 4^ feet, and closing the supply Only a small area of land 
could therefoic be sown, and even on this the crop was almost completely 
* destroyed by locusts The returns from theUnharwah were also seriously affect¬ 
ed by the remissions rendered necessary in consequence of the ravages of locusts 
The receipts from the Began Canal were, however, well maintained, the cultivation 
unddf It being pnncipally rice, which, it is said, is the only crop locusts do not 
destroy 

On the Eastern Nara Canals the season was favourable, and the percentage 
of return was but little less than in 1890*91 

On the whole of the Major Works, however, the net revenue due to capital 
expenditure fell from Rs 6,16,714 in 1890-91 to Rs 3,93,273, and the percentage 
of return from 7 18 to 4 53 

The net revenue derived from the Minor Works for which Capital and 
Revenue Accounts are kept was rather more th<an during the previous year, the 
.percentage of return on capital outlay being 23 78 per cent as i ompared with 
*3 S 3 per cent 

The Minor Works for which only Revenue Accounts are kept also showed 
an improvement 

7 The interest charges for the year on the four Major Works amounted to 
Rs 3,33,985, and to the end of the year to Rs 60,60,979 The balance of the 
receipts after meeting the interest charges in full amounted to Rs 59,288 for the 
year, and to Rs 18,77,762 to the end of the year

which Capital and Revenue Accounts are kept showed a reduction of 65,663 
acres compared with the previous year The reduction in Government land 
amounted to 42,384 acres The principal cause of the reduced area irrigated 
has already been noticed in* referring to the Desert Canal, but taken as a whole the 
inundation is described as having been low, short, and fluctuating The maximuth 
reading on the Bukkur gauge reached 14' 9,* and that on the Rotn gauge ao' 7* 
The rainfall dunng the year was insignificant In consequence of the unfavour¬ 
able character of the season, considerable remissions, aggregating Rs 1,05,343, 
had to be made on the canals in the Began Canal distnct . 

9 The land and water assessmentm Sind is consolidated, nine-tenths of the 
gross charge being credited to water, and the remaining one-tenth to land. The

results obtained from the Minor Works Notwithstanding the poor inundation, 
the cultivation under Minor Works is the largest on record, with the exception 
of that of the year 1889-90, when the inundation was exceptionally favourable 
WThe Major Works within the year under review and m the previous year showed 
a decline in revenue owing to unfavourable inundations and other causes, but 
jn each year the revenue from the Minor Works improved This result is spe¬ 
cially satisfactory, and may be accepted as indicating the wisdom of the policy 
pursued by the Bombay Government and of the action of the Commissioner and 
the {Superintending Engineer in Sind in directing increased attention to the 
thorough clearance and improvement of the old canals in Sind 


The net result of the whole administration appears to the Governor General 
in Council to be highly creditable to the Superintending Engineer and to the 
officers of the Public Works and Revenue Departments serving in Sind

Weather Review of India for the week ending at 8 am on 

Saturday, June 3rd, 1893. 


During the week under rcM icw the weather has been very unsettled over 
nearly the whole of the Indian region The cyclone which entered Bengal from 
the Bay at the close of the previous week passed eastward across Central Ben¬ 
gal into Assam during the 28th, 29th, and 30th of May, and gavever\ heavy,ram 
to the districts over w^hich it passed During the same time a well marked 
advance of monsoon winds ot curred on the West Coast; of the Peninsula, and 
ram in greater or less amount fell at all the stations in the west of the f^enin- 
sula This advance of monsoon winds ceased on the 1st of June, and from 
that date till the close of the week the weather was fine over Western India 
The cyclone in North-Eastern India and the advance of the monsoon in 
the west occasioned a great ini rease of moisture over Central and Northern 
India, and show'cry weather prevailed during the greater part of the week over 
both these regions At the end of the we k, however, the effects of both these 
influences were disappearing, ind the temperature was rising with generall} finer 
weather This rise of temperature was first observable in Burma, wdiere on the 
two closing days of the weektht mean temperatun cxieedt d the normal average^ 
but in all other parts of India there was a steady continuous deficiency of heat 
compared with the normal • In consequence the mean temperature of the whole 
of India for the week was 3 7® below the average 

On the morning of the 28th pressure was rising moderately or slow'ly over 
the Peninsula and I ower Burma and briskly to rapidly over Western and South- 
Western Bengal and Ganjam, and falling elsewhere The centre of the Bengal 
cyclone lay near Dacca, and the disturbance was moving eastward Cyclonic 
strong winds and gales prevailed around the storm, and thf' rainfall m its neigh¬ 
bourhood was very heavy. Thus Akyab received 2*50 inches, Bogra 4 5oincheS| 
Mymensinjgh 341 inches, Calcutta 2 28 inches, and Burdwan 2 19 inches On 
the West Coast the winds blew from monsoon directions, and moderate to heavy 
rain was falling at the western stations Over Upper and Central India the 
wind was westerly generally, and the ireather was rather cloudy with showers in 
many places. On the 29th the barometer was rising over the Gangetic plain, 
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West and Central Btnijal, and Bunni and falling elsewher^^ The cyclone lay 
between Mymcn^ingh-and Sikhar Strong cyclonic' winds continued to pre\aii 
ari/imd it, and the rainfall was mode lately heavy On the West Coast monsoon 
winds continued Over 4 nu lies of ram had been received at Bombay, over

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On each day of the week the mean temperature was below the normal 
The coldest days were June ist and and, when there was a delicicncy for the 
whole of India of nearly 5 o®, and when in the North-W estern Provinces, the 
Punjab, and the Central Provinces the deficiency was between 7*5“ and 100* 
ki Burma at the close of the week the mean temperature ruse above the normal, 
while in several of the other Provinces on the 3rd there was a marked diminu¬ 
tion in the amount of the abnormal deficiency

Ram —During the ^veek under review rain has fallen in all parts of the 
Indian region, except the divisions of Kathiawir and Rajputana (West), where 
the weather was fine throughout The average actual lainfalls of the different 
divisions showed a large range The heaviest average actual fall was 1998 
inches in the Surma division of Assam This tvas followed by 14 17 inches in 
Arakan and by 9 49 inches in North Bengal 1 he lightest average actual fall 
was o 11 inch in Sind 

The rainfall of the week was largely due in North-E istcrn India to the action 
of the c}clonic storm which passed through Bengal into Assam, in the west of 
the Peninsula to an carlj and, as it appears, temporary advance of the monsoon, 
and in the Gangctic plain and North-Western and Central India to the excep¬ 
tionally showeriness of the weather 

The third column of the concluding table shows how under these con¬ 
ditions the actual rainfall of the week varied from the noimal In Tenassenin 
and Lower Burma, where the influence of the cyclone wss not felt, the rainfall 
was lighter thaiuusual, but in Central Burma, Arakan, both the Assam divisions,

Memorandum on the snowfall in th3 mountain districts bordering Northern India and the 
- abnormal features of the weather in India during the past five months, with a fore¬ 
cast of the probable character of the south-west monsoon rams of 1893 

The present memorandum is drawn up in accordance with the practice of 
the past ten years, and includes, firstly^ a brief summary of the information 
received from various officer'* relating to the sno\vf<ill of the past wmitor or cold 
weather in the Afghan mountains and the HimaUyan arci, secondly^ a statement 
of the chief peculiarities or abnormal fe.iturcs of the incteornlogy of India during 
the past live months, and, thirdly^ a forecast of the probable ch.iractcr of the 
approaching south-west monsoon rams based on this information 

The forecast is based in part on the snowfall information and on the abnor¬ 
mal features of tin weather during the past five months, and in part on a compari¬ 
son with the meteorology of the previous 25 jears, so far as it is available It 
has hence been drawn up caicfully after a consideration of all the available 
information, but it should, to use the words of the hamine Commission report, 

" he used with due taut ion ” 

It IS necessary to point out that the forecast is a statement of probabilities 
and not of ceitaintics, and that it is liable to error from the limitation and uncer¬ 
tainty of part of the data on wdiich it is bised The monsoon forecasts as at 
present issued necessarily leave out of consideration two important points on 
which the agriLultural vilue of the monsoon rainfall largely depends, vt;e - • 

(1) the probability of the occurrence of a prolonged break in the rains in 

July or August , 

(2) the probability of the unusually early termiiiition of the rams in Upper 

India 01 Bengal, 

and are hence imperfect in every year to that extent 

The chief features or conditions which appear to influence and deteimine 
the extension and geneial strength of the south-west monsoon current are as 
follows — 

/s/ —The amount and time of occurrence of the cold weather snowfall in 
the mountain districts adjacent to Northern India 

^nd — I he local peculiarities of the wt illicr m India itself immediately 
antecedent to the advance of the monsoon currents acioss the coasts * 
of India into the iiitciior, and whu h it is found aic generally impress¬ 
ed upon It during the hot weathcT, and are frequently more oi less 
persistent in chant ter Ihesc abnorinal features irc on the whole 
best estimated by meins of the variations of pressure from its normal 
value in diffeient parts of India 

jrd —Local peculiarities in the Bav of Bengal and Arabian Sei, over which 
the monso n currents pass In forr they reach India 

The first of the sc conditions or factors ippe irs to be mainly influential in 
determining the northern limits of the monsoon rains, heavy and prolonged snow¬ 
fall in the Western Ilimahyan area filhcr preventing or delaying tlie extension 
of the monsoon current over Upper Indn during the nin> season Heavy and 
untimely snowfall in April and Maj appears especiilly to exercise a very power¬ 
ful influence in this way 

The second factor appears to determine those large local district c^r p*o- 
vincial variations of rainfall during the monsoon which are (vidcntly due to 
persistent local conditions or peculiarities, and not to general causes influencing 
the whole of India more or less

The third and last factor is almost certainly of equal importance with the, 
preceding two, but it is that on which information is most difficult to obtain,' 
and IS least in amount and longest in being received In fact hitherto inform* * 
ation respecting the weather conditions m the Arabian Sea or Bay of Bengal 
has rarely been received in time to be utilized in drawing up the annual forecast^ 

Summary of snowfall mformation 

The whole of the information referring to the snowfall of the past cold 
weather (up to the end of May) in the mountain districts bordering Northern 
India IS now published as it is received in the India monthly weather reviews 

’The following gives a brief summary of the information received up to 
date — 


I —AFGHAN MOUNTAIN DISTRICTS 

(1) Hills West of Dera Ismait Khan 

Deiember i8g2 — Snow fell unusually early in the season, and lay on these 
hills from the 3rd to the loth This fall was very heavy 

January iSgj — Snow fell on five occasions in unusually large amounts 
The fall during a storm on the 27th was " phenomenal,” and occurred as low 
down as 1,800 feet above sea level 

/ ebruary —1 here were three snowstorms during the month The fall was 
moderate m amount The sun was very hot in the intervals between the storms, 
and the snow melted rapidly 

March, Apt tl, and May —No snow fell 

(2) KURRAM 

November idgz —-Siiovv began unusually early There were three periods of 
snowfall, vts , from the ist to the 7th, the 25th, and the 29th The fall during 
the storms of the 25th and 29th was very heavy, and reached down to 6,000 feet 

December t8g2. —Snow fell on three occasions to a depth of about i J feet. 

January t8g3 —Snow fell on eleven days during the month down to a level 
of 2,000 feet Tw'eKe to fifteen feet fell on the Sufed Koh The fall of the month 
was the heaviest known The weather was abnormally cold and severe during 
the month. 

February —Snow fell on several occ isions during the month There was a 
very heavy snowstorm on the 2nd and 3rd, when 5 feet fell on the Sufed Koh

Summary of preceding snowfall data 

The preceding statements show clearly the character of the snowfall during 
the past (old weather The fall was unusually heavy in Baluchistan in the 
months of December, January, and February , it ceased in the beginning of 
March, and none has fallen during the past three months Ihe snow fell down 
to unusually low elevations in January This heavy precipitation did not ex¬ 
tend into East Persia, information recently received shows that snow fell much 
less fr,.quently than in Baluchistan, and that it was on the whole slightly below 
the average in amount, and did not occur below elevations of 4,500 feet The 
snowfall in Afghanistan was probably above the average, but was b> no means so 
heavy as in the wintei of 1890-91 The chief feature of the winter was the 
unusual cold 

In the Western Himalayas the snowfall was unusually heavy during the 
months of J.iniiary, February, and March 111 the outer ranges, but the excess 
appears to have diminished rapidly into the interior 1 he precipitation was very 
heavy at Murrec, Dharmsala, Dalhousie, and Simla, but was less than usual 
at Kyelang in I ahoul and at Kilba in the Upper Sutlej Valley The information 
received from Hunza, Gilgit, Sankol, and Kasligir shows that in all these areas 
^ the fall was small in amount, and probably even less than usual The chief feature 
W.IS the unusually severe cold during the wintci 

The precipitation at Ranikhet, Chakrata, and Nairn iai was even more largely 
in excess th in at the Punjab hill stations, and the additional data of the noithern 
tahsils of Kumaon indicate that the fall w^as abnormally heavy over that 
mountain area 1 he fall duringahc months of April and May appears to have been 
very moderate in amount, and probably less than the average According to the 
reports received from the civil authorities, upwards of sixty feet of snowr fell on the 
higher elevations in Kumaon during the months of January, February, and 
March 

'Ihe snowfall in Sikkim was probably below the normal There were very

The Arabian sea current extended northw^ards along the West Coast 
during the last week of tin month Karwar had its first heavy rain on the 27th, 
Ratnigiii on the 28th, and Bombay on the 29th 

Weather has been unsettled with frequent thunderstorms during the month 
in the interior 

In consequence of these abnormal features, temperature was considerably 
below the normal over the greater part of India The deficiency was most 
marked in Bunni and Bengal Icmpcrature was, on the other hand, in moderate 
excess in Balu( histan, Sind, West Rajputana, and the West Punjab It was very 
slightly below the normal at the Western ILmalayan hill stations and above 
at Darjoiling The temperature and pressure conditions of the month hence 
show that the snow accumulation was exert ising no large effect, and that it 
was probably not above the normal to any considerable extent in any part of 
tht Himalayan area fcxicpt perhaps Kumaon)

Comparison with previous years 

During the past tw'cnty-live jears the snowfall in the Himalayas was very 
hca\) m the years 1868, 1877, 1878, 1883, 1885, and 1891 In all these years 
heavy snow, however, fell cither in April or May, or in both months, and hence 
the pre-inonsoon conditions in th( sc years were very different from those of the 
present jear Ihc year 1871 was remarkable for the unusual coolness of the hot 
weatlur months in Northern India, and more especially Bengal, and for the early 
commencement of the Bay -monsoon and the steady and abundant rainfall

slrongl} ind stc idily o\er the ibnn be i and Baj in as If, as appears probable, 
these conditions 111 th cqna‘oriil belt %\hieh have ili termined the early advance 
of the monsoon i urrents in ll'c lait fortnight of Ma} continue, they will be much 
stronger rnd steidicr than iisiiil 

It hem c^ appix rs to be most probabli th it the currents will be it least 
of noiinal sirciu^th, ind that there is a slight p»obal)ility they may be stronger 
than usual An tarl) advance of the monsoon winds is ilmosl iinanably (in at 
least two cases out of three) followed by a short period of feeble monsoon 
wancU in June, and the perm inont and strong advance on such occasions 
gcnenlly occurs in the third or fuuith week of June Assuming that the pre¬ 
sent c onditions continue in the south of the sc a areas, it is probible that this 
period will not he so prolonged as the period of »\c ikm ss list June after the 
first ad\ancc of the monsoon winds It is on the whole slightly moie probable 
that the Bay current will be abo\c us normal strength than the Bombay 
current 

Ihe following is a statement of the chief inferences respecting the charac¬ 
ter of the monsoon rams of the present year from the known antecedent con¬ 
ditions 

(1) Snowfall conditions in the Western Himalayas and Afghan mountains 

and I he pressure conditions in India arc iiejt unfavourable to the 
establishment of an eirly and strong monsoon on the Bombay 
Coast It is probable that the early advance of monsoon wunds at 
the end of May will be followed by a period of feeble monsoon 
winds and light rainfall for a short time, and that the monsoon 
will be established in full strength in the second or third week of 
June It will probably withdraw eailicr than usual from Upper 
India in September 

(2) Conditions are on the whole favourable for a strong monsoon in the 

Ba\ of Bengal. The first advance in the last week of May may 
he folhiw’ed by a short period of weakness, but the rains will 
probably be fully established about the normal period in Bengal 

(3) Pressure and other conditions are favourable m Bengal and to a less 

extent in Burma It is hence probable that Bengal will as a whole 
receive nominal to abundant rain, and that the rainfall in Burma 
and Assam will be normal or in slight defect 

(4) Conditions are to some extent unfavourable in the North-Western 

Provinces and Punjab in consequence of the excess of pressure 
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in that area and the local opnditions in the Kumaon Himalayas 
The rainfall in the Gangetic plain will probably be at least normal 
in Behar and the eastern districts of the North-Western Provinces, 
and in slight to moderate defect in the western districts of the 
North-Western Provinces and South-Fast Punjab 

(5) Conditions are slightly unfavourable in Rajputana and favourable in 

Central India 

(6) Conditions are favourable in the Central Piovnices and North Deccan, 

including Hv dcrabad, which v\ill hem c piob ibl) rci i iv c at least 
^ normal rainfall 

(7) Conditions in Soiithcrn India and the Carnatic are very difBcult to fore¬ 

cast, as the rainfall in those areas depends i hieflj upon the ocf ur- 
rence of short bieaks in the rains in Northern India It appears 
to be on the whole probable that ihe Midris Dieeaii ind Mysore 
will rcct ive at least normal i iin There is also a slight probability 
from the known (onditions that the rainf ill will beat least normal 
in ainoinit in the Carnatic 

It should be cartfull) noted that the preceding probibililies aic obtaini d on 
the assumption that the currents will be appro\ini itely iioiinil in strength 

The gcncial coik lusion is that the rainfall inij be defiiunt lo a inoderiti 
extent in North-W\*stern India, will \er} probably be at k ist noii lal in imount 
in the Peninsula, Bengal, nnd perhaps Burma, ind m\y lie in inoderiic to largish 
excess in Bengal and the Central Provincu^ 

It IS too early to estimate the probability of a longish bn ak in ibe runs in 
July or August, but there are no indications as yet of siuh an e\enl 

It should be noted that in the preceding stilcment, when it is slated that an 
event is probable, the ehinees in its favour irc at hast 5 lo 2, and whin very 
probable at least 5 to i

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The mean temperature of the whole of India for*the week was 0*5® below 
the normal In the Punjab, whe#e on the 23rd And 25th the weather was very 
hot, the mean temperature of the wetk was considerably and in the North- 
Western Provinces slightly excessive, but in all the other provmces it was below 
the normal 

Raxii .—During the we*ek under review ram has fallen throughout almost the 
whole of the Indian region Of the fifty-one rainfall divisions, only two, , 
Kathiawar and Kajputana (west), had absolutely no rain« In Guzerat 
and Sind the average actual rainfall for each division was less than one-tenth 
of an inch, but ir all the remaining divisions the rainfall was effective, 
and in several divisions was cxtcssive Ihc rainfall of the north-cast of 
India, including the nurma, y\ssam, and Bengal (excepting Bchar) divisions, w^as 
due to, and fell during the existence of, the cyclone noticed above, that of the 
West Coast was due to a slight advance of monsoon winds , and that of the other 
parts of India was due to showers falling generally during dust and thunder¬ 
storms The heaviest average actual rainfall was recciv'ed in Orissa, where the 
average fall for the division was 21 75 inches This was followed by 13 82 inches 
in Tenassenm, by 11 88 im lies in Arakan, and b) 8 11 inches in East Bengal In 
normal jears the heaviest fall during the week under review is recei\'’Ld by Arakan, 
and amounts to 8 65 inclii s 1 liis is followed by 6 70 inches in 1 enassenm and by 
4 24 inches in Assam (Surma) 1 he inllucnce of the c) clone is thus showm not 
only in the increased heaviness of the actual as compared with the noimal fall, 
but also in the change of the .area of heaviest rainfall from Arakan to the opposite 
side of the Bay 1 he exc cssive showeriness of the weather in Northern India is 
alsounusu.il, but the rainfall on the West Coast is about normal The third 
column of the concluding t.ible shows that of the lift}-one rainfall divisions, 
twenty-six had more and twenty-fivi had less than the normal amount 

The regions of cxces*-ivc fill included the following divisions —All the 
^Burma divisions, all the Bengal divisions, except North Bengal and the Behar 
divisions, all the North-Wesiern Provinces divisions, all the Punjab divisions 
and Malabar, the Konkan, the Dec( in, and the Central Provinces (west and 
central) Tlie excess was as mui h as 2069 inches in Orissa, 7 12 inches m 
Tenassenm, and over 6 inclus in Last Bengal and Deltaic Bengal On the 
West Coast and in Northern India the ex< css was moderate or small In Assam 
the dehcicney for the week was consulcraiye, but in the other parts of the country, 
where the rainfall was lighter than usual, the difference was not large 

The three concluding columns of the table show the average actual and 
average normal rainfall for the pi nod February 26th to May 27th, and the differ¬ 
ence of the former from the latter expressed as a percentage In Assam, 
Guzerat, Kathiawar, and bind the rainfall for the whole period h.is been d( h- 
Lient, in Arakan, North Bengal, North B^har, the Punjib (bouth. Hill distruts, 
and North-WVst), Coorg, Rajputana, and Central India (west) it has been 
« approximately normal, and in all the other divisions it has been excessive In 
Orissa and the central parts of the country the excess has been very large 

Most of the heavy falls of the week have fallen in the path of the cyclone 
In Upper India none of the thunderstorms, though frequent, leave been heavy 
while the advance of monsoon winds over the West Coast has only giv^en mode¬ 
rate amounts of rain The following giv'es the largest total amounts received 
during the week as reported in the rainfall telegrams of the week
